HE  deiign  of  the  following  work  is  to 


1 exhibit  the  events  of  the  gofpel-hiftory 
in  a conned:cd  chain,  or  order  of  fucceflion, 
and,,  by  combining  the  accounts  of  each  evan- 
gel! ft,  to  relate,  in  their  own  words,  every 
incident  with  all  its  circumftances  at  length*^ 
This,  it  is  evident,  muft  be  the  only  com- 
plete hiftory  of  our  Saviour’s  life  and  doc- 
trines that  can  be  given,  ft  nee  no  authentic 
afliftance  is  afforded  us  by  other  cotemporary 
writers  or  tradition. 

I am  well  aware,  at  the  fame  time,  that  a 
plan  of  this  kind  may  be  liable,  from  pre- 
judice and  the  nature  of  the  thing  itfelf,  to 
fome  objedtions,  and  to  fome  difficulties » 

Thofe  zealous  advocates  for  the  extent  of 
divine  infpiration  communicated  to  the  evan- 
gelical hiftorians,  who  imagine  that  every 
word,  nay,  every  letter,  proceeded  from  the 
Holy  Spirit,  will  mod:  probably  be  difpleafed 
at  the  flighted:  difarrangement  of  the  facred 
text. 

The  anfwer  to  their  obje(ft:ions  is  obvious 
•—no  verbal  accuracy  appears  in  the  gofpel 
narrations  : there  are  various  little  inconfifl- 
encies,  or  even  contradidiions j fometimes  a 
difference  with  refpedt  to  times,  places,  and 
perfons:  thus  one  evangelid:  may  tell  us  a 
certain  circumftance  happened  in  Galilee,  the 
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others  in  Judea;  compare  Mat.  8.  19.  Luke 
9.  57.  Matthew  fays  that  two  men  poffef- 
fed  with  demons  met  our  Lord  at  Gadara ; 
the  others  mention  but  one:  he  hath  alfo 
given  a date  to  this  tranfadlion  differ- 
ent to  that  affigned  for  it  by  Mark  and 
Luke.  Matthew  and  Luke  relate  the  clear- 
ing of  the  temple,  as  if  it  happened  imme- 
diately upon  the  triumphal  entry  of  Jefus 
into  Jerufalem ; but  Mark  tells  us,  this 
circumftance  did  not  come  to  pafs  till  the 
day  following:  for  that  on  the  former  day 
he  only  took  a general  furvey  of  the  city  and 
temple,  and  returned  to  Bethany.  Other  in- 
ffances  of  this  kind  might  be  found:  where- 
as, if  the  Divine  Spirit  had  condefeended  to 
particulars,  we  might  reafonably  have  ex- 
pected the  accounts  of  the  fame  faCt  to  be 
uniformly  the  fame.  As  the  contrary  ap- 
pears, we  are  juftified  in  fuppofing  that 
only  the  general  fentiment  and  inftrudtion  is 
divinely  infpired,  being  confeffedly  the  very 
fame  in  all ; while  the  arrangement,  language, 
and  mode  of  conveying  the  inftruCtion  may 
depend  fomewhat  on  the  genius  and  cha- 
rafter  of  each  writer,  fince  they  do  not  always 
feem  to  have  regarded  hiftorical  exaCtnefs, 
but  rather  employ  the  narration  as  a vehicle 
to  communicate  their  doCtrines  in  a fuitable 
form.  It  would  therefore  be  equally  unrea- 
fonable  to  derive  the  ftruCture  of  words 
and  fentences  from  a divine  origin,  as  to 
run  into  the  oppofite  extreme,  and  from  a 
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few  deviations  of  no  great  confequence  in 
themfelves,  deny  the  credibility  of  the  whole 
gofpel-hiftory,  which  fome  have  done;  neg- 
lecting to  obferve  the  ftriCt  harmony  and 
uniformity  in  all  the  general  conclufions,  and 
great  moral  truths,  and  how  little  they  are 
aifeCted  by  thofe  flight  circumftances. 

• Another  objection  may  be,  that  flnce  in 
this  fcheme  the  different  narrations  are  inter- 
mixed, we  fliall  have  the  ftile  and  language 
of  men  differing  in  their  powers,  taftes,  and 
capacities,  confounded  together.  On  com- 
parifon,  however,  I think  that  difference  is 
not  fo  great  as  might  be  imagined ; conflfting 
only  in  fome  peculiarities  of  phrafeology, 
which  appear  not  very  confpicuous  when 
tranflated  and  modelled  according  to  our 
own  diction.  The  writers  were  men  of  the 
fame  nation,  of  the  fame  time,  having  nearly 
the  fame  education,  and  way  of  thinking, 
and  engaged  in  the  famecaufe;  whence  their 
compofitions  alfo  have  much  the  fame  gene- 
ral turn  and  character,  and  may  therefore  be 
thus  united  without  any  great  impropriety. 

The  difficulties  in  arranging  the  faCts  ac- 
cording to  regular  order  arq  not  a few.  If 
Matthew’s  gofpel  be  taken  as  a ffandard, 
which  has  been  generally  done,  the  others 
muff  be  tranfpofed  almoit  throughout.  If 
Luke  or  Mark  be  fixed  upon  for  this  purpofe, 
as  more  regular  and  connected ; flill  Matthew 
would  invert  their  order  in  one  or  two  in- 
ffances,  limiting  to  a particular  time  what 
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they  have  not  {o  accurately  defined.  I rauft 
confefs,  l>owever,  that  the  arrangement  of 
Luke  and  Mark  appears  to  me  preferable: 
they  write  profefiedly  in  fet  order,  agree  in 
moft  circumftanoes,  and  the  events  recorded 
feem  to  follow  each  other  in  natural  and 
eafy  progreffion;  whereas  Matthew  is  often 
abrupt  and  unconnected  in  his  narration^  at- 
tending more  efpecially  to  the  doCtrines  de- 
livered, completion  of  prophecies,  &c.  The 
fermon  on  the  mount  affords  us  an  exam- 
ple of  his  condud  in  this  refpeCt.  It  is 
reprefen  ted  by  him  to  have  been  delivered 
foon  after  our  Saviour’s  baptifm,  at  his  firft 
entrance  on  the  publick  miniftry.  The  in- 
troduction to  this  difeourfe  is  as  follows ; 

And  Jefus  went  about  all  Galilee,  teach- 
ing in  their  fynagogues,  and  proclaiming  the 
good  tidings  of  the  kingdom,  and  healing 
every  difeafe  and  every  infirmity  among  the 
people^  and  his  fame  went  forth  into  all 
Syria,  and  crouds  followed  him  from  Ga- 
lilee, Decapolis,  and  Jerqfalem,  and  Judea, 
and  beyond  Jordan.”  Now  it  appears,  on 
• comparing  this  paffage  with  the  accounts  of 
other  evangelifts,  that  his  abfence  from  Ca- 
pernaum during  his  firft  journey  in  Gali- 
lee was  but  fhort : and  Jefus  being  not  then 
publickly  known,  it  is  hardly  poffible  fb 
great  a multitude  from  fuch  diilant  parts  of 
the  country  could  at  that  time  be  aflembled 
about  him  : more  efpecially  if  we  follow 
Dr.  Prieflley’s  Chronology,  who  allows  only 
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five  or  fix  days  for  the  whole  tranfadlion. 
Luke  and  Mark  Ihew,  with  much  more  pro- 
bability, how,  as  his  fame  extended  gradu- 
ally, the  multitudes  colledted  from  different 
countries  at  a more  advanced  period  of  his 
minifiry. 

Matthew  feems  here  not  to  have  fludied 
the  obfervance  of  order,  but  rather  takes  the 
firfi:  opportunity,  before  he  enters  upon  the 
relation  of  our  Saviour’s  publick  tranfaftions^ 
to  point  out  his  reafons  for  appearing,  and  the 
doftrines  he  meant  to  eftablifh ; which  is 
further  probable,  becaufe  the  difcourfe  is 
compofed  out  of  three  or  four  others,  recited 
by  Luke  and  Mark  at  different  times ; as  if 
Matthew  intended  then  to  give  a fynoptical 
view  of  the  Chriftian  tenets  abridged  from 
our  Lord’s  principal  difcourfes. 

For  thefe  confiderations  I fhall  infert  the 
fermon  in  the  place  which  Luke  has  affigned 
to  the  principal  part  of  it,  preferving  it  in- 
tire, as  I think  it  would  be  improper  to 
disjoin  a piece  of  the  beft  and  founded:  mo- 
rality that  is  any  where  extant  in  the  world. 

The  other  incidents  are  arranged  ac- 
cording to  a plan  which  appears  to  me  mod: 
reafonable  and  mod:  unexceptionable  i the 
foundation  of  each  narrative  being  taken 
from  the  fulled  account,  or  from  the  tedi- 
monies  of  a majority,  and  any  additional 
circumdances  fupplied  from  the  others  where 
they  occur. 
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More  attention  is  alfo  due  to  one  evangelift 
than  another,  at  different  periods  of  our 
Lord’s  miniftration ; MaVk  is  more  exadt 
with  refpedl  to  the  tranfadlions  in  Galilee ; 
Luke  enlarges  upon  the  events  and  difcour- 
fes  which  took  place  in  the  journeys  of  Jefus 
Chrifl  through  Samaria  and  Judea  j John  is 
moft  full  and  particular  in  what  happened  at 
Jerufalem ; Matthew  is  perhaps  leaf!;  connect- 
ed, uling  in  his  tranfitions  the  words,  W,  3^, 
/A,  3^  syst'sjo)  and  sy  iKuvu  rS  xetif<u,  &c.  without 
fpecifying  the  particular  times. ^ 

Where  time,  place,  and  more  particular 
circumftances  are  referred  to  by  any  one  of 
them,  and  omitted  or  negledted  by  the  reft, 
we  are  bound  to  follow  the  precife  account 
rather  than  the  general.  The  many  feeming 
inconfiftencies  above  hinted  at  may  be  moft 
eafily  explained  by  attending  to  this  diflinc- 
tion.  It  muft  appear,  on  a little  confi deration, 
improbable,  that  any  fet  of  men  writing  the 
fame  narrative,  but  of  different  length,  and 
on  a different  plan,  could  coincide  in  all  the 
minute  circumftances : and  ffcill  more  fo,  if 
each  fhould  take  certain  parts  to  enlarge 
upon,  and  croud  together  the  remaining  in-r 

* All  thefe  difficulties  might  be  overcome,  if  we  were 
allowed  to  fuppofe  a difarrangement  of  two  chapters  in  Mat- 
thew. After  chap,  9.  ver,  9.  infert  his  12th  and  13th  chap- 
ters ; and  the  order  will  then  be  found  nearly  the  fame  in  all. 
Matthew’s  gofpel  in  the  prefent  form  cannot  be  fo  well  de- 
pended upon,  if  the  general  opinion  be  true,  that  it  was 
originally  written  in  Hebrew,  and  afterwards  tranflated  into 
Greek  by  an  uncertain  author : for  thus  it  muft  neceflarily  be- 
come liable  to  alterations. 
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cidents.  This  is  notufually  expedled  from  hif- 
toriansj  nor  are  there  perhaps  two  hiftories  in 
the  world  agreeing  in  every  circumftance, 
except  where  one  is  exprefly  copied  or  abridg- 
ed from  the  other.  Why'fhould  we  not  ap- 
ply fome  little  common  fenfe  in  judging  of 
the  evangelical  writers  ? Why  expedt  impof- 
flbilities  from  them ; or  fuppofe  that  a very 
general  account  of  fome  tranfadtions  in  one, 
fhould  agree  exadtly  with  a minute  and  cir- 
cumfliantial  detail  in  others?  The  parts  of 
the  gofpel,  which  have  given  commentators 
and  harmonifts  mofl:  trouble,  are  the  ac- 
counts of  the  lafl:  fupper,  and  of  the  events 
betwixt  the  refurredtion  and  afcenflon.  The 
leading  circumflances  in  the  latter  are.  The 
viflts  of  the  Galilean  women  to  the  fepul- 
chre ; the  appearance  of  angels  to  them^ 
our  Lord’s  manifeflation  of  himfelf  there, 
and  afterwards  to  the  apofliles  at  Jerufalem^ 
his  difcourfe  with  them  in  Galilee,  and  again 
at  Jerufalem ; his  final  leave,  and  afcent  into 
heaven.  Matthew’s  narrative  is  here  very 
general  and  deficient  when  compared  with 
the  others ; he  fays,  that  an  angel  from  heaven 
removed  the  Rone  from  the  fepulchre,  cauf- 
ed  an  earthquake,  and  terrified  the  guards; 
that  when  the  women  (according  to  him, 
the  two  Marys)  were  come  thither,  the  an- 
gel aflured  thent  of  pur  Lord’s  refurredtion, 
and  of  his  going  before  them  into  Galilee — 
that  Jefus  afterwards  prefented  himfelf  to 
them,  and  told  them  the  fame;  that  the  dif- 
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ciples  went  into  Galilee,  as  dired:ed,  fawhim, 
and  were  convinced.  Thus  Matthew  fums 
up  the  general  fads  without  much  precifion : 
but  Mark  enters  into  a particular  detail- 
according  to  him,  the  women,  finding  the 
ftone  rolled  away,  entered  into  the  fepulchre, 
where  an  angel  appeared  to  them  fitting  on 
the  right  fide,  and  addrefi'ed  them  as  above. 
Jefus  is  firfi;  feen  by  Mary  Magdalen  alone, 
then  by  two  difciples  in  the  country,  and 
afterwards  by  the  eleven.  Luke  feems  to 
join  together  all  that  was  done  by  the 
women,  without  diflinguifhing  the  adive 
part  taken  by  Mary  Magdalen,  or  what  hap- 
pened to  her  feparately.  But  he  mentions 
Peter’s  vifit  to  the  fepulchre ^ and  gives  a full 
account  of  our  Lord’s  appearances  to  the 
difciples  j and  his  afcenfion  from  Bethany, 
John  mentions  what  was  feen  and  done  by 
Mary  only.  She  induced  Peter  and  John  to 
go  unto  the  fepulchre — after  they  were  gone 
Ihe  faw  two  angels  within  it;  and  had  the 
converfation  with  Jefus  in  the  garden.  An- 
other vifit  to  the  difciples  is  mentioned,  in 
which  the  unbelief  of  Thomas  is  reproved: 
and  the  tranfadions  in  Galilee  are  alfo  more 
circumftantially  related. 

As  Mark  and  John,  therefore,  are  moft 
precife  and  particular,  coinciding  at  the  fame 
time  perfedly  in  their  accounts,  I found 
this  part  of  the  narrative  on  them,  and  infert 
the  additional  incidents  from  the  others.  So 
throughout  I think  it  right  to  prefer  a la- 
boured 
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boured  and  circumftantial  account  to  one 
that  is  flight  and  general.  Matthew  and  Mark, 
fpeaking  of  our  Saviour’s  crucifixion,  fay, 
that  amongfi:  others,  **  The  thieves  who 
were  crucified  with  him  alfo  reviled  him,” 
enlarging  no  further.  But  Luke  has  been 
more  exprefs  on  this  pafiage,  and  affords  us 
fome  additional  circumftances  — one  blaf- 
phemed  him,  but  was  rebuked  by  the  other, 
to  whom  Jefus  promifes  future  happinefs. 

In  another  place,  when  Luke  and  John 
mention  the  circumftance  of  our  Lord’s 
foretelling  Peter  that  he  fhould  deny  him, 
they  do  it  each  on  a different  occafion ; as  if 
they  took  the  firfl  opportunity  that  offered 
of  inferting  this,  though  not  in  exadl  order. 
Matthew  and  Mark  particularize,  and  make 
a feparate  paragraph  of  it,  relating  it,  with 
more  feeming  propriety,  at  a time  when 
the  difciples  had  been,  by  many  previous 
inftrudions,  prepared  to  receive  every  dif- 
agreeable  intelligence. 

The  conclufions  of  the  gofpels  do  not  en- 
tirely agree  together;  and  our  Lord’s  Jafl  dif- 
courfes,  which  feem  to  have  been  delivered 
at  different  times,  are  by  fome  of  the  evan- 
gelifts  united  together.  Luke,  though  more 
full  than  the  reft,  is  yet  fomewhat  imper-. 
fed:,  for  St.  Paul,  in  i Corinth.  15.  enu- 
merates many  vifits  of  our  Lord  to  the  dif- 
ciples, which  are  not  mentioned  in  any  of  the 
gofpels,  I have  endeavoured  to  make  the  ac- 
count 
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count  as  complete  as  poffible,  by  comparing 
the  four  evangelifts  with  A6ts,  chap.  i. 

Having  thus  given  the  outlines  of  the  plan 
I have  followed  in  this  combined  narration, 
it  will  not  be  necelfary  to  fill  the  body  of 
the  work  with  notes  to  explain  the  arrange- 
ment of  every  incident;  but  the  narrative, 
being  confidered  according  to  thefe  rules, 
will,  I hope,  be  found  tolerably  regular  and 
connedled  throughout;  nor  is  any  circum- 
ifance  omitted. 

Our  prefent  tranflation  of  the  New  Tefta- 
ment  is  on  all  hands  allowed  to  have  particu- 
lar merit  in  its  exadtnefs,  expreffion,-  and 
fimplicity.  So  complete  is  the  verfion,  in 
thefe  refpedis,  that  almofi;  all  attempts  to  im- 
prove it  feem  to  have  been  fruitlefs : I have 
not  therefore  made  any  alterations  in  the 
text,  except  a few  verbal  ones ; as,  for  in- 
ftance,  the  Holy  Spirit  for  Holy  Ghoft;  and 
inflead  of  devil,  the  original  word  demon  is 
reftored,  where  poflefilon  is  fpoken  of.  The 
opinions  of  the  Eaftern  nations  concerning 
this  intermediate  race  of  beings,  their  power 
of  pofiefiion  or  mode  of  actuating  human 
bodies,  the  manner  of  exorcifing  them,  &c. 
though  a curious  piece  of  hiftory,  I think  not 
necelfary  to  relate  in  the  prefent  work,  nor 
can  I take  upon  me  to  decide  on  fome  points 
that  are  difputed : however,  it  cannot  be 
amifs  to  make  the  proper  diftindtion  betwixt 
demons  and  the  fallen  angels,  who  are  ufually 
termed  Sitictr,  angels  of  Satan,  and  faid 
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by  St.  Peter  to  be  confined  with  chains  of 
darknefs  in  tartarus  or  the  abyfs,  againfi:  the 
day  of  judgement,  o ayjkhuv

The  hifiory  and  general  dodlrines  of 
Chrifiiianity  are  delivered  by  the  evangelical 
writers  fo  clearly  and  diftindlly,  that  fcarce. 
the  meanefi:  capacity  can  fail  to  comprehend 
them.  So  plain  and  fimple  a narrative  might 
be  expelled  not  to  require  any  extenfive 
comments  or  illufirations ; yet  we  have  a 
very  numerous  body  of  commentators,  and 
thoufands  of  volumes  written  on  the  fub- 
jedl.  Not  much  fatisfadlion  is  to  be  obtained 
from  the  perufal  of  thefe,  as  far  the  greatefi: 
part  of  them  too  often  endeavour  to  find  out 
meanings  beyond  what  the  words  exprefs,  to 
perplex  what  is  in  itfelf  clear  and  perfpicu- 
ous,  or  treat  of  abftrufe  fpeculative  points, 
which  in  our  prefent  fiate  are  not  to  be 
thoroughly  underftood,  nor  can  be  attended 
to  by  the  generality  of  mankind.  Certain  it 
is,  men  were  not  defigned  for  a life  of  fpecu- 
lation ; nor  has  impertinent  curiofity  been 
gratified  in  the  revealed  fyftem  of  religion. 
But  Divine  Wifdom  has  in  it  communicated 
to  us  every  necelTary  information.  We  there 
learn  the  relation  we  ftand  in  to  our  Creator; 
what  duties  are  required  of  us  towards  our 
fellow-creatures;  and  by  what  means  we 
may  enfure  our  own  happinefs : and  all  this 

in 
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in  terms  fb  clear  and  prccife,  that  no  para- 
phrafe  or  comment  can  render  it  more  ex- 
plicit. It  is  prefumed  the  occalion  for  com- 
menting on  the  evangelical  hiftory  is  yet 
more  diminiihed  by  a work  of  this  nature,  in 
which  the  principal  advantage  propofed  is, 
by  a methodical  arrangement,  and  the  fulleft 
account  of  every  incident,  to  make  the  gof- 
pel,  if  I may  be  allowed  the  expreffion,  a 
comment  on  itfelf. 

Such  a plan  is  perhaps  likely  to  be  of  more 
general  ufe  than  the  harmonies  already  pub- 
liihed,  which  are  too  voluminous  to  be  read, 
except  by  men  of  letters,  who  have  leifure 
to  beftow  upon  them  the  minute  attention 
they  require.  I mean  not  to  detract  from 
the  merit  of  the  Harmonifts — the  Chriftian 
world  is  furely  much  obliged  to  them  for 
their  elaborate  performances,  and  particularly 
to  the  learned  Bifhop  of  Waterford,  who  has, 
I think,  nearly  exhaufled  the  fubjedt. 

In  the  following  fcheme,  which  was  made 
out  fome  years  ago,  I had  divided  the  time 
of  the  narration  into  fix  periods.  The 
I ft  Containing  all  the  hiftory  previous  to 
the  pafibver,  John  2.  13.  at  which  time 
our  Lord  entered  upon  his  publick  mi- 
niftration. 

2d  Comprehending  the  tranfadtions  in  the 
interval  between  that  pafiTover  and  the 
feftival  mentioned,  John  5.  i.  proba- 
bly the  feaft  of  Pentecoft. 
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This  allows  near  two  months  for  his 
firft  tour  through  Judea  and  Galilee. 

3d  From  the  feaft  of  Pcntecoft  to  the  fecond 
paflbver,  John  6.  4.  or  during  ten 
months,  when  he  went  throughout  all 
Galilee  by  city  and  village. 

4th  From  the  fecond  palfover  to  the  feaft  of. 
tabernacles,  a period  of  fix  months  for 
the  tour  through  the  borders  of  Phoeni- 
cia and  Decapolis  to  Cefarea  Philippi. 

5th  From  the  feaft  of  tabernacles  to  that  of 
dedication,  or  the  laft  palfover;  for  the 
tranfadtions  between  the  feaft  of  dedi- 
cation and  time  of  this  palfover  are  not 
fpecified.  This  part  contains  the  ac- 
count of  our  Lord’s  miniftry  in  Pera3a, 
Samaria,  and  Judea,  during  fix  months. 

6th  From  the  third  palfover  to  the  afcen- 
fion,  about  fifty  days. 

The  foregoing  arrangement  would  make  the 
whole  duration  of  our  Lord’s  publick  miniftry 
two  complete  years.  Commentators,  however, 
are  much  divided  upon  this  point.  Some  al- 
low three  years  or  more,  making  the  feaft, 
John  5.  I.  a palfover:  but  from  concurring 
circumftanees,  others  think  it  rather  the 
pentecoft  fucceeding  the  firft  palfover,  and 
have  endeavoured  to  prove,  that  the  tranf- 
aftions  of  our  Lord  in  Judea,  John  4.  and 
his  two  circuits  in  Galilee,  Mat.  4.  and  8. 
Mark  i.  and  2.  may  be  comprifed  in  the 
interval  of  thofe  feftivajs,. 

Dr.  Prieftly,  following  Mann,  and  other 
authors,  confines  the  whole  to  one  year,  fup- 
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poling  John  6.  4.  to  be  an  interpolation,  and 
the  chapter  out  of  its  proper  place.  The 
authorities  in  this  cafe  from  manufcripts,  and 
other  verlions,  will  fcarcely  be  found  fuffi- 
cient  to  eftablilh  his  opinion,  or  make  it  gene- 
rally adopted.  But  as  this  controverfy  has 
been  of  late  very  extenlively  difculTed,  thofe 
who  willi  for  more  particular  information 
may  obtain  fatisfadlion  from  the  correfpond- 
ence  on  the  fubjedt  betwixt  Dr.  Prieftly  and 
the  Billiop  of  Waterford. 

I am  at  prefent  difpofed  to  admit  of  three 
years  for  the  duration  of  our  Lord’s  minidry, 
which  I think  by  a particular  arrangement 
will  dillindtly  appear;  and  thus  the  evan- 
gelifts  be  more  elfedtually  reconciled  to  each 
other. 

It  is  deducible  from  Matthew’s  narrative, 
that  Jefus  on  his  return  into  Galilee,  having 
quitted  {^kcCaki'ttuv)  Nazareth  his  former  place 
of  abode,  dwelt  fome  time  at  Capernaum 
before  he  called  the  four  firft  apoftles,  or 
began  to  preach  publickly,  chap.  4.  Mat- 
thew mentions  a fecond  vilit  of  our  Lord  to 
Capernaum,  chap.  8.  5.  pofterior  to  thofe 
events,  which  agrees  in  its  circumftances 
with  that  fpoken  of  Ma!rk  i.  21,  &c.  and 
is  therefore  probably  the  parallel  palTage. 

Thus  we  have  a feries  of  events  at  the  be- 
ginning of  our  Lord’s  minidry  regularly  de- 
fcribed  by  Matthew,  before  any  tranfadions 
are  mentioned  by  the  others ; Luke  indeed 

fays 
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fays  in  general  terms,  that  after  Jefus  was 
returned  into  Galilee,  there  went  out  a fame 
of  him  through  all  the  regions  round  about, 
and  he  taught  in  their  fynagogues,  being 
glorified  of  all. 

An  equal  diftribution  of  time,  and  a more 
perfect  reconciliation  of  the  gofpel-narra- 
tions,  may  then  be  made  by  reading  this  part 
of  them  in  the  following  order : Mat.  4.  12. 
to  8.  18.  Mark  i.  35.  to  39.  Luke  7.  1 1.  to 
the  end.  Mat.  12.  22.  to  13.  53.  Mark  4. 
35.  Mat.  8.  18.  to  9.  35.  (compare  Mark  2. 

1.  to  23.)  Mark  6.  i.  to  7.  John  5.  Mark 

2.  23.  to  3.  22.  Mat.  9.  35.  (Luke  8.  1.  to 
4.)  to  12.  Mat.  14.  (John  6)  to  19.  John  7, 
&c.  &:c.  This  arrangement,  though  fome- 
thing  different  to  that  given  in  the  following 
work,  and  occafioning  feveral  tranfpolitions, 
I think  on  further  confideration  affords  the 
mofi;  exadt  and  true  account.  The  conned:ive 
expreflions,  “ From  that  time,”  Mat.  4.  17. 
— “ it  came  to  pafs  the  day  after,”  Luke  7. 
II. — “ while  he  yet  talked” — and  “ on  the 

fame  day,”  Mat.  12.  46.  13.  i. — “ on  the 
“ fame  day,  at  even,”  Mark  4.  35.  “he  paf- 
“ fed  over  into  his  own  city”  (Capernaum, 
Mark  2.  i.)  Mat.  9.  i. — “ while  he  fpake 
“ thefe  things,”  Mat.  9.  18,  &c.  &c.  feem 
fufficiently  to  confirm  the  above  arrange- 
ment, and  limit  to  a certainty  the  call  of 
Matthew.  The  fabbath  on  which  the  ears  of 
corn  were  plucked,  being  connected  in  two 
evangel! fts,  with  the  nomination  of  the 
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twelve  apoftles  (fee  alfo  Mat.  12.  9.)  muft 
neceffarily  follow  the  call  of  Matthew,  and 
therefore  points  out  the  place  where  the 
5th  chapter  of  John  {hould  be  inferted, 
rendering  it  more  than  probable  that  the  feaft, 
mentioned  in  the  ift  verfe  of  that  chapter, 
was  a palfover  or  the  pentecoft  fucceeding  it. 

As  it  appears  from  hence,  that  Mark 
and  Luke,  elpecially  the  former,  pafs  over  in 
flence  almoft  the  whole  firft  year  of  our 
Saviour’s  publick  miniftration,  mentioning 
only  a few  incidents  at  the  conclufion  of  it, 
Matthew’s  account  therefore  commences  half 
a year  or  more  before  theirs,  and  immediately 
fucceeds  John,  chap.  4.  proceeding  to  relate 
that  Jefus  in  a circuit  about  all  Galilee,  healed 
every  difeafe  and  infirmity  throughout  the 
cities,  taught  in  the  fynagogues,  and  preach- 
ed to  an  innumerable  concourfe  of  people. 

A more  regular  and  connected  feries  of 
the  fubfequent  incidents,  and  other  probable 
reafons  might  be  adduced  for  thus  extending 
the  firfi:  part  of  Matthew’s  gofpel;  which  if 
we  were  allowed  to  admit,  the  objections 
(preface,  p.  6,  7.)  againft  the  arrangement 
and  mode  of  harmonifing  generally  adopted, 
would  be  removed,  and  a fufficient  length 
of  time  allotted  to  the  tranfaCtions  during 
our  Lord’s  firfi;  journey  throughout  Galilee. 
An  eafy  and  uniform  diftribution  of  the 
events  in  a three  years  miniftration  after  the 
firft  paflbver,  might  then  alfo  be  made  as 
follows  :

THE  LAST  PASSOVER. 


The  above  diftribution  will  Ihew  how  little 
any  of  the  evangelifts  have  obferved  ftridt  order, 
and  that  none  of  them  ought  to  be  taken  for  a 
perpetual  guide : yet,  upon  this  ground,  I think 
reafons  might  be  affigned  for  the  arrangements 
adopted  by  them. — They  join  circumftances  toge- 
ther, becaufe  they  happened  at  the  fame  place, 
though  not  at  the  fame  time ; they  combine 
others  on  account  of  their  fimilarity.  Some- 
times they  choofe  to  give  a continued  feries  of 
hiftorical  narration,  and  deliver  the  doctrinal  part 
feparately,  when  in  ftri£t  propriety  they  (hould  have 
been  intermixed.  — It  will  hence  appear  alfo  that 
Luke  has  copied  after  Mark,  only  enlarging  on  his 
plan. 

Much  more  might  be  faid  on  this  fubjedl;  but  I 
leave  the  whole  to  the  judgement  of  my  readers, 
— If  the  foregoing  arrangement  appear  to  be  well 
founded,  thefe  and  other  conclulions  will  readily  be 
drawn  by  thofe  who  confider  the  gofpels  attentively. 
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Prefaces  of  St.  JOHN  and  St.  LUKE. 
Appearance  of  Angels  to  ZACHARIAS 
and  to  MARY.  Birth  of  JOHN. 

IN  the  beginning  was  the  word,  and  the  John  x." 
word  was  with  God,  and  the  word  was  i. 

God.  The  fame  was  in  the  beginning 
with  God  : through  it  all  things  were  made.  Compare 
and  without  it  was  not  any  thing  made  that 
was  made.  In  it  was  life,  and  the  life  was 
the  light  of  men : and  the  light  Ihineth  in. 
darknefs,  and  the  darknefs  comprehended  it 
not. 

And  the  word  was  made  flelh  and  dwelt 
among  us,  (and  we  have  feen  its  glory — the 
glory  as  of  the  only  begotten  of  the  Father) 
full  of  grace  and  truth. 

Forafmuch  as  many  have  undertaken  to  Luke  i. 
compofe  a narration  concerning  thofe  fadts 
which  are  fully  believed  among  us,  accord- 
ing as  they  delivered  them  to  us  who  were 
from  the  beginning  eye-witneffes  and  mi- 
nifters  of  the  wordj  it  feemed  good  to  me 
aifo,  having  traced  out  accurately  every  cir- 
cumftance  from  the  firft,  to  write  them  to 
thee  in  order,  moft  ^excellent  Theophilus, 
that  thou  mighteft  know  the  certainty  of  thofe 
dodrines  wherein  thou  haft  been  inftrud:ed,

There  was  in  the  days  of  Herod  the  king 
of  Judea,  a certain  prieft,  by  name  Zacharias, 
of  the  courfe  of  * Abia,  and  his  wife  of  the 
daughters  of  Aaron ; and  her  name  was 
Elizabeth.  They  were  both  righteous 
before  God,  walking  in  all  the  command- 
ments and  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blame- 
lefs.  And  they  had  no  child,  becaufe  that 
Elizabeth  was  barren ; and  both  were  far 
advanced  in  their  days.  Now  it  came  to  pafs, 
while  he  officiated  in  the  order  of  his  courfe 
, before  God,  that,  according  to  the  cuftom  of 
the  prieJfthood,  he  was  allotted  to  burn  in- 
cenfe  in  the  temple  of  the  Lord ; and  the 
whole  multitude  of  the  people  was  praying 
without,  at  the  hour  of  incenfe.  Then 
there  appeared  to  him  an  angel  of  the  Lord 
(landing  on  the  right  fide  of  the  altar  of  in- 
cenfe : and  Zacharias  feeing  him  was  trou- 
bled, and'  fear  fell  upon  him : but  the 
angel  faid  unto  him.  Fear  not  Zacharias, 
for  thy  prayer  hath  been  heard,  and  thy 
wife  Elizabeth  fhall  bear  to  thee  a fon, 
and  thou  fhalt  call  his  name  John  : and  joy 
fhall  be  to  thee  and  gladnefs ; and  many  at 
his  birth  fhall  rejoice,  for, he  fhall  be  great 
in  the  fight  of  the  Lord,  and  fhall  drink 
neither  wine  nor  flrong  drink  j J-  and  he  fhall 

be 

* Abia.  The  pricfts  were  divided  into  twenty-four  clafles, 
each  of  which  officiated  a week  in  fucceflion ; Abia  the  eighth.

f Strong  drink,  fignifies  fadUtious  wine,  from 

whatever  fruits,  or  in  general  any  fpirituous  intoxicating 
''  liquor  i 
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be  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  even  from  his  Luke 
mother’s  womb ; and  many  of  the  fons  of 
Ifrael  fliall  he  turn  unto  the  Lord  their  God  ; 
before  whom  he  fhall  go  forth  in  the  fpirit 
and  power  of  Elias,  to  turn  the  hearts  of 
fathers  towards  their  children,  and  the  dif- 
obedient  unto  the  wifdom  of  the  juft,  to 
make  ready  for  the  Lord  a prepared  peo- 
ple. And  Zacharias  faid  unto  the  angel. 
Whereby  ftaall  1 know  this  ? for  I myfelf 
am  an  old  man,  and  my  wife  far  advanced 
in  her  days  : and  the  angel  anfwering, 
faid  to  him,  I am  Gabriel,  who  ftand  in  the 
prefence  of  God;  and  I was  fent  forth  to 
fpeak  unto  thee,  and  to  bring  thee  thefe  glad 
tidings : and  behold  thou  fhalt  be  ftlent, 
and  not  able  to  fpeak,  until  the  day  that  thefe 
things  be  performed,  becaufe  thou  haft  not 
believed  my  words,  which  fhall  be  fulfilled 
in  their  feafon.  And  the  people  were  wait- 
ing for  Zacharias,  and  marvelled  at  his  tar- 
rying  fo  long  in  the  temple.  Now  when 
he  came  out,  he  was  not  able  to  fpeak  unto 
them ; and  they  perceived  that  he  had  feen 
a vifion  in  the  temple ; and  he  made  figns  to 
them,  and  continued  dumb.  And  it  came 

liquor;  from  the  Hebrew  word  ficar,  to  Intoxicate. 

The  priells  only  abftained  from  wine,  when  they  entered  the 
tabernacle  of  the  congregation  ; John,  as  of  peculiar  fanftity 
and  feverity  of  manners,  was  to  abltain  through  his  whole  life : 
which  injunction  the  Nazarites  obferved,  or  thofe  men  who  de- 
dicated themfelves  entirely  or  for  a certain  time  to  the  fcrvice 
of  God.  See  Numb.  vi.  2. 
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[ 4 ] Chap.  I. 

Luke  I.  to  pafs,  that  as  foon  as  the  days  of  his  mi- 

^3’  niftration  were  accompliflied,  he  departed 
unto  his  own  houfe : and  after  thofe  days 
his  wife  Elizabeth  conceived,  and  hid  her- 
felf  five  months,  faying,  Becaufe  the  Lord 
hath  fo  dealt  with  me,  in  the  days  wherein 
he  looked  on  me,  to  take  away  my  reproach 
among  men. 

Again,  in  the  fixth  month,  the  angel 
Gabriel  was  fent  forth  from  God  to  a city 
of  Galilee,  named  Nazareth,  unto  a virgin 
betrothed  to  a man  whofe  name  was  Jofeph, 
of  the  houfe  of  David : and  the  virgin’s 
name  was  Mary.  And  the  angel,  coming 
in  unto  her,  faid.  Hail,  thou  that  art  highly 
favoured ! the  Lord  is  with  thee : bleffed 
art  thou  among  women ! And  when  flie 
faw  him,  fhe  was  much  troubled  at  his 
faying,  and  confidercd  what  manner  of  fa- 
lutation  this  might  be : and  the  angel  faid 
to  her.  Fear  not,  Mary,,  for  thou  haft  found 
favour  with  God:  and  behold  thou  fltalt  con- 
ceive in  thy  womb,  and  bring  forth  a fon, 
and  fhalt  call  his  name  Jefus — He  fhall  be 
great,  and  fhall  be  called  the  Son  of  the  High- 
elf  : and  the  Lord  God  fliall  give  unto  him 
the  throne  of  David  his  Father;  and  he 
fhall  reign  over  the  houfe  of  Jacob  for  ever, 
and  of  his  kingdom  there  fhall  be  no  end  I 
Then  faid  Mary  unto  the  angel.  How  fhall 
this  be,  feeing  I know  not  man  ? And  the 
angel  anfwering,  faid  to  her.  The  Holy 
Spirit  fhall  come  upon  thee,  and  the  power 
of  the  Mofl  High  fliall  overfhadow  thee — 

where- 
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wherefore  alfo  the  holy  thing  to  be  born  Luke 
of  thee  fliall  be  called  the  Son  of  God,  35* 
And  behold  thy  coufin  Elizabeth,  fhe 
hath  alfo  conceived  a fon  in  her  old  age; 
and  this  is  the  fixth  month  with  her  who  is 
called  barren  j for  with  God  every  word  fhall 
not  fail ! Then  Mary  faid,  Behold  the  hand- 
maid of  the  Lord : be  it  unto  me  accord- 
ing to  thy  word.  And  the  angel  departed 
from  her. 

Now  Mary  arofe  in  thofe  days,  and  went 
into  the  hill-country,  with  hafte,  into  a city 
of  Ju-dea,  and  entering  into  the  houfe  of 
Zacharias  faluted  Elizabeth.  And  it  came 
to  pafs,  that  when  Elizabeth  heard  the  faluta- 
tion  of  Mary,  the  babe  leaped  in  her  womb; 
and  Elizabeth  was  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  cried  out  with  a loud  voice,  and  faid, 
Blefled  art  thou  among  women,  and  bleiled 
is  the  fruit  of  thy  womb  !— And  whence  is 
this  to  me,  that  the  mother  of  my  Lord 
fhould  come  unto  me?  for  lo,  as  foon  as  the 
voice  of  thy  falutation  reached  mine  ears,  the 
babe  leaped  in  my  womb  for  joy.  And 
blefied  is  ihe  that  hath  believed,  for-  there 
ihall  be  a completion  of  the  things  fpoken 
to  her  from  the  Lord  ! 

And  Mary  faid.  My  foul  doth  magnify 
the  Lord,  and  my  fpirit  rejoiceth  in  God 
my  Saviour,  for  he  hath  regarded  the  low 
eftate  of  his  hand-maiden;  for  behold  from 
henceforth  all  generations  fhall  call  me 
blefled,  fince  he  that  is  mighty  hath  done

Luke  I . to  me  great""  things  : and  holy  is  his  name, 

50*  and  his  mercy  is  on  them  that  fear  him, 
from  generation  to  generation.  He  hath 
(hewed  ftrength  with  his  arm ; he  hath 
difeomfited  the  proud  in  the  imagination 
of  their  hearts ; he  hath  pulled  down 
princes  from  their  thrones,  and  hath  ex- 
alted them  of  low  degree : he  hath  filled 
the  hungry  with  good  things,  and  the  rich 
he  hath  fent  empty  away.  He  hath  holpen 
Ifrael,  his  fervant,  in  remembrance  of  his 
mercy,  as  he  fpake  unto  our  fathers,  to 
Abraham,  and  to  his  feed  for  ever. 

And  Mary  abode  with  her  about  three 
months,  and  returneckto  her  own  houfe. 

Now  to  Elizabeth  was  fulfilled  the  time  of 
her  delivery,  and  (he  brought  forth  a fon. 
The  neighbours  and  her  relations  heard  how 
the  Lord  had  magnified  his  mercy  towards 
her,  and  they  rejoiced  with  her.  And  if 
came  to  pafs,  that  on  the  eighth  day,  they 
came  to  circumcife  the  child,  and  they  called 
him,  after  the  name  of  his  father,  Zacharias; 
And  his  mother  anfwering,  faid.  Not  fo, 
but  he  fhall  be  called  John ; and  they 
faid  unto  her.  There  is  none  of  thy  kindred 
who  is  called  by  this  name.  And  they  made 
ligns  to  his  father,  to  know  how  he  would 
have  him  called  j and  alking  for  a tablet,  he 
wrote,  faying,  John  is  his  name  j and  they 
all  marvelled.  And  his  mouth  was  opened 
immediately,  and  his  tongue,  and  he  (poke, 
praifing  God, 


And 
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And  fear  came  on  all  that  dwelt  round  Luke 
about  them ; and  all  thefe  fayings  were  dif-  ^5* 
courfed  of  throughout  all  the  hill-country 
of  Judea;  and  all  that  heard  them,  laid 
them  up  in  their  hearts,  faying.  What, 
then  fliall  this  child  be  ? And  the  hand  of 
the  Lord  was  with  him. 

And  Zacharias,  his  father,  was  filled  with 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  prophefied,  faying, 
Blefled  be  the  Lord  God  of  Ifrael,  for  he 
hath  vifited,  and  redeemed  his  people ; and 
hath  raifed  up  a horn  of  falvation  for  us  in 
thehoufe  of  his  fervant  David,  as  he  fpake 
by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  prophets  from  of 
old,  that  we  (hould  be  faved  from  our  ene-- 
mies,  and  from  the  hands  of  all  them  that 
hate  us ; to  perform  the  mercy  prpmifed  to 
our  fathers,  and  in  remepibrance  of  his  holy 
covenant,  according  to  the  oath  which  he 
fware  unto  Abraham  our  father,  that  he 
would  grant  us,  being  delivered  out  of  the 
hands  of  our  enemies,  to  ferve  him  without 
fear,  in  holinefs  and  righteoufnefs  all  the 
days  of  our  life. 

And  thou  child,  Ihalt  be  called  the  pro- 
phet of  the  Moll  High,  for  thou  (halt  go 
forth  before  the  face  of  the  Lord,  to  pre- 
pare his  way ; to.  give  knowledge  of  falva-f 
tion  to  his  people,  by  the  remifiion  of  their 
fins,  through  the  tender  mercy  of  our 
God,  whereby  the  day-fpring  from  on 
high  hath  vifited  us,  to  give  light  to  them 
that  fit  in  darknefs  and  in  the  ihadow  of

been  betrothed  to  Jofeph,  before  they  came 
together  fhe  was  found  with  child  of  the 
Holy  Spirit : wherefore  Jofeph,  her  hufband, 
being  a juft  man,  and  not  willing  to  expofe 
her,  was  minded  to  divorce  her  privately. 
While  he  thought  of  thefe  things,  lo,  an 
angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  to  him  in  a dream, 
faying,  Jofeph,  fon  of  David,  fear  not  to  take 
unto  thee  Mary  thy  wife,  for  that  which 
is  conceived  in  her  is  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
And  Ihe  fhall  bring  forth  a fon,  and  thou 
fhalt  call  his  name  Jefus,  for  he  fliall  fave 
his  people  from  their  fins.  Now  all  this 
was  done  that  it  might  be  fulfilled,  which 
was  fpoken  of  the  Lord  by  the  prophet, 
faying.  Behold  a virgin  ftiall  conceive  and 
bear  a fon,  and  they  fhall  call  his  name 
Ifa.  1. 14.  Emmanuel,  which  being  interpreted,  is 
God  with  us.  Then  Jofeph,  being  raifed 

. ^ from 
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from  lleep,  did  as  the  angel  of  the^Lord 
commanded  him,  and  took  unto  himT  his 
wife,  and  he  knew  her  not  until  ilie  had 
brought  forth  her  firft  born. 

It  came  to  pafs  in  thofe  days  that-  there  Luke 
went  out  a decree  from  Caefar  Auguftus  for  i. 
taxing  the  whole  earth.  * This  taxation 
was  firft  made,  Cyrenius  being  governor  of  , 
Syria  ; and  all  went  to  be  taxed,  every  one 
to  his  own  city.  Jofeph  alfo  went  up  from 
Galilee,  out  of  the  city  of  Nazareth,  into 
Judea,  to  the  city  of  David,  which  is  called 
Bethlehem  (becaufe  he  was  of  the  houfe  and 
lineage  of  David)  to  be  taxed  with  Mary, 
his  efpoufed  wife,  who  was  great  with  child. 

And  lb  it  was,  that  while  they  were  there, 
the  days  of  her  delivery  were  fulfilled,  and 
fhe  brought  forth  her  firft-born  fon,  and 
wrapped  him  in  fwaddling-clothes,  and  laid 
him  in  a manger,  becaufe  there  was  no  room 
for  them  in  the  inn. 

And  there  were  fhepherds  in  the  fam© 
country  abiding  in  the  field,  and  keeping 
watch  over  their  flock  by  night ; and  lo  ! 
an  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  them,  and 
the  glory  of  God  Ihone  round  about  them, 
and  they  were  fore  afraid.  And  the  angel 
faid  to  them.  Fear  not,  for  behold  I bring 
you  good  tidings  of  great  joy,  which  fhall 

♦ Taxation.  This  or  cenfus,  was  a general 

fiywey  and  enrollment  of  perfons,  and  the  value  of  their  ellates 
piade  previous  to  an  univerfal  taxation.

Luke 2.  be  to  all  people,  that  unto  you  hath  been 
8.  born  tjjis  day,  in  the  city  of  David,  a Sa- 
viour, who  is  the  ^anointed  Lordj  and  this 
fhall  be  the  fign  to  you,  ye  fhall  find  a babe 
wrapped  in  fwaddling-clothes,  lying  in  a 
manger.  And  fuddenly  there  was  with  the 
angel  a multitude  of  the  heavenly  hoft,  praif- 
ing  God,  and  faying,  Glory  to  God  in  the 
higheft,  and  on  earth  peace,  good-will  to- 
wards men  ! 

And  it  came  to  pafs,  as  the  angels  departed 
from  them  into  heaven,  the  Ihepherds  faid 
one  to  another.  Let  us  now  go  even  to 
Bethlehem,  and  fee  this  faying  that  is  come 
to  pafs,  which  the  Lord  hath  made  known 
to  us.  And  they  came  with  hafte,  and 
found  Mary  with  Jofeph,  and  the  babe  lying 
in  the  manger.  Seeing  this,  they  declared 
the  faying  which  was  told  them  concerning 
this  child  ; and  all  they  that  heard  marvelled 
concerning  the  things  fpoken  by  the  fliep- 
herds  unto  them.  But  Mary  kept  all  thefe 


* Xfffo?  Kvpiof-  Chrift  the  Lord.  It  was  the  cuftom  of 
the  Jews  to  anoint  with  oil  perfons  appointed  to  high  offices, 
as  the  priefts  and  kings.  This  ceremony  was  performed  by 
tJie  high  prieft,  or  fome  fandtified  perfon,  through  whom  new 
powers  were  communicated  after  the  anointing.  Saul  wa^ 
anointed  king  by  Samuel,  and  foon  after  prophelied.  Thus 
alfo,  1 Sam.  i6.  **  Then  Samuel  took  the  horn  of  oil  and 

anointed  David  in  the  midft  of  his  brethren,  and  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  came  upon  David  from  that  day  forward.’* 
Jefus  the  great  king  and  prieft,  the  fecond  David,  is  entitled 
Chriftus,  or  Meffiah,  i.  e.  The  Anointed,  byway  of  eminence, 
being  anointed  with  the  oil  of  gladnefs  above  his  fellows. 
Whence  it  was  afterwards  tried  as  a proper  name  of  Jefus; 
Luke  4.  18. 

fayings. 
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fayings,  and  pondered  them  in  her  heart.  Lukea. 
And  the  fliepherds  returned,  glorifying  and  20, 
praifing  God  for  all  the  things  that  they  had 
heard  and  feen,  according  as  it  was  told  to 
them. 

And  when  eight  days  were  accompliflied  Gen.  17, 
for  circumcifing  the  child,  he  was  called 
Jefus,  the  name  given  by  the  angel  before 
he  was  conceived  in  the  womb.  And  when  Lgyit,  j2, 
the  days  of  her  purification,  according  to  the  ?,&c. 
law  of  Mofes,  were  accomplifhed,  they 
brought  him  up  to  Jerufalem  to  prefent  him 
to  the  Lord  (as  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  the 
Lord,  Every  male  that  openeth  the  womb 
fhall  be  called  holy  to  the  Lord)  and  to 
offer  a facrifice  according  to  what  is  ordained 
alfo  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  a pair  of  turtle 
doves  or  two  young  pigeons. 

And  behold  there  was  a man  in  Jerufalem, 
whofe  name  was  Simeon,  and  the  fame  man 
was  juft  and  devout,  waiting  for  the  con- 
folation  of  Ifrael ; and  the  Holy  Spirit  was 
upon  him.  And  it  was  revealed  to  him  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  that  he  fhould  not  fee  death 
before  he  had  feen  the  Lord’s  anointed,  chrift. 
And  he  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the  temple ; 
and  when  the  parents  brought  in  the  child 
Jefus,  to  do  after  the  cuftom  of  the  law, 
then  he  took  him  up  in  his  arms,  and  bleffed 
God,  faying.  Lord,  now  letteft  thou  thy 
fervant  depart  in  peace,  according  to  thy 
word,  for  mine  eyes  have  feen  thy  falva- 
tion,  which  thou  haft  prepared  before  the 
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Luke 2.  face  of  all  people,  a light  to  enlighten 
32*  the  nations,  and  the  glory  of'  thy  people 
Ifrael.  And  Jofeph  and  his  mother  were 
marvelling  at  the  things  fpoken  concerning 
him  ^ and  Simeon  bleffed  them,  and  faid 
unto  Mary  his  mother,  Behold  this  child 
is  fet  for  the  fall  and  rifing  again  of  many 
in  Ifrael,  and  for  a fign  which  fhall  be 
fpoken  againft,  (yea,  a fword  lhall  pierce 
thy  own  foul  alfo)  that  the  thoughts  of 
many  hearts  may  be  revealed. 

And  there  was  one  Anna,  a prophetefs, 
daughter  of  Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Afer;  the 
fame  was  far  advanced  in  her  days,  having 
lived  with  an  hufband  feven  years  from  her 
virginity  ^ and  flic  was  a widow  of  about 
fourfcore  and  four  years,  who  departed  not 
from  the  temple,  ferving  God  with  failings 
and  prayers  night  and  day  : fhe  alfo  com- 
ing in  that  fame  hour  gave  thanks  to  the 
Lord,  and  fpake  concerning  him  to  aH  them 
that  looked  for  redemption  in  Jerufalem. 
Mat.  2,  Now  Jefiis  being  born  in  Bethlehem,  of 
I.  Judea,  in  the  days  of  Herod  the  king,  be- 
. - hold,  there  came  ^ Magi  from  the  eaft  to 
Jerufalem,  faying,  Where  is  he  that  is  born 


* The  Magi,  mentioned  in  the  text,  are  fuppofed  to  have 
belonged  to  the  celebrated  priefthood  of  Perlia,  who  were 
called  by  that  name.  This  order  was  much  refpefted  among 
the  eaftern  nations,  and  had  the  pre-eminence  in  politics, 
and  natural  philofophy,  as  well  as  religion.  They  were 
particularly  famous  for  their  attention  tp  aftronomy  and  celef- 
tial  phaenoniena. 


king 
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king  of  the  Jews  ? for  we  have  feen  his  ftar  Mat. 
in  the  eaft,  and  are|  come  to  worfhip  him.  2. 
Herod  the  king,  hearing  thefe  things,  was 
troubled,  and  all  Jerufdem  with  him  : and 
gathering  together  all  the  chief  priefts  and 
fcribes  of  the  people,  he  inquired  of  them 
where  the  Chrift  Ihould  be  born  ? They  faid 
to  him.  In  Bethlehem  of  Judea:  for  thus 
it  is  written  by  the  prophet ; And  thou 
Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of  Juda,  art  not  ' 
the  leaf!  among  the  princes  of  Juda : for 
out  of  thee  fhall  come  forth  a leader,  who 
Ihall  tend  my  people  Ifrael.'^' 

Then  Herod,  having  privately  called  the 
Magi,  inquired  of  them  diligently  what  time 
the  ftar  appeared ; and  fending  them  to  Beth- 
lehem, he  faid.  Go  ye  and  fearch  diligently 
for  the  child,  and  when  ye  have  found  him, 
bring  me  word  again,  that  I may  come  and 
worihip  him  alfo.  When  they  had  heard 
the  king,  they  departed,  and  lo,  the  ftar  which 
they  faw  in  the  eaft  went  before  them,  till  it 
came  and  ftood  over  where  the  young  child 
was.  Seeing  the  ftar,  they  rejoiced  with  ex- 
ceeding great  joy : and  entering  into  the 
houfe,  found  the  young  child  with  Mary, 
his  mother;  and  falling  down,  they  worftiip- 

* Micah  5.  2.  **  But  thou  Bethlehem  Ephratah,  though 
thou  be  little  among  the  thoufands  of  Juda,  yet  out  of 
thee  (hall  come  forth  to  me  he  that  is  to  be  ruler  in  Ifrael, 
whofe  goings  forth  have  been  from  of  old,  from  everlalting. 

Ver.  4 And  he  (hall  (land  atid  feed  in  the  ftrength  of  the 
Lord,  in  the  majefty  of  the  name  of  the  Lord  his  God,  &c.’*

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z.pedhim;  and  opening  their  treafu res,  pre- 
iented  to  him  gifts,  gold,  frankincenfe,  and 
myrrh.*  And  being  warned,  in  a dream, 
not  to  return  unto  Herod,  they  departed  by 
another  way  into  their  own  country.  After 
their  departure,  behold  an  angel  of  the  Lord 
appeared  to  Jofeph  in  a dream,  faying, 
Arife,  take  the  young  child  and  his  mother, 
and  flee  into  Egypt,  and  be  thou  there  un- 
til I fpeak  to  thee ; for  Herod  is  about  to 
feek  the  young  child  to  deftroy  him. 
Then  he  arofe  and  took  the  young  child  and 
his  mother  by  night,  and  departed  into 
Egypt,  and  was  there  until  the  death  of  Herod; 
that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  fpoken 

, of  the  Lord,  by  the  prophet,  faying.  Out 
of  Egypt  have  I called  my  Son. 

Then  Herod,  perceiving  that  he  was 
mocked  of  the  Magi,  was  exceeding  wrath, 
and  fending  forth,  he  flew  all  the  children  in 
Bethlehem,  and  in  all  the  borders  thereof, 
from  two  years  old  and  under,  according  to 
the  time  which  he  had  diligently  inquired 
from  the  Magi.  Then  was  fulfilled  that 
which  was  fpoken  by  Jeremias,  the  prophet. 


• No  perfon  of  eminence,  in  the  eaftern  countries,  is  ever 
approached  without  the  offer  of  a prefent,  often  very  con- 
fiderable  in  value.  When  Saul  was  feeking  his  father’s  affcs, 
his  fervant  fays,  “ Behold  there  is  in  this  city  a man  of  God, 
an  honourable  man,  all  that  he  faith  doth  furely  come  to 
pafs ; now  let  us  go  thither.  Then  faid  Saul  to  his  fer- 
vant, But,  behold,  if  we  go,  what  fhall  we  bring  the  man? 
for  the  bread  is  fpent  in  our  velTels,  and  there  is  not  a 
prefent  to  bring  to  the  man  of  God,”  &c.

faying,  A voice  was  heard  in  Rama,  mourn-  3* 
ing,  and  weeping,  and  great  lamentation : 
Rachel  bewailing  her  children,  and  would 
not  be  comforted,  becaufe  they  are  not. 

But  when  Herod  was  dead,  behold  an  angel 
of  the  Lord  appeared,  in  a dream,  to  Jofeph, 
in  Egypt,  faying,  Arife,  take  the  young 
child  and  his  mother,  and  go  into  the 
land  of  Ifrael,  for  they  are  dead  who  fought 
the  young  child’s  life.  And  he  arofe,  and 
took  the  young  child  and  his  mother,  and 
came  into  the  land  of  Ifrael : but  hearing  that 
Archelaus  reigned  over  Judea,  in  the  room  of 
Herod  his  father,  he  was  afraid  to  go  thither: 
notwithftanding,  being  warned  in  a dream,  he 
turned  alide  to  the  region  of  Galilee;  and  he 
came  and  dwelt  in  a city  called  Nazareth, 
that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  fpoken 
by  the  prophets.  He  fhall  be  called  a Naza- 
rene.  And  the  child  grew,  and  was  ftrength-  Luke 
ened  in  fpirit,  being  filled  with  wifdom,  and  40. 
the  grace  of  God  was  upon  him. 

Now  his  parents  went  every  year  to  Jeru- 
falem,  at  the  feaR  of  the  pafi'over ; and  when 
he  was  twelve  years  old,  they  went  up  to 
Jerufalem,  according  to  the  cuftom  of  the 
feaft.  Having  fulfilled  the  days,  on  their  re- 
turn the  child  Jefus  tarried  behind  in  Jeru- 
falem, and  Jofeph  and  his  mother  knew  it 
not,  but  they,  fuppofing  that  he  was  in  the 
company,  went  a day’s  journey,  and  they 
fought  him  among  their  relations  and  ac- 
quaintance. And  when  they  found  him  not. 
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Luke  2.  they  turned  back  again  to  Jerufalem,  feek- 
4^*  ing  him : and  it  came  to  pafs,  that  after  three 
days,  they  found  him  in  the  temple,  fitting 
in  the  midft  of  the  teachers,  both  hearing 
them  and  afking  them  quefUons ; and  all 
who  heard  him  were  aftonifhed  at  his  un- 
derftanding  and  anfwers. 

And  feeing  him,  they  were  amazed ; and 
his  mother  faid  to  him.  My  fon,  why  haft 
thou  thus  dealt  with  us  ? Behold,  thy 
fatbrer  and  I have  fought  thee  forrowing  ! 
And  he  faid  unto  them.  How  is  it  that  ye 
fought  me  ? wift  ye  not  that  I mufb  be 
about  my  Father’s  bufinefs  ? And  they 
underllood  not  the  faying  which  he  fpake 
unto  them. 

And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came 
to  Nazareth,  and  was  fubjedt  to  them.  And 
his  mother  kept  all  thefe  fayings  in  her 
heart.  And  Jefus  increafed  in  wifdom  and 
flature,  and  in  favour  with  God  and  men.. 


CHAP.  III. 

The  Baptifm  of  JOHN. 
JESUS  baptized.  Is  tempted  of  the  Devil. 
And  goeth  into  Galilee. 

NOW  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign 
of  Tiberius  Cefar,  Pontius  Pilate  be- 
ing governor  of  Judea,  and  Herod  being  te- 
trarch  of  Galilee,  and  his  brother  Philip  te- 
trarch  of  Iturea,  and  of  the  region  of  Tra- 

chonitis. 
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chonitis,  and  Lyfanias  tetrarch  of  Abilene  j Luke  3. 
Annas  and  Caiaphas  being  the  high  priefts,  2. 
the  word  of  God  came  unto  John,  thefon  of  Marki, 
Zacharias  j and  he  appeared  in  the  wilder- 2,  &c. 
nefs  of  Judea,  preaching  the  baptifm  of  re- 
pentance for  the  remidion  of  hns,  faying. 

Repent  ye,  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is 
at  hand.  As  it  is  written  in  the  book  of 
the  words  of  Efaias  the  prophet,  faying, 

“ Behold  I fend  my  meffenger  before  thy 
face,  who  ihall  prepare  thy  way  before 
thee.  The  voice  of  one  crying  in  theIfaiah4o. 
wildernefs,  prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  4- 
make  his  paths  ftraight.  Every  valley  fhall 
be  filled,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  fliall 
be  brought  low ; the  crooked  fhall  be  made 
ftraight,  and  the  rough  ways  fmooth ; and 
all  flefh  fliall  fee  the  falvation  of  God.”  Mat.  3. 
And  the  fame  John  had  his  raiment  of 4* 
camel’s  hair,  and  a girdle  of  fkin  about  his 
loins,  and  his  meat  was  locufls  and  wild 
honey.* 


* Locafts,  are  to  this  day  frequently  ufed  as  food 

in  thofe  countries.  They  were  allowed  in  the  Jewilh  law. 
Levit,  II.  22.  “ Ye  may  eat  the  loculi  after  his  kind,  and  the 
bald  loculi  after  his  kind,  and  the  beetle  after  his  kind, 
and  the  gralhopper  after  his  kind.  But  all  other  flying, 
creeping  things,  which  have  four  feet,  fliall  be  an  abo- 
mination unto  you.” 

The  fpecies  is  the  Gryllus  Loculla  migratorius,  which  is 
bred  abundantly  in  all  the  warm  countries  of  Afia  and  Africa, 
and  often  pafles  over  thence  into  Spain  and  Italy,  and  other 
parts  of  Europe. 

The  articles  of  food  and  clothing  here  mentioned,  are 
pie  natural  produce  of  thedefert  country,  with  which  John,  be- 
ing an  inhabitant,  contented  himfelf.  See  note,  Luke  15.  16. 

B Then 
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Mat.  3.  Then  went  out  unto  him  Jerufalem,  and 
5*  all  Judea,  and  all  the  region  round  about 
Jordan,  and  were  baptized  of  him  in  the 
river  Jordan,  confeffing  their  fins.

We  have  Abraham  to  our  father,  for  I fay 
unto  you,  that  God  is  able  out  of  thefe 
ftones  to  raife  up  children  unto  Abraham. 
And  now  alfo  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of 
the  trees : every  tree  therefore  which  bringeth 
not  forth  good  fruit,  is  hewn  dowi>  and

JO.  him,  faying.  What  then  fhall  we  do  ? He 
anfwereth  and  faith  to  them.  He  that  hath 
two  coats,  let  him  impart  to  him  that 
hath  none ; and  he  that  hath  meat,  let 
him  do  likewife. 

Then  came  alfo  publicans  to  be  baptized, 
and  faid  unto  him.  Teacher,  what  fhall  we 
do  ? And  he  faid  unto  them,  Exadl  no  more 
. than  that  which  is  appointed  you. 

The  foldiers  likewife  demanded  of  him, 
faying.  And  what  fhall  we  do  ? And  he 
faid  unto  them.  Do  violence  to  no  man, 
neither  accufe  falfely,  and  be  content  with 
your  itHi  III' uii.i 
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Now,  whilft  the  people  were  in  expe(5ta- Luke 3. 

tion,  and  all  mufing  in  their  hearts  concern-  ^ 7* 
ing  John,  whether  he  were  the  Chrift  or 
not,  John  anfwered,  faying  unto  them 
all,  I indeed  baptize  you  with  watery  but 
one  mightier  than  I cometh,  the  latchet 
of  whofe  dioes  I am  not  worthy  to  ftoop 
down  and  unloofe,  he  fhall  baptize  you 
with  the  Holy  Spirit  and  with  fire:  whofe 
fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly 
purge  his  floor,  and  will  gather  the  wheat 
into  his  garner,  but  the  chalF  he  will  burn 
with  fire  unquenchable. 

Then  cometh  Jefus  from  Galilee  to  Jordan 
unto  John  to  be  baptized  of  him ; but  John 
forbad  him,  faying,  I have  need  to  be 
baptized  of  thee,  and  comefl:  thou  unto  me  ? 

And  Jefuo  anfwering,  faid  unto  him.  Suffer 
it  now,  for  thus  it  becometh  us  to  fulfil  all 
righteoufnefs.  Then  he  permitted  him. 

And  Jefus,  when  he  was  baptized,  went  up 
ftraightway  out  of  the  water  and  lo ! the 
heavens  were  opened  unto  him,  and  he  faw 
the  Spirit  of  God  defcending  in  bodily  fhape  Luke 3; 
like  a dove,  and  lighting  upon  him  : and  lo  22, 
a voice  ‘from  heaven,  faying.  This  is  my 
beloved  Son,  with  whom  I am  well 
pleafed. 
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Luke3.  And  Jefus  began  to  be  about  thirty  years 
23*  of  age,  being,  as  was  fuppofed,  the

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Then  Jefus,  being  full  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  Luke4. 
returned  from  Jordan,  and  was  immediately 
led  by  the  Spirit  into  the  wildernefs,  and  was  Mat.  4. 
there  forty  days,  to  be  tempted  of  the  devil;  i* 
and  he  was  with  the  wild  beads,  and  in  Mark  i. 
thdfe  days  he  did  eat  nothing;  and  when  i2. 
they  were  ended,  he  afterwards  hungered. 

And  the  tempter,  approaching,  faid  to  him. 

If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  command  this 
done  that  it  may  be  made  bread.  And 
Jefus  anfwered  him,  faying.  It  is  written, 
that  man  diall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but 
by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the 
mouth  of  God.  And  the  devil,  taking 
him  up  unto  an  exceeding  high  mountain, 
fhewed  unto  him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the 
earth,  in  a moment  of  time : and  the  devil 
faid  unto  him.  To  thee  I will  give  all  this 
power,  and  the  glory  of  them,  for  it  is  de- 
livered unto  me,  and  to  whomfoever  I will 
give  lit;  if  thou  therefore  wilt  fall  down 
and  wordiip  me,  all  fhall  be  thine.  And 
Jefus  anfwered,  and  faid  unto  him.  Get  thee 

**  So  all  the  generations  from  Abraham  to  David  are 
fourteen  generations ; and  from  David  until  the  carrying 
away  into  Babylon,  fourteen  generations ; and  from  the 
carrying  away  into  Babylon  unto  Chrift,  fourteen  gene- 
rations.” Mat.  I.  17. 

Thefe  genealogies,  given  by  Luke  and  Matthew,  agree 
in  the  generations  from  Abraham  to  David : but  differ  en- 
tirely in  thofe  from  David  ^o  Jofeph. 

Luke  is,  therefore,  generally  fuppofed  to  give  Mary’s 
genealogy;  and  to  call  Jofeph,  the  fon  of  Eli,  only  as  being 
his  fon-in-law,  or  by  ^option. 

B 3 behiac^ 
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Luke 3.  behind  me,  Satan,  for  it  is  written.  Thou 
^ • fhalt  woriliip  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only 
^eut.  10.  ti^ou  ferve.  Then  he  brought  hirrt 
to  Jerufalem,  the  holy  city,  and  fet  him 
upon  the  battlement  of  the  temple,  and  faid 
to  him.  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  caft 
thyfelf  down  from  hence,  for  it  is  written, 
Pfalm9i.He  lhall  give  his  angels  charge  concerning 
thee,  to  keep  thee,  and  in  their  hands  they 
fhall  bear  thee  up,  left  at  any  time  thou 
dafh  thy  foot  againft  a ftone.  And  Jefus 
anfwering,  faid  unto  him.  It  is  faid.  Thou 
Deut.  6.  fhalt  not  tempt  the  Lord  thy  God.  And 
when  the  devil  had  finiflied  all  the  tempta- 
tion, he  departed  from  him  for  a feafon, 
and,  lo,  angels  came  and  miniftered  to  him. 
Luke  3.  Now,  John  was  baptizing  at  Bethabara, 
18.  beyond  Jordan,  and  many  things,  in  exhorta- 
tion, preached  he  unto  the  people,  till  Herod, 
the  tetrarch,  being  reproved  by  him,  on  ac- 
count of  Herodias,  his  brother  Philip’s  wife, 
and  for  all  the  evils  which  Herod  had  done, 
added  this  above  all,  that  he  fhut  up  John  in 
prifon. 

John  I.  John  came  from  God  for  a witnefs,  to 
G bear  witnefs  of  the  light,  that  all  through 
him  might  believe.  He  was  not  himfelf 
the  light,  but  was  fent  to  bear  witnefs 
concerning  the  light.  That  was  the  true 
light  which  enlighteneth  every  man  com- 
ing into  the  world ; he  was  in  the  world, 
and  the  world  \yas  made  by  him,  and  the 

worl4 
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world  knew  him  not.  He  came  unto  his  John 
own,  and  his  own  received  him  not ; but  lo* 
as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he 
power  to  become  fons  of  God,  even  to  them 
that  believe  on  his  name,  who  were  born 
not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  flefli,  nor 
of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God. 

John  bare  witnefs  concerning  him,  and 
cried,  faying,  This  was  he  of  whom  I fpake. 

He  that  cometh  after  me  is  preferred  before 
me,  for  he  was  prior  to  me  : and  of  his  ful- 
nefs  we  have  all  received,  and  grace  for 
grace  j * for  the  law  was  given  by  Mofes } 
the  grace  and  the  truth  came  through  Jefus 
Chrift.  No  man  hath  feen  God  at  any  time; 
the  only  begotten  Son,  who  is  in  the  bofom 
of  the  Father,  he  hath  declared  him. 

'And  this  is  the  teftimony  of  John,  when 
the  Jews  fent  from  Jerufalem  priefts  and 
Levites  to  aik  him.  Who  art  thou  ? And  he 
confefled,  and  denied  not,  but  confelfed, 

I am  not  the  Chrift  ? And  they  alked  him. 
What  then  ? art  thou  Elias  ? And  he  faith, 

I am  not.  Art  thou  the  prophet  ? He 
anfwered.  No.  Then  faid  they  unto  him. 

Who  art  thou  ? that  we  may  give  an  an- 
fwer  to  them  that  fent  us : what  fayeft  thou 
concerning  thyfelf  ? He  faid,  I am  the 
voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wildernefs. 
Make  ftraight  the  way  of  the  Lord,  as

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Johni.faid  the  prophet  Efaias.  And  they  that 

25 • were  fent  were  of  the  Pharifees } and  they 
afked  him,  and  faid  unto  him,  Why  then 
baptized;  thou,  if  thou  be  not  the  Chrift, 
nor  Elias,  neither  the  prophet?  John  an- 
fwered  them,  faying,  I baptize  with  water, 
but  there  ftandeth  one  in  the  midft  of 
yoh,  whom  ye  know  not ; he  it  is,  who, 
coming  after  me,  is  preferred  before  me, 
the  latchet  of  whofe  fhoes  I am  not  worthy 
to  unloofe, 

? The  next  day,  John  feeth  Jefus  coming 
unto  him,  and  faith.  Behold  the  Lamb  of 
God  which  taketh  away  the  lin  of  the 
world.  This  is  he,  of  whom  I faid,  after 
me  cometh  a man  who  is  preferred  before 
me,  for  he  is  prior  to  me : and  I knew  him 
not,^  but  that  he  diould  be  made  manifeft 
to  Ifrael : therefore  am  I come,  baptizing 
with  water.  And  John  bare  witnefs,  faying, 
I faw  the  fpirit'  defcending  from  heaven 
like  a dove,  and  it  abode  upon  him.  And  I 
knew  him  not ; but  he  that  fent  me  to 
baptize  with  water,  the  fame  faid  to  me. 
He,  upon  whom  thou  fhalt  fee  the  Spirit 

• John,  though  he  muft  have  beep  before  acquainted  wit^i 
Jefus,  knew  not  his  real  charafter,  as  Saviour,  and  the 
anointed  Son  of  God,  till  he  faw  tbe  miraculous  defcent  of 
the  dove  upon  him.  None  of  his  relations  feemed  willing  to 
believe  this  for  fome  time ; and  even  his  own  mother  knew 
pot  the  faying.  Luke  2.  50  They  all,  however,  refpe^ed 
him  for  his  great  piety,  and  fanftity  of  manners,  whence  John 
fays,  above,  I have  need  to  be  baptized  of  thee. 


defcend- 
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defcending  and  remaining  on  him,  the  fame  John 
is  he  who  bapti^eth  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  33* 
And  I faw  and  bare  witnefs  that  this  is  the 
Son  of  God. 

Again,  the  next  day  after,  John  flood 
with  two  of  his  difciples,  and  looking  upon 
Jefus  as  he  walked,  he  faith.  Behold  the 
Lamb  of  God ; and  the  two  difciples  heard 
him  fpeak,  and  they  followed  Jefus.  Then 
Jefus  turned,  and  faw  them  following,  and 
faith  unto  them.  What  feek  ye?  They  faid 
unto  him.  Rabbi,  (which,  being  interpreted, 
iignifies  teacher)  where  abidefl  thou  ? He 
faith  unto  thena.  Come  and  fee.  They 
came  and  faw  where  he  abode,  and  remained 
with  him  that  day,  it  being  about  the  tenth 
hour,  Andrew,  the  brother  of  Simon  Peter, 
was  one  of  the  two  who  heard  John  fpeak  of 
him,  and  followed  him ; he  firfl  findeth  his 
own  brother  Simon,  and  faith  to  him.  We 
have  found  the  Meflias,  (which  is,  being 
interpreted,  the  Anointed)  and  he  brought 
him  to  Jefus.  And  when  Jefus  beheld  him, 
he  faid.  Thou  art  Simon  the  fon  of  Jona, 
thou  fhalt  be  called  Cephas  ; which  is  by 
interpretation  Peter  (a  Rock). 

On  the  morrow  Jefus  would  go  forth  into 
Galilee,  and  finding  Philip,  he  faith  unto  him. 
Follow  me.  Now  Philip  was  of  Bethfaida, 
the  city  of  Andrew  and  of  Peter:  Philip  find- 
eth  Nathanael,  and  faith  to  him.  We  have 
found  him  of  whom  Mofes  in  the  law,  and 
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John  I.  the  prophets  did  write,  Jefus  of  Nazareth, 
the  fon  of  Jofeph.  And  Nathanael  faid  to 
him.  Can  there  any  good  thing  come  out  of 
Nazareth  ? Philip  faith  to  him.  Come  and 
fee.  Jefus  faw  Nathanael  coming  unto 
him,  and  faith  concerning  him.  Behold  ! 
an  Ifraelite  indeed,  in  whom  there  is  no 
guile.  Nathanael  faith  to  him.  Whence 
knoweft  thou  me  ? Jefus  anfwered  and 
faid  to  him.  Before  that  Philip  called  thee, 
when  thou  waft  under  the  fig-tree,  I faw 
thee.  Nathanael  anfwered  and  faid  unto 
him.  Rabbi,  thou  art  the  Son  of  God, 
thou  art  the  King  of  Ifrael.  Jefus  anfwer- 
ed and  faid  to  him,  Becaufe  I faid  unto 
thee,  I faw  thee  under  the  fig-tree,  be- 
lieveft  thou  ? Thou  llialt  fee  greater  things 
than  thefe.  And  he  faith  to  him.  Verily, 
verily,  I fay  unto  you,  hereafter  ye  fhall 
fee  heaven  opened,  and  the  angels  of  God 
afcending  and  defcending  upon  the  Son  of 
Man.

And  on  the  third  day  there  was  a marriage 
in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  the  mother  of  Jefus 
was  there.  And  both  Jefus  was  called  and  his 
difciples  to  the  marriage.  And  the  wine  fail- 
ing, the  mother  of  Jefus  faith  unto  him. 
They  have  no  wine.  Jefus  faith  to  her. 
Woman,  what  have  I to  do  with  thee  ? *

* T/  tfjiii  o'oit  appears  to  have  been  a proverbial  inter-

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Mfne  hour  is  not  yet  come.  ‘ His  mother  John  2, 
faith  to  the  fervants,  Whatfoever  he  faith  7’ 
unto  you,  do.  And  there  were  fet  there 
fix  ftone  water-veffels,  after  the  manner 
of  the  purifying  of  the  Jews,  containing 
two  or  three  ^ metrets  a piece.  Jefus  faith 
unto  them.  Fill  the  veffels  with  water; 
and  they  filled  them  up  to  the  brim:  an4 
he  faith  to  them.  Draw  off  now,  and  bear 
unto  the  governor  of  the  feaft.  And  they 
bare  it.  When  the  ruler  of  the  feaft  had 
tafted  the  water  that  was  made  wine,  and 
knew  not  whence  it  was,  (though  the  fer- 
vants knew,  who  drew  off  the  water)  he  call- 
eth  the  bridegroom,  and  faith  to  him.  Every 
man  at  the  beginning  doth  fet  forth  good 


attacks  upon  the  privileges  of  others;  and  was  iii  great  niea 
fare  vituperative.  Its  ufe  both  in  the  Greek  and  Hebrew 
books  of  fcriptures  authenticates  this  idea.  See  Joih.  zz.  Z4. 
z Sam.  16.  10.  2 Chron.  35.  z.  Joel  3,  4.  Mat.  8.  29. 
Mark  i . 24.  Luke  4.  34.  The  fenfe  in  each  of  thefe  places 
feems  to  be,  “ What  bulinefs,”  or,  “ What  right  haft  thou 
to  meddle  with  me  or  us or,  as  our  excellent  verfton  more 
concifely  exprefs  it,  ‘t  What  have  I to  do  with  thee.”  The 
expreffion  frequently  occurs  in  profane  authors  in  the  fame 
fenfe;  as  Q^Curt.  lib.  7.  8.  who  makes  the  Scythians  apply 
it  to  Alexander,  when  he  invaded  them,  as  Pharaoh  Necho 
did  to  Joliah,  2 Chron.  35  2.  Quod  nobis  tecum  eft,  fay  the 
Scythians  to  their  invader,  nunquam  terram  tuam  attigimtts ; 
Quid  erat  huic  Fabio  ? fays  Cicero.  And  again,  CumVatinii 
Legionibus,  quid  erat  Antonio?  The  expreffion  is  ufed  by 
Anacreon,  in  Greek,  T/  [xot  [yeLKgoif  ByDemolt- 

henes,  T/  vofAu  ^asclvu.  By  Ariftophanes,  T/  yctq 

y^KoKoioii  iy  K\iUv-  By  Herodotus,  'E,qi  ^ T«To/(r«

wine,  and  when  they  have  drunken  much, 
. then  that  which  is  worfe ; but  thou  haft 
kept  the  good  wine  even  till  now. 

This  beginning  of  miracles  Jefus  made  in 
Cana  of  Galilee,  and  manifefted  his  glory, 
and  his  difciples  believed  on  him.  After 
this  he  went  down  to  Capernaum,  he  and 
his  mother,  and  his  brethren,  and  his  dif- 
ciples, and  they  continued  there  not  many 
days. 


CHAP.  IV. 

JESfJS  clears  the  Temple  at  Jerufalem. 
Converfes  with  N I C O D E M U S and  the 
woman  of  Samaria.  Goes  to  refide  at  Caper- 
naum. 

John  2.  Tk  T O W the  Jews  paftbver  was  at  hand,^ 
*3’  Jefus  went  up  to  Jerufalem.  And 

he  found  in  the  ^temple  thofe  that  fold  oxen, 
and  flieep,  and  doves,  and  the  changers  of 
money,  litting  and  having  made  a fcourge 
of  fm'all  cords,  he  drove  thern  all  out  of  the 
temple,  and  the  {l:ieep,  and  the  oxen,  and 
poured  out  the  changer’s  gain,  and  overthrew 
the  tables;  and  faid  to  them  that  fold  doves. 
Take  thefe  things  hence:  make  not  my  Fa-r 


* A market  was  allowed  to  be  held  in  the  outer  court  of  the 
temple,  fet  apart  for  the  Gentiles.  The  money-changers, 
or  MKhvCi^ai,  attended  there  to  exchange  the 
money  of  foreign  countries  for  current  coin,  referving  to 
themfclvcs  a fmall  premium. 

ther’s 
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ther’s  houfe  a houfe  of  merchandize.  Then  John  1. 
his  difciples  remembered  that  it  was  written, 

The  zeal  of  thine  houfe  hath  eaten  me  up.  Pfalm69. 

The  Jews  therefore  anfwered  and  faid  to  9* 
him.  What  hgn  flieweft  thou  to  us,  feeing 
that  thou  doeft  thefe  things  ? Jefus  anfwered 
and  faid  to  them,  Deftroy  this  temple,  and 
in  three  days  I will  raife  it  up.  Then 
faid  the  Jews,  Forty  and  fix  years  was  this 
temple  in  building,  and  wilt  thou  rear  it 
up  in  three  days  ? But  he  fpake  of  the  tem- 
ple of  his  body : when  therefore  he  was 
rifen  from  the  dead,  his  difciples  remember- 
ed that  he  had  faid  this  to  them ; and  they 
believed  the  feripture,  and  the  word  which 
Jefus  fpake. 

Now  as  he  was  in  Jerufalem,  at  the 
paflbver,  at  the  feaft,  many  believed  on  his 
name,  feeing  the  miracles  which  he  did. 

Jefus,  however,  did  not  truft  himfelf  to 
them,  becaufe  he  knew  all  ^ and  needed  not 
that  any  Ihould  teftify  of  man,  for  he  knew 
what  was  in  man. 

There  was  a man  of  the  Pharifees,  named  John  3. 
Nicodemus,  a ruler  of  the  Jews.  The  fame  i. 
came  to  Jefus  by  night,  and  faid  unto  him. 

Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  are  a teacher 
come  from  God,  for  no  one  can  do  thefe 
miracles,  which  thou  doeft,  except  God  be 
v/ith  him.  Jefus  anfwered  and  faid  to  him. 

Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  thee,  except  a man 
be  born  again,  he  cannot  fee  the  kingdom  of 
God.  Nicodemus  faith  unto  him.  How 

can 
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3.  can  a man  he  hbrn  when  he  is  old?  Can 
he  enter  a fecond  time  into  his  mother’s 
womb,  and  be  born?  Jefiis  anfwered.  Verily, 
verily,  I fay  unto  thee.  Except  a man  be  born 
of  water  and  fpirit,  he  cannot  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is  born 
of  the  flefh  is  flefh,  and  that  which  is  born 
of  the  fpirit  is  fpirit.  Marvel  not  that  I 
faid  to  thee,  ye  muft  be  born  again.  The 
wind  bloweth  where  it  lifteth,  and  thou 
hcareft  its  voice,  yet  thou  knoweft  not 
whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth,  fo 
is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the  fpirit.  Nico- 
demus  anfwered  and  faid  unto  him.  How 
can  thefe  things  be  ? Jefus  anfwered  and  faid 
unto  him.  Art  thou  a teacher  of  Ifrael,  and 
knoweft  not  thefe  things  ? Verily,  verily,  I 
fay  unto  thee,  we  fpeak  that  we  do  know, 
and  teftify  that  we  have  feen,  and  ye  receive 
not  our  witnefs.  If  I have  told  you  earthly 
things,  and  ye  believe  not,  how  lhall  ye  be- 
lieve if  I tell  you  heavenly  things  ? For  no 
man  hath  afcended  into  heaven,  except  he 
who  came  down  from  heaven,  even  the  Son 
of  Man,  who  was  in  heaven.  And  as  Mofes 
lifted  up  the  ferpent  in  the  wildernefs,  even 
fo  muft  the  Son  of  Man  be  lifted  up,  that 
whofoever  believeth  in  him  may  not  perifli, 
but  have  eternal  life.  For  God  fo  loved  the 
world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 
that  whofoever  believeth  on  him  might  not 
perifli,  but  have  everlafting  life ; for  God  fent 
not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  judge  the 

world. 
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world,  but  that  the  world  through  him  John  3. 
might  be  faved.  He  that  believeth  on  him 
is  not  judged,  but  he  that  believeth  not  is 
judged  already,  becaufe  he  hath  not  believed 
in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God. 

And  this  is  the  judgment,^'  that  light  is  come 
into  the  world,  and  men  loved  darknefs  rather 
than  light,  becaufe  their  deeds  were  evil : for 
every  one  that  doeth  evil  hateth  the  light, 
neither  cometh  unto  the  light,  left  his  deeds 
fhould  be  reproved.  But  he  who  doeth  truth 
cometh  unto  the  light,  that  his  deeds  may  be 
made  manifeft  that  they  are  wrought  in  God. 

After  thefe  things  came  Jefus  and  his  dif- 
ciples  into  the  land  of  Judea,  and  there  he 
tarried  with  them,  and  baptized.  John 
was  alfo  baptizing  in  Enon,  near  to  Salem, 
becaufe  there  was  much  water  there ; and 
they  came  to  him,  and  were  baptized,  for 
John  was  not  yet  call  into  prifon.  Then 
there  arofe  a queftion  between  fome  of 
John’s  difciples  and  the  Jews,  about  purify- 
ing ; and  they  came  unto  John,  and  faid  to 
him.  Rabbi,  he  who  was  with  thee  beyond 
Jordan,  to  whom  thou  didft  bear  witnefs, 
behold  he  alfo  baptizeth,  and  all  come  unto 
him.  John  anfwered  and  faid,  A man  can 
receive  nothing,  except  it  be  given  him 
from  heaven.  Ye  yourfelves  bear  me  witnefs, 
that  I faid  I am  not  the  Chrift,  but  that  I am 
fent  before  him.  He  that  hath  the  bride  is 
the  bridegroom,  but  the  friend  of  the  bride- 

* i.  e.  The  indiftment  on  which  men  are  brought  to  judgment. 

groom. 
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John  j.  groom,  who  flandeth  and  heafeth  him,  re- 
29.  joiceth  greatly  becaufe  of  the  bridegroom’s 
voice.  This  my  joy  therefore  is  fulfilled. 
He  muft  increafe,  but  I mull  decreafe.  He 
that  cometh  from  above  is  above  all ; he 
that  is  of  the  earth  is  earthly,  and  of  the 
earth  fpeaketh.  He  that  cometh  from 
heaven  is  above  all,  and  what  he  hath  feen 
and  heard  that  he  teftifieth,  and  no  man  re- 
ceiveth  his  teftimony.  He  that  hath  receiv- 
ed his  teftimony,  hath  fealed  it  that  God  is 
true  : for  he  whom  God  hath  fent  fpeaketh 
the  words  of  God  ; for  God  giveth  not  the 
Spirit  by  meafure.  The  Father  loveth  the 
Son,  and  hath  given  all  things  into  his  hand. 
He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  hath  everlaft- 
ing  life,  but  he  that  is  difobedient  to  the 
Son  fhall  not  fee  life,  but  the  wrath  of  God 
abideth  upon  him. 

John  4.  When,  therefore,  the  Lord  knew  how  the 
I-  Pharifees  had  heard  that  Jefus  made  and 
baptized  more  difciples  than  John,  (though 
Jefus  himfelf  baptized  not,  but  his  difciples) 
he  left  Judea,  and  departed  again  into  Galilee. 
Now  he  muft  go  thither  through  Samaria, 
and  cometh  therefore  to  a city  of  Samaria, 
called  Sichar,  near  to  the  parcel  of  ground 
which  Jacob  gave  to  his  fon  Jofeph ; and  a 
well  of  Jacob’s  was  there.  Jefus,  therefore, 
being  wearied  with  his  journey,  fat  down  to 
reft  at  the  well ; and  it  was  about  the  fixth 
hour.  There  cometh  a woman  of  Samaria 
to  draw  water ; Jefus  faith  to  her.  Give  me 

to 
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to  drink  (for  his  difciples  were  gone  away  John  4.' 
unto  the  city  to  buy  meat).  Then  faith  the  ?• 
woman  of  Samaria  to  him.  How  is  it  that 
thou,  being  a Jew,  a/keft  to  drink  of  me, 
who  am  a woman  of  Samaria  ? (for  the  Jews 
have  no  intercourfe  with  the  Samaritans) 

Jefus  anfwered  and  faid  to  her.  If  thou  knew- 
eft  the  gift  of  God,  and  who  it  is  that  faith 
unto  thee.  Give  me  to  drink,  thou  wouldfl 
have  aiked  of  him,  and  he  would  have  given 
thee  living  water.  The  woman  faith  to  him. 

Sir,  thou  haft  not  a veffel  to  draw  with,  and 
the  well  is  deep : from  whence  then  haft  thou 
that  living  water?  Art  thou  greater  than  our 
father  Jacob,  who  gave  us  the  well,  and 
drank  thereof  himfelf,  and  his  fons,  and  his 
cattle  ? Jefus  anfwered  and  faid  to  her, 
Whofoever  drinketh  of  this  water  lhall  thirft: 
again,  but  whofoever  drinketh  of  the  water 
that  I ftiall  give  him  lhall  not  thirft  for  ever^ 

But  the  water  which  I ftiall  give  him,  ftiall 
become  in  him  a fountain  of  water*  fpring- 
ing  up  unto  everiafting  life.  The  woman 
faith  unto  him.  Sir,  Give  me  this  water  that 
I may  not  thirft,  neither  come  hither  to  draw. 

Jefus  faith  to  her.  Go,  call  thy  huiband,  and 
come  hither.  The  woman  anfwered  and  faid, 

I have  no  hulband.  Jefus  faith  to  her.  Thou 
haft  well  faid,  I have  no  hufband,  for  thou 
haft  had  five  hufbands,  and  he  whom  thou 
now  haft  is  not  thy  huftand ; in  that  faidft 
thou  truly.  The  woman  faith  to  him.  Sir,  I 
perceive  that  thou  art  a prophet.  Our  fathers 

C worftiip- 
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John  4.  worfliipped  in  this  mountain  and  ye  fay,  that 
21*  in  Jerufalem  is  the  place  where  men  ought  to 
worfhip.  Jefus  faith  to  her,  Woman,  be- 
lieve me,  the  hour  cometh,  when  ye  fhall 
neither  in  this  mountain,  nor  yet  at  Jerufalem 
worfhip  the  Father:  ye  worfhip  what  yc 
know  not,  we  worfhip  what  we  know,  for 
falvation  is  of  the  Jews.  But  the  hour  cometh, 
and  now  is,  when  the  true  worfhippers  fhall 
Worfhip  the  Father  in  fpirit  and  in  truth, 
for  the  Father  feeketh  fuch  to  worfhip  him. 
God  is  a fpirit,  and  they  that  worfhip  him, 
mufl  worfhip  him  in  foirit  and  in  truth. 
The  woman  faith  to  him,  I know  that 
Meflias  cometh,  he  who  is  called  Chrifl : 
when  he  is  come,  he  wilUtell  us  all  things. 
Jefus  faith  to  her,  I that  fpeak  to  thee 
am  he.  And  upon  this  came  his  difciples, 
and  marvelled  that  he  talked  with  the  wo- 
man; yet  no  one  faid.  What  feekefl  thou, 
or  why  talkeff  thou  with  her  ? 

The  woman  then  left  her  water  veffel, 
and  went  away  into  the  city,  and  faid  to  the 
men.  Come,  fee  a man  who  told  me  all  things 
that  ever  I have  done.  Is  not  this  the  Chrift? 
They  went,  therefore,  out  of  the  city  and 
came  unto  him. 

In  the  mean  while  his  difciples  prayed 
him,  faying.  Rabbi,  Eat : but  he  faid  to 
them,  I have  meat  to  eat  that  ye  know  not 
of.  Therefore  faid  the  difciples  one  to 
another,  Hath  any  man  brought  him  ought 
to  eat  ? Jefus  faith  to  them.  My  nwat  is  to 

do 
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do  the  will  of  him  that  fent  me,  and  to  John  4. 
finifh  his  woj-k.  Say  not  ye,  there  are  yet  34*  - 
four  months,  and  then  cometh  harveft.  Be- 
hold, I fay  unto  you.  Lift  up  your  eyes, 
and  look  on  the  fields,  that  they  are  white 
already  for  harvefi: : and  he  that  reapeth  re- 
ceiveth  wages,  and  gathercth  fruit  unto  life 
eternal ; that  both  he  that  foweth  and  he 
that  reapeth  may  rejoice  together.  For 
herein  that  faying  is  true.  One  foweth,  an- 
other reapeth : I fent  you  to  reap  that  where- 
on ye  beftowed  no  labour;  others  have 
laboured,  and  ye  are  entered  into  their  labour. 

And  many  of  the  Samaritans  of  that  city  be- 
lieved on  him,  for  the  faying  of  the  woman, 
who  teftified.  He  told  me  all  that  ever  I did. 

So  when  the  Samaritans  were  come  unto  him, 
they  befought  him  to  tarry  with  them,  and 
he  abode  there  two  days.  And  many  more 
believed  becaufe  of  his  own  word ; and  faid 
to  the  woman.  Now  we  believe,  not  becaufe 
of  thy  faying,  for  we  have  heard  him  our- 
felves,  and  know  that  this  is  indeed  the 
Chrhl,  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 

Now  after  the  two  days  he  departed 
thence,  and  went  into  Galilee;  and  when  he 
was  come  thither,  the  Galileans  received  him, 
having  feen  all  the  things  that  he  did  at  Je- 
rufalem,  at  the  feaft;  for  they  alfo  went  unto 
the  feaft.  So  Jefus  came  again  unto  Cana  of 
Galilee,  where  he  made  the  water  wine. 

And  there  was  a certain  nobleman,  whofe  fon 
was  fick  at  Capernaum : he,  hearing  that 
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Jdhn  4*  Jefus  was  come  out  of  Judea  into  Galilee, 
47*  went  unto  him^  and  befought  him  that  he 
would  come  down  and  heal  his  fon,  for  he 
was  at  the  point  of  death.  Then  faid  Jefus 
Unto  him^  Except  ye  fee  ligns  and  wonders 
ye  will  not  believe.  The  nobleman  faith 
unto  him.  Lord,  come  down  ’ere  my  child 
die.  Jefus  faith  to  him,  Go  thy  way,  thy 
fon  liveth  ^ and  the  man  believed  the  word 
that  Jefus  had  fpoken  to  him,  and  he  went 
his  way.  And  as  he  was  now  going  down  his 
fervants  met  him,  and  told  him,  faying. 
Thy  fon  liveth : then  inquired  he  of  them 
the  hour  when  he  began  to  amend ; and  they 
faid  unto  him,  Yefterday,  at  the  feventh  hour, 
the  fever  left  him.  So  the  father  knew  that 
it  was  at  that  fame  hour  in  which  Jefus  faid 
unto  him.  Thy  fon  liveth  ; and  himfelf  be- 
lieved, and  his  whole  houfe. 

This  is  again  the  fecond  miracle  that  Jefus 
did  coming  out  of  Judea  into  Galilee. 
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CHAP.  V. 

JESUS  begins  his  Minift'ry  in  Galilee.  Is 
expelled  from  Nazareth.  Goes  to  Caper- 
naum, and  afterwards  through  all  Galilee, 
performing  many  Miracles,  Attends  a feaft 
at  Jerufalem. 

NOW  after  that  John  was  put  in  prifon,  Mat.  4, 
Jefus  being  come  in  the  power  of  12. 
the  Spirit  into  Galilee,  began  to  preach  the^^^^*» 
gofpel  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  to  fay, 

The  time  is  fulfilled,  and  the  kingdom  of 
God  is  at  hand  : .repent  ^te,  and  believe  the 
gofpel. 

And  he  taught  in  their  fynagogues,  being 
glorified  of  all,  and  there  went  out  a fame  of 
him  through  all  the  region  round  about. 

And  he  came  to  Nazareth,  where  he  had  Luke 4; 
been  brought  up:  and  as  his  cuflom  was,  he  16, 
went  into  the  fynagogue  on  the  fabbath  day, 
and  ftood  up  to  read.  And  there  was  delivered 
unto  him  the  book  of  the  prophet  Efaias, 
and  unfolding  the  book,  he  found  the  place 
where  it  is  written,  “ The  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
is  upon  me,  becaufe  he  hath  anointed  me  to  i*  ‘ 
preach  good  tidings  to  the  poor,  he  hath  fent 
me  to  heal  the  broken-hearted,  to  proclaim 
deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  to  the  blind 
recovery  of  fight,  to  fet  at  liberty  them  that 
are  bjuifed,  to  proclaim  the  acceptable  year 
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Lukc4.  of  the  Lord.’"  And  having  folded  up  the  book, 

20.  he  gave  it  again  to  the  minifter,  and  fat  down : 
and  the  eyes  of  all  in  the  fynagogue  were 
faftened  on  him.  And  he  began  to  fay  unto 
them.  To-day  is  this  fcripture  fulfilled 
in  your  ears ; and  all  bare  him  witnefs,  and 
wondered  at  the  gracious  words  which  pro- 
ceeded out  of  his  mouth;  and  they  faid.  Is 
not  this  Jofeph’s  fon  ? And  he  laid  unto 
them.  Ye  will  Purely  fay  unto  me  this 
proverb,  Phyfician,  heal  thyfelf ; whatfoever 
we  have  heard  done  in  Capernaum,  do  alfo 
here  in  thy  country;  and  he  faid.  Verily  I 
fay  unto  you.  No  prophet  is  accepted  in  his 
own  country;  but  I tell  you  of  a truth,  many 
widows  were  in  Ifrael  in  the  days  of  Elias, 
when  the  heaven  was  fhut  up  three  years 
and  fix  months,  whence  great  famine  was 
throughout  all  the  land : but  unto  none  of 
them  was  Elias  fent,  fave  unto  Sarepta,  a 
city  of  Sidon,  unto  a woman  that  was  a 
widow.  And  many  lepers  were  in  Ifrael  in 
the  time  of  Elifeus  the  prophet,  yet  none  of 
them  was  cleanfed,  faving  Naaman  the  Sy- 
rian. And  all  they  in  the  fynagogue,  when 
they  heard  thefe  things,  were  filled  with 
wrath,  and  rifing  up,  they  thruft  him  out 
of  the  city,  and  led  him  unto  the  brow 
of  the  hill,  wh^eon  their  city  was  built, 
that  they  might  caft  him  down  headlong : 
but  he,  palling  through  the  midfi:  of  them, 
went  his  way. 


Now, 
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Now,  as  he  walked  by  the  fea  of  Galilee,  Marki.' 
he  faw  Simon  and  Andrew  his  brother  call- 
ing  a'net  into  the  fea,  for  they  were  fifliers; 
and  Jefus  faid  unto  them.  Come  ye  after  me, 
and  I will  make  you  to  become  fifliers  of 
men,*  and  ftraightway,  forfaking  their  nets, 
they  followed  him.  And  when  he  had  gone 
a little  farther  thence,  he  faw  James  the  fon 
of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  who  alfo 
were  in  the  fliip  mending  their  nets : and 
ftraightway  he  called  them ; and  they,  leav- 
ing their  father  Zebedee  in  the  fhip  with  the 
hired  fervants,  followed  after  him  j and  they 
went  with  Jefus,  and  dwelt  in  Capernaum,  Mat.  4; 
which  is  upon  the  fea-coaft,  in  the  borders  of  13. 
Zebulon  and  Nephthalim,  that  it  might  be 
fulfilled  which  was  fpoken  by  Efaias  thelfaiah9. 
prophet,  faying,  The  land  of  Zebulon,  the 
land  of  Nephthalim,  by  way  of  the  fea,  be- 
yond Jordan,  the  Galilee  of  the  Gentiles, 
the  people  fitting  in  darknefs  faw  a great 
light,  and  to  them  who  fat  in  the  region  and 
ftiadow  of  death,  light  is  fprung  up.” 

And  on  the  fabbath  day,  entering  into  the 
fynagogue,  he  taught,  and  they  were  aftoniih-^ 
ed  at  his  doctrine,  for  he  taught  them  as  one 
having  authority,  and  not  as  the  Scribes, 

And  there  was  in  their  fynagogue  a man 
who  had  a fpirit  of  an  unclean  demon,  and 
he  cried  out  with  a loud  voice,  faying,  T.et  - 
us  alone : what  have  we  to  do  with  thee, 

Jefus  of  Nazareth,  Art  thou  come  to  deftroy 
us  ? I know  thee,  who  thou  art,  The  Holy  One 
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Mark  I.  of  God.  And  Jefus  rebuked  him,  faying, 

25.  Hold  thy  peace,  and  come  out  of  him.  And 
the  unclean  fpirit  having  torn  him,  and  cried 
out  with  a loud  voice,  came  out  of  him,  and 
hurt  him  not.  And  they  were  all  amazed, 
infomuch  that  they  queftioned  among  them- 
felves,  faying.  What  is  this  ? what  new  doc- 
trine is  this  ? for  with  authority  commandeth 
he  even  the  unclean  fpirits,  and  they  do  obey 
him  ? And  immediately  his  fame  fpread  abroad 
throughout  all  the  region  round  about  Gali- 
lee. And  forthwith  coming  out  of  the  fyna- 
gogue,  they  entered  into  the  houfe  of  Simon 
and  Andrew,  with  James  and  John.  But 
Simon’s  wife’s  mother  lay  fick  of  a fever, 
and  they  tell  him  concerning  her : and 
he  came,  and  ftanding  over  her,  took  her 
by  the  hand,  and  lift  her  up,  and  rebuked 
the  fever ; and  immediately  the  fever  left 
her,  and  Ihe  minilfered  unto  them. 

And  at  even,  when  the  fun  did  fet,  they 
brought  unto  him  all  that  were  difeafed, 
and  them  that  were  poffelfed  with  demons. 
And  all  the  city  was  gathered  together  at 
the  door,  and  he  laid  his  hands  on  every 
one  of  them,  and  healed  them.  And  de- 
mons alfo  came  out  of  many,  crying  out 
and  faying.  Thou  art  Chrift  the  Son  of 
God  : but  he,  rebuking  them,  fuffered  them 
not  to  fpeak,  becaufe  they  knew  him  to  be 
the  Chrift. 
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And  in  the  morning,  rifing  up  before  it  Mark  i, 
was  yet  day,  he  went  out  and  departed  into  35* 
a defart  place,  and  there  prayed.  And  Simon  h-uke4, 
and  the  multitude  followed  after  him ; and 
when  they  had  found  him,  they  ftayed  him 
that  he  fliould  not  depart  from  them,  faying. 

All  men  feek  for  thee.  And  he  faid  unto 
them,  I muffc  preach  the  kingdom  of  God  to 
other  cities  alfo  : for  therefore  am  I fent. 

A nd  he  preached  in  the  fy  nagogues  through- 
out all  Galilee,  and  caft  out  demons. 

And  it  came  to  pafs,  that  as  the  people  pref-  Luke  5. 
fed  upon  him  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  he  i- 
ftood  by  the  lake  of  Gennefareth,  and  faw  two 
fhips  ftanding  by  the  lake ; but  the  filhermen 
were  gone  out  of  them,  and  were  wafhing 
their  nets.  And  entering  into  one  of  the 
fhips,  which  was  Simon’s,  he  prayed  him  to 
draw  off  a little  from  the  land  : and  fitting 
down,  he  taught  the  people  out  of  the  fiiip. 

Now,  when  he  had  ceafed  fpeaking,  he  faid 
unto  Simon,  Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and 
let  down  your  nets  for  a draught : and 
Simon  anfwering  faid  to  him,  Mafter,  we 
have  toiled  all  the  night,  and  have  taken  no- 
thing, neverthelefs  at  thy  word  I will  let 
down  the  net.  And  having  done  this,  they 
inclofed  a great  multitude  of  fifhes,  and  their 
net  brake,  and  they  beckoned  to  their  part- 
ners in  the  other  Ihip  that  they  ihould  come 
and  help  them,  and  they  came  and  filled 
both  the  fhips,  fo  that  they  were  ready  to 
link.  When  Simon  Peter  faw  it  he  fell  down 

at 
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Luke5.  at  the  knees  of  Jefus,  faying.  Depart  from 
9*  me,  for  I am  a finful  man,  O Lord^  for  he 
was  aftonifhed,  and  all  that  were  with  him 
at  the  draught  of  filhes  which  they  had 
taken,  and  fo  was  alfo  James  and  John  the 
fons  of  Zebedee,  who  were  partners  with 
Simon.  And  Jefus  faid  unto  Simon,  Fear 
not,  from  henceforth  thou  lhalt  catch  men'^'. 
And  when  they  had  brought  their  fhips  to 
land,  they  forfook  all  and  followed  him. 
Compare  And  it  came  to  pafs,  when  he  was  in  a 
Mark  I.  certain  city,  behold,  a man  full  of  leprofy, 
who,  feeing  Jefus,  fell  on  his  face,  and  be- 
fought  him,  faying.  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou 
canft  make  me  clean.  And  Jefus,  moved 
with  compaflion,  put  forth  his  hand  and 
touched  him,  faying,  I will,  be  thou  clean ; 
and  as  foon  as  he  had  fpoken,  immediately  the 
leprofy  departed  from  him,  and  he  was 
clean  fed.  And  he  ffcridtly  charged  him  to  tell 
nothing  to  no  man.  But  go  thy  way,  fhew 
Levit.x3.  thyfelf  to  the  pried:,  and  offer  for  thy  cleanf- 
2.  14.  2.  ing  thofe  things  which  Mofes  commanded, 
**'  for  a teilimony  to  them.  But  he  went  out, 
and  began  to  publifh  it  much,  and  report 
the  matter  every  where,  infomuch  that 


* The  difciples  of  our  Lord  did  not  attend  him  conftantly 
during  the  firft  part  of  his  miniftry.  They  muft  have  left  him 
about  the  time  of  the  marriage  at  Cana,  for  they  are  foon 
after  called  from  the  fea  of  Tiberias,  Mark  i.  16.  Mat.  4. 
j8.  and  go  with  him  to  Capernaum.  When  he  departed 
thence  to  make  the  tour  through  Galilee,  they  probably 
returned  to  their  ufual  occupations,  till  fummoned  again 
here  by  the  lake  of  Gennefareth. 

Jefus 
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Jefus  could  no  more  openly  enter  into  the  Markr, 
city.  And  great  multitudes  came  together  to  44’ 
hear,  and  be  healed  by  him  of  their  infirmi- 
ties : but  he  withdrew  himfelf  into  the 
wildernefs,  and  prayed. 

And  again  he  entered  into  Capernaum  after  Mark 2. 
fome  days,  and  it  was  heard  that  he  was  in  i. 
a houfe,  and  flraightway  many  were  gathered 
together,  infomuch  that  there  was  no  room  Luke 5, 
to  receive  them,  no,  not  fo  much  as  about  17. 
the  door ; and  the  power  of  God  was  to 
heal  them ; and  he  preached  the  word  unto 
them.  And  they  came  unto  him,  bringing 
one  fick  of  the  palfy,  who  was  borne  by 
four,  and  they  fought  to  bring  him  in,  and 
to  lay  him  before  Jefus : and  when  they 
could  not  find  by  what  way  they  might 
bring  him  in,  becaufe  of  the  multitude,  they 
went  upon  the  houfe-top,  and  uncovered  the 
roof  where  he  was,  and  when  they  had  broken 
it  up,  they  let  him  down  through  the  tiling, 
with  his  couch,  into  the  midfi;,  before  jefus. 

And  when  he  faw  their  faith,  he  faith  unto 
the  fick.  Son,  thy  fins  are  forgiven  thee. 

There  were  certain  of  the  Pharifees  and 
teachers  of  the  law,  and  of  the  Scribes 
fitting  by,  who  were  come  out  of  every 
town  of  Galilee,  and  Judea,  and  Jerufalem; 
and  they  began  to  reafon  in  their  hearts, 
faying,  Who  is  this  that  fpeaketh  blafphe- 
mies  ? who  can  forgive  fins,  except  God 
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Luke  5.  alone  ? And  immediately  Jefus  perceiving  in 
his  Spirit,  that  they  fo  reafoned  within 
themfelves,  he  faid  unto  them.  Why  reafon 
ye  thefe  things  in  your  hearts  ? Whether 
is  it  eaher  to  fay  to  the  fiqk  of  the  palfy.  Thy 
fins  be  forgiven  thee,  or  to  fay,  Arife,  and 
take  up  thy  bed  and  walk  ? But  that  ye  may 
know  that  the  Son  of  Man  hath  power  upon 
earth  to  forgive  fins  (he  faith  to  the  fick  of 
the  palfy)  I fay  unto  thee,  Arife,  and  take  up 
thy  bed,  and  go  thy  way  unto  thine  houfe. 
And  immediately  he  arofe,  and  taking 
up  the  couch,  went  forth  before  them  all, 
glorifying  God.  ' And  they  were  all  amazed, 
and  they  glorified  God,  and  were  filled  with 
fear,  faying,  We  have  feen  ftrangc  things  to 
day. 

Mark  a.  And  he  went  forth  again  by  the  fea-fide, 
13.  and  all  the  multitude  reforted  unto  him,  and 
he  taught  them : and  as  he  paffed  by,  he 
Luj^e^  faw  Levi,  the  fon  of  Alpheus,  fitting  at  the 
27.  receipt  of  cuftom,  and  faith  unto  him. 
Follow  me ; and  he  left  all,  rofe  up, 
and  followed  him.  And  Levi  made  him  a 
great  feafi:  in  his  own  houfe;  and  there  were 
many  publicans  and  finners  came  and  fat 
down  with  him  and  his  difciples,  for  there 
were  many  that  followed  him.  And  when 
the  Scribes  and  Pharifees  faw  him  eating 
with  publicans  and  finners,  they  faid  to  his 
difciples.  How  is  it  that . he  eateth  and 

drink- 
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drinketh  with  publicans*  and  finners  ? ButMark2. 
Jelus,  hearing,  faith  to  them,  They  that  arc  . 
whole  have  no  need  of  the  phyfician,  but  they 
that  are  fick  j but  go  ye  and  learn  what  this 
meaneth,  “ I will  have  mercy  and  not  facri-  Horca6. 
fice,”  for  I am  not  come  to  call  the  righteous, 
butlinners  to  repentance.  And  thedifciples  of 
John  and  of  the  Pharifees  ufed  to  faft,  and 
they  come  and  fay  to  him,  Why  do  the  dif- 
ciples  of  John  faft  often  and  make  prayers, 
but  thine  eat  and  drink  ? And  Jefus  faid  to 
them.  Can  ye  make  the  children  of  the 
bride-chamber  to  faft  whilft  the  bridegroom 
is  with  them  ? As  long  as  they  have  the 
bridegroom  with  them  they  cannot  faft;  but 
the  days  fhall  come  when  the  bridegroom 
ftiall  be  taken  away  from  them,  and  then 
ftiall  they  faft  in  thofe  days.  Pie  fpake  alfo 
a parable  unto  them.  No  man  feweth  a piece 
of  new  cloth  on  an  old  garment,  if  other- 
wife,  the  new  piece  agreeth  not  with  the  old, 
or  maketh  a rent  worfe  than  before.  And 
no  man  putteth  new  wine  into  old  •J-  bot- 


• Publicans  were  the  officers  appointed  under  the  Roman 
government  to  colleft  the  taxes  throughout  their  dominions, 
and  fomething  fimilar  to  the  farmers  of  the  revenue  iri 
France.  Their  enormities  and  oppreffion  in  this  employ- 
ment made  them  general  objefts  of  hatred. 

t etcxar,  bladders  or  (kins.  The  velTels  wherein  the 
ancients  laid  up  their  wines  were  made  of  the  Ikins  of  ani- 
mals. By  the  old  bottles,  or  Ikins  not  capable  of  holding  new 
wine,  might  be  meant  fuch  worn  and  patched  bottles  as 
the  Gibeonites  carried  on  their  affes  to.  deceive  the  Ifraelites, 
Jolh.  9.  3 and  14.  Perhaps  the  wine. of  one  vintage  would 
reduce  them  to  this  condition. 

ties, 
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Mark2.  ties,  elfe  the  new  wine  doth  buril:  the 
22.  bottles,  and  the  wine  is  fpilled,  and  the 
bottles  will  perifli  : but  new  wine  muft  be 
put  into  new  bottles,  and  both  are  preferved. 
No  man  alfo  having  drank  old  wine  ftraight- 
way  delireth  new,  for  he  faith  the  old  is 
better. 

John  5.  After  thefe  things  there  was  a feaft  of  the 
j.  Jews,  and  Jefus  went  up  to  Jerufalem,  Now 
there  is  at  Jerufalem,  by  the  flieep  market,  a 
pool,  called  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  Bethefda, 
having  five  porches  j in  thefe  lay  a great 
multitude  of  infirm  people,  of  blind,  lame, 
withered,  waiting  for  the  moving  of  the 
water.  For  an  angel  went  down  at  a certain 
feafon  into  the  pool,  and  troubled  the  water: 
whofoever  then  Hepped  in  firft,  after  the 
troubling  of  the  water,  was  made  whole  of 
whatfoever  difeafe  he  had.  And  a certain 
man  was  there  who  had  had  an  infirmity 
thirty  and  eight  years.  When  Jefus  faw  him 
lie,  and  knew  that  he  had  been  now  a long 
time  in  that  cafe,  he  faith  to  him.  Wilt 
thou  be  made  whole  ? The  infirm  man  an- 
fwered  him.  Sir,  I have  no  man  when  the 
water  is  troubled  to  put  me  into  the  pool ; 
but  while  I am  coming  another  fteppeth 
down  before  me.  Jefus  faith  to  him.  Rife, 
take  up  thy  bed  and  walk ; and  immediately 
the  man  was  made  whole,  and  took  up  his 
bed  and  walked.  And  on  the  fame  day  was 
the  fabbath ; the  Jews  therefore  faid  unto  him 
that  was  cured.  It  is  the  fabbath  day,  it  is 

not 
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not  lawful  for  thee  to  carry  the  bed.  He  John, 5 
anfwered  them.  He  that  made  me  whole  the 
fame  faid  unto  me.  Take  up  thy  bed  and  walk. 

Then  alked  they  him.  What  man  is  that 
who  faid  to  thee,  take  up  thy  bed  and  walk  ? 

But  he  that  was  healed  knew  not  who  it  was, 
for  Jefus  had  withdrawn  himfelf,  a mul- 
titude being  in  that  place. 

Afterwards  Jefus  findeth  him  in  the  temple, 
and  faith  to  him.  Behold,  thou  art  made  whole, 
lin  no  more,  left  a worfe  thing  come  unto  thee. 

The  man  departed  and  told  the  Jews  that  it 
was  Jefus  who  had  made  him  whole : and 
therefore  did  the  Jews  perfecute  Jefus,  and 
fought  to  flay  him,  becaufe  he  had  done 
theft  things  on  the  fabbath  day.  But  Jefus 
anfwered  them.  My  father  worketh  hitherto 
and  I work.  Therefore  the  Jews  fought  the 
more  to  kill  him,  becaufe  he  not  only  had 
broken  the  fabbath,  but  alfo  called  God  his 
own  father,  making  himfelf  equal  with 
God.  Then  Jefus  anfwered  and  faid  to  them. 
Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  you,  the  Son  can  do 
nothing  himfelf  but  what  he  feeth  the  Father 
do,  for  what  things  foever  he  doeth,  theft 
alfo  doeth  the  Son  likewift : for  the  Father 
loveth  the  Son,  and  flieweth  to  him  all  things 
that  himfelf  doth,  and  he  will  ihew  him 
greater  works  than  theft  that  ye  may  marvel. 

For  as  the  Father  raifeth  up  the  dead,  and 
quickeneth  them,  even  fo  the  Son  quicken- 
cth  whom  he  will.  Neither  doth  the  Father 
judge  any  man,  but  hath  committed  all 

judg- 
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John  5.  judgment  to  the  Son,  that  all  fhould  honour 

23*  the  Son  even  as  they  honour  the  Father  : 
he  that  honoureth  not  the  Son,  honoureth 
not  the  Father  who  hath  fent  him.  Verily, 
verily,  I fay  unto  you,  he  that  heareth  my 
word,  and  believeth  on  him  that  fent  me 
hath  everlafting  life,  and  lhall  not  come  into 
judgment,  but  is  paffed  from  death  into  life. 
Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  you,  the  hour 
cometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  dead  fhall  hear 
the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God,  and  they  that 
hear  fhall  live:  for  as  the  Father  hath  life  in 
himfelf,  fo  hath  he  given  likewife  to  the  Son 
to  have  life  in  himfelf;  and  hath  given  him 
authority  to  execute  judgment  alfo,  becaufe 
he  is  the  Son  of  Man.  Marvel  not  at  this,  for 
the  hour  cometh,  in  the  which  all  that  are  in 
the  graves  fhall  hear  his  voice,  and  fhall  come 
forth : they  that  have  done  good  unto  the 
refurredlion  of  life,  and  they  that  have  done 
evil  unto  the  refurredlion  of  judgment.  I 
can  of  mine  own  felf  do  nothing.  As  I 
hear  I judge,  and  my  judgment  is  juft,  be- 
caufe 1 feek  not  mine  own  will,  but  the  will 
of  the  Father  who  hath  fent  me.  If  I bear 
witnefs  of  myfelf,  my  witnefs  is  not  true : 
there  is  another  that  beareth  witnefs  of  me* 
and  I know  that  the  witnefs  which  he  wit- 
neffeth  concerning  me  is  true.  Ye  fent  unto 
John,  and  he  bare  witnefs  to  the  truth.  But 
I receive  not  teflimony  from  man,  but  thefe 
things  I fay,  that  ye  might  be  faved.  He 
was  a burning  and  a fliining  light ; and  ye 

were 
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were  willing  for  a feafon  to  rejoice  in  his  John  5. 
light : but  I have  a greater  witnefs  than  that  35* 
of  John;  for  the  works  which  the  Father 
hath  given  me  to  finifli,  the  fame  works  that 
I do,  bear  witnefs  of  me  that  the  Father  hath 
fent  me.  And  the  Father  himfelf,  who  fent 
me,  hath  born  witnefs  of  me : Ye  have 
neither  heard  his  voice,  at  any  time,  not  feen 
his  fliape ; and  ye  have  not  his  word  abiding 
in  you ; for  whom  he  hath  fent,  him  ye  be- 
lieve not.  Search  the  fcriptures,  for  in 
them  ye  think  ye  have  eternal  life,  and  they 
are  they  which  teftify  of  me  ; and  ye  will 
not  come  unto  me  that  ye  might  have  life, 

I receive  not  honour  from  men  ; but  I know' 
you,  that  ye  have  not  the  love  of  God  in 
you.  I am  come  in  my  Father’s  name,  and 
ye  receive  me  not ; if  another  fhall  come  in 
his  own  name,  him  ye  will  receive  : how 
can  ye  believe  who  receive  honour  one  of  an- 
other, and  feek  not  the  honour  that  cometh 
from  God  only  ? Do  not  think  that  I will 
accufe  you  to  the  Father : there  is  one  that 
accufeth  you,  even  Mofes,  in  whom  ye  truft: 
for  had  ye  believed  Mofes,  ye  would  have 
believed  me,  for  he  wrote  of  me  : but  if  ye 
believe  not  his  writings,  how  fhall  ye  believe 
my  words  ? 

And  it  came  to  pafs  on  the  ^fecond-firfl  Luke6. 
fabbath,  that  he  went  through  the  corn  fields,  i. 

and

Mark 2. and  his  difciples  began,  as  they  went,  to 

23.  . pluck  the  ears  of  corn,  and  did  eat,  rubbing 
them  in  their  hands.  And  certain  of  the 
Pharifees  faid  to  them.  Why  do  ye  that 
which  is  not  lawful  to  do  on  the  fabbath 
days  ? And  Jefus  anfwering  them,  faid. 
Have  ye  never  read  what  David  did  when 
he  had  need,  and  was  an  hungred,  himfelf, 
and  they  that  were  with  him  ? how  he  went 
into  the  houfe  of  God,  in  the  days  of  Abi* 
athar  the  high-prieft,  and  did  take  and  eat 
the  fliew  bread,  and  gave  alfo  to  them  that 
were  with  him,  which  it  is  not  lawful  to 
eat,  but  for  the  priefts  alone?  or  have  ye 
not  read  in  the  law  how  that  on  the  fabbath 
day§  the  priefts  in  the  fanduary  profane  the 

inoft  gfenerally  fuppofed;  for  the  paffover  was  about  the 
middle  of  March,  whereas  no  grain  ripens  in  Judea  till  May : 
the  barley  is  cut  about  the  beginning  of  that  month;  wheat 
harvelt  does  not  come  on  till  June.  The  following  explication 
of  the  J'ivji^oTTfcojc^  cretCCetjov,  appears  to  me  moft  probable. 
The  Jews  were  ordered  to  number  feven  fabb^ths,  or  forty- 
nine  days  from  the  fecond  day  of  the  paffover.  On  the 
fiftieth  day,  which  fell  about  the  fixth  of  the  month  Sivan 
(May)  they  celebrated  the  feaft  of  weeks,  which  is  alfo 
called  in  fcripture.  The  day  of  the  firft-fruits,  or  feaft  of 
harveft,  for  then  they  began  to  cut  the  corn ; from  which 
time  they  are  again  ordered  to  count  feven  weeks,  Levit.  23. 
15.  “ And  ye  fhall  count  unto  you  from  the  morrow  after 

the  fabbath  from  the  day  that  ye  brought  the  ftieaf  of  wave- 
offering, feven  fabbaths  ffiall  be  complete : even  unto  the 
morrow  after  the  feventh  fabbath  lhall  ye  number  fifty  days, 
&c.” 

I'he  fecond  firft  fabbath,  therefore,  feems  to  be  the  firft 
■ fabbath  of  this  fecond  numeration : and  the  incident  here 
related  muft  fucceed  the  feaft  at  Jerufalcm,  John  5.  i.  which 
appears  from  the  order  of  the  narration  to  have  been  the 
feaft  of  Pentecolt.

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fabbath,  and  are  blamelefs  ? ^ But  I fay  unto  Mat.’ 
you,  that  a greater  than  the  fancftuary  is  here: 
but  if  ye  had  known  what  this  meaneth, 

“ I will  have  mercy>  and  not  facrifice,”  ye  Hofea  6; 
would  not  have  condemned  the  guiltlefs.  7* 

And  he  faid  to  them.  The  fabbath  was  made  ' 
for  man,  not  man  for  the  fabbath ; there- 
fore the  Son  of  Man  is  Lord  alfo  of  the 
fabbath. 

And  he  entered  again  alfo  on  another  fab-  Luke  6. 
bath  into  the  fynagogiie,  and  taught.  And  6. 
there  was  a man  there,  whofe  right  hand  Mark  3.’ 
was  withered.  And  the  Scribes  and  Pharifces 
watched  him,  whether  he  would  heal  on  the 
fabbath  day,  that  they  might  find  an  accu- 
fation  againfi:  him.  But  he  knew  their 
thoughts,  and  faid  to  the  man  who  had  the 
withered  hand,  Rife  up,  and  ftand  forth  in 
the  midft,  and  he  arofe  and  flood  forth. 

Then  faid  Jefus  unto  them,  I will  afk  you 
one  thing.  Is  it  lawful  on  the  fabbath  day  to 
do  good,  or  to  do  evil  ? to  fave  life,  or  to 
deflroy  it  ? But  they  held  their  peace.  And 
looking  round  about  upon  them  all  with 
anger,  being  grieved  for  the  hardnefs  of  their 
heart,  he  laith  to  the  man.  Stretch  forth 
thine  hand  ; and  he  flretched  it  out,  and  his 

* The  innocent  profanation  of  the  fabbath  by  the  priefts, 
in  the  temple,  perhaps  may  fignify  their  performance  of 
thofe  labours  which  were  neceffary  for  the  offering  up  th« 
daily  facrifices  to  God,  and  which,  on  account  of  their 
nature,  were  holy  and  commendable,  though  they  would 
have  been  profanations  of  the  fabbath  any  where  elfe,  or  for 
any  other  purpofe.

Luke 6.  hand  was  reftored  whole  as  the  other.  And 
they  were  filled  with  madnefs,  and  com- 
muned one  with  another  what  they  might 
do  to  Jefus : and  the  Pharifees  went  forth, 
and  ftraightway  took  counfel  with  the  * He- 
rodians  againfl  him  how  they  might  deftroy 
him. 

But  when  Jefus  knew  it,  he  withdrew 
himfelf  from  thence  with  his  difciples  over 
^ ‘ the  fea  of  Tiberias  in  Galilee,  and  great 
multitudes  followed  him,  having  feen  his 
miracles  which  he  did  on  them  that  were 
difeafed.  And  he  fpake  to  his  difciples,  that 
.a  fmall  fiiip  Ihould  wait  on  him,  becaufe  of 
the  multitude,  left  they  Ihould  throng  him; 
for  he  had  healed  many,  infomuch  that  they 
preffed  upon  him  for  to  touch  him,  as  many 
as  had  plagues : and  unclean  fpirits,  when  they 
faw  him,  fell  down  before  him  and  cried. 
Mat. 1 2.  faying.  Thou  art  the  Son  of  God.  And  he 
1 7*  ftraitly  charged  them  all  that  they  fhould 
not  make  him  known : that  it  might  be 
fulfilled,  which  was  fpoken  by  Efaias  the 
Ifaiah42.  prophet,  faying,  “ Behold  my  fervant  whom 
t.  I have  chofen ; my  beloved,  in  whom  my  foul 
is  well  pleafed — I will  put  my  Spirit  upon 


• The  Herodians  were  probably  time-fervers  to  the  kings 
of  Judea,  and  formed  a feft  diftinft  from  the  Pharifees  and 
Sadducees.  Their  leading  principle  confifted  in  an  endeavour 
to  conform  the  Jewifli  religion  to  the  interefts  of  Herod  the 
Great  and  his  fucceffors,  and  reconcile  it  to  the  alien  empire 
of  Rome,  whofe  authority  the  Jews  in  general  were  not 
willing  to  acknowledge.  This  might  be  the  leaven  of 
Herod,  Marks.

ftreets.  A bruifed  reed  fliall  he  not  break, 
and  fmoking  flax  lhall  he  not  quench,  till 
he  fend  forth  judgment  into  vidtory,  and  in 
his  name  fhall  the  Gentiles  truft.” 


CHAP.  VI. 


Twelve  Difciples  chofen.  Sermon  on  the 
Mountain.  Centurion’s  Servant  cured. 
Widow’s  Son  reftored  to  Life.  Tefti- 
mony  concerning  John,  ^c, 


An  D it  came  to  pafs  in  thofe  days,  he 
went  out  into  a mountain  to  pray, 
and  continued  all  night  in  prayer  to  God : 
and  when  it  was  day,  he  called  to  him  his 
difciples,  and  of  them  chofe  twelve,  (whom 
alfo  he  named  apoflles)  that  they  fliould  be 
with  him,  and  that  he  might  fend  them 
forth  to  preach,  and  to  have  power  to 
heal  fickneffes,  and  cafl:  out  demons; 
Simon,  whom  he  alfo  named  Peter,  and 
Andrew  his  brother ; James  the  fon  of  Ze- 
bedee,  and  John  the  brother  of  James,  and 
jie  fu«named  them  Boanerges,  or  Sons  of 
Thunder;  Philip  and  Bartholomew,  Matthew 
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and  Thomas  j James  the  fon  of  Alpheus ; 
and  Simon  Zelotes ; Judas  the  brother  of 
James  i and  Judas  Ifcariot,  who  alfo  betray- 
ed him. 

Luke  6.  jjg  came  down  with  them,  and  flood 

*^On  a plain,*  with  the  company  of  his  dif- 

level  ciples,  and  a great  multitude  of  people  out 
place.  Judea  and  Jerufalem,  from  Idumea, 

and  from  beyond  Jordan,  from  Galilee,  De- 
capolis,  and  the  fea-coaft  of  Tyre  and  Sidon, 

' who  came  to  hear  him,  and  to  be  healed  of 
their  difeafes,  and  they  that  were  vexed  with 
unclean  fpirits ; and  they  were  healed  : and 
the  whole  multitude  fought  to  touch  him, 
for  there  went  virtue  out  of  hirn,  and 
healed  them  all. 

And  lifting  up  his  eyes  on  his  difciples, 
he  opened  his  mouth  and  taught  them, 
Mat.  5,  faying,  “ Bleffed  are  the  poor  in  fpirit : for 
3*  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Bleffed 
are  they  that  mourn : for  they  fhall  be  com- 
forted. Bleffed  are  the  meek:  for  they  fhall 
inherit  the  earth.  Bleffed  are  they  that 
hunger  and  thirfl  after  righteoufnefs : for 
they  fhall  be  filled.  Bleffed  are  the  merciful ; 
for  they  fhall  obtain  mercy.  Bleffed  are  the 
pure  in  heart : for  they  fhall  fee  God.  Blef- 
fed are  the  peace-makers  : for  they  fliall  be 
called  the  children  of  God.  Bleffed  are  they 
who  are  perfecuted  for  righteoufnefs  fake ; 
for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Blef- 
fed are  ye  when  men  fhall  revile  and  perfe- 
cute  you,  and  fhall  fay  every  eyU  word 
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againft  you  falfely,  for  my  fake : rejoice  and  Mat. 
be  exceeding  glad,  for  great  is  your  reward 
in  heaven,  for  fo  perfecuted  they  the  pro- 
phets before  you.  But  wo  unto  you  that 
are  rich  : for  ye  have  received  your  confola- 
tion.  Wo  unto  you  that  are  full ; for  ye 
ihall  hunger.  Wo  unto  you  that  laugh  now; 
for  ye  ihall  mourn  and  weep.  Wo  unto  you 
when  all  men  fliall  fpeak  well  of  you : for 
fo  did  their  fathers  to  the  falfe  prophets. 

Ye  are  the  fait  of  the  earth,  but  if  the 
fait  have  loft  its  favour,  wherewith  ftiall  it  be 
falted ; it  is  thenceforth  good  for  uothing, 
but  to  be  caft  out  and  trodden  uuder  foot  of 
men. 

Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world : a city  that 
js  fet  on  an  hill  cannot  be  hid.  Neither  do 
n>en  light  a candle,  and  put  it  under  a bufhel, 
but  on  a candleftick,  and  it  giveth  light  to 
all  that  are  in  the  houfe.  Let  your  light  fo 
(bine  before  men,  that  they  may  fee  your  good 
works,  and  glorify  your  Father  who  is  iit 
heaven. 

Think  not  that  I am  come  to  deftroy  the 
law,  or  the  prophets : I am  not  come  to 
deftroy,  but  to  fulfil ; for  verily  I fay  untq 
you.  Till  heaven  and  earth  pafs  away,  one 
jot,  or  one  tittle,  fhall  in  no  \yife  pafs  fron^ 
the  law  till  all  be  fulfilled.  Whofoever, 
therefore,  fhall  break  one  of  the  leaft  of  thefe 
commandments,  and  fhall  teach  men  fo,  he 
fhall  be  called  the  leaft  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven ; but  whofoever  fhall  do,  and  teach 
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Mat.  5.  them,  the  fame  fhall  be  called  great  in  the 
19*  kingdom  of  heaven.  For  I fay  unto  you, 
that  except  your  righteoufnefs  (hall  exceed 
the  righteoufnefs  of  the  Scribes  and  Pharifees, 
ye  flrall  by  no  means  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  faidby  them  of  old 
time,  thou  {halt  not  kill,  and  whofoever  fhall 
kill  fliall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment.:  * but  I 
fay  unto  you.  That  whofoever  is  angry  with 
his  brother  without  a caufe,  fliall  be  in  danger 
of  the  judgment  j and  whoever  faith  to  his 
brother,  -f-  Raca,  fhall  be  in  danger  of  the 
council;  but  whofoever  fhall  fay.  Thou  fool, 
fhall  be  in  danger  of  the  Gehenna  of  fire. 
Therefore,  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altai, 

and 

* . This  term  feems  to  denote  a particular  court  of  the 

Jews,  as  well  as  the  council  (or  Sanhedrim)  mentioned  in  the 
next  paragraph. 

f Raca  is  a Syriac  word,  fignifying  a vain,  empty,  or 
foolilh  perfon ; an  expreffion  of  contempt  in  common  ufe 
among  the  Jews. 

/ % Gehenna,  in  the  firft  inftance,  lignified  the  valley  of 

Hinnom,  near  Jerufalem,  in  a part  of  which,  called  Tophet, 
the  idolatrous  Jews  made  their  children  pafs  through  the  fire 
in  honour  of  the  heathen  deity,  Moloch.  The  good  king 
Jofiah,  in  deteftation  of  that  pradlice,  rnade  it  a place  execrar 
ble,  and  ordered  thither  all  dead  carcafes,  and  other  unclean 
things ; for  confuming  which,  a continual  fire  was  kept  burn- 
ing. In  the  fame  valley  the  angel  of  the  Lord  deftroyed  the 
hoft  of  Sennacherib  king  of  Afl'yria,  and  80,000  dead  bodies 
were  committed  to  the  flames,  which  circumllance  is  refer- 
red to  by  Ifaiah  30.  Through  the  voice  of  the  Lord  lhall 
the  Aflyrian  be  beaten  down,  for  Tophet  is  ordained  of  old: 
he  hath  made  it  deep  and  large ; the  pile  thereof  is  fire  and 
much  wood,  the  breath  of  the  Lord,  like  a ftream  of  brim- 
ftone,  doth  kindle  it.”  Here  alfo  the  idolatrous  Jews  were 
maflacred,  when  Jerufalem  was  taken  by  the  Babylonian 
armies.  So  many  inftances  of  deftrudion  and  of  God’s  ven- 
geance 
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and  there  remembereft  that  thy  brother  hath  Mat. 
ought  againft  thee,  leave  there  thy  gift  be-  2.3. 
fore  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way  j hrft  be  re- 
conciled to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and 
offer  thy  gift. 

Agree  with  thine  adverfary  quickly,  even 
whilll  thou  art  in  the  way  with  him ; left  at 
any  time  the  adverfary  deliver  thee  to  the 
judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer, 
and  thou  be  call  into  prifon : verily  I fay  unto 
thee.  Thou  fhall  by  no  means  come  out  thence 
till  thou  hafl  paid  the  uttermofl  farthing. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  faid  by  them  of 
old  time,  Thou  ffialt  not  commit  adultery ; 
but  r fay  unto  you.  That  whofoever  looketh 
on  a woman  to  luft  after  her,  hath  committed 
adultery  with  her  already  in  his  heart : and 
if  thy  right  eye  tempt  thee  to  fin,^  pluck 
it  out,  and  caft  it  from  thee ; for  it  is  pro- 
fitable for  thee  that  one  of  thy  members 
fhould  perifh,  and  not  thy  whole  body  be 


Sjeance  appearing  in  this  place,  the  Jews  had  |t  in  fi^ch  de-r 
teltation,  that  from  it  they  denominated  the  Hate  of  the 
damned.  The  invifible  valley  of  Hinnom. 

* ffKctvJ'ctKtlziv  (to  oiFend)  from  a-KetvJ'a.\ov,  an  obftacle  or 
ftumbling-block.  The  proper  fignification  of  the  word  is 
to  fet  fomething  in  a perfon’s  way  which  he  may  fall  over.

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Mat.  5.  caft  into  gehenna.  And  if  thy  right  hand 
3®*  tempt  thee  to  fin,  cut  it  off,  and  caft  it 
from  thee,  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that 
one  of  thy  members  fhould  perifh  ; and  not 
that  thy  whole  body  fhould  be  caft  into  the 
Mark9.  gehenna,  into  the  fire  that  never  fhall  be 
43.  quenched,  where  their  worm  dieth  not, 
and  the  fire  is  not  quenched. 

It  hath  been  faid,  Whofoever  fhall  put 
away  his  wife,  let  him  give  her  a writing  of 
divorcement:  but  I fay  unto  you.  That 
whofoever  fhall  put  away  his  wife  (faving 
for  the  caufe  of  fornication)  maketh  her  to 
commit  adultery ; and  whofoever  fliall  marry 
her  that  is  divorced,  committeth  adultery. 

Again,  ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  faid 
by  them  of  old  time.  Thou  flialt  not  for- 
fwear  thyfelf,  but  fhalt  perform  to  the  Lord 
thine  oaths : but  I fay  unto  you.  Swear  not 
at  all ; neither  by  heaven,  for  it  is  God’s 
throne;  neither  by  the  earth,  for  it  is  the 
footflool  of  his  feet ; neither  by  Jerufalein, 
for  it  is  the  city  of  the  great  king  j neither 
flialt  thou  fwear  by  thy  head,  becaufe  thou 
canft  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black  : but 
Jet  your  communication  be  yea,  yea,  nay, 
nay ; for  what  foe  ver  is  more  than  thefe 
cometh  of  evil. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  faid.  An 
eye  for  an  eye,  and  a tooth  for  a tooth  : but 
I fay  unto  you,  Refifl  not  evil ; but  whofo- 
ever fhall  fmite  thee  on  thy  right  cheek, 
turn  to  him  the  other  alfo  3 and  if  any  maq 

will 
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will  have  fuit  with  thee,  and  take  away  thy  Mat.  5. 
coat,  let  him  have  thy  cloak  alfo;  and  who** 
foever  fhall  compel  thee  to  go  one  mile,  go 
with  him  twain ; give  to  him  that  alketh 
thee,  and  from  him  that  would  borrow  of 
thee,  turn  not  thou  away. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  faid. 

Thou  fhalt  love  thy  neighbour,  and  hate 
thine  enemy : but  I fay  unto  you.  Love 
your  enemies ; blefs  them  that  curfe  you, 
do  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for 
them  who  defpitefully  ufe  you  and  perfecute 
you,  that  ye  may  become  the  children  of 
your  Father  who  is  in  heaven ; for  he  maketh 
his  fun  to  rife  on  the  evil  and  the  good,  and 
fendeth  rain  on  the  juft  and  the  unjuft.  For 
if  ye  love  them  that  love  you,  what  reward 
have  ye  ? Do  not  even  the  publicans  the 
fame  ? And  if  ye  falute  your  brethren  only, 
what  do  ye  more  than  others  ? do  not  even 
the  publicans  fo  ? Be  ye  therefore  pcrfeift, 
even  as  your  Father  who  is  in  heaven  is  per- 
fedt. 

Take  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  alms  be- Mat.  6. 
foremen,  to  be  feen  of  them,  otherwife ye  i • 
have  no  reward  of  your  Father  who  is  in 
heaven.  Therefore,  when  thou  doeft  alms, 
found  not  a trumpet  before  thee,  as  the  hy- 
pocrites do  in  the  fynagogues,  and  in  the 
ftreets,  that  they  may  have  glory  of  men; 
verily  I fay  unto  you.  They  have  their  re- 
ward. But  when  thou  doeft  alms,  let  not 
thy  left  hand  know  what  thy  right  hand 

doeth. 
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Mat.  6.  doeth,  that  thine  alms  may  be  in  fecret;  and 

4*  thy  Father,  who  feeth  in  fecret,  himfelf 
fhall  reward  thee  openly.  And  when  thou 
prayeft,  thou  Ihalt  not  be  as  the  hypocrites 
are,  for  they  love  to  pray  ftanding  in  the 
fynagogues,  and  in  the  corners  of  the  ftreets, 
that  they  may  be  feen  of  men ; verily  I fay 
unto  you.  They  have  their  reward.  But 
thou,  when  thou  prayeft,  enter  into  thy 
clofct,  and  fhutting  the  door,  pray  to  thy 
Father  who  is  in  fecret,  and  thy  Father  who 
feeth  in  fecret  fhall  reward  thee  openly.  But 
when  ye  pray,  ufe  not  vain  repetitions,  as 
the  Gentiles  do,  for  they  think  that  theylhall 
be  heard  for  their  much  fpeaking  : Be  not 
ye,  therefore,  like  unto  them,  for  your 
Father  knoweth  what  things  ye  have  need  of 
before  ye  allc  him.  After  this  manner  there- 
fore pray  ye  : ‘ ■ Our  Father  who  art  in 
heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name ; thy  king- 
dom come;  thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is 
in  heaven ; give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread ; 
and  forgive  to  us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our 
debtors  j and  lead  us  not  into  temptation, 
- but  deliver  us  from  evil : for  thine  is  the 
kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for 
ever.  Amen.”  For  if  ye  forgive  to  men 
their  tranfgreffions,  your  heavenly  Father 
will  alfo  forgive  you : but  if  ye  forgive  not 
jnen  their  trefpalTes,  neither  will  your  Father 
forgive  your  trefpalfes.

More- 
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Moreover  when  ye  faft,  be  not,  as  the  hy- 
pocrites, of  a fad  countenance,  for  they 
disfigure  their  faces  that  they  may  appear 
unto  men  to  fail : verily,  I fay  unto  you. 
They  have  their  reward.  But  thou,  when 
thou  faftefi:,  anoint  thy  head  and  wafh  thy 
face,  that  thou  appear  not  unto  men  to  faff, 
but  unto  thy  Father  who  is  in  fecret,  and 
thy  Father,  who  feeth  in  fecret,  fhall  reward 
thee  openly. 

Lay  not  up  for  yourfelves  treafures  upon 
earth,  where  moth  and  rufi:  doth  corrupt, 
and  where  thieves  break  through  and  fteal ; 
but  lay  up  for  yourfelves  treafures  in  heaven, 
where  neither  moth  nor  ruft  doth  corrupt, 
and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through  nor 
Ileal  j for  where  your  treafure  is,  there  will 
your  heart  be  alfo. 

The  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye;  if,  there- 
fore, thine  eye  be  pure,  thy  w’hole  body  Iliall 
be  full  of  light : but  if  thine  eye  be  evil, 
thy  whole  body  Ihall  be  full  of  darknefs : if, 
therefore,  the  light  that  is  within  thee  be 
darknefs,  how  great  is  the  darknefs ! 

No  man  can  ferve  two  mailers,  for 
cither  he  will  hate  the  one,  arid  love  the  other, 
or  elfe  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  defpife  the 
other;  ye  cannot  ferve  God  and  ^Mammon. 
Therefore,  I fay  unto  you.  Be  not  anxious  for 
your  life,  what  ye  Ihall  eat,  and  what  ye 

• Mammon  was  the  Syrian  god  of  riches,  whence  the 
mammon  of  unrighteoufnefs  is  uud  to  fignify  worldly  riches. 
Luke  i6.  1 1.

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Mat.  6.  jfhall  drink  ; nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye 
25*  (hall  put  on.  Is  not  the  foul  more  than 
meat,  and  the  body  than  raiment  ? Behold 
the  fowls  of  the  heaven,  that  they  fow  not, 
neither  do  they  reap,  nor  gather  into  barns, 
yet  your  heavenly  Father  feedeth  them ; are 
ye  not  much  better  than  they  ? Which  of 
you  by  taking  thought  can  add  one  cubit  to 
his  ftature  ! And  why  take  ye  thought  for 
raiment  ? Confider  the  lilies  of  the  field, 
how  they  grow  : they  toil  not,  neither  do 
they  fpin ; and  yet  I fay  unto  you,  that  even 
Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed 
like  one  of  thefe.  But  if  God  fo  clothe  the 
grafs  of  the  field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to- 
morrow is  caft  into  the  oven,  fhall  he  not 
much  more  clothe  you,  O ye  of  little  faith? 

Be  not  anxious,  therefore,  faying.  What 
fliall  we  eat  ? or  what  fhall  we  drink  ? or 
wherewithal  fhall  we  be  clothed?  for  after 
all  thefe  things  do  the  Gentiles  feek:  for 
your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have 
need  of  all  thefe  things.  But  feek  ye  firfl 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteoufnefs, 
and  all  thefe  things  fhall  be  added  unto  you. 
Take  therefore  no  thought  for  the  morrow, 
for  the  morrow  fliall  take  thought  for  the 
things  of  itfelf;  fufficient  unto  the  day  is 
the  evil  thereof. 

Mat.  7.  Judge  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged,  for 
I*  with  what  judgment  ye  judge  ye  fhall  be 
judged.  Condemn  not,  and  ye  fhall  not  be 
condemned ; forgive,  and  ye  fhall  be  for- 
given i 
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given  j give,  and  it  fliall  be  given  unto  you:  Luke 6. 
good  meafure,  prelied  down,  and  lhaken  to-  37* 
gether,  and  running  over,  Hiall  men  give 
into  your  bofom  : for  with  the  fame  mea- 
fure that  ye  mete  withal,  it  fliall  be  mealured 
to  you  again. 

Lo,  I fpeak  to  you  a parable.  Can  the  blind 
lead  the  blind  ? fhall  they  not  both  fall 
into  a pit  The  difciple  is  not  above  his  Compare 
teacher ; but  every  one  that  is  well  inllrud:-  2^^  ’ 
ed  fhall  be  as  his  teacher.  And  why  be- 
holdefl;  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother’s 
eye,  but  perceivefl:  not  the  beam  that  is  in 
thine  own  eye  ? or  how  canfl:  thou  fay  to  thy 
brother.  Brother,  let  me  take  out  the  mote 
that  is  in  thine  eye,  when  thou,  thyfelf,  be- 
holdefl;  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  ? 

Thou  hypocrite,  firfl  cafl:  the  beam  out  of 
thine  own  eye,  and  then  fhalt  thou  fee  clearly 
to  pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother’s 
eye. 

Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  Mat.  7. 
dogs ; neither  cafl  ye  your  pearls  before  6. 
fwine,  left,  they  trample  them  under  their 
feet,  and  turn  again  and  rend  you. 

Afk,  and  it  fliall  be  given  youj  feek,  and 
ye  fhall  find ; knock,  and  it  lhall  be  opened 
unto  you : for  every  one  that  afketh  receiv- 
cthj  and  he  that  feeketh  findeth;  and  to 
him  that  knocketh  it  fhall  be  opened.  Or 
what  man  is  there,  of  whom  if  his  fon  afk 
bread  will  he  give  him  a ftone  ? or  if  he  afk 
a fifh  will  he  give  him  a ferpent  ? If  ye  then, 

being 
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II. 
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being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts 
unto  your  children,  how  much  more  thall 
your  Father,  who  is  in  heaven,  give  good 
things  to  them  that  alk  him  Therefore  all 
things  whatfoever  ye  would  that  men  fhould 
do  to  you,  do  ye  even  fo  to  them ; for  this  is 
the  law  and  the  prophets. 

Enter  ye  in  through  the  ftraight  gate  : for 
wide  is  the  gate,  and  broad  is  the  way  that 
leadeth  to  deJftrudtion,  and  many  there  be 
which  go  in  thereat } becaufe  ftraight  is  the 
gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way  which  leadeth 
unto  life,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it. 

Beware  of  falfe  prophets,  who  come  unto 
you  in  fheep’s  clothing,  but  inwardly  they 
are  ravening  wolves : ye  fhall  know  them  by 
their  fruits.  Do  men  gather  grapes  of  thorns, 
or  figs  of  thiftles  ? Even  fo  every  good  tree 
bringeth  forth  good  fruits,  but  a corrupt  tree 
bringeth  forth  evil  fruit.  A good  tree  can- 
not bring  forth  evil  fruits  neither  can  a cor- 
rupt tree  bring  forth  good  fruit.  Every 
tree  that  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit,  is 
hewn  down  and  caft  into  the  fire.  Where- 
fore by  their  fruits  fhall  ye  know  them. 
A good  man  out  of  the  good  treafure  of  his 
heart  bringeth  forth  that  which  is  good; 
and  an  evil  man  out  of  the  evil  treafure  of 
his  heart  bringeth  forth  that  which  is  evil : 
for  of  the  abundance  of  his  heart  the  mouth 
fpeaketh. 


Not 
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Not  every  one  that  faith  to  me,  Lord,  Lord,  Mat.  y} 
fliall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  but 
he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  who  is 
in  heaven.  Many  will  fay  to  me  in  that  day. 

Lord,  Lord,  have  we  not  propbefied  in  thy 
name,  and  in  thy  name  have  caft  out  de- 
mons, and  in  thy  name  done  many  wonderful 
works : then  will  I profefs  to  them,  I never 
knew  you ; depart  from  me  ye  that  work 
iniquity. 

Therefore,  whofoever  heareth  thefe  fayings 
^f  mine,  and  doeth  them,  I will  liken  him 
unto  a wife  man  who  built  his  houfe  upon  a 
rock,  and  the  rain  defcended,  and  the  floods 
came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and  beat  upon 
that  houfe;  and  it  fell  not,  for  it  was  found- 
ed upon  a rock.  And  every  one  that  heareth 
thefe  fayings  of  mine,  and  doeth  them  not, 
fhall  be  likened  to  a foolifli  man,  who  built 
his  houfe  upon  the  fand ; and  the  rain  de- 
fcended, and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds 
blew,  and  beat  upon  that  houfe;  and  it  fell, 
and  great  was  the  fall  thereof.” 

And  it  came  to  pafs  when  Jefus  had  ended 
thefe  fayings,  the  people  were  aftonilhed  at 
his  dodrine,  for  he  taught  them  as  one  hav- 
ing authority,  and  not  as  the  Scribes. 

Afterwards  he  entered  into  Capernaum,  and  Luke  yl 
a certain  Centurion’s  fervant,  who  was  dear  i* 
unto  him,  was  fick  and  ready  to  die.  Hav-  Mat.  8, 
ing  heard  concerning  Jefus,  he  fent  unto  him  5* 
elders  of  the  Jews,  befeeching  him  that  he 
would  come  and  heal  his  fervant.  And  when 

E they 
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Luke 7.  they  came  unto  Jefus,  they  befought  him 
4*  earneftly,  faying,  That  he  was  worthy  for 
whom  he  fhould  do  this,  for  he  loveth  our 
nation,  and  he  hath  built  us  a fynagogue.’’ 
Then  Jefus  went  with  them,  and  when  he 
was  now  not  far  from  the  houfe,  the  cen- 
turion fent  friends  to  him,  faying  unto  him. 
Lord,  trouble  not  thyfelf,  for  I am  not  wor- 
thy that  thou  fhouldft  enter  under  my  roof; 
wherefore  neither  thought  I myfelf  worthy  to 
come  unto  thee,  but  fay  the  word,  and  my 
fervant  fhall  be  healed.  For  I alfo  am  a man 
appointed  under  authority,  having  under 
myfelf  foldiers,  and  I fay  unto  one.  Go  forth, 
and  he  goeth  j and  to  another.  Come,  and  he 
cometh;  and  to  my  fervant.  Do  this,  and  he 
doeth  it.  Jefus  having  heard  thefe  things, 
marvelled  at  him,  and  turning  to  the  multi- 
tude that  followed  him,  he  faid,  I fay  unto 
you,  I have  not  found  fo  great  faith,  no,  not 
in  Ifrael. 

And  they  that  were  fent,  returning  to  the 
houfe,  found  the  fervant  whole  that  had  been 
fick. 

And  it  came  to  pafs  the  day  after,  that  he 
went  into  a city,  called  Nain,  and  many  of 
his  difciples  went  with  him,  and  much  peo- 
ple. Now,  when  he  came  nigh  to  the  gate 
of  the  city,  behold  there  was  a dead  man 
^ carried  out,  the  only  fon  of  his  mother,  and

* The  Jews  and  other  nations  ufually  depofited  their  dead 
in  fepulchres,  without  their  cities ; a precaution  very  neceffary 

for 
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fhe  was  a widow ; and  much  people  of  the  Luke  7; 
city  was  with  her.  And  the  Lord,  feeing  *2. 
her,  had  compaffion  on  her,  and  faid  unto 
her.  Weep  not.  And  he  came  and  touch- 
ed the  bier,  and  they  that  bare  it  flood  ftill: 
and  he  faid.  Young  man,  I fay  unto  thee, 

Arife ! And  he  that  was  dead  fat  up,  and 
began  to  fpeak;  and  he  delivered  him  to  his 
mother.  And  there  came  a fear  on  all,  and 
they  glorified  God,  faying,  That  a great 
prophet  is  rifen  up  amongfl  us,  and  that  God 
hath  vifited  his  people : and  this  rumour  of 
him  went  forth  throughout  all  Judea,  and 
throughout  all  the  region  round  about. 

And  the  difciples  of  John  fhewed  him, 
in  prifon,  of  all  thefe  works  of  Jefus.  And 
John,  calling  unto  him  two  of  his  dif- 
ciples, fent  them  unto  Jefus,  faying,  Art 
thou  he  that  fhould  come,  or  look  we  for 
another  ? When  the  men  were  come  unto 
him,  they  faid,  John  the  Baptift  hath  fent  us 
unto  thee,  faying.  Art  thou  he  that  fliould 
come,  or  look  we  for  another  ? And  in  that 
fame  hour  he  cured  many  of  difeafes,  and 
plagues,  and  of  evil  fpirits,  and  unto  many 
that  were  blind  he  gave  fight.  Then  Jefus, 
anfwering,  faid  unto  them.  Go  your  way, 
and  tell  John  what  things  ye  have  feen  and 

for  the  health  of  the  public,  to  which  the  effluvia  of  fepul- 
chres  muftbe  injurious.  Whence  it  is  much  to  be  wondered 
at  that  almoft  all  Chriftians  have  agreed  in  holding  their 
religious  aflemblies  in  the  fame  places  where  their  dead  are 
buried:  which,  though  an  inftitution  in  honor  of  the  martyrs, 
is  not  judicioufly  retained  at  prefent.  Grotius. 

E 2 heard. 
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Lukey.  heard,  that  the  blind  fee,  the  lame  walk,  the 
22.  lepers  are  clean  fed,  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead 
are  raifed,  and  the  poor  have  the  gofpel 
preached  to  them,  and  bleffed  is  he  whofo* 
See  note  ever  fhall  not  be  offended  in  me. 

When  the  meffengers  of  John  were  de- 
parted, he  began  to  fpeak  unto  the  multitudes 
concerning  John : What  went  ye  out  into 
the  wildernefs  to  fee  ? a reed  lhaken  with 
the  wind  ? But  what  went  ye  out  to  fee  ? 
a man  clothed  in  foft  raiment  ? Behold, 
they  that  are  gorgeoufly  apparelled,  and  live 
delicately,  are  in  kings  courts.  • But  what 
went  ye  out  to  fee.?  a prophet .?  Yea,  I fay 
unto  you,  and  much  more  than  a prophet. 
This  is  he,  of  whom  it  is  written.  Behold 
I fend  my  meffenger  before  thy  face,  who 
fhall  prepare  thy  way  before  thee.  For  I fay 
unto  you,  among  thofe  that  are  born  of  women, 
there  is  not  a greater  prophet  than  John  the 
Baptift  i yet  he  that  is  lead  in  the  kingdom  of 
Mat.  heaven  is  greater  than  he.  And. from  the  days 
II.  12*  of  John  the  Baptift  until  now,  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  fuffereth  violence;  and  the  violent 
take  it  by  force;*  for  all  the  prophets,  and 
the  law  prophefied  until  John  : and  if  ye 
will  receive  it.  This  is  Elias  who  w'as  to 
come.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 
And  all  the  people  that  heard  him,  and  the 
publicans,  juftified  God,  being  baptized  with 
the  baptifm  of  John ; but  the  Pharifees  and 

• Luke  i6.  i6,  may  explain  this  paffage  of  St.  Matthew. 
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lawyers  defeated  the  defign  of  God  towards  Luke  7. 
them,  being  not  baptized  of  him. 

And  the  Lord  faid,  Whereunto  then  fhall  I 
liken  the  men  of  this  generation  ? and  to  what 
are  they  like  ? They  are  like  unto  children 
fitting  in  the  market-place,  and  calling  one 
to  another,  and  faying,  We  have  piped  unto 
you,  and  ye  have  not  danced;  we  have  mourn-* 
ed  to  you,  and  ye  have  not  wept.  For  John 
the  Baptift  came  neither  eating  bread  nor 
drinking  wine,  and  ye  fay.  He  hath  a demons 
the  Son  of  Man  is  come  eating  and  drinking, 
and  ye  fay.  Behold  a gluttonous  man,  and  a 
wine-bibber,  a friend  of  publicans  and  fin- 
ners.  But  wifdom . is  juftified  of  all  her 
children. 

And  one  of  the  Pharifees  defired  him  that 
he  would  eat  with  him,  and  he  went  into 
the  houfe  of  the  Pharifee,  and  fat  down  to 
meat : and  behold  a woman  in  the  city,  who 
was  a {inner,  knowing  that  Jefus  fat  at 
^ meat  in  the  Pharifee’s  houfe,  fhe  brought 
an  alabafter  box  of  ointment,  and  flood  at  his 
feet,  behind  him,  weeping,  and  began  to 
moiften  his  feet  with  her  tears,  and  did  wipe 
them  with  the  hairs  of  her  head,  and  kiffed 
his  feet,  and  anointed  them  with  the  oint-r 
ment, 

* It  was  the  cuftom  of  the  antients  not  to,  fit,  but  to  recHns 
at  their  meals  on  couches  round  the  table ; which  obfervation, 

IS  neceflary,  in  order  to  explain  the  expreflion.  That  the  woman 
ftpod  behind  at  his  feet. 

E 3 Now, 
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Luke 7.  Now,  when  the  Pharifee  who  had  invited 

d9'  him  faw  it,  he  fpake  within  himfelf,  faying. 
This  man,  if  he  were  a prophet,  would  have 
known  who  and  what  manner  of  woman 
this  is  that  toucheth  him,  for  flie  is  a finner. 

And  Jefus  anfwering,  faid  unto  him, 
Simon,  I have  fomewhat  to  fay  unto  thee. 
And  he  faith.  Teacher,  fay  on. 

There  was  a certain  creditor  who  had  two 
debtors : the  one  owed  five  hundred  * denarii, 
and  the  other  fifty  ; but  they  not  having 
wherewith  to  pay,  he  frankly  forgave  them 
both  : which  of  them  will  love  him 
mofi;  ? 

Simon  anfwered,  and  faid,  I fuppofe  he 
to  whom  he  forgave  moft.  He  faid  to  him. 
Thou  haft  rightly  judged.  And  turning 
unto  the  woman,  he  faid  to  Simon,  Seeft  thou 
this  woman  ? I entered  into  thine  houfe, 
thou  gaveft  me  no  water  for  my  feet^  but  fhe 
hath  moiftened  my  feet  with  tears,  and 
wiped  them  with  the  hairs  of  her  head. 
Thou  gaveft  me  no  kifs  3 but  fhe,  fince  the 
time  I came  in,  hath  not  ceafed  to  kifs  my 
feet.  My  head  with  oil  thou  didft  not  anoint; 
but  this  woman  hath  anointed  my  feet  with 
ointment.  Wherefore,  I fay  unto  thee,  her 
fins,  which  are  many,  are  forgiven,  bqcaufe 
fhe  hath  loved  much  3 but  to  whom  little  is 
forgiven,  the  fame  loveth  little.  And  he

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^aid  unto  her.  Thy  fins  are  forgiven.  And  Luke 7. 
they  that  fat  at  meat  with  him  began  to  fay,  45* 
within  themfelves.  Who  is  this  that  forgiveth 
fins  alfo  ? 

And  he  faith  to  the  [woman.  Thy  faith 
hath  faved  thee.  Go  in  peace. 


CHAP.  VII. 

JESUS  teaches  the  Multitude  in  Parables 
by  the  Sea-fide.  Sends  an  impure  Spirit 
from  a Gadarene  into  the  Herd  of  Swine. 
Returns  to  Nazareth,  after  reftoring  to 
Life  J AI  RU  S’s  Daughter,  and  curing  a 
Woman  with  a Flux  of  Blood. 

And  it  came  to  pafs  afterwards,  that  he  Luke  8, 
went  throughout  every  city  and  vil- 
Jage  preaching,  and  Ihewing  the  glad  tidings 
of  the  kingdom  of  God;  and  the  twelve 
were  with  him,  and  certain  women,  who  had 
been  healed  of  evil  fpirits  and  infirmities, 

Mary,  called  Magdalene,  out  of  whom  went 
feven  demons,  and  Joanna,  the  wife  of 
Chuza,  Herod’s  fteward,  and  Sufanna,  and 
many  others  who  minifiiered  unto  him  of 
their  fubllance ; and  they  went  into  an  houfe. 

And -the  multitude  cometh  together  again, 
fo  that  they  could  not  fo  much  as  eat  bread : 
and  his  friends,  hearing  of  it,  went  out  to 

E 4 reftrai.n 
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reftrain  them,  .for  they  faid.  He  is  ready  to 
* faint. 

Markj.  And  the  Scribes,  who  came  down  from 
21.  Jerufalem,  faid.  He  hath  Belzebub,  and  by 
the  prince  of  the  demons  cafleth  he  out  de- 
mons. And  he  called  them  unto  him,  and 
faid  to  them,  in  parables.  How  can  Satan  call: 
out  Satan  ? And  if  a kingdom  be  divided 
againft  itfelf,  that  kingdom  cannot  Jftand. 
And  if  a houfe  be  divided  againft  itfelf,  that 
houfe  cannot  ftand.  And  if  Satan  rife  up 
againft  himfelf,  and  be  divided,  he  cannot 
ftand,  but  hath  an  end.  No  man  can  enter 
into  a ftrong  man’s  houfe,  and  fpoil  his 
goods,  except  he  firft  bind  the  ftrong  man, 
and  then  he  will  fpoil  his  houfe. 

Verily,  I fay  unto  you,  all  fins  fliall  be 
forgiven  unto  the  fons  of  men,  and  blafphe- 
mies,  wherewith  foever  they  fhall  blafpheme : 
but  he  that  blafphemeth  againft  the  Holy 
Spirit  hath  never  forgivenefs,  but  is  in 
danger  of  eternal  damnation ; becaufe  they 
faid.  He  hath  an  unclean  fpirit. 

^ While  he  yet  talked  to  the  people,  behold 
his  mother  and  his  brethren  ftood  without, 
deft  ring  to  fpeak  with  him ; then  one  faid 
unto  him.  Behold  thy  mother  and  thy 

* oj  -Trap  mPk  2'«a9ov  eip'Joy  (AsytiU 

c7/  s^srtj.  Two  other  interpretations  may  be  given  of 
wis  paflage : Firft,  That  of  the  old  tranllation  : Hisi 

j him,  for  they  faid,  he  is 

t^fide  himfelf;”  or.  Second,  *‘His  friends,  when  they  heard, 
went  out  to  reftrain  them,  for  they  faid.  The  people  are  be-.' 
ftde  themfelves.”  • t r 
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brethren  Hand  without  defiriiig  to  fpeak  with  Mark 3. 
thee.  But  he  anfwered,  and  faid  to  him  3^' 
that  told  him,  Who  is  my  mother  ? and  who 
are  my  brethren  ? And  ftretching  forth  his 
hand  towards  his  difciples,  he  faid,  Behold 
my  mother  and  my  brethren ; for  whofoever 
fliall  do  the  will  of  my  Father  who  is  ia 
heaven,  the  fame  is  my  brother,  and  lifter, 
and  mother. 

The  fame  day  went  Jefiis  out  of  the  houfe,  jviat, 
and  fat  by  the  fea-fide,  and  great  multitudes  13.  i. 
were  gathered  iinto  him  from  every  city,  fo 
that  he  went  into  the  Ihip,  and  fat  on  the 
fea,  and  the  whole  multitude  ftood  upon  the 
Ihore.  And  he  taught  them  many  things  by  iviark4. 
parables,  and  faid  unto  them  in  his  dodtrine,  2. 

Give  ear,  behold.  There  went  out  a fower  to 
fowj  and  it  came  to  pafs,  as  he  fowed,  fome 
fell  by  the  way-lide,  and  was  trodden  down, 
and  the  fpwls  of  heaven  came  and  devoured 
it.  And  fome  fell  on  ftony  ground,  where  it 
had  not  much  earth;  and  immediately  it 
fprang  up,  becaufe  it  had  no  depth  of  earth : 
but  when  the  fun  rofe,  it  was  fcorched;  and 
becaufe  it  had  no  root,  it  withered  away. 

And  fome  fell  among  thorns  : and  the  thorns 
grew  up  and  choked  it ; and  it  yielded  no 
fruit.  And  other  grain  fell  on  good  ground, 
and  did  yield  fruit  that  fprang  up  and  in- 
creafed,  and  brought  forth  fome  thirty,  and 
ibme  fixty,  and  fome  an  hundred  grains. 

He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 
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Mark 4.  And  when  he  was  alone,  they  that  were 
JO*  about  him,  with  the  twelve,  came  and  faid  to 
him.  Why  fpeakefi:  thou  to  them  in  para- 
bles ? And  he  faid  to  them.  Unto  you, 
it  is  given  to  know  the  myhery  of  the  king- 
dom of  God ; but  to  thofe  without,  it  is  not 
given.  For  whofoever  hath,  it  diall  be  given 
to  him,  and  he  lhall  have  more  abundance ; 
whofoever  hath  not,  from  him  fhall  be  taken 
even  what  he  hath.  Therefore  fpeak  I to 
them  in  parables,  becaufe  feeing  they  fee  not, 
hearing  they  hear  not,  neither  do  they  un- 
derhand : and  in  them  is  fulfilled  the  pro- 
Ifalah  6.  phecy  of  Efaias,  faying,  “ With  hearing  ye 
fhall  hear,  and  not  underhand  j and  feeing 
ye  fhall  fee,  and  not  perceive.  For  the 
heart  of  this  people  is  waxed  grofs,  and 
their  ears  are  dull  of  hearing,  and  their 
eyes  they  have  clofed,  leh  at  any  time  they 
hiould  fee  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with 
their  ears,  and  underhand  in  their  heart, 
and  fhould  be  converted,  and  I fhould  heal 
them.”  But  bleffed  are  your  eyes,  for  they 
fee;  and  your  ears,  for  they  hear;  for  verily 
I fay  unto  you.  That  many  prophets,  and 
righteous  men  have  defired  to  fee  thofe 
things  which  ye  fee,  and  have  not  feen  them; 
and  to  hear  thofe  things  which  ye  hear,  and 
have  not  heard  them,. 

Know  ye  not  this  parable  ? and  how 
then  will  ye  know  all  parables } Hear  then 
ye  the  parable  of  the  fower.  The  fower 
foweth  the  word.  When  any  one  heareth 

the 
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the  word  of  the  kingdom,  and  underftand-  Mark4. 
eth  it  not;  then  cometh  the  evil  one,  and  *5* 
fnatcheth  away  that  which  was  fown  in  his 
heart,  left,  believing,  he  fhould  be  faved : 
this  is  he  that  receiveth  feed  by  the  way- 
lide.  But  he  that  receiveth  feed  on  ftony 
ground,  the  fame  is  he  that  heareth  the 
word,  and  immediately  with  joy  receiveth  it; 
yet  hath  he  not  root  in  himfelf,  but  is  for 
a feafon,  and  when  tribulation  or  perfe- 
cution  arifeth  becaufe  of  the  word,  inftantly 
he  is  offended.'^  He  alfo  that  received  feed  * See 
among  thorns ; is  he  that  heareth  the  word,  57* 
and  the  care  of  this  world,  and  the  deceit- 
fulnefs  of  riches,  choke  the  word,  and  he 
becometh  unfruitful.  But  he  that  receiveth 
feed  into  the  good  ground,  is  he  that  heareth 
the  word,  and  underftandeth,  and  keepeth  it, 
in  a good  and  honeft  heart,  who  alfo  bring- 
eth  forth  fruit,  in  patience,  fome  an  hundred 
fold,  fome  fixty,  and  fome  thirty. 

Another  parable  put  he  forth  to  them.  Mat, 
faying.  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  likened  13.  24. 
to  a man  who  fowed  good  feed  in  his  field: 
but,  while  men  flept,  his  enemy  came,  and 
fowed  * tares  among  the  wheat,  and  depart- 
ed. And  as  he  fiept,  and  rofe  night  and  day, 
the  feed  budded  and  lengthened,  he  knew 

• darnel.  This  plant  is  the  lolium  temulen-

The  fame  herb  is  called  zizanion  by  the  Arabians,  as 
^Ifo  by  the  Spaniards,  to  this  day. 
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Mark 4.  not  how;  for  the  earth  bringeth  forth  fruit 
28.  of  herfelf,  firfl  the  blade,  then  the  ear,  then 
full  wheat  in  the  ear.  But  when  the  blade 
was  fprung  up,  and  brought  forth  fruit, 
then  appeared  the  tares  alfo : and  the  fer- 
vants  of  the  houfeholder  coming,  faid  unto 
him.  Lord,  didfl;  thou  not  fow  good  feed  in 
thy  field  ? from  whence  then  h^th  it  tares  ? 
He  faid  to  them.  An  enemy  hath  done  this. 
And  the  fervants  faid  unto  him,  Wilt  thou 
then  that  we  gather  them  up  ? But  he  faid. 
Nay,  Left  while  ye  gather  the  tares,  ye  root 
up  alfo  the  wheat  with  them.  Let  both  grow 
together  until  harveft : and  in  the  time  of 
harveft,  I will  fay  to  the  reapers.  Gather  ye 
together  firft  the  tares,  and  bind  them  in 
bundles,  to  burn  them ; but  gather  the 
wheat  into  my  barn. 

Mat.  Another  parable  he  put  forth  to  them,  ' 
13*  3 1*  faying.  The  Icingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to 
a grain  of  muftard  * feed,  which  a man 
took  and  fowed  in  his  field  : this,  though 
the  leaft  of  all  the  feeds  that  be  in  the  earth, 
when  it  is  fown,  rifeth  up,  and  is  greater 
than  all  herbs,  and  becometh  a tree,  fo  that 
the  fowls  of  heaven  come  and  lodge  in  the 
branches  thereof. 

, Another  parable  fpake  he  unto  them : The 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  leaven,  which 
a woman  took  and  hid  in  three  meafures  of* 
meal  until  the  whole  was  leavened, 

* The  SinapI  Erucoides  of  Linneus. 
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All  thefe  things  fpake  Jefus  to  the  mul-  Mat. 
titude  in  parables,  and  without  a parable  34- 
fpake  he  not  unto  them : that  it  might  be 
fulfilled  which  was  fpoken  by  Efaias  the 
prophet,  faying,  I will  open  my  mouth  in 
parables;  I will  utter  things  hidden  from  pfalm  78. 
the  foundation  of  the  world.  2. 

Then  Jefus  fent  the  multitudes  away,  and 
came  into  the  houfe  : and  his  difciples  came 
unto  him,  faying.  Expound  to  us  the  para- 
ble of  the  tares  of  the  field.  He  anfwered, 
and  faid  to  them.  He  that  foweth  the  good 
feed,  is  the  Son  of  Man ; the  field  is  the 
world ; the  good  feed  are  the  children 
of  the  kingdom;  but  the  tares  are  fons  of 
the  evil  one ; the  enemy  that  fowed  them  is 
the  devil ; the  harvefi:  is  the  end  of  the 
world ; and  the  reapers  are  angels : as,  there- 
fore, the  tares  are  gathered,  and  burned  with 
fire,  fo  fhall  it  be  in  the  end  of  this  world. 

The  Son  of  Man  ihall  fend  forth  his  angels, 
and  they  fhall  gather  out  of  his  kingdom  all 
the  ftumbling-blocks,  and  them  that  do 
iniquity,  and  fhall  cafl:  them  into  the  furnace 
of  fire ; there  fhall  be  weeping  and  gnafhing 
of  teeth.  Then  fhall  the  righteous  fhine  forth 
as  the  fun  in  the  kingdom  of  their  Father. 

He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

Again,  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like 
unto  treafure  hid  in  a field,  the  which 
when  a man  hath  found,  he  hideth,  and  for 
joy  thereof,  goeth  and  fg'lleth  all  that  he  hath, 
and  buyeth  that  field. 


Again, 
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Mat.  Again,  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like 

13-  45-  unto  a merchant-man,  feeking  goodly  pearls, 
who,  having  found  one  pearl  of  great  price, 
went  and  fold  all  that  ever  he  had,  and  pur- 
chafed  it. 

Again,  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to 
a net  that  was  call;  into  the  fea,  and  gathered 
of  every  kind : which,  when  it  was  filled, 
they  drew  to  fhore,  and  fat  down,  and 
gathered  the  good  into  veffels ; but  they  call 
the  bad  away.  So  it  fhall  be  at  the  end  of 
the  world  : the  angels  fhall  come  forth,  and 
feparate  the  wicked  from  amongft  the  juft, 
and  fliall  caft  them  into  the  furnace  of  the 
fire : there  fhall  be  weeping  and  gnafhing  of 
teeth.  Jefus  faith  to  them.  Have  ye  un- 
derflood  all  thefe  things  ? They  fay  unto 
him.  Yea,  Lord.  And  he  anfwered.  There- 
fore every  Scribe  inflrudled  into  the  kingdom 
of  heaven,  is  like  to  a houfeholder,  who 
bringeth  forth  out  of  his  treafure  new 
things  and  old. 

Mark 4.  the  fame  day,  when  the  even  was 

come,  he  faith  to  his  difciples.  Let  us 
pafs  over  unto  the  other  fide  of  the  lake. 
And,  having  fent  away  the  multitude,  they 
took  him,  even  as  he  was,  into  the  fhip,  and 
launched  forth,  and  there  were  alfo  with 
him  other  little  fhips  : and  a florm  of  wind 
came  down  on  the  lake ; and  the  waves  beat 
into  the  fhip,  fo  that  it  was  now  almofl 
filled ; and  they  were  in  jeopardy.  And  he 
was  at  the  ftern,  fleeping  on  a pillow  : and 

they 
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they  awake  him,  and  fiiy  unto  him,  OLukeS. 
mafter,  careft  thou  not  that  we  perifli  ? And  24* 
he  arofe,  and  rebuked  the  wind,  and  faid  to 
the  fea.  Peace,  Be  ftill ; and  the  wind  ceafed, 
and  there  was  a great  calm.  And  he  faid  to 
them.  Why  are  ye  fo  fearful  ? How  is  it  Mark 4. 
that  ye  have  not  faith?  And  they  feared  ex-  41* 
ceedingly,  and  faid  to  each  other.  What 
manner  of  man  is  this,  that  even  the  wind 
and  the  fea  obey  him. 

And  they  arrived  in  the  country  of  the  Ga-  Luke  8. 
darenes,  which  is  over-againft  Galilee.  And  26. 
as  he  went  forth  to  land,  there  met  him  a 
certain  man  of  the  city  who  had  demons  a long 
time,  and  put  not  on  clothes,  and  abode  notin 
a houfe,  but  in  the  tombs.  And  oftentimes 
the  unclean  fpirit  had  caught  him,  fo  that  no 
man  could  bind  him,  no  not  with  chains; 
for  though  he  had  been  often  bound  with 
chains  and  fetters,  yet  the  chains  were  pluck-  . 
ed  afunder  by  him,  and  the  fetters  broken  in 
pieces,  and  he  was  driven  of  the  demon  into 
the  wildernefs,  neither  could  any  man  tame 
him ; and  always  night  and  day  he  was  in 
the  mountains,  and  in  the  tombs,  crying  out, 
and  cutting  himfelf  with  hones.  But  when 
he  faw  Jefus  afar  off,  he  ran  and  fell  down 
before  him,  and,  with  a loud  voice,  faid. 

What  have  I to  do  with  thee,  Jefus,  thou 
Son  of  the  moft  high  God?  I adjure  thee  by 
God,  that  thou  torment  me  not  before  the 
time.  For  he  had  commanded  the  unclean 
fpirit  to  come  out  of  the  man.  Then  Jefus 

alked 
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Lukes,  afked  him,  faying,  What  is  thy  name  ? 

30.  And  he  anfwered,  and  faid.  My  name  is 
Legion,  for  we  are  many.  And  he  befought 
him  much  that  he  would  not  fend  them  out 
_ of  that  place  into  the  abyfs.  Now  there  was 
there,  nigh  unto  the  mountain,  a large  herd 
of  fwine  feeding : and  all  the  demons  be- 
fought him,  faying.  Send  us  unto  the  fwine, 
that  we  may  enter  into  them  ,•  and  imme- 
diately Jefus  fuffered  them.  And  the  un- 
clean fpirits  went  out,  and  entered  into  the 
fwine : and  the  herd  ran  furioully  down  a 
precipice  into  the  lake,  and  were  drowned, 
being  about  two  thoufand. 

When  they  that  fed  the  fwine  law  what 
was  done,  they  fled,  and  carried  the  tidings 
into  the  city,  and  into  the  fields  ^ and  they 
went  out  to  fee  what  had  happened,  and 
came  unto  Jefus,  and  found  the  man,  out 
of  whom  the  demonshad  departed,  fitting  at 
his  feet,  clothed,  and  in  his  right  mind  ; 
and  they  were  afraid.  They  alfo  that  faw  the 
matter,  told  them  how  it  befel  to  him  that 
had  the  legion,  and  concerning  the  hogs. 

And  the  whole  multitude  of  the  country 
of  the  Gadarenes  round  about  befought  him 
to  depart  from  their  borders,  for  they  were 
feized  with  great  fear.  And  he  went  up  into 
the  fhip,  and  returned  back  again,  and  the 
man  befought  him  that  he  might  be  with 
him  ; but  Jefus  permitted  him  not,  and  faith 
to  hirn.  Go  unto  thine  own  houfe,  and  to 
thy  friends,  and  tell  them  how  great  things 

the 
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the  Lord  hath  done  for  thee,  'and  hath  had 
compafhon  on  thee. 

And  he  departed,  and  began  to  publifli  inMark5. 
Decapolis,  how  great  things  Jefus  did  to  him, 
and  all  marvelled. 

And  when  Jefus  was  pafled  over  again  Luke  8, 
in  the  (hip  to  the  other  fide,  the  people  40* 
gladly  received  him,  for  they  were  waiting  for 
him  ; and  he  was  nigh  unto  the  fea,  and  be- 
hold there  cometh  one  of  the  rulers  of  the 
fynagogue,  by  name  Jairus,  who  feeing  him, 
fell  at  his  feet,  and  befought  him  greatly, 
faying.  My  little  daughter  lieth  at  the  point 
of  deaths  O come,  and  lay  thy  hands  upon 
her,  that  flie  may  be  healed,  and  fhe  fhall 
live.  For  he  had  only  this  one  child,  about 
twelve  years  of  age.  And  Jefus  went  with 
him,  and  much  people  followed,  and  throng- 
ed him. 

And  a certain  woman,  who  had  an  ifTue  of 
blood  twelve  years,  and  had  fuffered  much  of 
many  phylicians,  and  had  fpent  all  fhe  was 
polfefTed  of,  and  was  nothing  profited,  but 
rather  grew  worfe,  when  fhe  had  heard  of 
Jefus,  came  in  the  croud  behind,  and 
touched  the  border  of  his  garment;  for  flie 
faid,  that  if  I may  but  touch  his  garments,  I 
fhall  be  faved  : and  inflantly  the  fountain  of 
her  blood  was  dried  up,  and  fhe  felt  in  her 
body  that  fhe  was  healed  of  that  plague. 

And  Jefus  immediately  knowing  in  himfelf 
that  virtue  had  gone  out  of  him,  turned 
about,  in  the  croud,  and  faid.  Who  touch- 

F ed 
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Mark5.ed  my  clothes?  And  when  all  denied,  his 

31*  difciples  faid  to  him.  Thou  feeft  the  multi- 
tude prefling  upon  thee,  and  dofl;  thou  fay. 
Who  touched  me  ? And  he  looked  round 
about  to  fee  her  that  had  done  this  thing  : 
but  the  woman,  fearing  and  trembling, 
knowing  what  was  done  in  her,  and  that  fhe 
was  not  hid,  came  and  fell  down  before  him, 
and  told  him  all  the  truth.  And  he  faid  to 
her.  Daughter,  Be  of  good  comfort,  thy 
f^ith  hath  faved  thee,  go  in  peace,  and  be 
whole  of  thy  plague. 

While  he  was  yet  fpeaking,  there  came 
from  the  ruler  of  the  lynagogue  certain  who 
faid.  Thy  daughter  is  dead,  why  troubled: 
thou  the  teacher  any  further?  As  foon  as 
Jefus  heard  the  word  that  was  fpoken,  he 
faith  unto  the  ruler  of  the  fynagogue.  Be 
not  afraid,  only  believe,  and  fhe  fhall  be 
faved.  And  he  fuffered  no  man  to  follow  him, 
lave  Peter,  and  James,  and  John  the  brother 
of  James.  And  he  cometh  unto  the  houfe 
of  the  ruler  of  the  fynagogue,  and  feeth 
the  tumult,  and  them  that  wept  and  wailed 
greatly.  And  entering  in,  he  faith  to  them. 
Why  are  ye  in  diforder,  and  weep  ? The 
damfel  is  not  dead,  but  fleepeth : and  they 
laughed  him  to  fcorn,  knowing  that  fhe  was 
dead.  But  when  he  had  put  them  all  out, 
he  taketh  the  father  and  the  mother  of  the 
damfel,  and  them  that  were  with  him,  and 
entereth  in  where  the  damfel  was  lying,  and 
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he  took  her  by  the  hand,  and  faith  to  her, 

Talitha  koumi,  which  is,  being  interpret- 40* 
ed,  Damfel,  I fay  unto  thee,  Arife.  And 
ftraightway  her  fpirit  came  again,  and  fhe 
rofe  and  walked.  And  they  were  aftonilhed 
with  great  aftonilhment.  And  he  command- 
ed that  fomething  fhould  be  given  her  to  eat, 
and  charged  them  ftraightly  that  no  man 
fhould  know  it. 

As  Jefus  departed  thence,  two  blind  men  Mat.  9. 
followed  him,  crying  out,  and  faying,  O Son  27. 
of  David,  have  mercy  on  us : and  when  he 
was  come  into  the  houfe,  the  blind  men 
came  unto  him : and  Jefus  faith  to  them. 

Believe  ye  that  I am  able  to  do  this  ? 

They  fay  to  him.  Yea,  Lord.  Then  touched 
he  their  eyes,  faying.  According  to  your 
faith  be  it  unto  you.  And  their  eyes  were 
opened  : and  Jefus  ftraightly  charged  them. 

See  that  no  man  know  it;  but  they,  going 
out,  fpread  abroad  his  fame  in  all  that  land. 

As  they  went  out,  behold,  they  brought 
unto  him  a dumb  man,  poflelTed  with  a de- 
mon : and  when  the  demon  was  call  out,  the 
dumb  fpake,  and  the  multitudes  marvelled, 
faying.  It  was  never  fo  feen  in  Ifrael.  But 
the  Pharifees  faid,  he  cafteth  out  demons 
through  the  prince  of  the  demons.  •' 

And  he  departed  thence,  and  came  into  his  Mark 6, 
own  country;  and  his  difciples  follow  him.  i. 

And  when  the  fabbath-day  was  come,  he 
began  to  teach  in  the  fynagogue;  and  many 

P'  2 that 
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Mark6.  that  heard  him  were  aflonifhed,  faying, 

2*  From  whence  hath  this  man  thefe  things  ? 
and  what  wifdom  is  this  which  is  given  unto 
him,  that  even  fuch  mighty  works  are 
wrought  by  his  hands  ? Is  not  he  the  car- 
penter’s fon  ? Is  not  his  mother  called  Mary, 
and  his  brethren  James,  and  Jofes,  and 
Simon,  and  Jude  ? And  are  not  his  lifters 
'here  with  us?  And  they  were  offended  in 
him.  But  Jefus  faid  unto  them,  A pro- 
phet is  not  without  honour,  but  in  his  own 
country,  and  among  his  own  kindred,  and  in 
his  own  houfe.  And  he  could  there  do  no 
mighty  work,  fave  that  he  laid  his  hand 
upon  a few  fick,  and  healed  them  ^ and  he 
marvelled  becaufe  of  their  unbelief. 


' CHAP.  VIII. 

The  twelve  Difciples  fent  forth  to  teach, 
with  Inftrudions.  JOHN  beheaded,  A 
Paflbver.  The  Five  thoufand  fed.  JESUS 
walks  upon  the  Sea.  Teaches  at  Caper- 
naum. 

Mat.  9.  A N p Jefus  went  about  all  the  cities  and 
25-  jLjL  villages,  teaching  in  their  fynagogues, 
and  preaching  the  golpel  of  the  kingdom, 
and  healing  every  difeafe  and  every  infirmity 
among  the  people. 


But 
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But  when  he  faw  the  multitudes,  he  was  Mat. 
moved  with  compaffion  on  them,  becaufe  3^* 
they  * fainted,  and  were  fcattered  abroad,  as 
flieep  having  no  Ihepherd,  Then  faith  he 
unto  his  difciples.  The  harveft  truly  is 
plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few : pray 
ye,  therefore,  the  lord  of  the  harveft,  that  he 
will  fend  forth  labourers  into  his  harveft.  , 
And  calling  unto  him  the  twelve,  he  gave  Mat. 
them  power  over  unclean  fpirits,  to  caft  10.  1 
them  out,  and  to  heal  every  difeafe,  and  every 
infirmity : and  he  fent  them  forth  by  two 
and  two,  and  commanded  them,  faying,  ‘‘  Go 
not  into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  into  a 
city  of  the  Samaritans  enter  ye  not ; but  go 
rather  to  the  loft  ftieep  of  the  houfe  of  If- 
rael ; and  as  ye  go,  preach,  faying.  The 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand.  Heal  the  fick, 
cleanfe  the  lepers,  raife  the  dead,  caft  out 
demons  : freely  ye  have  received,  freely 
give.  Provide  neither  gold  nor  filver  nor 
brafs  in  your  girdles,  nor  fcrip  for  your 
journey,  neither  two  coats,  nor  fandals,  nor 
yet  ftaves.  For  the  labourer  is  worthy  of 
his  meat. 

Into  whatfoever  city  or  village  ye  fhall 
enter,  inquire  who  in  it  is  worthy:  and  there 
remain  till  ye  go  thence.  When  ye  enter  into 
the  houfe,  falute  it;  and  if  the  houfe  be 
worthy,  let  your  peace  come  upon  it;  but  if 


* literally,  were  fcattered  and  caft 
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it  be  not  worthy,  let  your  peace  return  to 
3-  you.  And  whofoever  ihall  not  receive  you, 
nor  hear  your  words,  when  ye  depart  out 
from  that  houfe  or  city,  fhakeoff  the  duft  of 
your  feet.  Verily,  I fay  unto  you.  It  (hall 
be  more  tolerable  for  the  land  of  Sodom  and 

Gomorrha  in  the  day  of  judgement,  than  for 
that  city. 

Behold,  I fend  you  forth  as  fheep  in  the 
rnidfl  of  wolves,  be  ye  therefore  wife  as  fer-r 
pents,  and  haimlefs  as  doves.  But  beware  of 
men,  for  they  will  deliver  you  up  to  the 
councils,  and  they  will  fcourge  you  in  the 
fynagogues,  and  ye  fhall  be  brought  before 
governors  and  kings  for  my  fake,  for  a tefli- 
mony  againft  them  and  the  Gentiles.  But 
when  they  deliver  you  up,  be  not  anxious 
how  or  what  ye  fhould  fpeak,  for  it  lhall  be 
given  you,  in  that  fame  hour,  what  ye  fhall 
fpeak  j for  it  is  not  ye  that  fpeak,  but  the 
Spirit  of  your  Father  which  fpeaketh  in  you. 
And  brother  fhall  deliver  up  brother  to 
death,  and  the  father  the  fon  ; and  children 
fhall  rife  up  againft  their  parents,  and  caufe 
t^hem  to  be  put  to  death ; and  ye  fhall  be 
hated  of  all  men  for  my  name’s  fake : but 
he  that  endureth  unto  the  end  fhall  be 
faved.  But  when  they  perfecute  you  in  this 
city,  flee  ye  into  another;  for  verily. I fay 
unto  you,  ye  fhall  not  have  gone  over  the 
oties  of  Ifrael  till  the  Son  of  Man  be  come. 
The  difciple  is  not  above  the  teacher,  nor  a 
fervant  above  his  lord ; it  is  enough  for  the 

difciple 
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difciple  that  he  be  as  his  teacher,  and  the  Mat. 
fervant  as  his  lord.  If  they  have  called  the  2.5. 
mafter  of  the  houfe  Beelzebub,  how  much 
Ihall  they  fo  call  them  of  his  houfehold  ? 

Fear  them  not,  therefore,  for  there  is  no- 
thing covered  that  fhall  not  be  revealed,  or 
hidden  that  diall  not  be  known.  What  I 
tell  you  in  darknefs,  fpeak  ye  in  the  light ; 
and  what  ye  hear  in  the  ear,  that  declare  ye 
upon  the  houfes.  And  fear  not  them  that 
kill  the  body,  but  are  not  able  to  kill  the 
foul : rather  fear  him  who  is  able  to  deftroy 
both  foul  and  body  in  gehenna.  Are  not 
two  fparrows  fold  for  a farthing  ? yet  one 
of  them  (hall  not  fall  to  the  ground  without 
your  Father,  But  the  very  hairs  of  your  head 
are  numbered;  fear  ye  not,  therefore,  ye  are 
furely  of  more  value  than  many  fparrows. 

Whofoever,  therefore,  fhall  confefs  me  be- 
fore men,  him  will  I confefs  alfo  before  my 
Father  who  is  in  heaven  : but  whofoever 
fhall  deny  me  before  men,  him  will  I alfo 
deny  before  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven. 

Think  not  I am  come  to  fend  peace  on  the 
earth ; I came  not  to  fend  peace,  but  the 
fword.  For  I came  to  fet  a man  at  variance 
againfl  his  father,  and  the  daughter  againft 
her  mother,  and  the  bride  againft  her 
mother-in-lav/ ; and  a man’s  foes  fhall  be 
they  of  his  own  houfehold. 

He  that  loveth  father  and  mother  more  than 
me,  is  not  worthy  of  me : and  he  that  loveth 
fon  or  daughter  more  than  me,  is  not  worthy 
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of  me:  and  he  that  taketh  not  his  crofs,  and 
• followeth  after  me,  is  not  worthy  of  me. 
He  that  findeth  his  life  fliall  lofe  it ; and  he 
that  lofeth  his  life,  for  my  fake,  fhall  find  it. 
He  that  receiveth  you,  receiveth  me ; and 
he  that  receiveth  me,  receiveth  him  that  fent 
me.  He  that  receiveth  a prophet  in  the 
name  of  a prophet,  {hall  obtain  a prophet’s 
reward : and  he  that  receiveth  a righteous 
man  in  the  name  of  a righteous  man,  fliall 
obtain  a righteous  man’s  reward.  And  who- 
foever  fhall  give  to  drink  unto  one  of  thefe 
little  ones  a cup  of  cold  water  only,  in  the 
name  of  a difciple,  verily,  I fay  unto  you, 
he  fhall  in  no  wife  lofe  his  reward. 

And  it  came  to  pafs,  when  Jefus  had  made 
an  end  of  commanding  his  twelve  difciples, 
he  departed  thence  to  preach  and  teach  in 
their  chies,  The  difciples  alfo  went  out, 
and  preached  repentance,  and  they  caft  out 
many  demons,  and  anointing  whh  oil  many 
fick  perfons,  healed  them. 

Now  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  all  that 
was  done  by  Jefus,  for  his  name  was  fpread 
abroad ; and  he  was  perplexed,  and  fought 
to  fee  him,  faying,,  John  I have  beheaded, 
but  who  is  this  concerning  w^hom  I hear 
fuch  things  ? Some  faid.  That  it  is  Elias ; 
others  faid.  That  it  is  a prophet,  or  as  one  of 
the  prophets.  But  Herod^  having  heard  them, 
faid.  Surely  this  is  John,  whom  I beheaded; 
he  is  rifen  from  the  dead,  and  therefore  mighty 

works  fhew  themfelves  forth  in  him.  For 

\ 

Herod 
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Herod  himfelf  had  fent  forth  and  laid  hold  on  Mark  6. 
John,  and  bound  him  in  prifon,  on  account  ^7* 
of  Herodias,  the  wife  of  his  brother  Philip, 
becaufe  he  had  married  her.  For  John  had 
faid  unto  Herod,  It  is  not  lawful  for  thee 
to  have  thy  brother’s  wife.  But  Herodias 
bore  hatred  to  him,  and  would  have  killed 
him : but  Ihe  could  not  prevail,  for  Herod 
flood  in  awe  of  John,  knowing  him  to  be 
a man  upright  and  holy : and  he  preferved 
him,  and  heard  him  gladly,  and  did  many 
things  by  his  counfel.  Now  there  was  a 
day  of  rejoicing,*  when  Herod,  on  his 
birth-day,  made  a fupper  for  his  lords, 
high  captains,  and  chief  eftates  of  Galilee. 

And  the  daughter  of  Herqdias  herfelf  came 
in,  and  danced : and  having  pleafed  Herod, 
and  them  that  feafted  with  him,  the  king 
faid  unto  the  maid,  Afk  of  me  whatfoever 
thou  wilt,  and  I will  give  it  thee ; and  he 
fware  unto  her,  Whatfoever  thou  fhaltafkof 
me^  1 will  give  it  thee,  even  to  the  half  of 
my  kingdom.  And  fhe  went  forth,  and  faid 
to  her  mojiher.  What  fhall  I afk And  fhe 
faid.  The  head  of  John  the  Baptifl.  And 
coming  in  ftraightway,  with  hafte,  unto  the 
king,  fl:ie  afked,  faying,  I will  that  thou 
give  me  inflantly,  in  a charger,  the  head  of 
John  the  Baptifl.  And  the  king  was  ex- 
ceeding forry,  yet  on  account  of  his  oath, 

* «/!xefA  iVKAi^of,  A convenient  day,  more  properly  a 
feftive  day,  or  day  pf  rejoicing. 

and 
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Mark  6.  and  of  them  that  fat  with  him,  he  would 

27-  not  rejedt  her ; and  immediately  the  king 
fent  an  executioner,  and  commanded  his  head 
to  be  brought ; and  he  went  and  behead- 
ed John  in  prifon,  and  brought  his  head 
upon  a charger,  and  gave  it  to  the  maiden, 
and  the  maid  gave  it  to  her  mother.  And  his 
difciples,  having  heard  thereof,  came  and 
took  away  his  body,  and  laid  it  in  a fepul- 
chre,  and  brought  the  tidings  to  Jefus. 

And  the  apollles  gathered  themfelves  to- 
gether unto  Jefus,  and  told  him  all  things, 
' both  what  they  had  done,  and  what  they  had 
taught.  And  he  faid  unto  them.  Come  ye, 
yourfelves,  apart  into  a defert  place,  and  rell 
a while ; for  there  were  many  coming  and 
going,  and  they  had  no  leifure,  fo  much  as 
to  eat.  And  they  departed  by  (hip,  privately, 
into  a defert  place  of  the  city  Bethfaida:  and 
the  multitude  faw  them  withdrawing,  and 
many  knew  him;  and  ran  on  foot  thither  out 
of  all  the  cities,  and  outwent  them,  and 
came  together  unto  him. 

John  6,  Now  the  palfover  of  the  Jews  * was  at 
5-  hand:  Jefus,  therefore,  being  come  out,  lift 


* Pafcha.  From  the  prefent  context  of  John,  it  fhould  ap- 
pear that  Jefus  fed  the  multitude,  in  order  to  prepare  them  for 
the  journey  to  Jerufalem.  Whether  he  went  himfelf  to  cele- 
brate a pafTover  at  this  time  is  not  mentioned,  but  it  feems 
probable  that  he  fet  off  thither  a day  or  two  afterwards,  and 
expofed  himfelf  to  the  refentment  of  the  Jews.  For  it  is 
faid,  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  chapter,  “ After  thefc 
things  Jefus  walked  in  Galilee,  for  he  would  not  walk  iu 
Jewry,  becaufe  the  Jews  fought  to  kill  him.’< 


up 
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up  his  eyes  on  the  multitude,  and  was  moved  Mark6. 
with  compaffion  towards  them,  becaulc  they  34* 
were  as  fheepnot  having  a flaepherd;  he  be- 
gan alfo  to  teach  them  many  things  concern- 
ing the  kingdom  of  God,  and  healed  their 
lick.  And  the  day  being  now  far  fpent,  his 
difciples  came  unto  him,  and  faid.  This  is 
a defert  place,  and  it  is  now  a late  hour, 
difmifs  them,  that  they  may  go  into  the  fields 
and  villages  round  about,  and  buy  themfelves 
bread.  He  anfwered,  and  faid  unto  them, 

Tliey  need  not  depart.  Give  ye  them  bread  to 
cat.  This  he  faid  to  prove  them,  for  he 
himfelf  knew  what  he  was  about  to  do. 

Philip  anfwered  him.  Two  hundred  penny- 
worth* of  bread  is  not  fufiicient  for  them, 
that  every  one  of  them  may  take  a little. 

He  faith  then,  How  much  bread  have  ye  ? 

Go  and  fee.  One  of  his  difciples,  Andrew, 

Simon  Peter’s  brother,  faid  unto  him. 

There  is  a lad  here,  who  hath  five  barley 
loaves,  and  two  fmall  filTaes ; but  what  are 
they  among  fo  many  ? And  Jefus  faid. 

Make  ye  the  men  fit  down  by  companies 
on  the  green  grafs.  And  they  fat  down,  in 
ranks,  by  hundreds  and  by  fifties.  And 
when  he  had  taken  the  five  loaves  and  the 
two  fifhes,  he  looked  up  to  heaven,  and  blef- 
fed,  and  brake  the  loaves,  and  gave  them  to 
his  difciples,  and  the  difciples  to  the  multi- 
tude ; and  the  two  fifhes  divided  he  among 
them  all.  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were 
filled.  Then  he  faid  unto  his  difciples,  Ga- 
ther 
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John  6.  ther  up  the  fragments  that  remain,  that  no- 
thing  be  loft.  Therefore  they  gathered  them 
together,  and  filled  twelve  baftcets  with  the 
fragments  of  the  five  barley  loaves,  which 
remained  after  eating.  And  they  that  did 
eat  of  the  loaves  were  about  five  thoufand 
men,  befides  women  and  children.  Then 
thefe  men,  when  they  had  feen  the  miracle 
that  Jefus  did,  faid.  Of  a truth  this  is  the 
prophet  that  ftiould  come  into  the  world, 
Jefus,  therefore,  perceiving  that  they  were 
about  to  come  and  take  him  by  force  to 
make  him  king,  ftraightway  he  conftrained 
his  difciples  to  get  into  the  ftiip,  and  to  gq 
before  unto  the  other  fide  towards  Caper^ 
naum,  while  he  fent  the  people  away ; and 
when  he  had  fent  them  away,  he  departed 
into  a mountain  to  pray  himlelf  alone. 

And  it  grew  now  dark,  and  the  ftiip  was  in 
the  midft  of  the  fea,  nor  was  Jefus  come 
unto  them.  And  the  fea  arofe,  by  reafon  of 
a great  wind  that  blew,  and  he  faw  them 
toiling  in  rowing,  for  the  wind  was  con- 
trary unto  them.  So  when  they  had  rowed 
twenty  or  thirty  furlongs,  Jefus  went  unto 
them,  about  the  fourth  watch  of  the  night, 
walking  on  the  fea,  as  if  he  would  have 
Mat.  pafled  by  them.  And  when  the  difciples  faw 
14.  26.  walking  upon  the  fea,  they  were 
troubled,  faying.  It  is  a fpirit;  and  they  cried 
out  for  fear,  and  immediately  Jefus  talked 
with  them,  and  faid  unto  them.  Be  of  good 
^heer,  it  is  I,  fear  not,  And  Peter  anfwered, 

and 
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and  faid.  Lord,  if  it  be  thou,  bid  me  come  Mat. 
unto  thee  on  the  water.  He  faid,  Come.  And  ^8/ 
Peter,  coming  down  from  the  fhip,  walked 
on  the  water  unto  Jefus  j but  when  he  faw 
the  wind  boifterous,  he  v/as  afraid,  and 
beginning  to  fink  in  the  fea,  he  cried,  fay- 
ing, Lord,  fave  me,  or  I perifli.  And  im- 
mediately Jefus,  ftretching  out  his  hand,  ' 
caught  him,  and  faith  to  him,  O thou  of 
little  faith,  wherefore  didfi;  thou  doubt 
And  when  they  were  come  into  the  Ihip, 
the  wind  ceafed  ; then  thofe  that  were  in  the 
fiiip  were  amazed  in  themfelves  beyond 
meafure,  and  marvelled,  not  confidering  the 
miracle  of  the  loaves,  for  their  heart  was 
hardened  : and  they  came  and  worlhipped 
him,  faying.  Of  a truth  thou  art  the  Son 
of  God  i and  immediately  the  fiiip  was  at 
the  land  of  Gennefareth,  whither  they  were 
bound. 

And  flraightway  the  people  knew  him,  Mark  6^. 
and  ran  through  the  whole  region  round  54. 
about,  and  began  to  carry  about  in  beds 
thofe  that  were  fick,  where  they  heard  he  was. 

And  whitherfoever  he  entered,  into  villages; 
or  cities,  or  country,  they  laid  their  fick  in 
the  market-places,  and  befought  him,  that 
they  might  touch  even  the  border  of  his 
garment;  and  as  many  as  touched  him  were 
made  whole. 

The  day  following,  when  the  people,  who 
flood  on  the  other  fide  of  the  fea,  faw  that 
there  was  none  other  boat  there,  fave  that  one 

where- 
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John  6.  whereinto  his  difciples  had  entered,  and  that 

^3‘  Jefus  went  not  with  them  into  the  boat,  but 
the  difciples  were  gone  away  alone;  howbeit, 
there  came  other  boats  from  Tiberias,  near 
unto  the  place  where  they  did  eat  bread, 
after  that  the  Lord  had  given  thanks.  When 
the  people,  therefore,  fav/  that  Jefus  was 
not  there,  neither  his  difciples,  they  alfo 
took  (hipping,  and  came  to  Capernaum,  feek- 
ing  Jefus ; and  having  found  him  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  fea,  they  faid  to  him. 
Rabbi,  when  camefi;  thou  hither  ? jefus  an- 
fwered  them,  and  faid.  Verily,  verily,  I fay 
unto  you,  ye  feek  me  not  becaufe  ye  faw  the 
miracles,  but  becaufe  ye  did  eat  of  the 
loaves,  and  were  filled.  Labour  not  for  the 
meat  which  perifiieth,  but  for  that  meat 
which  endureth  unto  everlafting  life,  which 
the  Son  of  Man  fhall  give  unto  you  : for 
him  hath  God  the  Father  fealed.  Then  faid 
they  unto  him.  What  fhall  we  do  that  we 
may  work  the  works  of  God?  Jefus  anfwered, 
and  faid  to  them.  This  is  the  work  of  God, 
that  ye  believe  on  him  whom  he  hath  fent. 
They  faid,  therefore,  unto  him.  What  fign 
fheweft  thou  then,  that  we  may  fee  and 
believe  thee  ? what  dofi;  thou  work  ? Our 
fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  wildernefs,  as 

Pfalm  78.  it  is  written.  He  gave  them  bread  from 
heaven  to  eat.  Then  Jefus  faid  to  them. 
Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  you,  Mofes  gave 
you  not  that  bread  from  heaven,  but  my 
Father  giveth  you  the  true  bread  from  heaven. 

For 


Chap.  VIII.  [ 95  ] 

For  the  bread  of  God  is  he  who  comethjohn  6. 
down  from  the  heaven,  and  giveth  life  to  33* 
the  world.  Then  faid  they  unto  him.  Lord, 
evermore  give  us  this  bread.  But  Jefus  faid 
to  them,  I am  the  bread  of  life.  He  that 
cometh  unto  me,  fhall  never  hunger ; and 
he  that  believeth  on  me,  fhall  never  thirft. 

But  I faid  unto  you.  That  ye  alfo  have  feen 
me,  and  believe  not.  All  that  the  Father 
giveth  me  fhall  come  to  me ; and  him  that 
cometh  unto  me,  will  I in  no  wife  call  out. 

I came  down  from  heaven,  not  to  do  mine 
own  will,  but  the  will  of  him  that  fent  me. 

Now  this  is  the  will  of  the  Father,  who 
hath  fent  me,  that  of  all  which  he  hath 
given  me,  I fhould  lofe  nothing,  but  fhould 
raife  it  up  on  the  lafl  day ; and  this  is  the 
will  of  him  that  fent  me,  that  every  one 
who  feeth  the  Son,  and  believeth  on  him, 
may  have  everlafting  life : and  I will  raife 
him  up  at  the  laft  day. 

The  Jews  then  murmured  at  him,  becaufe 
he  faid,  I am  the  bread  which  came  down 
from  heaven.  And  they  faid.  Is  not  this 
' Jefus  the  fon  of  Jofeph,  whofe  father  and 
mother  we  know  ? how  is  it  then,  that 
he  faith,  I came  down  from  heaven  ? 

Jefus,  therefore,  anfwered,  and  faid  unto 
them.  Murmur  not  among  yourfelves.  No 
man  can  come  unto  me,  except  the  Father 
who  hath  fent  me  draw  him ; and  him  will 
I raife  up  in  the  laft  day.  It  is  written  in 
the  prophets.  And  they  fhall  be  all  taught 
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John  6.  of  God.  Every  one,  therefore,  that  hath 

45’  heard  and  learned  of  the  Father,  cometh 
unto  me ; not  that  any  man  hath  feen  the 
Father,  fave  he  who  is  of  God,  he  hath 
feen  the  Father.  Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto 
you,  he  that  believeth  on  me  hath  everlaft- 
ing  life:  I am  the  bread  of  life.  Your 
fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  wildernefs,  and 
are  dead  : fuch  is  the  bread  that  cometh 
down  from  heaven,  that  any  one  may 
eat  thereof,  and  never  die.  I am  the  living 
bread,  which  came  down  from  heaven ; if 
any  man  eat  of  this  bread  he  fhall  live  for 
ever  : and  the  bread  that  I will  give,  is  my 
flefli,  which  I will  give  for  the  life  of  the 
world. 

The  Jews,  therefore,  contended  amongft 
themfelves,  faying.  How  can  this  man  give 
us  his  flefh  to  eat  ? Then  Jefus  faid  to  them. 
Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  you.  Except  ye 
eat  the  flefh  of  the  Son  of  Man,  and  drink 
his  blood,  ye  have  no  life  in  you.  Whofo 
eateth  my  flefh  and  drinketh  my  blood,  hath 
eternal  life,  and  I will  raife  him  up  at  the 
lafl  day : for  my  flefh  is  meat  indeed,  and 
my  blood  indeed  is  drink.  He  that  eateth 
my  flefh,  and  drinketh  my  blood,  abideth  in 
me,  and  I in  him : as  the  living  Father  hath 
fent  me,  and  I live  by  the  Father,  fo  he 
that  eateth  me,  even  he,  fhall  live  by  me. 
Such  is  the  bread  that  came  down  from 
heaven ; not  as  your  fathers  did  eat  manna, 

and 
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and  are  dead : he  that  eateth  of  this  bread,  John  6. 
fhall  live  for  ever.  5^* 

Thefe  things  faid  he  in  the  fynagogue,  as 
he  taught  at  Capernaum : many,  therefore, 
of  his  difciples,  having  heard  them,  faid. 

This  is  an  hard  faying ; who  can  hear  him  ? 

When  Jefus  knew  in  himfelf,  that  his  dif- 
ciples murmured  at  it,  he  faid  to  them. 

Does  this  offend  you  ? what  then,  if  ye  fhall 
fee  the  Son  of  Man  afcend  up  where  he  was 
before?  It  is  the  fpirit  that  quickeneth ; the 
flefli  profiteth  nothing : the  words  which  I 
fpeak  to  you,  are  fpirit  and  are  life;  but  there 
are  fome  of  you  that  believe  not.  For  Jefus 
knew,  from  the  beginning,  who  they  were 
that  believed  not,  and  who  fhould  betray 
him.  And  he  faid.  Therefore  faid  I to  you, 
that  no  man  can  come  unto  me,  except  it 
were  given  unto  him  of  my  Father. 

From  that  time  many  of  his  difciples  went 
back,  and  walked  no  more  with  him.  Then 
faid  Jefus  to  the  twelve.  Will  ye  alfo  leave 
me  ? Simon  Peter  anfwered  him.  Unto 
whom  fhall  we  go  ? thou  haft  the  words  of 
eternal  life.  And  we  believe,  and  know, 
that  thou  art  the  Chrift,  the  Son  of  the  liv- 
ing God.  Jefus  anfwered  them.  Have  I not 
chofen  you  twelve,  and  one  of  you  is  a 
'devil?  He  fpake  of  Judas  ifeariot,  the  fon  of 
Simon ; for  he  it  was  that  fhould  betray  him, 
being  one  of  the  twelve. 
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C H A P.  IX. 

The  Pharifees  reproved  concerning  their 
Traditions.  Daughter  of  a Syrian  Wo- 
man healed.  Four  thoufand  People  fed. 
The  Transfiguration  of  JESUS.  — He 
calls  out  a dumb  Spirit. — Teaches  his  Dif- 
ciples  at  Capernaum. — And  pays  the  Tri- 
bute-money. 

John  7.  A FTE  R thefe  things,  Jefus  walked  in 
I.  Galilee,  for  he  would  not  walk  in 

Judea,  becaufe  the  Jews  fought  to  kill  him. 
Marky.  Then  gathered  unto  him  the  Pharifees,  and 
I.  certain  of  the  Scribes,  who  came  from  Jeru- 
falem,  and  feeing  fome  of  his  difciples  eitt 
bread  with  defiled,  that  is,  with  unwafhen 
hands,  they  found  fault.  For  the  Pharifees, 
and  all  the  Jews,  except  they  wafh  their 
hands  carefully,  eat  not,  holding  the  tradi- 
tion of  the  elders.  And  when  they  come 
from  the  market,  except  they  wafh,  they 
eat  not ; and  many  other  things  there  be, 
which  they  hold  from  tradition,  as  the  wafh- 
ing  of  Cups,  of  pots,  and  of  brazen  veffels, 
and  tables.  Then  the  Pharifees  and  Scribes 
afked  him.  Why  walk  not  thy  difciples  ac- 
cording to  the  tradition  of  the  elders,  but 
eat  bread  with  unwafhen  hands  ? He  anfwered, 
Ifaiah  29.  and  faid  to  them.  Well  hath  Efaias  prophe- 
fled  concerning  you,  hypocrites,  as  it  is  writ- 
ten, This  people  honoureth  me  with  their 

lips. 
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Jips,  but  their  heart  is  far  from  me.  How-  Mark, 
beit,  in  vain  do  they  worfliip  me,  teaching  7*  7* 
for  dodtrines  the  ordinances  of  men.  For 
laying  afide  the  commandment  of  God,  ye 
hold  the  tradition  of  men,  as  the  walking  of 
pots,  and  cups,  and  many  other  Hich  like 
things  ye  do.  And  he  faid  to  them.  Well 
ye  rejedl  the  commandment  of  God,  that  yc 
may  keep  your  own  tradition.  For  God  hath 
commanded,  faying.  Honour  thy  father  and  Exod.  20. 
thy  mother ; and  whofo  curfeth  father  or 
mother,  let  him  die  the  death.  But  ye  fay,  ’ 

If  a man  lhall  fay  to  his  father  or  mother 
* Cor  ban,  whatfoever  advantage  thou  mayeft 

* Corban,  fignified  any  facred  offering,  whether  it  con- 
fifted  of  a facrifice,  or  a gift  in  money,  &c.  It  was  adopted 
by  the  later  Jews,  as  a proverbial  form  of  vow:  thus  they 
faid,  “ Corban,  whatfoever  I fhall  eat  with  thee;’'  which,  as 
is  the  opinion  of  Rabbi  Juda,  and  R,  Meir,  in  the  Mifhna,  arid 
of  Maimonides,  in  his  comment  upon  it,  rendered  it  facri- 
lege  for  the  maker  of  the  vow,  and  him  to  whom  it  was 
made,  to  eat  together,  becaufe,  by  this  form,  the  thing  fo  to  be 
eaten  became  a facrifice.  But  nothing  was  inftantly  con- 
fecrated  by  this  vow,  as  moft  commentators  have  imagined, 
for  it  could  not  take  place  till  the  two  began  to  eat  together. 

So  in  the  paflage  before  us,  if  a man  faid  to  his  parents, 

“ Corban,  whatfoever  advantage  ye  fhall  receive  of  me.”  It 
was  facrilege  if  he  gave  afterwards  any  thing  for  his  parents 
ufe  ; becaufe,  by  this  form,  fuch  a gift  would  then  become 
Corban,  an  holy  offering,  due  only  to  God  and  the  priefthood. 

The  priefts,  however,  feem  to  have  obtained  nothing  by  the 
vow,  unlefs  the  maker  afterwards  infringed  it,  when,  what- 
foever he  gave  his  parents,  became  theirdue,  or  they  required 
a prefent  of  fifty  fhekels  to  difcharge  a man  from  the  obliga- 
tion of  Corban.  See  Jofeph.  Ant.  Jud.  lib.  4.  ch.  4. 

Hence  our  Saviour  taxes  the  Pharifees  with  nothing  but 
the  abfurdity  of  their  traditions,  which  enjoined  a ftridt  ob- 
fervance  of  fuch  rafh  and  unnati^ral  vows.  See  Mifhna 
nnra  cap.  I.  & 2.  Maimon,  Comment.  Selden  in 
Wal.  Grot,  in  Loco,  &c. 
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Mark  7.  receive  from  me ; and  fuffer  him  no  more  to 
*3-  do  ought  for  his  father  or  his  mother,  mak- 
ing the  word  of  God  of  none  effedt,  through 
your  tradition,  which  ye  have  delivered ; and 
many  fuch  like  things  do  ye.  And  when  he 
had  called  all  the  people  unto  him,  he  faid 
to  them.  Hearken  unto  me,  every  one  of 
you,  and  underftand.  There  is  nothing  from 
without  of  a man,  that  entering  into  him, 
can  defile  him,  but  the  things  which  come 
out  of  him,  thofe  are  they  that  defile  the 
man.  If  any  one  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him 
hear. 

And  when  he  was  entered  into  a houfe 
from  the  people,  his  difciples,  coming  unto 
Mat.  him,  faid,  Knowefi:  thou  that  the  Pharifees 
15.  12 » were  offended  after  they  heard  this  faying? 
But  he  anfwered,  and  faid.  Every  plant  which 
my  heavenly  Father  hath  not  planted  fhall 
be  rooted  up.  Let  them  alone : they  be 
blind  leaders  of  the  blind ; and  if  the  blind 
lead  the  blind,  both  fhall  fall  into  a pit. 
Then  anfwered  Peter,  and  faid  unto  him. 
Declare  unto  us  this  parable.  And  Jefus  faid. 
Are  ye  alfo  yet  without  underflanding ; com- 
prehend ye  not,  that  whatfoever  entereth  in 
at  the  mouth,  cannot  defile,  becaufe  it  en- 
tereth not  into  the  heart,  but  into  the 
flomach,  and  is  caft  out  unto  the  draught, 
leaving  pure  all  the  nourifhment.  But  thofe 
things,  which  proceed  out  of  the  mouth, 
.come  forth  from  the  heart,  and  they  de- 
file the  man.  For  out  of  the  heart  proceed 
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evil  thoughts,  adulteries,  fornications,  muf-Marky, 
ders,  thefts,  covetoufnefs,  wickednefs,  de-^i. 
ceit,  wantonnefs,  the  evil  eye,  blafphemy, 
pride,  foolilhnefs.  All  thefe  evil  things 
come  from  within,  and  defile  the  man  : but 
to  eat  with  unwafhen  hands  defileth  not  a 
man. 

From  thence  Jefus  arofe,  and  went  into 
the  borders  of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  and  entered 
into  an  houfe,  and  would  have  no  man  know 
it  j but  he  could  not  be  hid  : for  a certain 
woman,  whofe  daughter  had  an  unclean  ■ 
fpirit,  having  heard  of  him,  came  and  fell 
at  his  feet,  and  {he  befought  him  that  he 
would  call  forth  the  demon  out  of  her  daugh- 
ter. Now  the  woman  was  a Greek,  a Syro- 
Phoenician  by  nation  j and  though  fhe  cried 
unto  him,  faying,  Have  mercy  on  me,  O Son  Mat.' 
of  David,  he  anfwered  her  not  a word ; and  15.  22 ^ 
his  difciples  came,  and  befought  him,  faying. 

Send  her  away,  for  Ihe  crieth  after  us.  But 
he  anfwered,  and  faid,  I am  not  fent,  but  to 
the  lofi:  fheep  of  the  houfe  of  Ifrael,  Then 
came  {he,  and  wor{hipped  him,  faying.  Lord, 
help  me.  Jefus  anfwering,  faid  to  her.  Let 
the  children  firll  be  filled  : for  it  is  not  meet 
to  take  the  children’s  bread,  and  to  call  it  to 
the  dogs.  And  {he  anfwered,  and  faid  to  him. 

Yea,  Lord,  yet  the  dogs  under  the  table  eat  of 
the  children’s  crumbs.  Then  Jefus  anfwered, 
and  faid  to  her,  O woman,  great  is  thy  faith : 
for  this  faying,  go  thy  way,  be  it  unto  thee 
even  as  thou  defireft  3 the  demon  is  gone  out 
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Mat.  15.  of  thy  daughter.  And  when  fhe  was  come 

28.  unto  her  houfe,  fhe  found  the  demon  gone 
out,  and  her  daughter  laid  upon  the  bed. 

Mark  7.  Again,  departing  from  the  coafts  of  Tyre 

31*  and  Sidon,  he  came  unto  the  fea  of  Galilee, 
through  the  midft  of  the  coafts  of  Decapolis ; 
and  went  up  into  a mountain,  and  fat 
down  there  j and  great  multitudes  came  to 
him,  having  with  them  thofe  that  were 
lame,  blind,  dumb,  maimed,  and  many 
others,  and  call  them  down  at  the  feet  of 
Jefus,  and  he  healed  them,  infomuch  that 
the  multitude  wondered,  when  they  faw  the 
dumb  fpeaking,  the  maimed  whole,  the  lame 
walking,  and  the  blind  feeing  ; and  they 
glorified  the  God  of  Ifrael.  Then  they 
bring  to  him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an 
impediment  in  his  fpeech,  and  they  befeech 
him  that  he  would  lay  his  hand  upon  him. 
And  he  took  him  afide  from  the  multitude, 
and  put  his  finger  into  his  ears,  and  fpitting 
touched  his  tongue,  and  looking  up  to  heaven, 
he  fighed,  and  faith  unto  him,  Ephphatha, 
that  is.  Be  opened ; and  immediately  his  ears 
were  opened,  and  the  firing  of  his  tongue  was 
loofed,  and  he  fpake  plain.  And  he  charged 
them  that  they  fhould  tell  no  one ; but  the 
more  he  charged  them,  fo  much  the  more 
ftrongly  they  publifhed  it.  And  they  were 
beyond  meafure  aflonifhed,  faying,  He  hath 
done  all  things  well } he  maketh  both  the 
deaf  to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to  fpeak. 
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■ In  thofe  days,  the  multitude  being  very  Marks, 
great,  and  having  nothing  to  eat,  Jefus,  call- 
ing  unto  him  his  difciples,  faith  to  them,  I 
have  compaffion  on  the  multitude,  becaufe 
they  have  now  been  with  me  three  days,  and 
have  nothing  to  eat  j and  if  I fend  them 
away  falling  to  their  own  houfes,  they  will 
faint  by  the  way;  for  divers  of  them  came 
from  far.  And  his  difciples  anfwered  him. 

From  whence  can  a man  fatisfy  thefe  men 
with  bread  here  in  the  wildernefs  } And  he 
alked  them.  How  many  loaves  have  ye } They 
faid  feven,  and  a few  fmall  fifhes.  And  he  Mat. 
commanded  the  people  to  fit  down  on  the  15*  3^* 
ground.  And  taking  the  feven  loaves  and  the 
fifhes,  he  gave  thanks,  and  brake  them,  and 
o-ave  to  his  difciples,  and  the  difciples  to  the 
multitude,  and  they  did  all  eat,  and  were 
filled ; and  they  took  up  the  remainder  of 
the  fragments,  feven  bafkets  full.  Now  they 
that  did  eat  were  four  thoufand  men,  befides 
women  and  children. 

After  he  had  fent  away  the  multitude, 
flraightway  he  entered  into  a fhip  with  his 
difciples,  and  came  unto  the  parts  of  Dal- 
manutha,  in  the  borders  of  Magdala.  And  the 
Pharifees  and  Sadducees  came  forth,  and 
began  to  queflion  with  him,  feeking  oF  him 
a fign  from  heaven,  tempting  him.  And  he  Mat. 
fighed  deeply  in  fpirit,  and  faith.  When  it  is  16.  i,2, 
evening,  ye  fay.  Fair  weather,  for  the  fky  is 
^-ed;  and  in  the  morning.  Foul  weather  to- 
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Mat.  day,  for  the  Iky  is  red  and  lowring.  Hypo- 
3*  crites!  ye  can  difcern  the  face  of  the  Iky, 
but  the  figns  of  the  times  ye  cannot.  A 
wicked  and  adulterous  generation  feeketh 
after  a lign,  and  there  Ihall  be  no  Iign  given 
unto  it,  except  the  fign  of  the  prophet 
Jonas. 

And  he  left  them,  and  departed,  with  his 
difciples,  in  the  Ihip  to  the  other  hde.  Now 
' they  had  forgotten  to  take  bread ; neither 
had  they  with  them  in  the  Ihip  more  than 
one  loaf.  And  he  charged  them,  faying. 
Take  heed,  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the 
Pharifees  and  Sadducees,  and  of  the  lea- 
ven of  Herod.  And  they  reafoned  among 
themfelves,  faying.  It  is  becaufe  w'e  have 
no  bread.  When  Jefus  knew  this,  he  faith 
Marks,  to  them.  Why  reafon  ye  among  yourfelves, 
17*  O ye  of  little  faith,  becaufe  ye  took  not . 

bread?  Perceive  ye  not  yet,  neither  under- 
' ftand  ? Have  ye  your  hearts  yet  hardened  ? 

Having  eyes,  fee  ye  not  ? Having  ears,  hear 
ye  not?  And  do  ye  not  remember,  when  f 
brake  the  live  loaves  among  live  thoufand, 
how  many  balkets  full  of  fragments  took  ye 
up  ? They  fay  unto  him.  Twelve.  And 
when  the  feven  among  four  thoufand,  how 
many  balkets  full  of  fragments  took  ye  up  ? 
They  anfwered.  Seven.  And  he  faid  unto 
them.  How  is  it  that  ye  do  not  perceive, 
that  I fpake  not  to  you  concerning  bread, 
that  ye  Ihould  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the 
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Pharifees  and  Sadducees  ? Then  they  under-  Mat. 
flood  that  he  bade  them  not  beware  of  the 
leaven  of  bread,  but  of  the  dodlrine  of  the 
Pharifees  and  Sadducees. 

And  he  cometh  to  Bethfaidaj  and  they  Marks, 
bring  a blind  man  unto  him,  andbefoughthim  22, 
to  touch  him;  and  taking  the  blind  man  by 
the  hand,  he  led  him  out  of  the  town  ; and 
having  fpit  on  his  eyes,  and  put  his  hands 
upon  him,  he  afked  if  he  faw  any-  thing. 

And  he  looked  up,  and  faid,  I fee  men,  as 
trees,  walking.  After  that,  he  put  his  hands 
again  on  his  eyes,  and  made  him  look  up : 
and  he  was  reftored,  and  faw  all  clearly.  And 
he  fent  him  away  unto  his  houfe,  faying. 
Neither  go  into  the  town,  nor  tell  it  to  any 
in  the  town. 

And  Jefus  went  out  with  his  difciples  unto 
the  towns  of  Cefarea  Philippi ; and  in  the 
way,  he  afked  them,  faying.  Whom  do  men  Mat. 
fay  that  I,  the  Son  of  Man,  am  ? And  they  16.  13. 
faid.  Some,  John  the  Baptift;  others,  Elias ; 
and  others,  Jeremias,  or  one  of  the  prophets. 

He  faith  to  them.  But  whom  fay  ye  that  I 
am  ? Simon  Peter  anfwered,  and  faid.  Thou 
art  the  Chrift,  the  Son  of  the  living  God. 

And  Jefus  anfwered,  and  faid  unto  him, 

BlelTed  art  thou  Simon  Bar-Jonaj  for  flefli 
and  blood  hath  not  revealed  it  to  thee,  but 
my  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  And  I fay 
alfo  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  Peter,  and  on 
this  rock  I will  build  my  church,  and  the 
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Mat.  gates  of  hades  * fliall  not  prevail  againft  it. 

i6.  i8.  And  I will  give  to  thee  the  keys  of  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  : and  whatfoever  thou 
fhalt  bind  on  earth  flrall  be  bound  in  heaven, 
and  whatfoever  thou  flialt  loofe  on  earth  fhall 
be  loofed  in  heaven.  Then  charged  he  his 
difeiples  to  tell  no  man  that  he  was  Jefus,  the 
Chrift.  From  that  time  forth  Jefus  began  to 
drew  unto  his  difeiples,  that  he  mud;  go 
unto  Jerufalem,  and  fuffer  many  things  of 
the  elders,  and  chief-priefts,  and  feribes,  and 
be  put  to  death,  and  on  the  third  day  rife 
again.  Then  Peter  took  him  up,  and  began 
to  rebuke  him,  faying.  Be  it  far  from  thee. 
Lord,  this  fhall  not  be  unto  thee.  But  he 
turned,  and  faid  to  Peter,  Get  thee  behind 

* Hades,  is  by  oiir  tranflators  confounded  with  the  ge- 
henna  or  hell ; whereas  it  only  fignifies  in  general  the  hats 
of  the  dead ; and  from  the  derivation  of  the  word,  may  im- 
ply an  obfeure  region  or  place  of  darknefs.  Here  our  Saviour 
is  faid  to  have  been  after  his  death,  not  in  hell,  as  the  tranfla- 
tion  exprelTes  it.  St.  Paul  fays,  “ God  raifed  him  up,  hav-i 
ing  loofed  the  pains  of  death ; and  he  would  not  leave  his 
foul  in  hades,  neither  the  flelh  of  his  holy  one  to  fee  corrup- 
tion.” The  ideas  of  the  ancient  Jews  concerning  hades, 
the  Hate  or  place  of  the  dead,  aije  not  very  diftinft,  and 
feem  borrowed  from  a ftriking  fenlible  objeft  their  fepulchral 
vaults,  or  thofe  vafl;  gloomy  caverns,  hewn  in  the  rock,  all 
round  the  fides  of  which  were  niches  to  receive  dead  bodies.  Of 
this  kind  fome  yet  ren;iain,  faid  to  be  thofe  of  the  ancient 
kings.  Maundrel.  See  E7;ek.  32.  20.  Ifaiah  14.  9.  and 
Bp.  Louth’s  comments.  However,  it  is  reafonable  to  fup- 
pofe  that  under  the  generrd  term  hades,  for  the  Hate  after 
death  vycee  comp];ehended  the  gehenna,  paradife,  &c.  as 
particular  diftrifts,  feparated  from  each  other.  Luke  23.  26. 

The  gates  of  hades  is  a poetical  expreflion ; thus.  Let  me 
pot  fee  the  gates  of  hades,  fignifies.  Let  me  not  come  to  deat^ 
or  deftruftion.  And  Homer,  II,  ii.  ixiv  ^01  Kuvo^ 

91/Mi  <KruA»l?/. 
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me,  Satan,  thou  art  an  offence  to  me,  for  Mat. 
thou  confidereft  not  the  things  of  God,  but  23, 
thofe  that  be  of  men. 

And  when  he  had  called  the  people  unto  Marks, 
him,  with  his  difciples,  he  faid  to  them.  If  34. 
any  man  will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny 
himfelf,  and  take  up  his  crofs,  and  follow 
me.  For  whofoever  will  fave  his  life  fhall 
lofe  itj  but  whofoever  will  lofe  his  life,  for 
my  fake  and  the  gofpel’s,  the  fame  fhall  fave 
it.  For  what  is  a m*an  profited,  if  he  fhall 
gain  the  whole  world,  and  lofe  his  own  foiil.^ 
or  what  fliall  a man  give  in  exchange  for 
his  foul.?  Whofoever,  therefore,  fhall  be 
afliamed  of  me  and  of  my  words,  in  this 
adulterous  and  finful  generation,  of  him 
alfo  fhall  the  Son  of  Man  be  afhamed,  when 
he  cometh  in  the  glory  of  his  Father,  with 
his  angels  : then  he  will  reward  every  man 
according  to  his  works.  Verily,  I fay  unto 
you,  there  be  fome  flanding  here,  who  fhall 
not  tafte  of  death  till  they  fee  the  Son  of 
Man  coming  in  his  kingdom. 

It  came  to  pafs,  about  fix  or  eight  days  Mat, 
after  thefe  fayings,  Jefus  taketh  with  him  17,  i. 
Peter,  and  John,  and  James,  and  leadeth 
them  up  unto  a high  mountain,  apart  by 
themfelves,  to  pray : and  as  he  prayed,  he 
was  transfigured  before  them:  and  his  coun- 
tenance did  fhine  as  the  fun ; and  his  raiment 
became  white  and  gliflering,  exceeding 
white  as  fnow,  fuch  as  no  fuller  upon  earth 
can  whiten.  And,  behold,  there  talked 

with 
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Markg.  with  him  two  men,  which  were  Mofes  and 
4-  Elias,  who  appeared  in  glory,  and  fpake  of 
his  deceafe,  which  he  {hould  accomplifli  at 
Luke  9.  Jerufalem.  Now  Peter  and  they  that  were 
32*  with  him  were  heavy  with  deep ; but,  be- 
ing awaked,  they  faw  his  glory,  and  the  two 
men  that  flood  with  him.  And  it  came  to 
Mat.  p^fs,  as  they  departed  from  him,  Peter  faid 
17.  4.  unto  Jefus,  Mafter,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be 
here ; and  let  us  make  three  tabernacles,  one 
for  thee,  and  one  for  Mofes,  and  one  for 
Elias : not  knowing  what  he  faid.  While 
he  yet  fpake,  behold  a bright  cloud  came  and 
overfhadowed  them;  and  lo  a voice  out  of 
the  cloud,  faying.  This  is  my  beloved  Son, 
in  whom  I am  well  pleafed,  hear  ye  him. 
And  when  the  difciples  heard  it,  they  fell  on 
their  faces,  and  were  fore  afraid.  And  Jefus 
came  and  touched  them,  and  faid,  Arife,  and 
be  not  afraid ; and  when  they  had  lifted  up 
their  eyes,  they  faw  no  one,  fave  Jefus  only, 
with  themfelves,  As  they  came  down  from 
the  mountain,  he  charged  them  that  they 
fhould  tell  no  man  what  things  they  had 
.feen,  until  the  Son  of  Man  were  rifen  again 
from  the  dead.  And  they  kept  that  faying 
within  themfelves,  queflioning  one  with 
the  other.  What  the  riling  from  the  dead 
fhould  mean.  And  they  aflced  him,  faying. 
Why  fay  the  Scribes  that  Elias  mull  firfl 
come?  He  anfwered,  and  told  them,  Elias 
verily  cometh  firfl,  and  refloreth  all  things, 
Now,  I fay  unto  you,  that  Elias  is  already 
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come,  and  they  knew  him  not,  but  have  M^rk9. 
done  unto  him  whatfoever  they  lifted,  as  it  *3* 
is  written  of  him.  Likewife  fliall  alfo  the 
Son  of  Man  fuffer  of  them,  and  be  fet  at 
nought.  Then  the  difciples  underftood  that 
he  fpake  unto  them  concerning  John  the 
Baptift. 

And  it  came  to  pafs,  on  the  next  day,  when  Mark 9. 
they  were  con\e  down  from  the  hill,  he  14. 
came  to  his  difciples,  and  faw  a great  mul-  Luke  9. 
titude  about  them,  and  the  Scribes  queftion-  37* 
ing  with  them.  And  ftraightway  all  the 
people,  when 'they  beheld  him,  were  greatly  *7*  *4* 
amazed,  and  ran  to  falute  him.  Then  he 
afked  the  Scribes,  What  queftion  ye  with 
them  ? And  one  of  the  multitude  anfwered, 
and  faid.  Lord,  I have  brought  unto  thee  my 
fon,  who  hath  a dumb  fpirit.  Have  mercy  on 
him,  for  he  is  my  only  begotten,  and  behold 
he  is  lunatick,  and  fore  vexed,  for  where-  - 
foever  the  fpirit  taketh  him,  it  teareth  him ; 
and  he  foameth,  and  gnalheth  his  teeth,  and 
pineth  away ; and  it  hardly  departeth  from 
him,  bruiling  him  : and  I fpake  to  thy  dif- 
ciples, that  they  fhould  call:  it  out,  and  they 
have  not  prevailed.  Jefus  anfwered,  and  faid 
to  them,  O faithlefs  and  perverfe  generation,  Mark  9. 
How  long  lhall  I be  with  you  ? how  long  20. 
lhall  I fuffer  you  ? Bring  thy  fon  hither.  And 
when  he  faw  him,  ftraightway  the  fpirit 
tare  and  convulfed  him ; and  he  fell  down 
and  rolled  on  the  ground,  foaming.  Jefus 
alked  his  father.  How  long  is  it  ago  lince  this 

came 
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Mark 9.  came  unto  him  ? He  anfvvered.  From  a child: 

2-1  • and  oft-times  it  cafteth  him  into  the  hre, 

and  into  the  waters,  to  deftroy  him.  But 
if  thou  art  able,  have  compafQon  on  us,  and 
help  us.  Jefus  faith  to  him.  If  thou  canft 
believe,  all  things  are  poffible  to  him  that 
belie\reth.  And  ftraightway  the  father  of 
the  child  cried,  and  faid,  with  tears,  I believe. 
Lord,  help  thou  mine  unbelief.  When 
Jefus  faw  that  the  people  came  running  to- 
gether, he  rebuked  the  unclean  fpirit,  fay- 
ing to  him,. Thou  dumb  and  deaf  fpirit,  I 
charge  thee,  come  out  of  him,  and  enter  no 
more  into  him.  And  after  crying,  and  tear-i 
ing  him  much,  the  demon  came  out  of  him, 
and  he  was  as  one  dead,  infomuch  that 
many  faid,  he  is  dead : but,  Jefus,  taking 
him  by  the  hand,  lifted  him  up,  and  he  arofe, 
and  was  reftored  to  his  father ; and  all  mar- 
velled at  the  mighty  power  of  God. 

And  when  he  was  entered  into  an  houfe, 
the  difciples  came  unto  Jefus,  in  private, 
and  faid.  Why  could  not  we  call;  it  out  ^ 
And  Jefus  faid  unto  them,  Becaufe  of  your 
unbelief : for  verily,  I fay  unto  you.  If  ye 
have  faith,  as  a grain  of  muftard,  ye  fhall  fay 
to  this  mountain.  Remove  hence  to  yonder 
place,  and  it  lhall  be  removed;  and  nothing 
Ihall  be  impoffible  to  you  : howbeit,  this 
kind  of  them  goeth  not  out  but  by  prayer 
and  fading. 

And  departing  thence,  he  paffed  through 
Galilee,  and  would  not  that  any  man  fhould 

know 
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know  it.  For  he  taught  his  difciples,  and  Mark 9. 
faid  to  them.  The  Son  of  Man  is  delivered  3*^ 
into  the  hands  of  men,  and  they  fliall  put 
him  to  death,  and  after  his  death,  on  the 
third  day,  he  fhall  rife  again  : but  they  un- 
derftood  not  the  faying,  and  were  afraid  to 
afk  him. 

And  he  came  to  Capernaum,  and  being  in 
the  houfe,  he  aiked  them.  What  was  it  that 
ye  difputed  among  yourfelves  in  the  way  ? 

But  they  held  their  peace,  for  they  had  dif- 
puted among  themfelves,  by  the  way,  who 
fliould  be  the  greatefl.  And  he  fat  down, 
and  called  the  twelve,  and  faith  to  ^hem.  If 
any  man  delire  to  be  lirft,  the  fame  fhall  be 
laft  of  all,  and  fervant  of  all.  And  calling 
unto  him  a child,  he  fet  him  in  the  midft  of 
them;  and  when  he  had  taken  him  in  his 
arms,  faid  to  them.  Verily,  I fay  unto  you, 
except  ye  be  converted,  and  become  as  little  Mat.’ 
children,  ye  lhall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  18.  3.’ 
of  heaven.  Whofoever,  therefore,  lhall 
humble  himfelf  as  this  little  child,  the 
fame  is  greateft  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

And  whofoever  lhall  receive  one  fuch  little 
child  in  my  name,  receiveth  me : and  whofo- 
ever lliall  receive  me,  receiveth  not  me,  but 
him  that  fent  me.  And  John  anfwered  him, 
faying.  Teacher,  we  faw  one  calling  out  de- 
mons in  thy  name,  and  he  followeth  not  us; 
and  we  forbad  him,  becaufe  he  followeth 
not  us.  Jefus  faid.  Forbid  him  not,  for  there 
is  no  man  who  lhall  do  a miracle  in  my  name, 

that 
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Markp.  that  can  lightly  fpeak  evil  of  me.  For  he 
40*  that  is  not  againlt  us,  is  on  our  part : for 
whofoever  lhall  give  one  of  you  to  drink  a 
cup  of  water  in  my  name,  becaufe  ye  belong 
to  Chrift,  verily,  I fay  unto  you,  he  fhall 
Mat.  not  lofe  his  reward.  But  whofoever  lhall 
1 8.  6.  offend  one  of  thefe  little  ones*  that  believeth 
on  me,  it  were  better  for  him  that  a mill- 
ftone  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  he  were 
'funk  in  the  depths  of  the  fea.*  Wo  unto  the 
world  becaufe  of  offences ! •f'  for  it  muft  needs 
be  that  offences  come  : but  wo  to  that  man 
by  whom  the  offence  cometh.  Therefore 
if  thy  hand  or  foot  offend  thee,  cut  them  off, 
and  caft  them  from  thee : it  is  better  for  thee 
to  enter  into  life  lame  or  maimed,  than  hav- 
ing two  hands  or  two  feet  to  be  caft  into  the 
everlafting  fire.  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee, 
pluck  it  out,  and  caft  it  from  thee:  it  is  bet- 
ter for  thee  to  enter  into  life  without  an  eye, 
than  having  two  eyes  to  be  caft  into  the  ge- 
henna  of  fire.  Take  heed  that  ye  defpife 
not  one  of  thefe  little  ones : for  I fay  unto 
you,  that  in  heaven,  their  angels  do  always 
behold  the  face  of  my  Father  who  is  in 
heaven : for  the  Son  of  Man  came  to  fave 
that  which  is  loft.  How  think  ye  ? If  a man

have 
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have  an  hundred  fheep,  and  one  of  them  be  Mat. 
gone  aflray,  doth  he  not  leave  the  ninety-  iS.  i 
nine,  and  go  upon  the  mountains  to  feek 
that  which  is  gone  aftray  ? and  if  fo  be  that 
he  find  it,  verily  I fay  unto  you,  he  re- 
joiceth  more  over  that  fheep  than  for  the 
ninety  and  nine  which  went  not  afiiray.  Even 
fo  it  is  not  the  will  of  your  Father  who  is  in 
heaven  that  one  of  thefe  little  ones  fhould 
perifh.  Moreover,  if  thy  brother  fhall  tref- 
pafs  again  ft  thee,  go  and  reprove  him  be- 
tween thee  and  him  alone : if  he  fhall  hear 
thee,  thou  haft  gained  thy  brother ; but  if 
he  will  not  hear,  take  with  thee  one  or  two 
more,  that  in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three 
witneffes,  every  word  may  be  eftablifhed. 

If  he  fhall  negle<ft  to  hear  them,  tell  it 
unto  the  church ; but  if  he  negledt  to 
hear  the  church,  let  him  be  unto  thee  as 
a gentile  and  a publican.  Verily  I fay  unto 
you,  whatfoever  ye  fhall  bind  on  earth,  fhall 
be  bound  in  heaven  ; and  whatfoever  ye  fhall 
loofe  on  earth,  fhall  be  loofed  in  heaven. 
Again,  I fay  unto  you,  if  two  of  you  fhall 
agree  on  earth  concerning  any  thing  that  they 
fhall  afk,  it  fliall  be  done  for  them  of  my 
Father  who  is  in  heaven.  For  where  two 
or  three  are  gathered  together  in  my  name, 
there  am  I in  the  midft  of  them. 

Then  came  unto  him  Peter,  and  faid. 

Lord,  how  oft  fhall  my  brother  fin  againft 
me,  and  I forgive  him  ? till  feven  times  ? 

Jefus  faith  to  him.  Not,  I fay  unto  thee,  till 

H feven 
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Mat.  feven  times,  but  until  feventy  times  feven. 

i8.  23.  Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened 
to  a certain  king,  who  would  take  an  account 
with  his  fervants : and  when  he  had  begun 
to  reckon,  one  was  brought  unto  him  debtor 
for  ten  thoufand  ^ talents.  But  forafmuch  as 
he  had  not  wherewith  to  pay,  his  lord  com- 
manded him  to  be  fold,  and  his  wife,  and 
his  children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  pay- 
ment to  be  made.  The  fervant,  therefore, 
fell  down  and  worlhipped  him,  faying. 
Lord,  have  patience  with  me,  and  I will  pay 
thee  all.  Then  the  Lord  of  that  fervant,  be- 
ing moved  with  compaflion,  loofed  him,  and 
forgave  him  the  debt.  But  that  fervant, 
going  out,  found  one  of  his  fellow- fervants, 
who  owed  to  him  an  hundred  •f' denarii,  and 
he  laid  hands  on  him,  and  took  him  by  the 
throat,  faying.  Pay  me  what  thou  oweft. 
And  his  fellow-fervant  fell  down  at  his  feet, 
and  befought  him,  faying.  Have  patience 
with  me,  and  I will  pay  thee  all  : and  he 
would  not,  but  went  and  call  him  into  prifon 
till  he  lliould  pay  the  debt.  So  when  his 
fellow-fervants  faw  what  was  done,  they 
were  exceeding  forry,  and  came  and  told  all 
unto  their  lord.  Then  his  lord,  having 
called  him,  faid  unto  him.  Thou  wicked 
fervant,  I forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  becaufe 
thou  deliredft  me,  fhouldeft  not  thou  alfo 
have  had  compaffion  on  thy  fellow-fervant,

even 
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even  as  I had  pity  on  thee?  And  his  lord  was  Mat, 
wroth,  and  delivered  him  to  the  tormentors  33. 
till  he  fhould  pay  all  that  was  due  to  him. 

So  likewife  Ihall  my  heavenly  Father  do  alfo 
to  you,  if  ye,  from  your  heart,  forgive  not 
every  one  his  brother  their  trefpalfes. 

At  the  fame  time,  they  that  received  Mat. 
tribute-money^,  came  unto  Peter,  and  faid,  17.  24. 
Doth  not  your  mailer  pay  tribute?  He  faith. 

Yea  ; and  when  he  was  come  into  the  houfe, 

Jefus  prevented  him,  faying.  What  thinkefl 
thou,  Simon  ? Of  whom  do  the  kings  of  the 
earth  take  cuftom  or  tribute  ? of  their  own 
children,  or  of  flrangers  ? Peter  faith  to  him. 

Of  flrangers^  Jefus  faith  unto  him.  Then  are 
the  children  free.  Notwithftanding,  left  we 
fhould  offend  them,  go  thou  to  the  fea,  and 
call  an  hook,  and  take  the  filli  that  firft 
cometh  up ; and  opcr;ing  its  mouth,  thou 
fhalt  find  a ftater;  take  that,  and  give  unto 
them,  for  me  and  thyfelf. 


* The  didrachma,  a fum  equal  to  one  Ihilling  and  three 
pence,  being  the  Roman  cenfus,  or  a poll-tax,  exacted  from 
every  perfon  above  twenty  years  of  age.

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CHAP.  X. 


The  Feaft  of  Tabernacles  at  Jerufalem. 
JESUS  goes  thither,  and  teaches  in  the 
Temple.  The  Pharifees  attempt  to  feize 
him.  He  acquits  a Woman  taken  in 
Adultery.  Cures  a blind  Man. 

John  the  Jews  feaft  of  tabernacles  was 

**  hand:  his  brethren,  therefore,  faid 

unto  him.  Depart  hence,  and  go  into  Judea, 
that  thy  difciples  alfo  may  fee  the  works  that 
thou  doeft : for  no  man  doeth  any  thing  in 
fecret,  and  he  himfelf  feeketh  to  be  known 
openly.  If  thou  do  thefe  things,  fhew  thy- 
felf  to  the  world : for  neither  did  his 
brethren  believe  in  him.  Then  Jefus  faid 
unto  them.  My  time  is  not  yet  come,  but 
your  time  is  always  ready.  The  world  can- 
not hate  you  : but  me  it  hateth,  becaufe  I 
teftify  of  it,  that  the  works  thereof  are  evil. 
Go  ye  up  unto  this  feaft : I go  not  up  yet 
unto  this  feaft,  for  my  time  is  not  yet  full 
come.  When  he  had  faid  thefe  words  unto 
them,  he  abode  ftill  in  Galilee. 

Luke 9,  But  as  the  days  drew  near  to  be  ful- 
51*  filled  when  he  Ihould  be  taken  up,  he 
hdat.  departed  from  Galilee,  and  itedfadly  fet  his 
*9*  face 
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face  to  go  towards  Jerufalem.^  And  he  Mat. 
fent  meflengers  before  his  face  ; and  ^9- 
they  went,  and  entered  into  a village  of 
the  Samaritans,  to  make  ready  for  him. 

And  they  did  not  receive  him,  becaufe  his 
face  was  as  though  he  would  go  to  Jerufalem. 

And  when  his  difciples,  James  and  John, 
faw  this,  they  faid.  Lord,  wilt  thou  that 
we  command  fire  to  come  down  from  heaven 
and  confume  them,  even  as  Elias  did.  But 
he  turned  and  rebuked  them,  and  faid.  Ye 
know  not  what  manner  of  fpirit  ye  are  of : 
for  the  Son  of  Man  is  not  come  to  deftroy 
men’s  lives,  but  to  fave  them.  And  they 
went  unto  another  village. 

And  it  came  to  pafs,  that  as  they  went,  in  Luke9. 
the  way,  a certain  man  faid  unto  him.  Lord,  57* 

I will  follow  thee  whitherfoever  thou  goeft. 

And  Jefus  faid  unto  him.  Foxes  have  holes, 
and  birds  of  the  air  nefts,  but  the  Son  of 
Man  hath  not  where  to  lay  his  head. 

And  he  faid  unto  another.  Follow  me. 

But  he  faid.  Lord,  fuffer  me  firft  to  go  and 
bury  my  father.  Jefus  faid  unto  him.  Let 
the  dead  bury  their  dead : but  go  thou  and 
preach  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  another 
alfo  faid.  Lord,  I will  follow  thee,  but  let 
me  firfi:  go  bid  them  farewell  who  are  at 

• As  our  Lord’s  time  was  not  yet  full  come,  he  was  cau- 
tious not  to  expofe  himfelf  to  all  the  malevolence  of  the  Jews, 
by  being  prefent  during  the  whole  feaft.  He  now,  however, 
takes  a final  leave  of  Galilee,  in  order  to  employ  the  Ihort 
remaining  period  of  his  miniftry  in  Judea;  and  enters  Jeru- 
falem privately.  Luke  inferts  this  paffage  here,  it  being  th,^ 

}all  journey  which  he  particularly  fpecifies. 

H 3 home, 
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Luke9.  home,  at  my  houfe.  And  Jefus  faid  unto  him, 
62.  No  man  having  put  his  hand  to  the  plough, 
and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

John  7.  Then  the  Jews  fought  him  at  the  feaft, 
II*  and  faid.  Where  is  he?  And  there  was  much 
murmuring  among  the  people  concerning 
him:  for  fome  faid.  He  is  a good  man; 
others  faid.  Nay,  but  he  deceiveth  the  peo- 
ple. Howbeit,  no  man  fpake  openly  of  him 
for  fear  of  the  Jews. 

Now,  after  that  his  brethren  were  gone 
up,  then  went  Jefus  alfo  up  unto  the  feaft, 
not  openly,  but,  as  it  were,  in  fecret : and 
about  the  midft  of  the  feaft,  he  went  up  into 
the  temple,  and  taught.  And  the  Jews 
marvelled,  faying.  How  knoweth  this  man 
letters,  having  never  learned?  Jefus  anfwered 
them,  and  faid.  My  dodirine  is  not  mine, 
but  his  that  fent  me  : if  any  man  would  do 
his  will,  he  fhall  know  of  the  dodlrine, 
whether  it  be  of  God,  or  I fpeak  from  myfelf. 
He  that  fpeaketh  from  himfelf,  feeketh  his 
own  glory  : but  he  that  feeketh  his  glory 
that  fent  him,  the  fame  is  true,  and  no  un- 
righteoufnefs  is  in  him.  Did  not  Mofes 
give  you  a law,  yet  none  of  you  keepeth  the 
law  ? Why  go  ye  about  to  kill  me  ? The 
people  anfwered,  and  faid.  Thou  haft;  a de- 
mon. Who  goeth  about  to  kill  thee  ? Jefus 
anfwered,  and  faid  to  them,  I have  done  one 
work,  and  ye  all  marvel.  Mofes  therefore 
gave  unto  you  the  circumcilion,  (not  that  it 
is  of  Mofes,  but  of  the  fathers)  and  ye,  on 
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the  fabbath-day,  circumcife  a man.  If  a man,  John 7. 
on  the  fabbath-day,  receive  circumcifion,  that  ‘^2. 
the  law  of  Mofes  iliould  not  be  broken,  are 
ye  angry  with  me,  hecaufe  I have  made  an 
entire  man  whole  on  the  fabbath-day  ? — Judge 
not  according  to  the  appearance,  but  judge 
the  righteous  judgment. 

Then  faid  fome  of  them  of  Jerufalern,  Is 
not  this  he  whom  they  feek  to  kill  ? And  be>- 
hold  he  fpcaketh  boldly,  and  they  fay  nothing 
unto  him.  Do  the  rulers  know,  indeed,  that 
this  is  the  very  Chrift  ? Howbeit,  we  know 
this  man,  whence  lie  is ; but  when  the  Chrifl 
cometh,  no  man  knoweth  whence  he  is, 

Jefus,  therefore,  cried  out,  in  the  temple,  as 
he  taught,  faying,  Ye  both  know  me,  and 
ye  know  whence  I am : and  I am  not  come 
of  myfelf,  * but  he  that  fent  me  is  true, 
whom  ye  know  not,  hut  1 know  him,  be- 
caufe  I am  from  him,  and  he  hath  fent  me. 

They  fought  then  to  take  him,  but  no  man 
laid  hands  upon  him,  for  his  hour  was  not 
yet  come.  And  many  of  the  people  believed 
on  him,  and  faid.  When  the  Chrift  cometh, 
will  he  do  more  miracles  -than  thofe  which 
this  man  hath  done  ? 

The  Pharifees  heard  that  the  people  mur- 
mured fuch  things  concerning  him  f and  the 
Pharifees  and  the  chief  prielts  fent  officers, 
to  take  him.  Then  faid  Jefus  unto  them. 

Yet  a little  while  am  I with  you,  and  then 
I go  unto  him  that  fent  me.  Ye  fhall  feek 
ine^  and  fhall  not  find  me : and  where  I am, 

H 4 thither 
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John  7.  thither  ye  cannot  come.  Then  faid  the  Jews 
34*  among  themfelves.  Whither  will  he  go,  that 
we  fhall  not  find  him  ? will  he  go  unto  the 
difperfed  among  the  Gentiles,  and  teach 
the  Gentiles  ? What  manner  of  faying  is  this 
that  he  faid.  Ye  fhall  feek  me,  and  lhall  not 
find  me : and  where  I amj,  thither  ye  cannot 
come 

In  the  laft  day,  that  great  day  of  the  feafi, 
Jefus  flood  and  cried,  frying.  If  any  man 
thirft,  let  him  come  unto  me,  and  drink. 
He  that  believeth  on  me,  as  the  feripture 
hath  faid,  out  of  his  belly  fhall  flow  rivers 
of  living  water.  But  this  fpake  he  of  the 
Spirit,  which  they  that  believe  on  him, 
fhould  receive : for  the  Holy  Ghoft  was  not 
yet  given,  becaufe  that  Jefus  was  not  yet; 
glorified.  Many  of  the  people  therefore, 
when  they  heard  this  faying,  faid.  Of  a 
truth  this  is  the  prophet.  Others  faid.  This 
is  the  Chrifl:.  But  fome  faid.  Shall  Chrifi: 
come  out  of  Galilee?  Hath  not  the  feripture 
faid.  That  Chrifl:  cometh  of  the  feed  of  David, 
and  out  of  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  where 
David  was  ? So  there  was  a divifion  among 
the  people  becaufe  of  him;  and  fome  of 
them  would  have  taken  him:  but  no  man 
laid  hands  on  him. 

Then  came  the  officers  to  the  chief  priefls 
and  Pharifees;  and  they  faid  unto  them.  Why 
have  ye  not  brought  him  ? The  officers 
anfwered,  Never  man  fpake  like  this  man. 
Then  anfwered  them  the  Pharifees,  Are  ye 

alfa 
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alfo  deceived  ? Have  any  of  the  rulers,  or  the  John 
Pharifces  believed  on  him?  But  this  people  4^* 
who  knoweth  not  the  law  are  accurfed.  Nir- 
codemus  faith  unto  them,  he  that  came  to 
Jefus  by  night,  being  one  of  them.  Doth 
our  law  judge  any  man  before  it  hear  him, 
and  know  what  he  doeth  ? They  anfwered, 
and  faid  unto  him.  Art  thou  alfo  of  Galilee? 
Search,  and  look:  for  out  of  Galilee  arifeth 
no  prophet.  And  every  man  went  unto  his 
own  houfe. 

Jefus  went  unto  the  mount  of  olives : 
and  early  in  the  morning  he  came  again 
into  the  temple,  and  all  the  people  came  unto 
him ; and  he  fit  down,  and  taught  them. 

And  the  Scribes  and  Pharifees  brought  unto 
him  a woman  taken  in  adultery ; and  when 
they  had  fet  her  in  the  midft,  they  fay  unto 
him.  Teacher,  this  woman  was  taken  in  adul- 
tery, in  the  very  adt.  Now  Mofes  in  the 
law  commanded  us  that  fuch  fhould  be 
ftoned : but  what  fayell  thou  ? This  they 
faid,  tempting  him,  that  they  might  have  to 
accufe  him.  But  Jefus  ftooped  down,  and 
with  his  finger  wrote  on  the  ground,  as 
though  he  heard  them  not.  So  when  they 
continued  alking  him,  he  lifted  up  himfelf, 
and  faid  unto  them.  He  that  is  without  fin 
among  you,  let  him  firft  cafi;  a ftone  at  her : 
and  again  he  ftooped  down,  and  wrote  on 
the  ground.  And  they  Si&cK  heard  it,  be- 
ing convidted  by  their  own  confcience,  went 
out  one  by  one,  beginning  at  the  eldeft,  even 
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John  8.  unto  the  laft : and  Jefus  was  left  alone,  and 
9-  the  woman  /landing  in  the  midft.  When 
Jefus  had  lifted  up  himfelf,  and  faw  none 
but  the  woman,  he  faid  unto  her.  Woman, 
where  are  thofe  thine  accufers  ? hath  no  man 
condemned  thee.?  She  faid.  No  man.  Lord. 
And  Jefus  faid  unto  her.  Neither  do  I con-< 
demn  thee : go,  and  lin  no  more, 

Then  fpake  Jefus  again  unto  them,  faying, 
I am  the  light  of  the  world : he  that  fdliow- 
eth  me,  fliall  not  walk  in  darknefs,  but  /ball 
havethe  light  of  life.  ThePharifees  therefore 
faid  unto  him.  Thou  bearefl  record  of  thy- 
felf;  thy  record  is  not  true.  Jefus  anfwered, 
and  faid  unto  them.  Though  I bear  record  of 
myfelf,  yet  my  record  is  true  : for  I know 
whence  I came,  and  whither  I go  ^ but  ye 
cannot  tell  whence  I come,  and  whither  I go. 
Ye  judge  after  the  flefli,  I judge  no  man. 
And  yet  if  I judge,  my  judgment  is  true: 
for  I am  not  alone,  but  I and  the  Father  that 
fent  me.  It  is  alfo  written  in  your  law,  that 
the  teflimony  of  two  men  is  true  : I am  one 
that  bear  witnefs  of  myfelf,  and  the  Father 
' that  fent  me  beareth  witnefs  of  me.  Then 
faid  they  unto  him,  Where  is  thy  Father  ? 
Jefus  anfwered.  Ye  neither  know  me,  nor 
my  Father:  if  ye  had  known  me,  ye  fhould 
have  known  my  Father  alfo. 

Thefe  words  fpake  Jefus  in  the  treafury,  as 
he  taught  in  the  temple:  and  no  man  laid 
hands  on  him,  for  his  hour  was  not  yet 
come. 
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Then  faid  Jefus  again  unto  them,  I go  John 
my  way,  and  ye  (hall  feek  me,  and  lhall  die  21. 
in  your  lins : whither  I go,  ye  cannot  come. 
Then  faid  the  Jews,  Will  he  kill  himfelf  ? 
becaufe  he  faith.  Whither  I go,  ye  cannot 
come.  And  he  laid  unto  them.  Ye  are  from 
beneath,  I am  from  above  : ye  are  of  this 
world,  I am  not  of  this  world.  I faid  there- 
fore unto  you,  that  ye  (hall  die  in  your  fins: 
for  if  ye  believe  not  that  I am,  ye  lliall 
die  in  your  fins.  Then  faid  they  unto  him. 
Who  art  thou  ? And  Jefus  faith  unto  them. 
Even  the  fame  that  I faid  unto  you  from  the 
beginning.  I have  many  things  to  fay,  and 
to  judge  of  you : but  he  that  fent  me,  is 
true } and  I fpeak  to  the  world  thofe  things 
which  I have  heard  of  him.  They  under- 
ftood  not  that  he  fpake  to  them  of  the  Fa- 
ther. Then  faid  Jefus  unto  them.  When  ye 
have  lifted  up  the  Son  of  Man,  then  lhall  ye 
know  that  I am,  and  that  I do  nothing  of 
myfclf ; but  as  my  Father  hath  taught  me, 

I fpeak  thefe  things.  And  he  that  fent  me, 
is  with  me  : the  Father  hath  not  left  me 
alone:  for  I do  always  thofe  things  that 
pleafe  him. 

As  he  fpake  thefe  words,  many  believed  on 
him.  Tnen  faid  Jefus  to  thofe  Jews  which 
believed  on  him.  If  ye  continue  in  my 
word,  then  are  ye  my  difciples  indeed ; and 
ye  (hall  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  lhall 
make  you  free.  They  anfwered  him.  We  be 
Abraham’s  feed,  and  were  never  in  bondage 
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John  8. to  any  man:  how  fayeft  thou,  Ye  fhall  be 

33*  made  free  ? Jefus  anfwered  them.  Verily, 
verily,  I fay  unto  you,  Whofoever  commit- 
teth  tin,  is  the  fervant  of  hn;  and  the  fer- 
vant  abideth  not  in  the  houfe  for  ever:  but 
the  Son  abideth  ever.  If  the  Son,  therefore, 
lhall  make  you  free,  ye  fhall  be  free  indeed. 
I know  that  ye  are  Abraham’s  feed ; but  ye 
feek  to  kill  me,  becaufe  my  word  hath  no 
place  in  you.  I fpeak  that  which  I have  feen 
with  my  Father:  and  ye  do  that  which  ye 
have  feen  with  your  father.  They  anfwered, 
and  faid  unto  him,  Abraham  is  our  father. 
Jefus  faith  unto  them.  If  ye  were  Abraham’s 
children,  ye  would  do  the  works  of  Abra- 
ham. But  now  ye  feek  to  kill  me,  a man 
that  hath  told  you  the  truth,  which  I have 
heard  of  God  : this  did  not  Abraham.  Ye 
do  the  deeds  of  your  father.  Then  faid  they 
to  him.  We  be  not  born  of  fornication  ; we 
have  one  Father,  even  God.  Jefus  faid  unto 
them.  If  God  were  your  Father,  ye  would 
love  me:  for! proceeded  forth,  and  came  from 
God;  neither  came  I of  myfelf,  but  he  fent 
me.  Why  do  ye  not  underlland  my  fpeech  ? 
even  becaufe  ye  cannot  hear  my  word.  Ye 
are  of  your  father  the  devil,  and  the  lulls  of 
your  father  ye  will  do : he  was  a murderer 
from  the  beginning,  and  abode  not  in  the 
truth,  becaufe  there  is  no  truth  in  him. 
When  he  fpeaketh  a lie,  he  fpeaketh  of  his 
own  : for  he  is  a liar,  and  the  father  of  it. 
And  becaufe  I tell  you  the  truth,  ye  believe 
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me  not.  Which  of  you  convinceth  me  of  John  8. 
fin  ? And  if  I fay  the  truth,  why  do  ye  not  4^. 
believe  me?  He  that  is  of  God,  heareth 
God’s  words : ye  therefore  hear  them  not, 
becaufe  ye  are  not  of  God. 

Then  anfwered  the  Jews,  and  faid  unto 
him.  Say  we  not  well,  that  thou  art  a Sama- 
ritan, and  haft  a demon  ? 

Jefus  anfwered,  I have  not  a demon  j but  I 
honour  my  Father,  and  ye  do  diflionour  me. 

And  I feek  not  mine  own  glory : there  is  one 
that  feeketh  and  judgeth.  Verily,  verily,  I 
fay  unto  you.  If  a man  keep  my  faying,  he 
Ihall  never  fee  death.  Then  faid  the  Jews 
unto  him.  Now  we  know  that  thou  haft  a 
demon.  Abraham  is  dead,  and  the  prophets; 
and  thou  fayeft.  If  a man  keep  my  faying,  he 
Ihall  never  tafte  of  death.  Art  thou  greater 
than  our  father  Abraham  who  is  dead  ? and 
the  prophets  are  dead : whom  makeft  thou 
thyfelf?  Jefus  anfwered.  If  I honour  myfelf, 
my  honour  is  nothing:  it  is  my  Father  that 
honoureth  me,  of  whom  ye  fay,  that  he  is 
your  God:  yet  ye  have  not  known  him ; but 
I know  him : and  if  I fhould  fay,  I know 
him  not,  I fliould  be  a liar  like  unto  you : but 
I know  him,  and  keep  his  faying.  Your 
father  Abraham  rejoiced  to  fee  my  day  : and 
he  faw  it,  and  was  glad.  Then  faid  the 
Jews  unto  him.  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty  years 
old,  and  haft  thou  feen  Abraham  ? Jefus  faid 
unto  them.  Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  you. 

Before  Abraham  was,  I am.

John  8.  Then  took  they  up  flones  to  caft  at  him  : 

59'  but  Jefus  hid  himfelf,  and  went  out  of  the 
temple,  going  through  the  midft  of  them, 
and  fo  palTed  by. 

John  p.  And  as  Jefus  pafTed  by,  he  faw  a man 
who  was  blind  from  his  birth.  And  his 
difciples  afked  him,  faying,  Mafter,  who  did 
fin,  this  man,  or  his  parents,  that  he  was 
born  blind  ? Jefus  anfwered.  Neither  hath 
this  man  finned,  nor  his  parents : but  that 
the  works  of  God  fhould  be  made  manifeft 
in  him.  I muft  work  the  works  of  him 
that  fent  me,  while  it  is  day : the  night 
cometh  when  no  man  can  work.  As  long  as 
I am  in  the  world,  I am  the  light  of  the 
world. 

When  he  had  thus  fpoken,  he  fpat  on  the 
ground,  and  made  clay  of  the  fpittle,  and 
he  anointed  the  eyes  of  the  blind  man  with 
the  clay,  and  faid  unto  him.  Go  wafh  in 
the  pool  of  Siloam  (which  is  by  interpreta- 
tion, Sent).  He  went  his  way,  therefore, 
and  wafhed,  and  came  feeing.  The  neigh- 
bours therefore,  and  they  who  before  had 
feen  him  that  he  was  blind,  faid.  Is  not  this 
he  that  fat  and  begged  ? Some  faid.  This  is 
he : others  faid.  He  is  like  him  : but  he  faid, 
I am  he.  Therefore  faid  they  unto  him. 
How  were  thine  eyes  opened  ? He  anfwered, 
and  faid,  A man  that  is  called  Jefus,  made 
clay,  and  anointed  mine  eyes,  and  faid  unto 
me.  Go  to  the  pool  of  Siloam,  and  wafh : 
and  I went,  and  wafhed,  and  I received  fight. 

Then 
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Then  faid  they  unto  him.  Where  is  he  ? John 
He  faid,  I know  not. 

They  brought  to  the  Pharifees  him  that 
aforetime  was  blind.  And  it  was  the  fabbath- 
day  when  Jefus  made  the  clay,  and  opened 
his  eyes.  Then  again  the  Pharifees  alfo 
afked  him  how  he  had  received  his  fight. 

He  faid  unto  them.  He  put  clay  upon  mine 
eyes,  and  I wafhed,  and  do  fee.  Therefore 
faid  fome  of  the  Pharifees,  This  man  is  not 
of  God,  becaufe  he  keepeth  not  the  fabbath- 
day.  Others  faid.  How  can  a man  that  is 
a finner,  do  fuch  miracles  ? And  there  was  a 
divifion  among  them.  They  fay  unto  the 
blind  man  again.  What  fayeft  thou  of  him, 
that  he  hath  opened  thine  eyes  ? He  faid.  He 
is  a prophet.  But  the  Jews  did  not  believe 
concerning  him,  that  he  had  been  blind,  and 
received  his  fight,  until  they  had  called  the 
parents  of  him  that  had  received  his  fight. 

And  they  afked  them,  faying,  Is  this  your 
fon,  who  ye  fay  was  born  blind.?  how  then 
doth  he  now  fee  ? His  parents  anfwered  them, 
and  faid.  We  know  that  this  is  our  fon,  and 
that  he  was  born  blind:  but  by  what  means 
he  now  feeth,  we  know  not  i or  who  hath 
opened  his  eyes,  we  know  not:  he  is  of  age, 
afk  him,  he  fhall  fpeak  for  himfelf.  Thefe 
words  fpake  his  parents,  becaufe  they  feared 
the  Jews  : for  the  Jews  had  agreed  already, 
that  if  any  man  did  confefs  that  he  was 
Chrift,  he  fhould  be  put  out  of  the  fyna- 
gogue.  Therefore  faid  his  parents,  he  is  of 

age. 
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John  9.  age,  afk  him.  Then  again  called  they  the 

24*  man  that  was  blind,  and  faid  unto  him.  Give 
God  the  praife : we  know  that  this  man  is  a 
linner.  He  anfwered,  and  faid.  Whether  he 
be  a finner  or  no,  I know  not : one  thing  I 
know,  that  whereas  I was  blind,  now  I fee. 
Then  faid  they  to  him  again.  What  did  he  to 
thee  ? how  opened  he  thine  eyes  ? He  an^ 
fwered  them,  I have  told  you  already,  and 
ye  did  not  hear  : wherefore  would  ye  hear  it 
again  ? will  ye  alfo  be  his  difciples  ? Then 
they  reviled  him^  and  faid.  Thou  art  his  dif- 
ciplcj  but  we  are  Mofes’s  difciples.  We  know 
that  God  fpake  unto  Mofes : as  for  this  man, 
we  know  not  from  whence  he  is.  The  man 
anfwered,  and  faid  unto  them.  Why,  herein 
is  a marvellous  thing,  that  ye  know  not  from 
whence  he  is,  and  yet  he  hath  opened  mine 
eyes.  Now  we  know  that  God  heareth  not 
finners  : but  if  any  man  be  a wmrfhipper  of 
God,  and  doeth  his  will,  him  he  heareth. 
Since  the  world  began  w^as  it  not  heard, 
that  any  man  opened  the  eyes  of  one  that 
was  born  blind.  If  this  man  were  not  of 
God,  he  could  do  nothing.  They  anfwered, 
and  faid  unto  him.  Thou  wart:  altogether  born 
in  lins,  and  dort:  thou  teach  us  And  they 
cart:  him  out. 

Jefus  heard  that  they  had  cart  him  out : 
and  when  he  had  found  him,  he  faid  unto 
him,  Dort  thou  believe  on  the  Son  of  God? 
He  anfwered,  and  faid.  Who  is  he.  Lord,' 
that  I might  believe  on  him?  And  Jefus  faid 

unto 
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unto  him.  Thou  haft  both  feen  him,  and  it  John 
is  he  that  talketh  with  thee.  And  he  faid,  37- 
Lord,  I believe,  and  he  worftiipped  him. 

And  Jefus  faid.  For  judgment  I am  come 
into  this  world,  that  they  who  fee  not, 
might  fee,  and  that  they  who  lee,  might 
be  made  blind. 

And  fome  of  the  Pharifees  who  were 
with  him  heard  thefe  words^  and  faid  unto 
him.  Are  we  blind  alfo  ? Jefus  faid  unto 
them.  If  ye  were  blind,  ye  fhould  have  no 
lin:  but  now  ye  fay,  we  fee>  therefore  your 
fin  remaineth.  Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  you. 

He  that  entereth  not  by  the  door  into  the 
Iheepfold,  but  climbeth  up  fome  other  way, 
the  fame  is  a thief  and  a robber.  But  he 
that  entereth  in  by  the  door,  is  the  fhepherd 
of  the  Iheep.  To  him  the  porter  openeth ; 
and  the  Iheep  hear  his  voice : and  he  callctl^ 
his  own  Iheep  by  name,  and  leadeth  them 
out.  And  when  he  putteth  forth  his  own 
Iheep,  he  goeth  before  them,  and  the  Iheep 
follow  him  : for  they  know  his  voice.  And 
a ftranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will 
flee  from  him  : for  they  know  not  the  voice 
of  ftrangers. 

This  parable  fpake  Jefus  unto  them  ; but 
they  underftood  not  what  things  they  were 
which  he  fpake  unto  them.  ' 

Then  faid  Jefus  unto  them  again,  Verily, 
verily,  I fay  unto  you,  I am  the  door  of  the 
Iheep.  All  that  ever  came  before  me  are

John  thieves  and  robbers  : but  the  fheep  did  not 
10.  9.  hear  them.  I am  the  door  : by  me  if  any 

man  enter  in,  he  fliall  be  faved,  and  dial  I . 

go  in  and  out,  and  find  paflure.  The  thief  | 

cometh  not,  but  for  to  fteal,  and  to  kill,  and  < 
to  deftroy  ; I am  come  that  they  might  have  ■ 

life,  and  that  they  might  have  it  more  i 

abundantly.  I am  the  good  fhepherd  : the  i 

good  fhepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  fheep.  j 

But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the  fhep-  j 

herd,  whofe  own  the  Iheep  are  not,  feeth  the  I 

wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  flieep,  and 
fleeth : and  the  wolf  catchcth  them,  and 
fcattereth  the  fheep.  The  hireling  fleeth, 
becaufe  he  is  an  hireling,  and  careth  not  for 
the  fheep.  I am  the  good  fhepherd,  and  know 
my  fheep,  and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the 
Father  knoweth  me,  even  fo  I know  the  I 

Father  : and  I lay  down  my  life  for  the  > 

fheep.  And  other  fheep  I have,  which  are 
not  of  this  fold : them  alfo  I muft  bring,  and 
they  fhall  hear  my  voice ; and  there  fhall  be  j 
one  fold,  and  one  fhepherd.  Therefore  doth  j 
my  Father  love  me,  becaufe  I lay  down  my 
life,  that  I might  take  it  again.  No  man  j 
taketh  it  from  me,  but  I lay  it  down  of  my-  | 
felf : I have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I i 
.have  power  to  take  it  again.  This  command-  ’ 
ment  have  I received  of  my  Father. 

There  was  a divifion  therefore  again  among 
the  Jews  for  thefe  fayings.  And  many  of 
them  faid,  He-hath  a demon,  and  is  mad;  why 

hear 
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hear  ye  him?  Others  faid, 'Thefe  are  not  the  John 
words  of  him  that  hath  a demon:  Can  a demon 
open  the  eyes  of  the  blind  ? 


CHAP.  XI. 

Seventy  Difciples"  fent  out  to  preach.  Parable 
of  the  good  Samaritan.  Of  Prayer.  A 
dumb  Demon  caft  out.  Other  Parables. 

An  infirm  Woman  healed  on  the  Sabbath- 
day. 

* /\  FTER  thefe  things,  the  Lord  ap- Luke 
pointed  other  feventy  alfo,  and  fent  10.  i. 
them  two  and  two  before  his  face  into 
every  city  and  place  whither  he  himfelf  fhould 
come.  Therefore*  faid  he  unto  them : the 
harvefi:  truly  is  great,  but  the  labourers  are 
few ; pray  ye  therefore  the  lord  of  the  har- 
vefi:  that  he  would  fend  forth  labourers  unto 
his  harvefi:.  Go  your  way,  behold,  I fend 
you  forth  as  lambs  among  wolves.  Carry 
neither  purfe,  nor  fcrip,  nor  fhoes ; and  fa- 
lute  no  man  by  the  way;  and  into  whatfo- 
ever  houfe  ye  enter,  firfi:  fay.  Peace  be  to 

* I think  it  more  reafonable  to  itifert  here  the  miflion  of 
the  feventy,  than  a little  time  before  the  feaft  of  tabernacles, 
when  the  people,  in  general,  were  engaged.  The  two 
following  chapters  therefore  contain  the  tranfaftions  of  near 
three  months,  or  the  interval  betwixt  the  feaft.  of  tabernacles, 
and  that  of  dedication.

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Luke  this  houfe.  And  if  the  fon  of  peace  be  there, 
i.o.  6.  your  peace  fhall  reft  upon  it;  if  not,  it  fliall 
turn  to  you  again : and  in  that  fame  houfe 
abide,  eating  and  drinking  fuch  things  as 
they  give ; for  the  labourer  is  worthy  of  his 
reward.  Go  not  from  houfe  to  houfe.  And 
into  whatfoever  city  ye  enter,  and  they  receive 
you,  eat  fuch  things  as  are  fet  before  you ; 
and  heal  the  fick  that  are  therein ; and  fay  to 
them.  The  kingdom  of  God  is  come  nigh 
unto  you.  But  into  whatfoever  city  ye  enter, 
and  they  receive  you  not,  go  out  into  the 
ftreets  of  the  fame,  and  fay.  Even  the  very 
duft  of  your  city,  which  cleaveth  on  us,  we 
do  wipe  off  againft  you.  Notwithftanding, 
be  ye  fure,  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  nigh 
unto  you.  But  I fay  unto  you.  That  it  fliall 
be  more  tolerable  in  that  day  for  Sodom, 
than  for  that  city. 

Mat.  Then  began  he  to  upbraid  the  cities, 
II.  20.  wherein  moft  of  his  mighty  works  were 
done,  becaufe  they  repented  not.  Wo  unto 
thee,  Chorazin  ! Wo  unto  thee,  Beth- 
faida  ! for  if  the  mighty  works  had  been 
done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  which  have  been 
done  in  you,  they  would  long  ago  have  re- 
pented, fitting  in  fackcloth  and  afhes.  But 
I fay  unto  you.  It  fhall  be  more  tolerable 
for  Tyre  and  Sidon,  at  the  day  of  judgement, 
than  for  you.  And  thou  Capernaum,  which 
art  exalted  to  heaven,  fhall  be  thruft  down 
to  hades  : for  if  the  mighty  works  which 
have  been  done  in  thee  had  been  done  in 

Sodom, 
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Sodom,  it  wouM  have  remained  until  this  Luke 
day.  He  that  heareth  you,  hearcth  me^io* 
and  he  that  defpifeth  you,  defpifeth  me ; 
and  he  that  delpifeth  me,,  defpifeth  him  that 
fent  me. 

And  the  feventy  returned  again,' with  joy, 
faying,  Lord,  even  the  demons  are  fubjed: 
unto  us  through  thy  name.  And  he  faid  unto 
them,  I beheld  Satan,  as  lightning,  fall 
from  heaven.  Behold,  I give  unto  you 
power  to  tread  on  ferpents,  and  fcorpions, 
and  over  all  the  power  of  the  enemy ; and 
nothing  fliall  by  any  means  hurt  you,  Not- 
withftanding,  in  this  rejoice  not  that  the 
fpirits  are  fubjedl  unto  you : but  rather  re- 
joice becaufe  your  names  are  written  in 
heaven. 

In  that  hour,  Jefus  was  gladdened  in  Spirit, 
and  faid,  I thank  thee,  O Father,  Lord  of  jq.  21. 
heaven  and  earth,  that  thou  haft  hid  thefe 
things  from  the  wife  and  prudent,  and  haft 
revealed  them  to  babes.— Yea,  Father,  forfo 
it  feemed  good  in  thy  light.  All  things  are 
delivered  to  me  of  the  Father : and  no  man 
knoweth  who  the  Son  is,  but  the  Father ; 
and  who  the  Father  is,  but  the  Son,  and  he 
to  whom  the  Son  will  reveal  him. 
unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour,  and  are  heavy  28. 
laden,  and  I will  give  you  reft.  Take  my 
yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me,  for  I am 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart ; and  ye  lhall  find 
reft  unto  your  fouls : for  my  yoke  is  eafy, 
and  my  burden  is  light. 

I 3 And 
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s And  turning  unto  his  difciples,  he  faid, 

2'3*  privately,  Bleffed  are^the  eyes  which  fee  the 
things  that  ye  fee,  for  I tell  you,  that  many 
prophets  and  kings  have  defired  to  fee  thofe 
things  which  ye  fee,  and  have  not  feen 
them,  and  to  hear  thofe  things  which  ye 
hear,  and  have  not  heard  them. 

And  behold  a certain  lawyer  flood  up,  and, 
tempted  him,  faying.  Teacher,  what  fhall  I 
do  to  inherit  eternal  life?  He  faid  unto  him. 
What  is  written  in  the  law?  how  readeft 
thou  ? And  he  anfwering,  faid.  Thou  fhall 
love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  foul,  and  with  all  thy 
flrength,  and  with  all  thy  mind ; and  thy 
neighbour  as  thyfelf.  And  he  faid  unto  him. 
Thou  haft  anfwered  rightly ; this  do,  and 
thou  fhalt  live.  But  he,  willing  to  juftify 
himfelf,  faid  unto  Jefus,  And  who  is  my 
neighbour?  And  Jefus  anfwering,  faid,  A 
certain  man  went  down  from  Jerufalem  to 
Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves,  who  ftripped 
him  of  his  raiment,  and  wounded  him,  and 
departed,  leaving  him  half  dead : and  by 
chance  there  came  down  a certain  prieft  that 
way,  and  when  he  faw  him,  he  paffed  by 
on  the  other  fide.  In  like  manner  alfo  a Le- 
vite,  when  he  was  at  the  place,  came  and 
looked  on  him,  and  paffed  by  on  the  other 
fide.  But  a certain  bamaritan,  as  he  journey- 
ed, came  where  he  was  ^ and  when  he  faw 
him,  he  had  compaffion  on  him,  and  went 
to  him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds,  pouring 
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in  oil  and  wine,  and  fet  him  on  his  own  Luke 
beaft,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn,  and  took  lo*  34- 
care  of  him ; and  on  the  morrow,  when  he 
departed,  he  took  out  two  denarii,  and 
gave  to  the  hoft,  and  laid  to  him.  Take 
care  of  him,  and  whatfoever  thou  expendeft 
more,  when  I come  again,  I will  repay  thee. 

Which  now  of  thefe  three  thinkeft  thou  was 
neighbour  unto  him  that  fell  among  the 
thieves  ? And  he  faid.  He  that  fliewed  mercy 
on  him.  Then  faid  Jefus  unto  him.  Go,  and 
do  thou  likewife. 

And  it  came  to  pafs,  that  as  he  was  praying  Luke 
in  a certain  place,  when  he  ceafed,  one  of  his  n- 
difciples  faid  unto  him,  Lord  teach  us  to 
pray,  as  John  alfo  taught  his  difciples.  And 
he  faid  unto  them.  When  ye  pray,  fay,  Our 
Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy 
name;  thy  kingdom  come;  thy  will  be  done, 
as  in  heaven  fo  in  the  earth ; give  us  day  by 
day  our  daily  * bread ; and  forgive  us  our 
fins,  for  we  alfo  forgive  every  one  that  is  in- 
debted to  us  ; and  lead  us  not  into  tempta- 
tion, but  deliver  us  from  evil. 

And  he  faid  alfo  to  them,  Which  of  you  lhall 
have  a friend,  and  (hall  go  unto  him  at  mid- 
night, and  fay  to  him.  Friend,  lend  me  three 

* A?Iof  sTTiMffiof  is  not  rfflo?  i7r/i{<rn'(  or  iTTtovjof 

The  bread  of  to-morrow,  or  of  the  time  to  Qome,  for  then  the 
addition  of  to  nr/efait',  would  be  unneceflary ; but 
£'T/  }i(TiAv,  the  bread  neceffary  for  our  fubfiftence.  The 
Englilh  expreffion,  daily  bread,  anfwers,  in  fome  meafure, 
to  both  fenfes. 
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Luke  loaves,  for  a friend  of  mine  in  his  journey  is 
come  to  me,  and  I have  nothing  to  fet  before 
him;  and  he  from  within  fhall  anfwer,  and 
fay.  Trouble  me  not;  the  door  is  now  fhut, 
and  my  children  are  with  me  in  bed ; I can- 
not rife,  and  give  thee.  I fay  unto  you. 
Though  he  will  not  rife  and  give  him,  be- 
caufe  he  is  his  friend,  yet  becaufe  of  his  im- 
portunity, he  will  rife  and  give  him  as  many 
as  he  needeth.  And  I fay  unto  you,  Aik, 
and  it  Ihall  be  given  you;  feek,  and  ye  lhall 
find ; knock,  and  it  fiiall  be  opened  unto 
you  : for  every  one  that  alketh,  receiveth ; 
and  he  that  feeketh,  findeth;  and  to  him  that 
knocketh,  it  fhall  be  opened.  If  a fon  fhall 
alk  bread  of  any  of  you  that  is  a father,  will 
he  give  him  a ftone  ? or  if  a fifii,  will  he  for 
a filh  give  him  a ferpent  ? or  if  he  fiiall  alk 
will  he  give  him  a fcorpion  ? If  ye 
then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good 
gifts  to  your  children,  how  much  more  lhall 
your  heavenly  Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
them  that  alk  him  ? 

Then  was  brought  unto  him  one  pofielTed 
with  a demon,  blind  and  dumb,  and  he 
healed  him,  infomuqh  that  the  blind  and 
dumb  both  fpake  and  faw;  and  all  the  peo- 
ple were  amazed,  and  faid.  Is  not  this  the 
fon  of  David  ? But  when  the  Pharifees  heard 
it,  they  faid.  This  man  doth  not  call  out 
demons  but  by  Beelzebub  the  prince  of  the 
demons.  And  Jefus  knew  their  thoughts, 
and  faid  unto  them.  Every  kingdom  divided 

againlt 
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againft  itfelf,  is  brought  to  defolation ; and  Mat. 
every  city  or  houfe  divided  againft  itfelf,  25. 
ftiall  not  ftand:  and  if  Satan  caft  out  Satan, 
he  is  divided  againft  himfelf,  how  then  ihall 
his  kingdom  ftand  ? And  if  I by  Beelzebub 
caft  out  demons,  by  whom  do  your  fons  caft 
them  out  ? Therefore  they  ftiall  be  your 
judges.  But  if  I,  with  the  linger  of  God,*  * Or  by 
caft  out  demons,  then  the  kingdom  of  God 
is  come  unto  you.  When  a ftrong  man, 
armed,  keepeth  his  palace,  his  goods  are  in 
peace,  but  when  a ftronger  than  he  ftiall 
come  upon  him,  and  overcome  him,  he  tak- 
eth  from  him  all  his  armour  wherein  he 
trufted,  and  divideth  his  fpoils.  He  that  is 
not  with  me,  is  againft  me;  and  he  that 
gathereth  not  with  me,  fcattereth.'  Where- 
fore, I fay  unto  you.  All  manner  of  fm  and 
blafphemy  ftiall  be  forgiven  unto  men ; but 
the  blafphemy  againft  the  Holy  Spirit  ftiall 
not  be  forgiven  to  men.  And  whofoever 
fpeaketh  a word  againft  the  Son  of  Man,  it 
lhall  be  forgiven  him;  but  whofoever  fpeak- 
eth againft  the  Holy  Spirit,  it  ftiall  not  be 
forgiven,  neither  in  this  world,  nor  in  that  to 
come.  Either  make  the  tree  good,  and  its 
fruit  good,  or  make  the  tree  corrupt,  and  the 
fruit  corrupt : for  the  tree  is  known  by  its 
fruit.  O generations  of  vipers!  how  can  ye, 
being  evil,  fpeak  good  things:  for  out  of  the 
abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  fpeaketh.. 

But  I fay  unto  you.  That  every  idle  word 
that  men  lhall  fpeak,  they  ftiall  give  ac-- 

count 
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Mat.  count  thereof  in  the  day  of  judgement : for 

12.  36.  by  thy  words  thou  fhalt  be  juftified,  and  by 
thy  words  thou  (halt  be  condemned.  Then 
certain  of  the  Scribes  and  Pharifees  anfwered, 
faying,  Teacher,  we  would  fee  a fign  from 
thee.  But  he  anfwered,  and  faid  unto  them. 
An  evil  and  adulterous  generation  feeketh 
after  align,  and  there  lliall  no  lign  be  given 
to  it,  except  the  fign  of  Jonah  the  prophet: 
for  as  Jonah  was  three  days  and  three  nights- 
in  the  whale’s  belly,  fo  fliall  the  Son  of  Man 
be  three  days  and  three  nights  in  the  heart  of 
the  earth.  The  men  of  Nineveh  lhall  rife  up 
in  the  judgment  with  this  generation,  and 
fiiall  condemn  it,  becaufe  they  repented  at 
the  preaching  of  Jonah,  and  behold  a greater 
than  Jonah  is  here.  The  queen  of  the  fouth 
fhall  rife  up  in  the  judgment  with  this  gene- 
ration, and  lhall  condemn  it,  for  the  came 
from  the  uttermoh;  parts  of  the  earth  to  hear 
the  wifdom  of  Solomon,  and  behold  a greater 
than  Solomon  is  here. 

When  the  unclean  fpirit  is  gone  out  of  a 
man,  he  walketh  through  dry  places,  feek- 
ing  reft,  and  findeth  none.  Then  he  faith,  I 


* rorrav  Through  places  without  water,  o^- 

wafte  and  defert  places,  which  were  faid  to  be  the  ufual 
haunts  of  demons,  goblins,  and  other  fpiritual  beings  of  like 
nature.  Thus  it  is  faid,  in  defcribing  the  defolation  of  Baby- 
lon, Rev.  18.  2.  y Babylon  the  great  is  fallen,  is  fallen,,  and 
is  b^ome  the  habitation  of  demons,  and  the  hold  of  every  foul 
fpirit,  &c.  Solfaiah  34.  14.  LXX.  rob  ^etiy.ovt(f. 

rou  ovomvletvpoii,  &c.  and  in  Jeremiah,  fpeaking  of  defola- 
tion,  Kab'}o/icH<rxcr/y  /I'cTec^/Zcc  rvf  iwtsf. 


will 
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will  return  into  mine  houfe  from  whence  I Mat, 
came  out.  And  when  he  is  come,  he  findeth  44.’ 
it  empty,  fwept,  and  garnilhed.  Then  goeth 
he,  and  taketh  along  with  him  feven  other 
ifpirits  more  wicked  than  himfelf  j and  they 
enter  in  and  dwell  there : and  the  laft  ftate  of 
that  man  is  worfe  than  the  firft.  So  fliall  it  be 
alfo  unto  this  wicked  generation. 

And  it  came  to  pafs,  as  he  fpake  thefe  things,  Luke 
a certain  woman  of  the  company  lifted  up  her  1 1*  27, 
voice,  and  faid  unto  him,  Bleffed  is  the 
womb  that  bare  thee,  and  the  breafts  which 
thou  haft  fucked  ! But  he  faid.  Yea,  rather, 
blelfed  are  they  that  hear  the  word  of  God, 
and  keep  it. 

And  as  he  fpake,  a certain  Pharifee  befought 
hirn  to  dine  with  him:  and  he  went  in,  and 
fat  down  to  meat.  And  when  the  Pharifee 
faw  it,  he  marvelled  that  he  had  not  firft 
walhed  before  dinner.  And  the  Lord  faid 
unto  him.  Now  do  ye  Pharifees  make  clean 
the  outfide  of  the  cup  and  platter,  but  your 
inward  part  is  full  of  ravening  and  wicked- 
nefs.  P'ools ! Did  not  he  that  made  that 
which  is  without  make  that  which  is  within 
alfo?  But  rather  give  ye  alms  of  fuch  things 
as  ye  have : and  behold,  all  things  are  clean  to 
you.  But  wo  unto  you,  Pharifees  : for  ye 
tithe  mint,  and  rue,  and  all  manner  of  herbs, 
and  pafs  over  judgment  and  the  love  of 
God  : thefe  ought  ye  to  have  done,  and  not 
to  leave  the  other  undone.  Wo  unto  you, 
f harifees  : for  ye  love  the  uppermoft  feats  in 
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I^ukc  the  Synagogue,  and  greetings  in  the  market- 
43-  place.  Wo  unto  you.  Scribes  and  Pharifees, 
hypocrites,  for  ye  are  as  graves,  which  ap- 
pear not,  and  the  men  that  walk  over  them, 
are  not  aware  of  them. 

Then  anfwered  one  of  the  lawyers,  and  faith 
unto  him.  Teacher,  thus  faying,  thou  doft  re- 
proach us  alfo.  And  he  faid.  Wo  unto  you  alfo, 
ye  lawyers:  for  ye  load  men  with  burthens 
grievous  to  be  borne,  and  ye,  yourfelves,  touch 
not  the  burthens  with  one  of  your  fingers. 
Wo  unto  you:  for  ye  build  the  fepulchres  of 
the  prophets,  and  yodr  fathers  killed  them. 
Truly  ye  bear  witnefs  that  ye  allow  the  deeds 
of  your  fathers : for  they  indeed  killed  them, 
and  ye  build  their  fepulchres.  Therefore 
alfo  faid  the  wifdom  of  God,  I will  fend 
them  prophets  and  apoftles,  and  fome  of 
them  they  /hall  /lay  and  perfecute  : that  the 
blood  of  all  the  prophets,  which  was  /hed 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world,  may  be 
required  of  this  generation ; from  the  blood 
of  Abel  unto  the  blood  of  Zecharias,  who 
peri/hed  between  the  altar  and  the  temple ; 
verily,  I fay  unto  you.  It  /liall  be  required 
from  this  generation.  Wo  unto  you,  law- 
yers, for  ye  have  taken  away  the  key  of 
knowledge ; ye  entered  not  in  yourfelves, 
and  them  that  were  entering  in  ye  hindered. 
And  as  he  faid  thefe  things  unto  them,  the 
Scribes  and  Pharifees  began  to  urge  him 
vehemently,  and  to  provoke  him  to  fpeak  of 
many  things,  laying  wait  for  him,  and  Peek- 
ing 
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ing  to  catch  fomething  out  of  his  mouth, 
that  they  might  accufe  him. 

In  the  mean  time,  when  there  were  Luke 
gathered  together  an  innumerable  multi- 
tude  of  people,  infomuch  that  they  trod 
one  upon  another,  he  began  fo  teach  his 
difciples  firfl  of  all.  ^ And  one  of 
company  faid  unto  him.  Teacher,  fpeak  to 
my  brother  that  he  divide  the  inheritance 
with  me.  And  he  faid  to  him,  O man ! who 
made  me  a judge  or  divider  over  you  ? And 
unto  them  he  faid.  Take  heed,  and  beware 
of  covetoufnefs : for  a man’s  life  confifteth 
not  in  the  abundance  of  the  things  that  he 
poffefleth.  And  he  fpake  a parable  unto  them, 
faying,  The  ground  of  a certain  rich  man 
brought  forth  plentifully  5 and  he  thought 
within  himfelf,  faying.  What  fhall  I do, 
becaufe  I have  no  room  where  to  bellow  my 
fruits  ? And  he  faid.  This  will  I do,  I will 
pull  down  my  barns,  and  build  greater,  and 
there  will  I bellow  all  my  fruits,  and  my 
goods:  and  I will  fay  to  my  foul.  Soul  thou 
hall  much  goods  laid  up  for  many  years. 

Take  thine  eafe,  eat,  drink,  and  be  merry. 

But  God  faid  unto  him.  Thou  fool,  this 
night  thy  foul  lhall  be  required  of  thee  j 
then  whofe  lhall  thofe  things  be  which  thou 
hall  provided  ? So  is  he  that  layeth  up  trea- 
fure  for  himfelf,  and  is  not  rich  towards  God.  seeMat. 
And  he  faid  to  his  difciples.  Seek  not  ye,  6.  24  to 
therefore,  what  ye  lhall  eat  or  what  ye  fliall  34- 
drink;  and  be  not  of  doubtful  mind:  for 
all  thefe  things  do  the  nations  of  the  world 

feek 
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Luke  feek  after,  and  your  Father  knoweth  that  ye 
12.  30.  have  need  of  all  thefe  things.  But  rather 
feek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  all  thefe 
things  fhall  be  added  unto  you.  Fear  not, 
little  flock  j for  it  is  your  Father’s  good 
pleafure  to  give  you  the  kingdom.  Sell  what 
ye  have,  and  give  alms ; provide  yourfelves 
bags  which  wax  not  old ; a treafure  in  the 
heavens  that  never  faileth,  where  no  thief 
approacheth,  neither  moth  corrupteth : for 
where  your  treafure  is,  there  will  your  heart 
be  alfo.  Let  your  loins  be  girded  about, 
and  your  lamps  burning;  and  be  yourfelves 
like  unto  men  waiting  for  their  lord,  when 
he  will  return  from  the  marriage,  that  when 
. he  cometh  and  knocketh,  they  may  open  to 
him  immediately.  Bleffed  are  thofe  fervants, 
whom  the  Lord,  when  he  cometh,  fhall  find 
watching.  Verily,  I fay  unto  you.  That  he 
fhall  gird  himfelf,  and  make  them  fit  down 
to  meat,  and  will  come  forth  and  ferve  them. 
And  if  he  fhall  come  in  the  fecond  watch,  or 
come  in  the  third  watch,  and  find  them  fo, 
bleffed  are  thofe  fervants.  And  this  know,  that 
if  the  houfeholder  had  known  in  what  hour 
the  thief  would  come,  he  would  have  watch- 
ed, and  not  have  fuffered  his  houfe  to  be 
broken  through.  Be  ye  therefore  ready,  for 
the  Son  of  Man  cometh  in  an  hour  when  ye 
think  not. 

Then  Peter  faid  unto  him.  Lord,  fpeakefl 
thou  this  parable  unto  us,  or  even  all  ? And 
the  Lord  replied,  Who  then  is  this  faithful 
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and  wife  fteward,  whom  the  lord  /hall  make  Luke 
ruler  over  his  houfehold,  to  give  them  their  4^* 
portion  of  meat  in  due  feafon  ? BlelTed  is 
that  fervant,  whom  his  lord,  when  he  cometh, 

Ihall  find  fo  doing : of  a truth,  I fay  unto 
you.  That  he  will  make  him  ruler  over  all 
that  he  hath.  But  if  that  fervant  fay  in  his 
heart.  My  lord  delayeth  his  coming,  and 
fhall  begin  to  beat  the  men-fervants  and 
maidens,  to  eat,  and  drink,  and  to  be 
drunken : the  lord  of  that  fervant  will  come 
in  a day  when  he  looketh  not  for  him,  and 
at  an  hour  when  he  is  not  aware,  and  will 
feparate  him,  and  will  appoint  him  his  por- 
tion with  the  unfaithful.  And  that  fervant 
who  knev/  his  lord’s  will,  and  prepared  not 
himfelf,  neither  did  according  to  his  will, 
fhall  be  beaten  with  many  flripes  : but  he 
that  knoweth  not,  and  did  commit  things 
worthy  of  flripes,  fhall  be  beaten  with  few : 
for  unto  whomfoever  much  is  given,  of  him 
fhall  be  much  required.  And  to  whom  men 
have  committed  much,  of  him  they  will  aflc 
the  more. 

And  he  faid  alfo  to  the  people.  When  ye 
fee  a cloud  rife  out  of  the  weft,  ftraightway 
ye  fay.  There  cometh  a fhower;  and  fo  it  is. 

And  when  ye  fee  the  fouth  wind  blow,  ye 
fay.  There  will  be  heat ; and  it  cometh  to 
pafs.  Hypocrites  ! ye  can  difcern  the  face 
of  the  fky  and  the  earth,  but  how  is  it  that 
ye  do  not  difcern  this  time  ? Yea,  and  why 
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even  of  yourfelves  judge  ye  not  what  is 
right. 

There  were  prefen t,  at  that  feafon,  fome 
that  told  him  of  the  Galileans,  whofe  blood 
Pilate  had  mingled  with  their  facrifices.  And 
Jefus  anfwering,  faid  to  them,  Suppofe  ye 
that  thefe  Galileans  were  finners  above  all  the 
Galileans,  becaufe  they  fufferedfuch  things? 
I tell  you.  Nay,  but  except  ye  repent,  ye 
fhall  all  likewife  perifli.  Or  thofe  eighteen 
on  whom  the  tower  in  Siloam  fell  and  flew 
them:  think  ye  that  thefe  were  finners  above 
all  men  that  dwelt  in  Jerufalem  ? I tell  you. 
Nay,  but  except  ye  repent,  ye  fliall  all  like- 
wife perifla. 

He  fpake  alfo  this  parable,  A certain  man 
had  a fig-tree  planted  in  his  vineyard,  and  he 
came  and  fought  fruit  on  it,  and  found  none. 
Then  faid  he,  to  the  drelTer  of  his  vineyard. 
Behold  thefe  three  years  I come  feeking  fruit 
on  this  fig-tree,  and  find  none:  cut  it  down, 
why  cumbereth  it  the  ground  ? And  he  an- 
fwering, faid  to  him.  Lord,  let  it  alone  this 
year  alfo,  till  I lhall  dig  about  it,  and  dung  it, 
and  if  it  bear  fruit,  (well)  and  if  not,  then, 
after  that,  thou  flialt  cut  it  down. 

And  he  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  fyna- 
gogues  on  the  fabbath.  And  behold  there 
was  a woman  who  had  a fpirit  of  infirmity 
eighteen  years;  and  fhe  was  bowed  together, 
and  could  in  no  wife  lift  herfelf  up.  And 
when  Jefus  faw  her,  he  called  her  to  him, 
and  faid,  W oman,  thou  art  loofed  from  thine 
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infirmity.  And  he  laid  his  hands  upon  her,  Luke 
and  immediately  £he  was  made  ftraight,  and  *3* 
glorified  God.  But  the  ruler  of  the  fynagogue 
anfwered  with  indignation,  becaufe  that 
Jefus  healed  on  the  fabbath-day,  and  faid  unto 
the  people.  There  are  fix  days  in  which  men 
ought  to  work:  in  them,  therefore,  come 
and  be  healed,  and  not  on  the  labbath-day. 

The  Lord  then  anfwered  him,  and  faid. 

Thou  hypocrite  * doth  not  each  one  of  you 
on  the  fabbath  loofe  his  ox  or  his  afs  from 
the  ftall,  and  lead  him  out  to  watering.^ 

And  ought  not  this  woman,  being  a daugh- 
ter of  Abraham,  whom  Satan  hath  bound,  lo, 
thefe  eighteen  years,  be  loofed  from  this 
bond  on  the  fabbath-day.? 


CHAP.  XIL 

J E S U S on  his  Way  to  the  Feaft  of  Dedica- 
tion, pafles  through  many  Cities  and  Vil- 
lages, teaching  the  People  in  Parables. 

Goes  by  Samaria  and  Bethany  to  Jerufalem. 

An  D he  went  through  the  cities  Luke 

and  villages,  teaching,  and  journey-  13.  272; 
ing  towards  Jerufalem.  Then  faid  one 
unto  him.  Lord,  are  there  few  that  be  faved? 

He  faid  unto  them.  Strive  to  enter  in  at 
the  ftraight  gate  : for  many,  I fay  unto  you, 
will  feek  to  enter  in,  and  fhall  not  be  able. 

When  once  the  mafter  of  the  houfe  is  rifen 
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Luke  up,  and  hath  fliut  to  the  door,  and  ye  begin 

*3?  25.  to  ftand  without,  and  to  knock  at  the  door, 
faying.  Lord,  Lord,  open  unto  us ; and  he 
fhall  anfwer,  and  fay  unto  you,  I know  ygu 
not  whence  ye  are : then  /hall  ye  begin  to 
fay.  We  have  eaten  and  drunk  in  thy  prefence, 
and  thou  haft  taught  in  our  ftreets.  But  he 
fhall  fay,  I tell  you,  I know  you  not  whence 
ye  are ; depart  from  me,  all  ye  workers  of 
iniquity.  There  fhall  be  weeping  and  gnafh- 
ing  of  teeth,  when  ye  fhall  fee  Abraham, 
and  Ifaac,  and  Jacob,  and  all  the  prophets  in 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  you  yourfelves 
thruft  out.  And  they  fliall  come  from  the 
eaft,  and  from  the  well,  and  from  the  north, 
and  from  the  fouth,  and  fhall  fit  down  in 
the  kingdom  of  God.  And  behold,  there 
are  laft  which  fhall  be  firft,  and  there  are  firfl 
which  fhall  be  laft. 

The  fame  day  there  came  certain  of  the 
Pharifees,  faying  unto  him.  Get  thee  out  and 
depart  hence:  for  Herod  will  kill  thee.  And 
he  faid  unto  them.  Go  ye,  and  tell  that  fox. 
Behold,  I call  out  demons,  and  I do  cures  to- 
day and  to-morrow,  and  the  third  day  I fhall 
be  perfedled.  Neverthelefs,  I mufl  walk  to- 
day and  to-morrow,  and  the  day  following : 
for  it  cannot  be  that  a prophet  perifh  out  of 
Jerufalem.  O Jerufalem,  Jerufalem,  which 
killefl  the  prophets,  and  ftonefl  them  that 
are  fent  unto  thee : how  often  would  I have 
gathered  thy  children  together,  as  a hen  doth 
gather  her  brood  under  her  wings,  and  ye 
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would  not?  Behold,  your  houfe  is  left  untoL^he 
you  defolate:  and  verily  I fay  unto  you,  ye  *3*  35* 
lhall  not  fee  me,  until  the  time  come  when 
ye  Avail  fay,  BlelTed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord. 

And  it  came  to  pafs,  as  he  went  into  the  Luke 
houfe  of  one  of  the  chief  Pharifees  to  eat  14.  i. 
bread  on  the  fabbath-day,  that  they  watched 
him.  And  behold,  there  was  a certain  man  > 
before  him  who  had  the  dropfy.  And  Jefus 
anfwering,  fpake  unto  the  lawyers  and  Pha- 
rifees, faying.  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the 
fabbath-day  ? And  they  held  their  peace. 

And  he  took  him  and  healed  him,  and  let 
him  go:  and  anfwered  them,  faying,  Which 
of  you  fhall  have  an  afs  or  an  ox  fall  into  a 
pit,  and  will  not  ftraightway  pull  him  out  on 
the  fabbath-dav?  And  they  could  not  anfwer 
him  again  to  thefe  things. 

And  he  put  forth  a parable  to  thofe  who 
were  bidden,  when  he  marked  how  they 
chofe  out  the  chief  feats ; faying  unto  them. 

When  thou  art  bidden  of  any  man  to  awed- 
ding,  ft  not  down  in  the  higheft  feat : left 
a more  honourable  man  than  thou  be  bidden 
of  him ; and  he  that  bade  thee  and  him, 
come  and  fay  to  thee.  Give  this  man  place; 
and  thou  begin  with  ftiame  to  take  the  loweft 
place.  But  when  thou  art  bidden,  go  and 
lit  down  in  the  loweft  place ; that  when  he 
that  bade  thee  cometh,  he  may  fay  unto  thee. 

Friend,  go  up  higher:  then  fralt  thou  have 
worfhip  in  the  prefence  of  them  that  ft  at 
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Luke  meat  with  thee.  For  whofoever  exalteth 
14.  1 1,  himfelf,  fliall  be  abafed ; and  he  that  humbleth 
himfelf,  fliall  be  exalted. 

Then  faid  he  alfo  to  him  that  bade  him. 
When  thou  makeft  a dinner  or  a fupper,  call 
not  thy  friends,  nor  thy  brethren,  neither 
thy  kinfmen,  nor  thy  rich  neighbours  ; left 
they  alfo  bid  thee  again,  and  a recompence  be 
made  thee.  But  when  thou  makeft  a feaft, 
call  the  poor,  the  maimed,  the  lame,  the 
blind  : and  thou  ftialt  be  bleffed ; for  they 
cannot  recompence  thee  : for  thou  flialt  be 
recompenfed  at  the  refurredion  of  the  juft. 

And  when  one  of  them  that  fat  at  meat 
with  him,  heard  thefe  things,  he  faid  unto 
him,  BlelTed  is  he  that  fhall  eat  bread  in  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Then  faid  he  unto  him, 
A certain  man  made  a great  fupper,  and  bade 
many : and  lent  his  fervant  at  fupper- time, 
to  fay  to  them  that  were  bidden.  Come,  for 
all  things  are  now  ready.  And  they  all  with 
one  confent  began  to  make  excufe.  The  lirft 
faid  unto  him,  I have  bought  a piece  of 
ground,  and  I muft  needs  go  and  fee  it : I 
pray  thee  have  me  excufed.  And  another 
laid,  I have  bought  live  yoke  of  oxen,  and 
I go  to  prove  them : I pray  thee  have  me  ex- 
cufed. And  another  faid,  I have  married  a 
wife,  and  therefore  I cannot  come.  So  that 
fervant  came,  and  Ihewed  his  lord  thefe 
things.  Then  the  mafter  of  the  houle  being 
angry,  faid  to  his  fervant.  Go  out  quickly 
into  the  directs  and  lanes  of  the  city,  and 
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bring  in  hither  the  poor,  and  the  maimed,  Luke 
and  the  halt,  and  the  blind.  And  the  fervant 
laid.  Lord,  it  is  done  as  thou  haft  command- 
ed, and  yet  there  is  room.  And  the  lord  faid 
unto  the  fervant.  Go  out  into  the  highways 
and  hedges,  and  compel  them  to  come  in, 
that  my  houfe  may  be  filled.  For  I fay  unto 
you,  that  none  of  thofe  men  which  were 
bidden  fiiall  tafte  of  my  fupper. 

And  there  went  great  multitudes  with  him : 
and  he  turned,  and  faid  unto  them.  If  any 
man  come  to  me,  and  hate  not  his  father, 
and  mother,  and  wife,  and  children,  and 
brethren,  and  fifters,  yea,  and  his  own  life 
alfo,  he  cannot  be  my  difciple.  And  whofo- 
ever  doth  not  bear  his  crofs,  and  come  after 
me,  cannot  be  my  difciple.  For  which  of 
you  intending  to  build  a tower,  fitteth  not 
down  firft,  and  counteth  the  coft,  whether 
he  have  fufficient  to  finifli  it?  Left  haply  after 
he  hath  laid  the  foundation,  and  is  not  able 
to  finifti  it,  all  that  behold  it,  begin  to 
mock  him.  Saying,  This  man  began  to  build, 
and  was  not  able  to  finifti.  Or  what  king 
going  to  make  war  againft  another  king, 
fitteth  not  down  firft,  and  confulteth  whether 
he  be  able  with  ten  thoufand  to  meet  him  that 
cometh  againft  him  with  twenty  thoufand  ? 

Or  elfe,  while  the  other  is  yet  a great  way  off, 
he  fendeth  an  ambaffage,  and  defireth  condi- 
tions of  peace.  So  likewife,  whofoever  he 
be  of  you  that  forfaketh  not  all  that  he  hath, 
he  cannot  be  my  difciple*  Salt  is  good ; 
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Luke  but  if  the  fait  have  loft  its  favour,  where- 
14*  with  fhall  it  be  feafoned  ? It  is  neither  fit 
for  the  land,  nor  yet  for  the  dunghill;  but 
men  caft  it  out.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear, 
let  him  hear. 

Luke  Then  drew  near  unto  him  all  the  publicans 
15*  and  finners  for  to  hear  him.  And  the  Pha- 
rifees  and  Scribes  murmured,  faying.  This 
man  receiveth  finners,  and  eateth  with  them. 
And*he  fpake  this  parable  unto  them,  faying. 
What  woman  having  ten  pieces  of  filver,  if 
fhe  lofe  one  piece,  doth  not  light  a candle, 
and  fweep  the  houfe,  and  feek  diligently  till 
file  find  it?  And  when  fhe  hath  found  it,  fhe 
calleth  her  friends  and  her  neighbours  toge- 
ther, faying.  Rejoice  with  me,  for  I have 
found  the  piece  which  I had  loft.  Likewife, 
I fay  unto  you.  There  is  joy  in  the  prefence 
of  the  angel?  of  God  over  one  finner  that 
repenteth. 

And  he  faid,  A certain  man  had  two  fons ; 
and  the  younger  of  them  faid  to  his  father. 
Father,  give  me  the  portion  of  goods  that 
falieth  to  me.  And  he  divided  unto  them  his 
living.  And  not  many  days  after,  the 
younger  fon  gathered  all  together,  and  took 
his  journey  into  a far  country,  and  there 
wafted  his  fubftance  with  riotous  living. 
And  when  he  had  fpent  all,  there  arofe  a 
mighty  famine  in  that  land ; and  he  began 
to  be  in  want.  And  he  went  and  joined 
himfelf  to  a citizen  of  that  country;  and 
he  fent  him  into  his  fields  to  feed  fwine,  And 
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he  would  fain  have  filled  his  belly  with  the  Luke 
hufks*  that  the  fwine  did  eat:  and  no  man  15* 
gave  unto  him.  And  when  he  came  to  him- 
felf,  he  faid.  How  many  hired  fervants  of 
my  father’s  have  bread  enough,  and  to  fpare, 
and  I perifii  with  hunger ! I will  arife  and  go 
to  my  father,  and  will  fay  unto  him.  Father, 

I have  finned  againft  heaven,  and  before  thee, 
and  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  fon : 
make  me  as  one  of  thy  hired  fervants.  And 
he  arofe,  and  came  to  his  father.  But  when 
he  was  yet  a great  way  off,  his  father  faw  him, 
and  had  compaffion,  and  ran  and  fell  on  his 
neck,  and  killed  him.  And  the  fon  faid  unto 
him.  Father,  I have  finned  againft  heaven, 
and  in  thy  fight,  and  am  no  more  worthy  to 
be  called  thy  fon.  But  the  father  faid  to  his 
fervants.  Bring  forth  the  beft  robe,  and  put  it 
on  him,  and  put  a ring  on  his  hand,  and 
fhoes  on  his  feet.  And  bring  hither  the 
fatted  calf,  and  kill  it;  and  let  us  eat  and 
be  merry:  for  this  my  fon  was  dead,  and 
is  alive  again ; he  was  loft,  and  is  found. 

And  they  began  to  be  merry.  Now  his  elder 
fon  was  in  the  field : and  as  he  came  and 
drew  nigh  to  the  houfe,  he  heard  mufick 
and  dancing.  And  he  called  one  of  the  fer- 
vants, and  alked  what  thefe  things  meant, 

* KsfitJ/A,  the  pods  of  the  fweet-bean  or  carob-tree  (Cera-, 
tonia  filiqua,  Lin.)  which  were  ufed  for  food  by  the  poorer  fort 
of  people,  and  the  refufe  given  to  the  hogs.  The  Germans  call 
this  plant  Joan’s  Brot,  from  an  opinion  entertained  by  fome, 
without  much  foundation,  that  it  fupplied  John  the  flaptift 
with  food  in  the  wildernefs. 
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Luke  And  he  faid  unto  him.  Thy  brother  is  come; 

15*  ^7’  and  thy  father  hath  killed  the  fatted  calf, 
becaufe  he  hath  received  him  fafe  and  found. 
And  he  was  angry,  and  would  not  go  in  : 
therefore  came  his  father  out,  and  intreated 
him. ' And  he  anfwering  faid  to  his  father, 
Lo,  thefe  many  years  do  I ferve  thee,  neither 
tranfgreffed  I at  any  time  thy  commandment, 
and  yet  thou  never  gaveft  me  a kid,  that  I 
might  make  merry  with  my  friends ; but  as 
foon  as  this  thy  fon  was  come,  who  hath 
devoured  thy  livjng  with  harlots,  thou  haft 
killed  for  him  the  fatted  calf.  And  he  faid 
unto  him.  Son,  thou  art  ever  with  me,  and  all 
that  I have  is  thine.  It  was  meet  that  we 
Ihould  make  merry,  and  be  glad : for  this 
thy  brother  was  dead,  and  is  alive  again ; and 
was  loft,  and  is  found. 

Luke  And  he  faid  alfo  unto  his  difciples.  There 

i6.  I.  was  a certain  rich  man  who  had  a fteward; 
and  the  fame  was  accufed  unto  him,  that  he 
had  wafted  his  goods.  And  he  called  him, 
and  faid  unto  him.  How  is  it  that  I hear  this 
of  thee  ? Give  an  account  of  thy  ftewardfhip : 
for  thou  mayeft  be  no  longer  fteward.  Then 
the  fteward  faid  within  himfelf,  What  fliall 
I do  ? for  my  lord  taketh  away  from  me  the 
ftewardfliip : I cannot  dig,  to  beg  I am 
aftiamed.  I am  refolved  what  to  do,  that 
when  I am  put  out  of  the  ftewardfhip,  they 
may  receive  me  into  their  houfes.  So  he 
called  every  one  of  his  lords  debtors  unto  him, 
and  faid  unto  the  firft.  How  much  oweft  thou 
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unto  my  lord  ? And  he  faid,  An  hundred  Luke 
meafures  of  oil.  And  he  faid  unto  him,  ^ 
Take  thy  bill,  and  fit  down  quickly,  and 
write  fifty.  Then  faid  he  to  another,  And 
how  much  owed  thou  ? And  he  faid.  An 
hundred  meafures  of  wheat.  And  he  faid 
unto  him.  Take  thy  bill,  and  write  four-, 
fcore.  And  the  lord  commended  the  unjuft 
fteward,  becaufe  he  had  done  wifely : for  the 
children  of  this  world  are  in  their  generation 
wifer  than  the^children  of  light.  And  I fay 
unto  you.  Make  to  yourfelves  friends  by  the 
mammon  of  ^unrighteoufnefsj  that  when  ye 
fail  they  may  receive  you  into  everlafting 
habitations.  He  that  is  faithful  in  that 
which  is  leaft,  is  faithful  alfo  in  much:  and 
he  that  is  unjuft  in  the  leaft,  is  unjuft  alfo  in 
much.  If  therefore  ye  have  not  been  faith- 
ful in  the  unrighteous  mammon,  who  will 
commit  to  your  truft  the  true  riches  ? And 
if  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  that  which  is 
another  man’s,  who  ftiall  give  you  that  which 
is  your  own  ? No  fervant  can  ferve  two 
mafters  : for  either  he  will  hate  the  one, 
and  love  the  other ; or  elfe  he  will  hold  to 
the  one,  and  defpife  the  other.  Ye  cannot 
ferve  God  and  mammon. 

And  the  Pharifees  alfo  who  were  covetous, 
heard  all  thefe  things : and  they  derided  him. 

* The  fenfe  is,  Bv  a proper  ufe  and  dUlribution  of  the 
riches  ye  poffefs  in  this  world,  endeavour  to  obtain  the  favour 
and  approbation  of  God,  that  hereafter  ye  maybe  received 
into  the  manfions  of  everlafting  happinefs.

And  he  faid  unto  them.  Ye  are  they  who 
5*  juftify  yourfelves  before  men ; but  God 
knoweth  your  hearts : for  that  which  is 
highly  efteemed  among  men  is  abomina- 
tion in  the  light  of  God. 

There  was  a certain  rich  man,  who  was 
clothed  in  purple  and  fine  ^ linen,  and  fared 
fumptuoufly  every  day.  And  there  was  a 
certain  beggar  named  Lazarus,  who  was 
laid  at  his  gate,  full  of  fores,  and  defiring  to 
be  fed  with  the  crumbs  which  fell  from  the 
rich  man’s  table : moreover,  the  dogs  came 
and  licked  his  fores.  And  it  came  to  pafs 
that  the  beggar  died,  and  was  carried  by  the 
angels  into  Abraham’s  bofom  : and  the  rich 


* BylTus,  filk ; this  Is  faid  to  be  a fpecles  of  linum  or  flax, 
by  the  Jevvifh  commentators,  and  by  Pliny,  who  tells  us, 
that  the  chief  of  all  linums,  is  the  linum  byffinum,  growing 
near  Elis,  which  was  in  great  efteem  among  the  ladies,  and 
fold  at  an  extravagant  price. 

Perhaps  the  plant  was  not  really  a linum,  but  only  had  a 
general  refemblance,  or  is  fo  called,  becaufe  the  produce  was 
collefled  and  wrought  in  the  fame  manner  as  flax  ; for  Pau- 
fanias  makes  a diftinftion  betwixt  them,  Eliac.  i.  “ The  foil 
of  Elis  is  proper  for  producing  fruits,  &c.  and  efpecially  the 
byfl'us.  They  fow  there  hemp,  flax,  and  byflus  : this  byflus 
in  finenefs  is  not  inferior  to  that  of  the  Hebrews,  but  not  like 
it,  yellow.”  And  it  may  be  further  obferved,  that  other 
vegetable  produftions  are  called  Byflus,  befides  this  prepared 
from  linum  byflinum  ; Philoftratus  fays  of  the  Indian  byfl'us, 
that  it  is  got  from  a tree  refembling  the  poplar  in  fize,  and  the 
willow  in  its  leaf.  In  vit.  Appol.  2.  20.  This  may  be  the 
Bombax.  gen.  580.  of  Lin.  from  the  fruit  of  which  is  obtain 
cd  a fllken  down  furrounding  the  feeds.  Some  think  the 
byflus  is  the  xylum  or  cotton-tree  of  Egypt,  but  Pliny  again, 
diftinguiflies  the  linum  byflinum  from  the  xylinum. 

The  bylTus  was  only  worn  by  the  prielts  or  people  of  the 
firft  confequence  j and  was  looked  pn  as  a regal  drefs,  when 
died  purple. 


ruan 
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man  alfo  died,  and  was  buried.  And  in  hades  Luke 
he  lift  up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments,  and  16.  23. 
feeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus  in  his 
bofom.  And  he  cried,  and  faid.  Father 
Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me,  and  fend  La- 
zarus, that  he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger 
in  water,  and  cool  my  tongue ; for  I am  tor- 
mented in  this  flame.  But  Abraham  faid.  Son, 
remember  that  thou  in  thy  life-time  receiv- 
edfl  thy  good  things,  and  likewife  Lazarus 
evil  things : but  now  he  is  comforted,  and 
thou  art  tormented.  And  befides  all  this, 
between  us  and  you  there  is  a great  gulf 
fixed  : fo  that  they  which  would  pafs  from 
hence  to  you,  cannot  j neither  can  they  pafs 
to  us,  that  would  come  from  thence.  Then 
he  faid,  I pray  thee  therefore,  father,  that 
thou  wouldfl  fend  him  to  my  father  s houfe: 
for  I have  five  brethren,  that  he  may  teflify 
unto  them,  left  they  alfo  come  into  this  place 
of  torment.  Abraham  faith  unto  him.  They 
have  Mofes  and  the  prophets;  let  them  hear 
them.  And  he  faid.  Nay,  father  Abraham: 
but  if  one  went  unto  them  from  the  dead, 
they  will  repent.  And  he  faid  unto  him. 

If  they  hear  not  Mofes  and  the  prophets, 
neither  will  they  be  perfuaded,  though  one 
jrofe  from  the  dead. 

And  the  apoftles  faid  unto  the  Lord,  In-  Luke 
creafe  our  faith.  And  the  Lord  faid.  If  ye  17.  5. 
had  faith  as  a grain  of  muftard-feed,  ye  might 
fay  unto  this  fycapaine-tree.  Be  thou  plucked 
up  by  the  root,  and  be  thou  planted  in  the 
^ fea; 
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Luke  fea  j and  it  Ihould  obey  you.  But  which  of 

*7-  7-  you  having  a fervant  plowing,  or  feeding 
cattle,  will  fay  unto  him  by  and  by,  when 
he  is  come  from  the  field.  Go  and  fit  down 
tc  meat?  'And  will  not  rather  fay  unto  him. 
Make  ready  wherewith  I may  fup,  and  gird 
thyfelf,  and  ferve  me,  till  I have  eaten  and 
drunken  ; and  afterwards  thou  (halt  eat  and 
drink  ? Doth  he  thank  that  fervant,  becaufe 
he  did  the  things  that  were  commanded  him? 
I trow  not.  So  likewife  ye,  when  ye  fiiall 
have  done  all  thofe  things  which  are  com- 
manded you,  fay.  We  are  unprofitable  fer- 
vants : w'e  have  done  that  which  was  our  duty 
to  do. 

And  it  came  to  pafs,  as  he  went  tojerufa- 
lem,  that  he  pafied  through  between  Samaria 
and  Galilee,  And  as  he  entered  into  a certain 
village,  there  met  him  ten  men  that  were 
lepers,  who  ftood  afar  off : and  they  lifted 
up  their  voices,  and  faid,  Jefus,  Mafter,  have 
mercy  on  us.  And  when  he  faw  them,  he 
faid  unto  them.  Go  fhew  yourfelves  unto  the 
prieils.  And  it  came  to  pafs,  that  as  they 
went,  they  were  cleanfed.  And  one  of  them 
when  he  faw  that  he  was  healed,  turned  back, 
and  with  a loud  voice  glorified  God,  and  fell 
down  on  his  facej  at  his  feet,  giving  him 
thanks : and  he  was  a Samaritan.  And  Jefus 
anfwering,  faid.  Were  there  not  ten  cleanfed  ? 
but  where  are  the  nine?  There  are  not  found 
that  returned  to  give  glory  to  God,  fave  this 

fi;ranger. 
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ilranger.  And  he  faid  unto  him,  Arife,  go  Luke 
thy  way;  thy  faith  hath  made  the  whole.  17- 
And  when  he  was  demanded  of  the  Phari-» 
fees,  when  the  kingdom  of  God  lliould  come; 
he  anfwered  them,  and  faid.  The  kingdom  of 
God  cometh  not  with  obfervation.  Neither 
Ihall  they  fay,  Lo  here,  or,  lo  there:  for  be- 
hold, the  kingdom  of  God  is  within  you. 

And  he  faid  unto  the  difciples.  The  days  will 
come,  when  ye  fhall  defire  to  fee  one  of  the 
days  of  the  Son  of  Man,  and  ye  lhall  not  fee  it. 

And  they  fhall  fay  to  you.  See  here,  or,  fee 
there : go  not  after  them,  nor  follow  them. 

For  as  the  lightning  that  lighteneth  out  of 
the  one  part  under  heaven,  (hineth  unto  the 
other  part  under  heaven  : fo  fhall  alfo  the 
Son  of  Man  be  in  his  day.  But  firft  muft  he 
fuffer  many  things,  and  be  rejected  of  this 
generation.  And  as  it  was  in  the  days  of 
Noe,  fo  fhall  it  be  alfo  in  the  days  of  the 
Son  of  Man.  They  did  eat,  they  drank,  they 
married  wives,  they  were  given  in  marriage, 
until  the  day  that  Noe  entered  into  the  ark: 
and  the  flood  came  and  deftroyed  them  all. 
Likewife  alfo  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Lot, 
they  did  eat,  they  drank,  they  bought,  they 
fold,  they  planted,  they  builded:  but  the 
fame  day  that  Lot  went  out  of  Sodom,  it 
rained  fire  and  brimflone  from  heaven,  and 
deftroyed  them  all : even  thus  fhall  it  be  in 
the  day  when  the  Son  of  Man  is  revealed. 

In  that  day,  he  who  fhall  be  upon  tho 
houfe-top,  and  his  fluff  in  the  houfe,  let  him 

not 
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Luke  not  come  down  to  take  it  away : and  he  that 

>7*  3**  is  in  the  field,  let  him  likewife  not  return 
back.  Remember  Lot’s  wife.  Whofoever 
fhall  feek  to  fave  his  life,  fliall  lofe  it : and 
whofoever  fhall  lofe  his  life,  fhall  preferve 
it.  I tell  you,  in  that  night  there  fhall  be 
two  men  in  one  bed ; the  one  fliall  be  taken, 
and  the  other  fhall  be  left.  Two  women 
fhall  be  grinding  together;  the  one  fhall  be 
taken,  and  the  other  left.  Two  men  fhall  be 
in  the  field ; the  one  fhall  be  taken,  and  the 
other  left.  And  they  anfwered,  and  faid  unto 
him.  Where,  Lord?  And  he  faid  unto  them, 
Wherefoever  the  body  is,  thither  will  the 
eagles  be  gathered  together. 

Luke  And  he  fpake  a parable  unto  them,  to  this 
end,  that  men  ought  always  to  pray,  and 
not  to  faint ; faying.  There  was  in  a city  a 
judge,  who  feared  not  God,  neither  re- 
garded man.  And  there  was  a widow  in 
that  city,  and  fhe  came  unto  him,  faying. 
Avenge  me  of  mine  adverfary.  And  he  would 
not  for  awhile:  but  afterwards  he  faid  within 
himfelf.  Though  I fear  not  God,  nor  regard 
man ; yet  becaufe  this  widow  troubleth  me, 
I will  avenge  her,  left  by  her  continual 
coming  fhe  weary  me.  And  the  Lord  faid. 
Hear  what  the  unjuft  judge  faith.  And  fhall 
not  God  avenge  his  own  eledt,  who  cry 
day  and  night  unto  him,  though  he  bear 
long  with  them?  I tell  you,  that  he  will 
avenge  them  fpeedily.  Neverthelefs,  when 
the  Son  of  Man  cometh,  fhall  he  find  faith 
on  the  earth  ? 


And 
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And  he  fpake  this  parable  unto  cer-  Luke 
tain  that  trailed  in  themfelves,  that  they 
were  righteous,  and  defpifed  others  : Two 
men  went  up  into  the  temple  to  pray ; the 
one  a Pharifee,  and  the  other  a Publican. 

The  Pharifee  ftood  and  prayed  thus  with 
himfelf,  God,  I thank  thee,  that  I am  not 
as  other  men  are,  extortioners,  unjuft,  adul- 
terers, or  even  as  this  publican: — I fall  twice 
in  the  week,  I give  tithes  of  all  that  I polfefs. 

And  the  publican  Handing  afar  off,  would 
not  lift  up  fo  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven, 
but  fmote  upon  his  breaft,  faying,  God  be 
merciful  to  me  a (inner.  I tell  you,  this  man 
went  down  to  his  houfe  juftified  rather  than 
the  other:  for  every  one  that  exalteth  him- 
felf, fhall  be  abafed;  and  he  that  humbleth 
himfelf,  fhall  be  exalted. 

Now  it  came  to  pafs,  as  they  went,  that  Luke 
he  entered  into  a certain  village  : and  a cer-  lO.  38. 
tain  woman  named  Martha,  received  him  into 
her  houfe.  And  fhe  had  a filler  called  Mary, 
who  alfo  fat  at  Jefus  feet,  and  heard  his 
word.  But  Martha  was  cumbered  about  much 
ferving,  and  came  to  him,  and  laid.  Lord,  doH 
thou  not  care  that  my  lifter  hath  left  me  to 
ferve  alone  ? bid  her  therefore  that  Ihe  help 
me.  And  Jefus  anfwered,  and  faid  unto  her, 
Martha,  Martha,  thou  art  careful,  and  trou- 
bled about  many  things:  but  one  thing  is 
needful  j and  Mary  hath  chofen  that  good 
part,  which  lhall  not  be  taken  away  from  her.

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John  And  it  was  at  Jerusalem  the  feaft  of  the 

lo.  22.  dedication,  and  it  was  winter.  And  Jefus 
walked  in  the  temple  in  Solomon’s  porch. 
Then  came  the  Jews  round  about  him,  and 
faid  unto  him.  How  long  doll  thou  make  us 
to  doubt  ? If  thou  be  the  Chrill,  tell  us  plainly. 
Jefus  anfwered  them,  I told  you,  and  ye  be- 
lieved not : the  works  that  I do  in  my  Father’s 
name,  they  bear  witnefs  of  me.  But  ye  be- 
lieve not  ^ becaufe  ye  are  not  of  my  Iheep, 
as  I faid  unto  you.  My  Iheep  hear  my  voice, 
and  I know  them,  and  they  follow  me.  And 
I give  unto  them  eternal  life,  and  they  lhall 
never  perllh,  neither  lhall  any  pluck  them 
out  of  my  hand.  My  Father  which  gave  them 
me,  is  greater  than  all : and  none  is  able  to 
pluck  them  out  of  my  Father’s  hand.  I and 
my  Father  are  one.  Then  the  Jews  took  up 
Hones  again  to  Hone  him.  Jefus  anfwered 
them.  Many  good  works  have  I Ihewn  you 
from  my  Father;  for  which  of  thofe  works 
do  ye  Hone  me  ? The  Jews  anfwered  him, 
faying,  for  a good  work  we  Hone  thee  not ; 
but  for  blafphemy,  and  becaufe  that  thou, 
being  a man,  makeH  thyfelf  God.  - Jefus 
anfwered  them.  Is  it  not  written  in  your  law, 

Pfalm  82.  j “Ye  are  gods  ?”  If  he  called  them  gods. 


* Encjenla.  This  feftival  is  faid  to  be  either  in  comme- 
moration of  the  dedication  of  the  temple  by  Solomon.  i Kings

unto 
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unto  whom  the  word  of  God  came,  and  the  John 
fcripture  cannot  be  broken;  fay  ye  of  him,  35* 
whom  the  Father  hath  fandtified,  and  fent 
into  the  world.  Thou  blafphemcft ; becaufe 
I faid,  I am  the  Son  of  God  ? If  I do  not  the 
works  of  my  Father,  believe  me  not.  But  if 
I do,  though  ye  believe  not  me,  believe  the 
works : that  ye  may  know  and  believe  that 
the  Father  is  in  me,  and  I in  him.  There- 
fore they  fought  again  to  take  him : but  he 
efcaped  out  of  their  hand. 


CHAP.  XIII. 

JESUS  teaches  at  Bethabara,  beyond  Jordan. 

Raifes  Lazarus  from  the  Dead.  Retires  into 
the  Wildernefs  of  Ephraim. 

An  D he  departed  again  to  the  borders  John 

of  Judea,  beyond  Jordan,  unto  the  lo.  40. 
place  where  John  was  at  firfl;  baptizing,  and  Mark 
he  abode  there.  And  many  reforted 
him,  arrd  faid,  John  indeed  did  no  miracle  : 
but  all  things  that  John  fpake  of  this  man 
were  true.  And  Jefus,.  as  he  was  wont, 
again  taught  and  healed  them ; and  many 
there  believed  on  him. 

The  Pharifees  alfo  came  unto  him,  and 
afked  him.  Is  it  lawful  for  a man  to  put 
away  his  wife  for  every  caufe?  tempting  him. 

He  anfwered,  and  faid  to  them,  Have  ye  not  . 

L read, 
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Mat.  read,  that  he  who  made  them  at  the  begin- 
19-  4*  ning,  made  them  male  and  female;  and  faid, 
Genef.  2.  “ For  this  caufe  fhall  aman  leave  father  and 
mother,  and  fhall  cleave  to  his  wife,  and  they 
twain  fhall  be  one  flefli:”  wherefore  they  are 
no  longer  twain,  but  one  flefh.  What  there- 
fore God  hath  joined  together,  let  no  man 
put  afunder.  They  fay  to  him.  Why  then  did 
Mofes  command  to  give  a writing  of  divorce- 
ment, and  to  put  her  away  ? He  faith  to 
them,  Mofes,  becaufe  of  the  hardnefs  of 
your  heart,  fuffered  you  to  put  away  your 
wives  : but  from  the  beginning  it  was  not 
fo;  and  I fay  unto  you,  Whofoever  fliall  put 
away  his  wife,  except  for  fornication,  and 
fliall  marry  another,  committeth  adultery; 

• and  whofo  marrieth  her  that  is  put  away 
doth  commit  adultery.  His  difciples  fay  to 
him.  If  the  cafe  of  a man  be  fo  with  his  wife, 
it  is  not  good  to  marry.  But  he  faid  unto 
them.  All  men  cannot  receive  this  faying, 
fave  they  to  whom  it  is  given.  For  there 
are  eunuchs,  who  were  fo  born  from  their 
mother’s  womb ; and  there  are  eunuchs,  who 
were  made  eunuchs  by  men ; and  there  be 
eunuchs,  who  have  made  themfelves  eunuchs 
for  the  kingdom  of  heaven’s  fake.  He 
that  is  able  to  receive  it,  let  him  receive  it. 
Luke  Then  were  brought  unto  him  little  chil- 
18.  15.  dren,  that  he  Ihould  put  his  hands  upon  them, 
and  pray  for  them;  and  the  difciples  rebuked 
thofe  that  brought  them;  but  when  Jefus 

faw 
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faw  it,  he  was  much  difpleafed,  and  faid,  Mark 
Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  14 
and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  fuch  is  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Verily,  I fay  unto  you, 
whofoever  fhall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of 
God  as  a little  child,  he  fliall  not  enter 
therein.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms, 
put  his  hands  upon  them,  and  blelfed  them. 

And  when  he  was  gone  forth  into  the  way, 
there  came  one  running,  and  kneeled  to  him, 
and  afked  him,  Good  Teacher,  what  good 
thing  fhall  I do  that  I may  inherit  eternal 
life  ? And  Jefus  faid  to  him.  Why  called; 
thou  me  good?  there  is  none  good,  but  God 
alone : but  if  thou  wilt  enter  into  life,  keep 
the  commandments.  He  faith  unto  him. 

Which  ? Jefus  faid.  Thou  fhalt  not  commit 
adultery,  thou  flialt  not  kill,  thou  fhalt  not 
fleal,  thou  fhalt  not  bear  falfe  witnefs,  de- 
fraud not,  honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother, 
and  thou  fhalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyfelf. 

The  young  man  faith  to  him.  All  thefe  things 
have  I kept  from  my  youth.  What  lack  I yet  ? 

Jefus,  beholding  him,  loved  him,  and  faid 
to  him.  One  thing  thou  lacked : if  thou 
wilt  be  perfect,  go,  fell  whatfoever  thou  had, 
and  give  to  the  poor,  and  thou  fhalt  have 
treafure  in  heaven;  then  come,  take  up  thy 
crofs,  and  follow  me.  But  when  the  young 
man  heard,  he  was  grieved  at  that  faying, 
and  went  away  forrowful,  for  he  had  great 
podedions.

[ 164  ] Chap.  XIII. 

Mark  And  Jefus  looked  round  about,  and  faid 

10.  23.  to  his  difciples.  How  hardly  fhall  they  that 
have  riches  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  ? 
And  the  difciples  were  aftonifhed  at  his 
words.  But  Jefus  anfwereth  again,  and  faith 
unto  them.  Children,  how  hard  is  it  for 
them  that  truft  in  riches  to  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God  ? It  is  eafier  for  a camel  to 
pafs  through  the  eye  of  a needle  than  for  a 
rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 
And  they  were  aftonifhed  out  of  meafure^ 
faying  among  themfelves.  Who  then  can  be 
faved?  Jefus,  looking  upon  them,  faith.  With 
men  it  is  impoffible,  but  not  with  God; 
for  with  God  all  things  are  poffible.  Then 
Peter  began  to  fay  unto  him,  Lo,  we  have 
left  all,  and  have  followed  thee ; what  fhall 
we  have  therefore  ? And  Jefus  faid  unto  them. 
Verily,  I fay  unto  you.  That  ye  who  have 
followed  me,  in  the  regeneration  when  the 
Son  of  Man  fhall  fit  on  his  own  throne  of  glory, 
ye  fliall  alfo  lit  upon  twelve  thrones,  judging 
the  twelve  tribes  of  Ifrael.  And  every  one 
that  hath  forfaken  houfe,  or  brethren,  or 
lifters,  or  father,  or  mother,  or  wife,  or 
children,  or  lands,  for  the  fake  of  me  and 
the  gofpel,  fhall  receive  an  hundred  fold, 
now,  in  this  time,  houfes,  and  brethren,  and 
lifters,  and  mothers,  and  children,  and  lands, 
after  perfecution,  and  in  the  ages  to  come, 
life  eternal.  But  many  that  are  firft  lhall  be 
laft,  and  the  laft  lhall  be  firft. 


For 
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For  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a Mat. 

. houfeholder,  who  went  out  early  in  the  morn-  20.  i . 
ing  to  hire  labourers  into  his  vineyard,  and 
having  agreed  with  the  workmen  for  a ^de-  * Eight 
narius  a day,  he  fent  them  into  his  vineyard. 

And  he  went  out  about  the  third  hour,  and 
faw  others  ftanding  idle  in  the  market-place, 
and  faid  unto  them.  Go  ye  alfo  into  the  vine- 
yard, and  whatfoever  is  right  I will  give  to 
you  j and  they  went  their  way.  Again,  he 
went  out  about  the  fixth  and  ninth  hour,  and 
did  in  like  manner.  And  about  the  eleventh 
hour  he  went  out,  and  found  others  ftanding 
idle,  and  faith  unto  them.  Why  ftand  ye  here 
all  the  day  idle  ? They  fay  to  him,  Becaufe 
no  man  hath  hired  us.  He  faith  to  them. 

Go  ye  alfo  into  the  vineyard,  and  whatfoever 
is  right,  that  ftiall  ye  receive.  So  when  even 
was  come,  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  faith 
to  his  fteward.  Call  the  labourers,  and  give 
them  their  hire,  beginning  from  the  laft  unto 
the  firft.  And  when  they  came  that  were 
hired  about  the  eleventh  hour,  they  received 
every  man  a denarius.  But  when  the  firft 
came,  they  fuppofed  that  they  fliould  receive 
more,  and  they  likewife  received  every  man 
a denarius.  And  when  they  had  received  it, 
they  murmured  againft  the  houfeholder,  fay- 
ing, Thefe  laft  have  wrought  but  one  hour, 
and  thou  haft  made  them  equal  unto  us,  who 
have  borne  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day. 

But  he  anfwered  one  of  them,  and  faid, 
Friend,  I do  thee  no  wrong;  Didft  thou  not 

L 3 agree 
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Mat.  agree  with  me  for  a denarius take  what  is 
20.  13.  thine,  and  go  thy  way;  I will  give  this  laft 
even  as  unto  thee.  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me 
to  do  what  I will  with  mine  own  ? or  is 
thine  eye  evil,  becaufe  I am  good.?  So  the  laft 
fhall  be  firft,  and  the  firft  laft;  for  many  are 
called,  but  few  chofen. 

John  Now  a certain  man  was  fick,  named  Laza- 
II.  I.  rus,  of  Bethany,  the  town  of  Mary  and  her 
lifter  Martha.  (It  was  that  Mary  who  an- 
ointed the  Lord  with  ointment,  and  wiped 
his  feet  with  her  hair,  whofe  brother  Laza- 
rus was  fick).  Therefore  his  lifters  fent  unto 
him,  faying,  Lord,  behold,  he  whom  thou 
loveft,  is  fick.  When  Jefus  heard  that,  he 
faid.  This  ficknefs  is  not  unto  death,  but  for 
the  glory  of  God,  that  the  Son  of  God  might 
be  glorified  thereby.  Now  Jefus  loved  Martha, 
and  her  filler,  and  Lazarus.  When  he  had 
heard  therefore  that  he  was  lick,  he  abode 
two  days  Hill  in  the  fame  place  where  he  was. 
Then  after  that  faith  he  to  his  difciples.  Let 
us  go  into  Judea  again,  His  difciples  fay 
unto  him.  Mailer,  the  Jews  of  late  fought  to 
Hone  thee ; and  goeft  thou  thither  again  ? 
Jefus  anfwered.  Are  there  not  twelve  hours 
in  the  day .?  If  any  man  walk  in  the  day,  he 
ftumbleth  not,  becaufe  he  feeth  the  light  of 
this  world.  But  if  a man  walk  in  the  night, 
he  ftumbleth,  becaufe  tfiere  is  no  light  irt 
him. 

Thefe  things  faid  he : and  after  that, 
he  faith  unto  them.  Our  frieiid  Lazarus 
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fleepeth ; but  I go,  that  I may  awake  him  Joim 
out  of  fleep.  Then  faid  his  difciples.  Lord,  ^ 
if  he  fleep,  he  fhall  do  well.  Howbeit  Jefus 
fpake  of  his  death:  but  they  thought  that  he 
hadfpoken  of  taking  reft  in  fleep.  Then  faid 
Jefus  unto  them  plainly,  Lazarus  is  dead. 

And  I am  glad  for  your  fakes,  that  I was 
not  there,  to  the  intent  that  ye  may  believe; 
neverthelefs,  let  us  go  unto  him.  Then  faid 
Thomas,  who  is  called  Didymus,  unto  his 
' fellow  difciples.  Let  us  alfo  go,  that  we  may 
die  with  him. 

Then  when  Jefus  came,  he  found  that 
he  had  lien  in  the  grave  four  days  already. 

Now  Bethany  was  nigh  unto  Jerufalem, 
about  fifteen  furlongs  off.  And  many  of 
the  Jews  came  to  Martha  and  Mary,  to  com- 
fort them  concerning  their  brother.  Then 
Martha,  as  foon  as  flie  heard  that  Jefus  was 
coming,  went  and  met  him : hut  Mary  fat 
ftill  in  the  houfe.  Then  faid  Martha  unto  . 
Jefus,  Lord,  if  thou  hadft  been  here,  my 
brother  had  not  died.  But  I know,  that  even 
now,  whatfoever  thou  wilt  afk  of  God,  God 
will  give  it  thee.  Jefus  faith  unto  her.  Thy 
brother  fhall  rife  again.  Martha  faith  unto 
him,  I know  that  he  fhall  rife  again  in  the 
refurredlion  at  the  laft  day.  Jefus  faid  unto 
her,  I am  the  refurre(ftion,  and  the  life : 
he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were 
dead,  yet  fhall  he  live ; and  whofoever 
liveth,  and  believeth  in  me,  fhall  never  die. 
Believeft;  thou  this  ? She  faith  unto  him, 
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[ i68  ] Chap.  XIII. 

John  Yea,  Lord,  I believe  that  thou  art  the  Chrift, 
II.  27.  the  Son  of  God,  who  fhould  come  into  the 
world. 

And  when  fhe  had  fo  faid,  fhc  went  her 
way,  and  called  Mary  her  filter  fecretly,  fay- 
ing, The  Teacher  is  come,  and  callethfor  thee. 
As  foon  as  fhe  heard  that,  fhe  arofe  quickly, 
and  came  unto  him.  Now  Jefus  was  not 
yet  come  into  the  town,  but  was  in  that  place 
where  Martha  met  him.  The  Jews  then 
that  were  with  her  in  the  houfe,  and 
comforted  her,  when  they  faw  Mary  that 
fhe  rofe  up  haflily,  and  went  out,  followed 
her,  faying,  She  goeth  unto  the  grave,  to 
weep  there.  Then  when  Mary  was  come 
where  Jefus  was,  and  faw  him,  fhe  fell 
down  at  his  feet,  faying  unto  him,  Lord,  if 
thou  hadft  been  here,  my  brother  had  not 
died. 

When  Jefus  therefore  faw  her  weeping, 

' and  the  Jews  alfo  weeping,  who  came  with 
her,  he  groaned  in  the  fpirit,  and  was 
troubled,  and  faid.  Where  have  ye  laid  him.'* 
They  fay  unto  him,  Lord,  come  and  fee. 
Jefus  wept. — Then  faid  the  Jews,  Behold, 
how  he  loved  him!  And  fome  of  them  faid, 
Gould  not  this  man,  who  opened  the  eyes 
of  the  blind,  have  caufed  that  even  this  man 
fhould  not  have  died  Jefus  therefore  again 
groaning  in  himfelf,  cometh  to  the  grave. 
It  was  a cave,  and  a flone  lay  upon  it. 

Jefus  faid.  Take  ye  away  the  flone.  Martha, 
the  fifler  of  him  that  was  dead,  faith  unto  him. 

Lord, 
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Lord,  by  this  time  he  ftinketh : for  he  hath  John 
been  dead  four  days.  Jefus  faith  unto  her,  n-  39- 
Said  I not  unto  thee,  that  if  thou  wouldft  be- 
lieve, thou  Ihouldft  fee  the  glory  of  God  ? 

Then  they  took  away  the  Hone  from  the  place 
where  the  dead  was  laid.  And  Jefus  lifted  up 
his  eyes,  and  faid,  Father,  I thank  thee  that 
thou  haft  heard  me ; and  1 knew  that  thou 
heareft  me  always : but  becaufe  of  the  peo- 
ple who  ftand  by,  I faid  it,  that  they  may 
believe  that  thou  haft  fent  me.  And  when 
he  had  thus  fpoken,  he  cried  with  a loud 
voice,  Lazarus,  come  forth  ! And  he  that 
was  dead  came  forth,  bound  hand  and  foot 
with  grave-clothes:  and  his  face  was  bound 
about  with  a napkin.  Jefus  faith  unto  them, 

Loofe  him,  and  let  him  go. 

Then  many  of  the  Jews  that  came  to 
Mary,  and  had  feen  the  things  which  Jefus 
did,  believed  on  him.  But  fome  of  them 
went  their  ways  to  the  Pharifees,  and  told 
them  what  things  Jefus  had  done. 

Then  gathered  the  chief  priefts  and  the 
Pharifees  a council,  and  faid.  What  do  we? 
for  this  man  doeth  many  miracles.  If  we 
let  him  thus  alone,  all  men  ,will  believe  on 
him ; and  the  Romans  fliall  come  and  take 
away  both  our  place  and  nation.  And  one 
of  them  named  Caiaphas,  being  the  high 
prieft  that  fame  year,  faid  unto  them.  Ye 
know  nothing  at  all,  nor  conlider  that  it  is 
expedient  for  us,  that  one  man  diould  die  for 
the  people,  and  that  the  whole  nation  perifti 

not. 
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John  not.'  And  this  fpake  he  not  of  himfelf : but 
II*  51- being  high  prieft  that  year,  he  prophefied 
that  Jefus  Ihould  die  for  that  nation  r and  not 
for  that  nation  only,  but  that  alfo  he  fliould 
, gather  together  in  one  the  children  of  God 
that  were  fcattered  abroad.  Then  from  that 
day  forth,  they  took  counfel  together  for  to 
put  him  to  death. 

Jefus  therefore  walked  no  more  openly 
among  the  Jews ; but  went  thence  unto  a 
country  near  to  the  wildernefs,  into  a city 
called  Ephraim,  and  there  continued  with 
his  difciples. 


CHAP.  XIV. 

\ 

JESUS  in  the  Way  to  Jerufalem  foretels 
his  Death,  and  teaches  the  Difciples  not 
to  have  ambitious  Views,  A blind  Man 
' reftored  to  Sight  near  Jericho..  Z A C- 
CHEUS  called.  JESUS  comes  to  Be- 
thany. Makes  a triumphal  Entry  into  Je- 
rufalem, and  teaches  in  the  Temple. 

Mark  the  Jews  pafToverwas  nigh  at  hand  ^ 

10.  and  they  were  in  the  way  going  up  to 

Luke  Jerufalem,  and  Jefus  went  before  them;  and 
3''they  were  amazed,  and  as  they  followed, 
they  were  afraid.  Then  again  he  took  afide 
the  twelve,  and  began  to  tell  them  what 
things  Ihould  happen  unto  him,  faying. 
Behold  we  go  up  to  Jerufalem,  and  all  thing-s 

that 
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that  are  written  by  the  prophets  concerning  Luke 
the  Son  of  Man  fliall  be  accomplilhed,  for  18.  31. 
he  fhall  be  betrayed  unto  the  chief  priefts  and 
feribes ; and  they  fliall  condemn  him  to 
death,  and  fhall  deliver  him  to  the  Gentiles 
to  mock,  and  to  fcourge,  and  to  crucify  him: 
and  the  third  day  he  fhall  rife  again.  And 
they  underflood  none  of  thefe  things  : and 
this  faying  was  hid  from  them,  neither  knew 
they  the  things  which  were  fpoken. 

Then  came  unto  him  the  mother  of  Zebe-  Mat. 
dee’s  children,  worfliipping  him,  and  de-  20.  20. 
firing  a certain  thing  of  him.  And  he  faid  Mark 
unto  her.  What  wilt  thou  ? She  faith  unto  35' 
him.  Grant  that  thefe,  my  two  fons,  may 
fit,  one  on  thy  right  hand,  and  the  other  on 
thy  left  in  thy  kingdom.  But  Jefus  anfwer- 
ed,  and  faid.  Ye  know  not  what  ye  afk:  are 
ye  able  to  drink  of  the  cup  which  I fhall 
drink  of,  and  to  be  baptized  with  the  bap- 
tifm  that  I am  baptized  with?  They  fay  unto 
him.  We  are  able.  And  Jefus  faid  qnto 
them.  Ye  fhall  indeed  drink  of  the  cup  that 
I drink,  and  with  the  baptifm  that  I am 
baptized  withal  fliall  ye  be  baptized:  but  to 
fit  on  my  right  hand  and  on  my  left  is  not 
mine  to  give,  but  it  fhall  be  given  to  them 
for  whom  it  is  prepared  of  my  Father.  And 
when  the  ten  heard  it  they  began  to  be 
moved  with  indignation  againfl  the  two 
brethren.  But  Jefus  called  them  unto  him, 
and  faid.  Ye  know  that  the  princes  of  the 
Gentiles  exercife  dominion  oyer  them,  and 
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Mat.  they  that  are  great  exercife  authority  upon 
20.  25.  them  : but  it  fhall  not  be  Ib  among  you  : 
but  whofoever  will  be  great  among  you,  let 
him  be  your  minifter ; and  whofoever  will 
be  chiefeft  among  you,  let  him  be  fervant  of 
all.  Even  as  the  Son  of  Man  came  not  to 
be  miniftered  unto,  but  to  minifter,  and  to 
give  his  life  a ranfom  for  many. 

Mark  And  they  came  to  Jericho:  and  as  he 
10.  46.  went  out  of  Jericho  with  his  difciples,  and 
a great  number  of  people j blind  Bartimeus, 
Luke  the  fon  of  Timeus,  fat  by  the  highway,  beg- 
18.  35.ging>  and  hearing  the  multitude  pafs  by,  he 
afked  what  it  meant : and  they  told  him, 
thatjefus  of  Nazareth  palfeth  by.  And  he 
cried,  faying,  Jefus,  thou  Son  of  David, 
have  mercy  on  me.  And  they  who  went 
before,  rebuked  him,  that  he  fhould  hold 
his  peace : but  he  cried  fo  much  the  more. 
Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And 
Jefus  ftood  ftill,  and  commanded  him  to  be 
called  : and  they  called  the  blind  man,  fay- 
ing unto  him.  Be  of  good  comfort,  arife, 
he  calleth  thee ; and  he,  calling  away  his 
garment,  arofe,  and  came  to  Jefus.  And 
Jefus  anfwered,  and  faid  unto  him.  What 
wilt  thou  that  I Ihould  do  unto  thee  ? The 
blind  man  faid  unto  him.  Lord,  that  I might 
receive  my  fight.  And  Jefus,  being  moved 
with  compafiion,  touched  his  eyes,  and  faid 
unto  him.  Go  thy  way,  thy  faith  hath  made 
the  whole.  And  immediately  he  received 
his  fight,  and  followed  him,  glorifying  God. 

And 
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And  all  the  people,  when  they  faw  it,  gave 
praife  unto  God. 

And  behold,  there  was  a man  named  Zac-  Luke 
cheus,  who  was  the  chief  among  the  pub-  19.  2. 
licans,  and  he  was  rich.  And  he  fought  to 
fee  Jefus  who  he  was,  and  could  not  for  the 
prefs,  becaufe  he  was  little  of  ftature.  And 
he  ran  before,  and  climbed  up  into  a fyea- 
more-tree  to  fee  him^  for  he  was  to  pafs  that 
way.  And  when  Jefus  came  to  the  place, 
he  looked  up  and  faw  him,  and  faid  unto  him, 
Zaccheus,  make  hafte,  and  come  down ; for 
to  day  I mufl:  abide  at  thy  houfe.  And  he 
made  hafte,  and  came  down,  and  received  him 
joyfully.  And  when  they  faw  it,  they  all 
murmured,  faying.  That  he  was  gone  to  be 
gueft  with  a man  that  is  a {inner.  And 
Zaccheus  flood,  and  faid  unto  the  Lord,  Be- 
hold, Lord,  the  half  of  my  goods  I give  to 
the  poor:  and  if  I have  taken  any  thing  from 
any  man  by  falfe  accufation,  I reflore  him 
four-fold.  And  Jefus  faid  unto  him.  This 
day  is  falvation  come  to  this  houfe,  foraf- 
much  as  he  alfo  is  the  fon  of  Abraham.  For 
the  Son  of  Man  is  come  to  feek  and  to  fave 
that  which  was  loft.  .And  as  they  heard 
thefe  things,  he  added,  and  fpake  a parable, 
becaufe  he  was  nigh  to  Jerufalem,  and  be- 
caufe they  thought  that  the  kingdom  of  God 
fhould  immediately  appear.  He  faid  there- 
fore, A certain  nobleman  went  into  a far 
coutry  to  receive  for  himfelf  a kingdom,  and 
to  return.  And  he  called  his  ten  fervants, 

and 
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Luke  and  delivered  them  ten  pounds,  and  faid 

*9*  *3-  unto  them.  Occupy  till  I come.  But  his 
citizens  hated  him,  and  fent  a meffage  after 
him,  faying.  We  will  not  have  this  man  to 
reign  over  us.  And  it  came  to  pafs  that 
when  he  was  returned,  having  received  the 
kingdom,  then  he  commanded  thefe  fervants 
to  be  called  unto  him,  to  whom  he  had  given 
the  money,  that  he  might  know  how  much 
every  man  had  gained  by  trading.  Then 
came  the  firft,  faying.  Lord,  thy  pound  hath 
gained  ten  pounds.  And  he  faid  unto  him. 
Well,  thou  good  fervant:  becaufe  thou  haft 
been  faithful  in  a very  little,  have  thou  au- 
thority over  ten  cities.  And  the  fecond  came, 
faying.  Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gained  five 
pounds.  And  he  faid  likewife  to  him.  Be 
thou  alfo  over  five  cities.  And  another  came, 
faying.  Lord,  behold,  here  is  thy  pound 
which  I have  kept  laid  up  in  a napkin  : for 
I feared  thee,  becaufc  thou  art  an  auftere  man: 
thou  takeft  up  that  thou  layeft  not  down,  and 
reaped;  that  thou  didft  not  fow.  And  he 
faith  unto  him.  Out  of  thine  own  mouth 
will  I judge  thee,  thou  wicked  fervant.  Thou 
kneweft  that  I was  an  auftere  man,  taking  up 
that  I laid  not  down,  and  reaping  that  I did 
not  fow:  wherefore  then  gaveft  not  thou  my 
money  into  the  bank,  that  at  my  coming  I 
might  have  received  mine  own  with  ufury? 
And  he  faid  unto  them  that  ftood  by.  Take 
from  him  the  pound,  and  give  it  to  him  that 
hath  ten  pounds.  (And  they  faid  unto  him. 

Lord, 
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Lord,  he  hath  ten  pounds).  For  I fay  unto  Luke 
you.  That  unto  every  one  who  hath,  diall  19-  2,^- 
be  given : and  from  him  that  hath  not,  even 
that  he  hath  fhall  be  taken  away  from  him. 

But  thofe  mine  enemies  who  would  not  that 
I Ihould  reign  over  them,  bring  hither,  and 
Hay  them  before  me. 

Now  many  of  the  people  were  gone  out  of  John 
the  country  up  to  Jerufalem,  before  then.  56. 
palTover,  to  purify  themfelves.  Then  fought 
they  for  Jefus,  and  fpake  among  themfelves, 
as  they  flood  in  the  temple.  What  think  ye, 
that  he  will  not  come  to  the  feaft?  And 
both  the  chief  priefls  and  the  Pharifees  had 
given  a commandment,  that  if  any  man  knew 
where  he  were,  he  fliould  fhew  it,  that  they 
might  take  him.  Jefus,  however,  fix  days  be- 
fore the  paffover,  came  to  Bethany,  where 
Lazarus  was,  who  had  been  dead,  whom  he 
raifed  from  the  dead.  Much  people  of  the  John 
Jews  therefore  knew  that  he  was  there;  and  12.  9. 
they  came  not  for  Jefus  fake  only,  but  that 
they  might  fee  Lazarus  alfo,  whom  he  had 
raifed  from  the  dead.  But  the  chief  priefls 
confulted  that  they  might  put  Lazarus  alfo 
to  death ; becaufe,  that  by  reafon  of  him, 
many  of  the  Jews  went  away,  and  believed 
on  Jefus. 

On  the  next  day,  when  they  came  nigh  to  p^^rk 
Jerufalem,  unto  Bethphage  and  Bethany,  at  u,  j. 
the  Mount  of  Olives,  he  fendeth  forth  two  of 
his  difciples,  and  faith  unto  them.  Go  your 
way  into  the  village  over-againft  you,  and  as 

foon 
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Mark  foon  as  ye  be  entered  into  it,  ye  fliall  find  a 
2.  colt  tied,  whereon  never  man  fat;  loofe  him, 
and  bring  him.  And  if  any  man  fay  unto  you. 
Why  do  ye  this  ? Say  ye.  That  the  Lord  hath 
need  of  him ; and  flraightway  he  will  fend  him 
hither.  And  they  went  their  way,  and  found 
the  colt  tied  by  the  door  without,  in  a place 
where  two  ways  met ; and  they  loofe  him. 
And  certain  of  them  that  ftood  there,  faid 
unto  them.  What  do  ye,  loofing  the  colt? 
And  they  faid  unto  them  even  as  Jefus  had 
commanded:  and  they  let  them  go.  And 
they  brought  the  colt  to  Jefus,  and  call:  their 
Mat.  garments  on  him;  and  he  fat  upon  him.  All 
21,  4.  this  was  done,  that  it  might  be  Lilfilled  which 
was  fpoken  by  the  prophet,  faying,  “ Tell  ye 
Zech.  9 the  daughter  of  Sion,  behold  thy  King  com- 
• eth  unto  thee,  meek,  and  fitting  upon  an 

John  afs,  and  a colt,  the  foal  of  an  afs.”  Thefe 

12.  16.  things  underftood  not  his  difciples  at  the 
firft:  but  when  Jefus  was  glorified,  then  re- 
membered they  that  thefe  things  were  written 
of  him,  and  that  they  had  done  thefe  things 
unto  him. 

Luke  And  much  people  that  were  come  to  the 
^9-  37‘feafi:,  when  they  heard  that  Jefus  was  com- 
ing to  Jerufalem,  went  forth  to  meet  him. 
Mat.  and  fpread  their  garments  in  the  way  as  he 
21.  8.  went;  others  cut  down  branches  from  the 
trees,  and  fiirewed  them  in  the  way.  And 
when  he  was  come  nigh,  even  now  at  the 
defcent  of  the  Mount  of  Olives,  the  whole 
multitude  of  the  difciples  began  to  rejoice, 

and

and  praife  God,  with  a loud  voice,  for  all  Luke 
the  mighty  works  that  they  had  feen,  faying,  ‘9*  37 
Hofanna  to  the  Son  of  David,  BlefTed  be  the 
King  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord ! 
BlelTed  be  the  kingdom  of  our  father  David 
that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord ! Peace 
in  heaven,  and  glory  in  the  higheft ! And 
fome  of  the  Pharifees  from  among  the  mul- 
titude faid  unto  him.  Teacher,  rebuke  thy 
difciples.  And  he  anfwered  and  faid  unto 
them,  I tell  you,  that  if  thefe  fliould  hold 
their  peace,  the  Hones  would  immediately 
cry  out.  The  people  alfo  that  was  witlijo^^ 
him  when  he  called  Lazarus  out  of  his  grave,  12.  ly 
and  raifed  him  from  the  dead,  bare  record : 
and  for  this  caufe  the  people  met  him,  be- 
caufe  they  heard  that  he  had  done  this  miracle. 

The  Pharifees  therefore  faid  among  them- 
felves.  Perceive  ye  how  ye  prevail  nothing? 
Behold,  the  world  is  gone  after  him. 

And  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld  the  Luke 
city,  and  wept  over  it,  faying.  If  thou  hadft  19.  41 
known,  even  thou,  at  lead;,  in  this  thy  day, 
the  things  which  belong  to  thy  peace— but 
now  they  are  hid  from  thine  eyes.  For  the 
days  (hall  come  upon  thee,  that  thine  ene- 
mies fball  caft  a trench  about  thee,  and  com- 
pafs  thee  round,  and  keep  thee  in  on  every 
fide,  and  fhall  lay  thee  even  with  the  ground, 
and  thy  children  within  thee  j and  they  flaall 
not  leave  in  thee  one  Hone  upon  another  j be- 
caufe  thou  kneweft  not  the  time  of  thy  vili- 
tation. 
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Mat.  And  when  he  was  come  into  Jerufalem, 
21.  lo. all  the  city  was  moved,  faying,  Who  is  this? 
And  the  multitude  faid.  This  is  Jefus  the 
prophet,  of  Nazareth  of  Galilee. 

Mark  And  Jefus  entered  into  the  temple:  and 
II.  1 1,  when  he  had  looked  round  about  upon  all 
things,  and  now  the  even-tide  was  come, 
he  went  into  Bethany  with  the  twelve.  And 
on  the  morrow,  when  they  were  come  from 
Bethany,  he  was  an  hungred,  and  feeing  a 
fig-tree  afar  off  having  leaves,  he  came,  if 
haply  he  might  find  any  thing  thereon:  and 
when  he  came  to  it,  he  found  nothing  but 
leaves  : for  the  time  of  figs  was  not  yet. 
And  Jefus  anfwered  and  faid  unto  it.  Let  no 
man  eat  fruit  of  thee  hereafter  for  ever. 
And  his  difciples  heard  it. 

And  they  came  to  Jerufalem:  and  Jefus  went 
into  the  temple,  and  began  to  cafh  out  them 
that  fold  and  bought  in  the  temple,  and  over- 
threw the  tables  of  the  money-changers, 
and  the  feats  of  them  that  fold  doves ; and 
would  not  fuffer  that  any  man  Ihould  carry 
any  velfel  through  the  temple.  And  he  taught, 
faying  unto  them.  Is  it  not  written,  myhoufe 
fhall  be  called  of  all  nations,  the  houfe  of 
prayer?  But  ye  have  made  it  a den  of  thieves. 
Mat,  And  when  the  chief  priefts  and  Scribes  faw 
21.  15.  the  wonderful  things  that  he  did,  and  the 
children  crying  in  the  temple,  and  faying, 
Hofanna  to  the  Son  of  David,  they  were 
fore  difpleafed,  and  faid  unto  him,  Hearefi: 
thou  what  thefe  fay?  And  Jefus  faith  unto 

them. 
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them.  Yea,  have  ye  never  read,  “ Out  of 
mouth  of  babes  and  fucklings  thou  haft  per- 
fedled  praife  ?” 

And  when  even  was  come,  he  went  out  of  Mark 
the  city.  And  in  the  morning,  as  they  pafted  1 1 • *9 
by,  they  faw  the  fig-tree  dried  up  from  the 
roots;  and  Peter,  calling  to  remembrance, 
faith  unto  him,  Mafter,  behold  the  fig-tree 
which  thou  curfedft  is  withered  away.  And 
Jefus  anfwering  faith  unto  them.  Have  faith 
in  God;  for  verily  I fay  unto  you.  Ye  fliall 
not  only  do  as  is  done  to  the  fig-tree,  but 
whofoever  ftiall  fay  unto  this  mountain.  Be 
thou  removed,  and  be  thou  caft  into  the  fea ; 
and  fhall  not  doubt  in  his  heart,  but  ftiall  be- 
lieve that  thofe  things  which  he  faith  ftiall 
come  to  pafs ; he  ftiall  have  whatfoever  he 
faith.  Therefore  I fay  unto  you.  What  things 
foever  ye  delire,  when  ye  pray,  believe  that 
ye  receive  them,  and  ye  fhall  have  them. 

And  they  come  again  to  Jerufalem : and 
as  he  taught  in  the  temple,  and  preached  the 
glad  tidings,  there  come  to  him  the  chief 
Priefts,  and  the  Scribes,  and  the  Elders,  and 
fay  unto  him.  By  what  authority  doeft  thou 
thefe  things  ? And  Jefus  anfwered  and  faid 
unto  them,  I will  alfo  afk  of  you  one  queftion ; 
and  anfwer  me,  and  I will  tell  you  by  what 
authority  I do  thefe  things ; the  baptifm 
of  John,  was  it  from  heaven,  or  of  men? 
anfwer  me.  And  they  reafoned  with  them- 
felves,  faying.  If  we  fhall  fay  from  heaven, 
he  will  fay.  Why  then  did  ye  not  believe 

M 2 him  ? 
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Mark  him?  But  if  we  fhall  fay  of  men,  all  the 

II*  32* people  will  ftone  us  : for  they  are  perfuaded 
that  John  was  a prophet  indeed.  And  they 

Luke  anfwered.  That  they  could  not  tell  whence  it 

20.  7.  was.  And  Jefus  faid  unto  them,  Neither 

tell  I you  by  what  authority  I do  thefe  things. 

Mat.  Then  began  he  to  fpeak  unto  them  in  pa- 

21.  28.  rabies.  A certain  man  had  two  fons,  and  he 

came  to  the  firft,  and  faid.  Son,  go  work  to-- 
day in  my  vineyard.  He  anfwered  and  faid, 

I will  not:  but  afterwards  he  repented,  and 
went.  And  he  came  to  the  fecond,  and  faid 
likewife.  And  he  anfwered  and  faid,  I go. 
Sir,  and  went  not.  Whether  of  them  twain 
did  the  will  of  his  father?  They  fay  unto 
him.  The  firft.  Jefus  faith  unto  them.  Verily 
I fay  unto  you.  That  the  publicans  and  the 
harlots  go  into  the  kingdom  of  God  before 
you.  For  John  came  unto  you  in  the  way 
of  righteoufnefs,  and  ye  believed  him  not: 
but  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  believed 
him:  and  ye,  when  ye  had  feen  it,  repented 
not  afterward,  that  ye  might  believe  him. 

Hear  another  parable : There  was  a certain 
houfeholder,  who  planted  a vineyard,  and 
hedged  it  round  about,  and  digged  a wine- 
prefs  in  it,  and  built  a tower,  and  let  it  out 
to  hulbandmen,  and  went  into  a far  country: 
and  when  the  time  of  the  fruit  drew  near,  he 
fent  his  fervant  to  the  hufbandmen  that  he 
might  receive  the  fruits  of  the  vineyard.  And 
they  caught  him,  and  beat  him,  and  fent  him 
away  empty.  And  again  he  fent  unto  them 
' another 
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another  fervant;  and  at  him  they  caft  ftones,  Mark 
and  wounded  him  in  the  head,  and  fent  him  4- 
away  lhamefully  handled.  And  again  he  fent 
a third;  and  him  they  killed,  and  call  out; 
as  alfo  many  others;  beating  fome,  and  kill- 
ing fome.  Then  faid  the  lord  of  the  vine-  Luke 
yard.  What  lhall  I do?  I will  fend  my  be-  20.  13. 
loved  fon  laft  unto  them,  it  may  be  they 
will  reverence  him,  when  they  fee  him.  And 
when  the  hulbandmen  faw  him,  they  reafon^ 
ed  among  themfelves,  faying.  This  is  the 
heir:  come,  let  us  kill  him,  that  the  inhe- 
ritance may  be  ours.  And  they  took  him, 
and  call:  him  out  of  the  vineyard,  and  killed 
him.  When  the  lord  therefore  of  the  vine-  Mat. 
yard  cometh,  what  will  he  do  unto  thofe2i*  40. 
hulbandmen  ? He  will  miferably  deftroy  thofe 
wicked  men,  and  will  let  out  his  vineyard 
unto  other  hulbandmen,  who  lhall  render 
him  the  fruits  in  their  feafons.  And  when 
they  heard  it,  they  faid,  God  forbid!  And  he 
beheld  them,  and  faid.  Did  ye  never  read  in 
the  fcriptures,  “The  done  which  the  builders  Pfal.  1 18. 
rejeded,  the  fame  is  become  the  head  of  the 
corner?”  This  is  the  Lord’s  doing,  and  it  is 
marvellous  in  our  eyes . Therefore,  I fay  unto 
you.  The  kingdom  of  God  lhall  be  taken 
from  you,  and  given  to  a nation  bringing 
forth  the  fruits  thereof,  And  whofoever 
lhall  fall  on  this  done  diall  be  broken:  but 
on  whomfoever  it  lliall  fall  it  will  grind  him 
to  powder.  And  when  the  chief  Prieds  and 

Pharifees  had  heard  his  parables,  they  p^er- 

M 3 (^eived

ceived  that  he  fpake  of  them.  But  when 
46.  they  fought  to  lay  hands  on  him,  they  feared 
the  multitude,  becaufe  they  took  him  for  a 
prophet. 

And  Jefus  anfwered  and  fpake  unto  them 
I-  again  by  parables,  and  faid.  The  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  like  unto  a certain  king,  who 
made  a marriage  for  his  fon,  and  fent  forth 
his  fervants  to  call  them  that  were  bidden  to 
the  wedding : and  they  would  not  come. 
Again  he  fent  forth  other  fervants,  faying. 
Tell  them  that  are  bidden.  Behold,  I have 
prepared  my  dinner : my  oxen  and  my  fat- 
lings  are  killed,  and  all  things  are  ready: 
come  unto  the  marriage.  But  they  made 
light  of  it,  and  went  their  ways,  one  to  his 
farm,  another  to  his  merchandife:  and  the 
remnant  took  his  fervants,  and  entreated 
them  fpitefully,  and  flew  them.  But  when 
the  king  heard  thereof,  he  was  wroth:  and 
he  fent  forth  his  armies,  and  deftroyed  thofe 
murderers,  and  burnt  up  their  city.  Then 
faith  he  to  his  fervants.  The  wedding  is  ready, 
but  they  that  were  bidden  were  not  worthy. 
Go  ye  therefore  into  the  high-ways,  and  as 
many  as  ye  jfliall  find,  bid  to  the  mar-r 
riage.  So  thofe  fervants  went  out  into  the 
highways,  and  gathered  together  all  as 
many  as  they  found,  both  had  and  good: 
and  the  wedding  was  furniflied  with  guefts. 
And  when  the  king  came  in  to  fee  the 
guefts,  he  faw  there  a man  who  had  not  on 
a wedding-garment:  and  he  faith  unto  him. 

Friend, 
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Friend,  how  earned;  thou  in  hither,  not  hav-  Mat. 
ing  a wedding  garment  ? And  he  was  fpeech-  22.  12 
lefs.  Then  faid  the  king  to  the  fervants. 

Bind  him  hand  and  foot,  and  take  him  away, 
and  caft  him  into  outer  darknefs : there  fhall 
be  weeping  and  gnafhing  of  teeth,  F or  many 
are  called,  but  few  are  chofen. 


CHAP.  XV. 

The  Pharifees  and  Sadducees  queftion  our 
Lord  concerning  Payment  of  Tribute,  and 
the  Refurre6lion.  The  chief  Command- 
ment. The  Scribes  and  Pharifees  reproved. 

The  Widow’s  Mite.  Certain  Greeks  defire 
to  be  introduced  to  JESUS. 

f 8 "'HEN  went  the  Pharifees,  and  took  Mat. 

counfel  how  they  might  entangle  him  in  22.  1 5. 
his  talk ; and  they  watched  him,  and  they  fent 
out  unto  him  their  difciples,  with  the  He- 
rodians,  feigning  themfelves  to  be  juft  men, 
that  they  might  take  hold  of  his  words,  that 
fo  they  might  deliver  him  unto  the  power 
and  authority  of  the  governor.  And  they 
afked  him,  faying.  Teacher,  we  know  that 
thou  art  true,  and  fpeakeft  rightly,  neither 
careft  thou  for  any  man : for  thou  regardeft 
not  the  perfon  of  men,  but  teacheft  the  way 
of  God  in  truth ; tell  us,  therefore,  what 
thinkeft  thou,  is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute  to 
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Mat,  Celar  not?  But  Jefus,  perceiving  their 

%2,  i8.  craftinefs,  faid.  Why  tempt  ye  me,  ye  hy- 
pocrites ? bring  me  the  tribute-money,  that 
I may- fee  it.  And  they  brought  unto  him  a 
denarius.  And  he  faith  unto  them,  Whofe 
is  this  image  and  fuperfcription  ? They  fay 
unto  him,  Cefar’s.  And  he  faith  unto  them. 
Render  therefore  unto  Cefar,  the  things 
which  be  Cefar’s;  and  unto  God,  the  things 
which  be  God’s.  And  they  could  not  take 
hold  of  his  words  before  the  people:  and 
they  marvelled  at  his  anfwer,  and  held  their 
peace,  and  left  him,  and  went  their  way. 

In  the  fame  day  came  to  him  the  Saddu- 
cees,  who  fay,  there  is  no  refurredtion,  and 
alked  him,  faying.  Teacher,  Mofes  wrote 
unto  us,  if  a man  die,  having  no  children, 
his  brother  fhall  marry  his  wife,  and  raife 
up  feed  unto  his  brother.  Now  there  were 
with  us  feven  brethren : and  the  firll,  when 
he  had  married  a wife,  deceafed,  and,  having 
no  ilfue,  left  his  wife  unto  his  brother; 
likewife  the  fecond  took  her  to  wife,  and  died 
childlefs;  and  the  third  took  her;  and  in 
like  manner  the  feven  alfo,  and  they  left  no 
children,  and  died;  and  laft  of  all,  the 
woman  died  alfo.  Therefore  in  the  refurrec- 
tion,  when  they  fhall  rife,  whofe  wife  fhall 
fhe  be  of  the  feven  ? for  they  all  had  her. 
Jefus  anfwered  and  faid  unto  them,  Do  not 
ye  therefore  err,  becaufe  ye  know  not  the 
feriptures,  neither  the  power  of  God.  The 
children  of  this  world  marry,  and  are  given 
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in  marriage : but  they  who  fliall  be  ac-  Luke 
counted  worthy  to  obtain  that  world,  and  34« 
the  refurred:ion  from  the  dead,  neither  marry, 
nor  are  given  in  marriage:  neither  can  they 
die  any  more:  for  they  are  equal  unto  the 
angels : and  are  the  children  of  God,  being 
the  children  of  the  refurredion.  Now,  as 
touching  the  dead,  that  they  rife,  have  ye 
not  read  in  the  book  of  Mofes,  how  in  the 
budi  God  fpake  unto  him,  faying,  “ I am  the  Exod.  3, 
God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Ifaac,  and^*' 
the  God  of  Jacob?”  God  is  not  the  God  of 
the  dead,  but  of  the  living : for  all  live  unto 
him.  Ye  therefore  do  greatly  err.  And  when 
the  multitude  heard  this,  they  were  adonina- 
ed  at  his  dodtrine. 

And  one  of  the  Scribes  came,  and  having  Mark 
heard  them  reafoning  together,  and  perceiv-  12.  28, 
ing  that  he  had  anfwered  them  well,  aiked 
him.  Which  is  thefirft  commandment  of  all? 

And  Jefus  anfwered  him.  The  fird  of  all  the 
commandments  is,  “Hear,  O Ifrael,  the  Lord 
our  God  is  one  Lord:  and  thou  {halt  love 
the  Lord  thy  Qod  with  all  thy  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  foul,  and  with  all  thy  mind,  and 
with  all  thy  drength:”  this  is  the  fird  com- 
mandment. And  the  fecond  is  like  to  it, 
namely  this,  “ Thou  dialt  love  thy  neighbour 
as  thyfelf.”  There  is  none  other  command- 
ment greater  than  thefe:  and  on  thefe  two 
hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets.  And  the 
Scribe  faid  unto  him.  Well,  Mader,  thou 
had  faid  the  truth;  fgi:  there  is  one  God,  and 

there 
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Mark  there  is  none  other  but  he:  and  to  love  him 

12.  33.  with  all  the  heart,  and  v/ith  all  the  under- 
ftanding,  and  with  all  the  foul,  and  with  all 
the  ftrength,  and  to  love  his  neighbour  as 
himfelf,  is  more  than  all  whole  burnt-offer- 
ings and  facrifices.  And  when  Jefus  faw  that 
he  anfwered  difcreetly,  he  faid  unto  him. 
Thou  art  not  far  from  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Mat.  And  when  the  Pharifees  were  gathered  to- 

22.  41.  gether,  Jefus  afked  them,  faying.  What  think 

ye  of  Chriff  ? whofe  fon  is  he  ? They  fay  unto 
him,  David’s.  Jefus  anfwered  and  faid  to 
him.  How  then  doth  David,  in  the  Holy 

Pfal,  no.  Spirit,  call  him  Lord,  faying,  **  The  Lord 
faid  unto  my  Lord,  fit  thou  on  my  right 
hand  till  I make  thine  enemies  thy  footftool.’^ 
If  David  then  call  him  Lord,  how  is  he  his 
fon  ? And  no  man  was  able  to  anfwer  him  a 
word,  neither  durff  any  one  from  that  day 
forth  alk  him  any  more  queftions : but  the 
great  multitude  heard  him  gladly. 

Mat.  Then  fpake  Jefus  to  the  multitude,  and  to 

23.  I.  his  difcipJes,  faying.  The  Scribes  and  the 

Pharifees  fit  in  Mofes  feat.  All  therefore 
whatfoever  they  bid  you  obferve,  that  obferve 
and  do;  but  do  not  ye  after  their  works:  for 
they  fay,  and  do  not.  For  they  bind  heavy 
burdens,  and  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  lay 
them  on  mens  fhoulders,  but  they  themfelves 
will  not  move  them  with  one  of  their  fingers. 
But  all  their  works  they  do,  for  to  be  feen  of 
men:  they  make  broad  their  phyladleries, 
and  enlarge  the  borders  of  their  garments,  and 

love 
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love  the  uppermoft  rooms  at  feafts,  and  the  Mat. 
chief  feats  in  the  fynagogues,  and  greetings  ^3* 
in  the  markets,  and  to  be  called  of  men. 
Rabbi,  Rabbi.  But  be  not  ye  called  Rabbi: 
for  one  is  your  mailer,  even  Chrift,  and  all 
ye  are  brethren.  And  call  no  man  your  fa- 
ther upon  the  earth:  for  one  is  your  Father, 
who  is  in  heaven.  Neither  be  ye  called 
mailers : for  one  is  your  Mailer,  even  Chrill. 

But  he  that  is  greatell  among  you,  lhall  be 
your  fervant.  And  whofoever  lhall  exalt  him- 
felf,  lliall  be  abafed;  and  he  that  lhall  humble 
himfelf,  lhall  be  exalted. 

But  wo  unto  you.  Scribes  and  Pharifees, 
hypocrites;  for  ye  Ihut  up  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  againll  men  : for  ye  neither  go  in 
yourfelves,  neither  fulFer  ye  them  that  are 
entering,  to  go  in.  Wo  unto  you.  Scribes 
and  Pharifees,  hypocrites ; for  ye  devour 
widows  houfes,  and  for  a pretence  make 
long  prayer;  therefore  ye  lhall  receive  the 
greater  damnation.  Wo  unto  you.  Scribes 
and  Pharifees,  hypocrites;  for  ye  compafs 
fea  and  land  to  make  one  profelyte,  and  when 
he  is  made,  ye  make  him  two-fold  more  the 
child  of  hell  than  yourfelves.  Wo  unto  you, 
ye  blind  guides,  who  fay,  Whofoever  lhall 
fwear  by  the  temple,  it  is  nothing : but  who- 
foever lhall  fwear  by  the  gold  of  the  temple, 
he  is  a debtor.  Ye  fools,  and  blind;  for  whe- 
ther is  greater,  the  gold,  or  the  temple  that 
fandlifieth  the  gold  ? And  whofoever  lhall 
fwear  by  the  altar,  it  is  nothing:  but  who- 
foever 
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Mat.  foever  fweareth  by  the  gift  that  is  upon  it, 

23.  iS-he  is  guilty.  Ye  fools,  and  blind;  for  whe- 
ther is  greater,  the  gift,  or  the  altar  that 
fandtifieth  the  gift?  Whofo  therefore  fhall 
fwear  by  the  altar,  fweareth  by  it,  and  by  all 
things  thereon.  And  whofo  fhall  fwear  by 
the  temple,  fweareth  by  it,  and  by  him  that 
dwelleth  therein.  And  he  that  fhall  fwear  by 
heaven,  fweareth  by  the  throne  of  God,  and 
by  him  that  fitteth  thereon.  Wo  unto  you. 
Scribes  and  Pharifees,  hypocrites ; for  ye  pay 
tithe  of  mint,  and  anife,  and  cummin,  and 
have  omitted  the  weightier  matters  of  the 
law,  judgment,  mercy,  and  faith:  thefe  ought 
ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other 
undone.  Ye  blind  guides,  which  drain  at  a 
gnat,  and  fwallow  a camel.  Wo  unto  you. 
Scribes  and  Pharifees,  hypocrites ; for  ye 
make  clean  the  outfide  of  the  cup,  and  of 
the  platter,  but  within  they  are  full  of  ex- 
tortion and  excefs.  Thou  blind  Pharifee, 
cleanfe  firft  that  which  is  within  the  cup  and 
platter,  that  the  outfide  of  them  may  be 
clean  alfo.  Wo  unto  you.  Scribes  and  Pha- 
rifees, hypocrites ; for  ye  are  like  unto  whited 
fepulchres,  which  indeed  appear  beautiful 
outward,  but  are  within  full  of  dead  mens 
bones,  and  of  all  unclean nefs.  Even  fo  ye 
alfo  outwardly  appear  righteous  unto  men, 
but  within  ye  are  full  of  hypocrify  and 
iniquity.  Wo  unto  you,  Scribes  and  Phari- 
fees, hypocrites^  becaufe  ye  build  the  tombs 
of  the  prophets,  and  garnifh  the  fepulchres  of 
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the  righteous,  and  fay.  If  we  had  been  in  Mat.  ^ 
the  days  of  our  fathers,  we  would  not  have  23.  30. 
been  partakers  with  them  in  the  blood  of 
the  prophets.  Wherefore  ye  be  witneffes 
unto  yourfelves,  that  ye  are  the  children  of 
them  who  killed  the  prophets.  Fill  ye  up 
then  the  meafure  of  your  fathers.  Ser- 
pents, generation  of  vipers,  how  can  ye 
efcape  the  damnation  of  hell?  Wherefore  ' ' 
behold,  I fend  unto  you  prophets,  and 
wife  men,  and  Scribes ; and  fome  of  them 
ye  fhall  kill  and  crucify,  and  fome  of 
them  fhall  ye  fcourge  in  your  fynagogues, 
and  perfecute  them  from  city  to  city : that 
upon  you  may  come  all  the  righteous  blood 
fhed  upon  the  earth,  from  the  blood  of 
righteous  Abel,  unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias, 
fon  of  Barachias,  whom  ye  flew  between  the 
temple  and  the  altar.  Verily  I fay  unto  you. 

All  thefe  things  fhall  come  upon  this  gene- 
ration. O Jerufalem,  Jerufalem,  thou  that 
killefl  the  prophets,  and  flonefl  them  that 
are  fent  unto  thee,  how  often  would  I have 
gathered  thy  children  together,  even  as  a hen 
gathereth  her  chickens  under  her  wings,  and 
ye  would  not  ? Behold,  your  houfe  is  left 
unto  you  defolate.  For  I fay  unto  you.  Ye 
fhall  not  fee  me  henceforth,  till  ye  fliall  fay, 

Bleffed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord. 

And  Jefus  fat  over-againfl:  the  treafury,  Mark 
and  beheld  how  the  people  cafl;  money  into  12,  41. 
the  treafury,  and  many  that  were  rich  cafl  in 
much.  And  there  came  a certain  poor  woman, 

and 
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Mark  and  fhe  threw  in  two  mites,  which  make  a 
12.  42.  farthing.  And  he  called  unto  his  difciples, 
and  faid  unto  them,  Verily,  I fay  unto  you, 
that  this  poor  widow  hath  call:  more  in  than 
all  they  who  have  caft  into  the  treafury : for 
all  thefe  have  of  their  abundance  caft  in  unto 
the  offerings  of  God : but  Ihe  of  her  penury 
hath  caft  in  all  the  living  that  ffie  had. 

John  And  there  were  certain  Greeks  among 
12.  20.  them  that  came  up  to  worfhip  at  the  feaft: 
the  fame  came  therefore  to  Philip,  who  was 
of  Bethfaida  of  Galilee,  and  deffred  him, 
faying.  Sir,  we  would  fee  Jefus.  Philip 
cometh  and  telleth  Andrew:  and  again,  An- 
drew and  Philip  told  Jefus. 

And  Jefus  anfwered  them,  faying.  The 
hour  is  come,  that  the  Son  of  Man  fliould  be 
glorified.  Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  you.  Ex- 
cept a corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the"  ground, 
and  die,  it  abideth  alone:  but  if  it  die,  it 
bringeth  forth  much  fruit.  He  that  loveth 
his  life,  ffiall  lofe  it:  and  he  that  hateth  his 
life  in  this  world,  ftiall  keep  it  unto  life 
eternal.  If  any  man  ferve  me,  let  him  follow 
me;  and  where  I am,  there  ffiall  alfo  my 
fervant  be : if  any  man  ferve  me,  him  will 
my  Father  honour.  Now  is  my  foul  troubled ; 
and  what  fhalllfay  ? Father,  fave  me  from  this 
hour:  but  for  this  caufe  came  I unto  this 
hour.  Father,  glorify  thy  name.  Then  came 
there  a voice  from  heaven,  faying,  I have  both 
glorified  it,  and  will  glorify  it  again.  The 
people  therefore  that  ftood  by,  and  heard  it, 
faid  that  it  thundered:  others  faid.  An  angel 

fpake 
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fpaketohim.  Jefus  anfwered,  and  faid.  This  John 
voice  came  not  becaufe  of  me,  but  for  your  12.  39. 
fakes.  Now  is  the  judgment  of  this  world  : 
now  fhall  the  prince  of  this  world  be  caft 
out.  And  I,  if  I be  lifted  up  from  the  earth, 
will  draw  all  men  unto  me.  This  he  faid, 
iignifying  what  death  he  fhould  die.  The 
people  anfwered  him.  We  have  heard  out  of 
the  law,  that  Chrifh  abideth  for  ever : and 
how  fayeft  thou.  The  Son  of  Man  muft  be 
lift  up  ? who  is  this  Son  of  Man  ? Then  Jefus 
faid  unto  them.  Yet  a little  while  is  the  light 
with  you:  walk  while  ye  have  the  light, 
left  darknefs  come  upon  you:  for  he  that 
walketh  in  darknefs,  knoweth  not  whither 
he  goeth.  While  ye  have  light,  believe  in 
the  light,  that  ye  may  be  the  children  of 
light.  Thefe  things  fpake  Jefus  and  departed, 
and  did  hide  himfelf  from  them. 

But  though  he  had  done  fo  many  miracles 
before  them,  yet  they  believed  not  on  him : 
that  the  faying  of  Efaias  the  prophet  might  be 
fulfilled,  which  he  fpake,  “ Lord,  who  hath 
believed  our  report?  and  to  whom  hath  the 
arm  of  the  Lord  been  revealed?”  Therefore 
they  could  not  believe,  becaufe  that  Efaias 
faid  again,  ‘‘  He  hath  blinded  their  eyes,  and 
hardened  their  heart;  that  they  fhould  not 
fee  with  their  eyes,  nor  underhand  with  their 
heart,  and  be  converted,  and  I fhould  heal 
them.”  Thefe  things  faid  Efaias,  when  he 
faw  his  glory,  and  fpake  of  him. 


Never 
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John  Neverthelefs,  among  the  chief  rulers  alfo, 

12.  42i  many  believed  on  him;  but  becaufe  of  the 
Pharifees  they  did  not  confefs  him,  left  they 
fhould  be  put  out  of  the  fynagogue.  For 
they  loved  the  praife  of  men  more  than  the 
praife  of  God. 

Jefus  cried,  and  faid.  He  that  believeth  on 
me,  believeth  not  on  me,  but  on  him  that 
fent  me.  And  he  that  feeth  me,  feeth  him 
that  fent  me.  I am  come  a light  into  the 
world,  that  whofoever  believeth  on  me, 
Ihould  not  abide  in  darknefs.  And  if  any 
man  hear  my  words,  and  believe  not,  I judge 
him  not : for  I came  not  to  judge  the  world, 
but  to  fave  the  world.  He  that  rejedteth  me, 
and  receiveth  not  my  words,  hath  one  that 
judgeth  him:  the  word  that  I have  fpoken, 
the  fame  ftiall  judge  him  in  the  laft  day.  For 
I have  not  fpoken  of  myfelf;  but  the  Father 
who  fent  me,  he  gave  me  a commandment 
what  I fhould  fay,  and  what  I fhould  fpeak. 
And  I know  that  his  commandment  is  life 
everlafting:  whatfoever  I fpeak  therefore, 
even  as  the  Father  faid  unto  me,  fo  I fpeak. 
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CHAP.  XVI. 

A Prophecy  concerning  the  Deftrudlion  of 
Jeriifalem,  and  fecond  Coming  of  our 
LORD.  He  is  anointed  at  Bethany. 

An  D as  he  went  out  of  the  temple,  one  Mark. 

of  his  difciples  faid  unto  him.  Teach-  13.  i, 
er,  fee,  what  ftones ! and  what  buildings ! Mat. 
Jefus  anfwering,  faid  unto  him,  Seeff  thou  ^4- 
thefe  great  buildings?  The  days  ihall  come, 
in  which  one  flone  lhall  not  be  left  upon  an- 
other,  that  fliall  not  be  thrown  down.  And 
as  he  fat  upon  the  Mount  of  Olives,  over- 
againft  the  temple,  Peter,  and  James,  and 
John,  and  Andrew,  afced  him  privately. 

Tell  us  when  fball  thefe  things  be  fulfilled, 
and  what  fhall  be  the  fign  of  thy  coming, 
and  of  the  end  of  the  world?  And  Jefus  an- 
fwering them,  began  to  fay.  Take  heed  left 
any  man  deceive  you;  for  many  fhall  come 
in  my  name,  faying,  I am  the  Chrift  and 
the  time  draweth  near;  and  fhall  deceive 
many.  Go  not  ye  therefore  after  them. 

And  when  ye  fliall  hear  of  wars  and  ru-  Mark 
mours  of  wars,  be  not  ye  troubled,  for  13.  7. 
thefe  things  muft  needs  come  to  pafs,  but 
the  end  is  not  yet.  For  nation  fhall  rife  up 
againfl  nation,  and  kingdom  againft kingdom; 
and  there  fhall  be  earthquakes  in  divers 
places,  and  there  fliall  be  famines,  and  pefti- 
iences,  and  commotions;  and  fearful  fights 

N alfo. 
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Mark  alfo,  and  great  figns  fliall  there  be  out  of 
13*  8.  heaven.  Thefe  are  the  beginning  of  forrows. 

But  take  heed  to  yourfelves,  for  they  fhall 
deliver  you  up  to  councils,  and  into  prifons, 
and  in  the  fynagogues  ye  fhall  be  beaten,  and 
ye  fhall  be  brought  before  rulers  and  kings, 
for  my  fake,  for  a teflimony  againfl  them. 
But  when  they  fhall  lead  you,  and  deliver  you 
up,  take  no  thought  before-hand  what  ye 
fhall  fpeak,  neither  do  ye  premeditate,  but 
whatever  is  given  you  in  that  hour,  that 
fpeak  ye,  for  it  is  not  ye  that  fpeak,  but  the 
Holy  Spirit ; for  I will  give  you  a mouth, 
and  wifdom,  which  all  your  adverfaries 
fliall  not  be  able  to  gainfay  nor  refift. 

Then  fhall  many  be  offended;  and  the  bro- 
ther fhall  betrav  the  brother  to  death:  and 
the  father  the  fon ; and  children  fliall  rife  up 
againft  their  parents,  and  fhall  caufe  them 
to  be  put  to  death ; and  ye  fhall  be  hated  of 
all  nations  for  my  name’s  fake,  yet  there  fhall 
not  an  hair  of  your  head  perifh.  Many  falfe 
prophets  alfo  fhall  rife,  and  fliall  deceive 
many:  and  becaufe  iniquity  fhall  abound, 
the  love  of  many  fhall  wax  cold.  In  your 
patience  poffefs  ye  your  fouls,  for  he  that  en- 
dureth  unto  the  end,  the  fame  fliall  be  faved. 
And  this  gofpel  of  the  kingdom  fhall  be 
preached  in  all  ihe  earth,  for  a witnefs  unto 
all  nations ; and  then  fhall  the  end  come. 
And  when  ye  fhall  fee  Jerufalem  compalTed 
with  armies,  then  know  that  the  defolation 
thereof  is  nigh.  But  when  ye  fhall  fee  the 

abomi- 
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abomination  of  defolation,  * fpoken  of  by  Mat. 
Daniel  the  prophet.  Handing  in  the  holy24*  15* 
place  where  it  ought  not  (whofo  readeth,  let 
him  underftand)  then  let  them  who  are  in 
Judea  flee  into  the  mountains.  Let  him  who 
is  upon  the  houfe-top  not  go  down  into  the 
houfe,  neither  enter  therein  to  take  any 
thing  out  of  his  houfe ; neither  let  him 
who  is  in  the  field  turn  back  to  take  his 
clothes:  for  thefe  be  the  days  of  vengeance, 
that  all  things  which  are  written  may  be 
fulfilled.  And  wo  unto  them  that  are  with 
child,  and  to  them  that  give  fuck,  in  thofe 
days ! But  pray  ye  that  your  flight  be  not 
in  the  winter,  neither  on  the  fabbath-day: 
for  then  fhall  be  great  wrath  upon  this  peo- 
ple, and  tribulation  in  the  land,  fuch  as  was 
not  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation,  which 
God  created,  unto  this  time,  neither  fhall  be; 
and  they  fhall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the  fword,'  Luke 
and  fhall  be  led  captive  into  all  nations;  and  21.  24.' 
Jerufalem  fhall  be  trodden  down  by  the  Gen- 
tiles, until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles  be  ful- 
filled. And  except  that  the  Lord  had  fhort-  Mark 
ened  thofe  days,  no  flefli  fhould  be  faved:  but  13.  20.' 
for  the  eledl’s  fake,  whom  he  hath  chofen,  he 

* See  Daniel  9.  27.  11.31.  12.11.  The  abomination  of 
defolation,”  or,  '•  which  maketh  defolate in  thefe  pafTages 
of  Daniel  mnft  refer  to  fome  particular  profanation  of  the 
temple,  which,  from  comparing  chap.  ii.  31.  with  39.  I 
think  will  appear  to  be  the  fetting  up  of  idols  in  the  holy  of 
holies,  when  the  viftorious  armies  of  Greece  or  Romelhould 
have  taken  Jerufalem,  and  introduced  the  heathen  worlhip 
in  place  of  the  Jewilh. 

N 2 hath 
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hath  fhortened  the  days.  And  then  if  any 
man  fhall  fay  to  you,  Lo,  here  is  Chrift,  or, 
lo  there;  believe  not:  for  falfe  Chrifts  and 
falfe  prophets  fhall  rife  up,  and  Ihall  fhew 
great  figns  and  wonders,  to  feduce  (if  poffible) 
even  the  eled:.  But  take  ye  heed,  behold  I 
have  foretold  you  all  things : therefore,  if 
they  fhall  fay  to  you,  Lo  he  is  in  the  defert 
— go  not  forth — Behold  he  is  in  the  fecret 
chambers — believe  not.  For  as  the  light- 
ning cometh  out  of  the  eaft,  and  fhineth  even 
to  the  weft,  fo  fliall  alfo  the  coming  of  the 
Son  of  Man  be;  for  wherefoever  the  carcafe 
is,  there  will  the  eagles  be  gathered  together. 

Immediately  after  the  tribulation  of  thofe 
days  fhall  the  fun  be  darkened,  and  the  moon 
fhall  not  give  her  light,  and  the  ftars  fhall 
fall  from  heaven ; and  upon  the  earth  fhall  be 
diftrefs  of  nations  with  perplexity,  the  fea 
and  the  waves  roaring,  mens  hearts  failing 
them  through  fear  and  expedtation  of  thofe 
things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth : for 
the  powers  of  the  heavens  fhall  be  fliaken. 
Then  fhall  appear  the  fign  of  the  Son  of  Man 
in  heaven,  and  then  fhall  all  the  tribes  of 
the  earth  mourn ; and  they  fhall  fee  the  Son 
of  Man  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven 
with  power  and  great  glory.  And  he  fliall  fend 
his  angels  with  a trumpet  of  loud  voice, 
and  they  fhall  gather  together  his  eledt  from 
the  four  winds,  from  one  extremity  of 
heaven  to  the  other.  When  thefe  things  be- 
gin to  come  to  pafs,  then  look  ye  up,  and 
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lift  up  your  heads,  for  your  redemption  Mat. 
draweth  nigh.  Now  learn  a parable  from  the  ^4*  3^* 
fig-tree:  when  its  branch  is  yet  tender,  and 
putteth  forth  leaves,  ye  fee  and  know  of  your 
ownfelves  that  fummer  is  nigh.  So  ye  like- 
wife,  when  ye  fhall  fee  all  thefe  things,  know 
ye  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  nigh  at  hand, 
even  at  your  doors.  Verily  I fay  unto  you, 
this  generation  fhall  not  pafs  away  till  all 
thefe  things  be  fulfilled:  heaven  and  earth 
fhall  pafs  away,  but  my  words  fhall  not  pafs 
away.  But  of  that  day  and  hour  knoweth 
no  man,  no  not  the  [angels  of  heaven,  but  ^ 
my  Father  only.  But  as  the  days  of  Noe  were, 
fo  fliall  alfo  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man  be. 

For  as  in  the  days  that  were  before  the  flood, 
they, were  eating  and  drinking,  marrying,  and 
giving  in  marriage,  until  the  days  that  Noe 
entered  into  the  ark,  and  knew  not  until  the 
flood  came,  and  took  them  all  away ; fo  fhall 
alfo  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man  be.  Then 
fhall  two  be  in  the  field,  the  one  fliall  be 
taken,  and  the  other  left.  Two  women  fhall 
be  grinding  at  the  mill,  the  one  fhall  be  taken, 
and  the  other  left.  Take  heed  to  yourfelves.Lukc 
therefore,  left  at  any  time  your  hearts,  be  21.  34. 
overcharged  with  forfeiting,  and  drunkennefs, 
and  cares  of  this  life,  and  fo,  that  day  come 
upon  you  unawares:  for  as  a fnare  fliall  it 
come  upon  all  them  that  dwell  on  the  face  of 
the  earth.  Watch  therefore,  for  ye  know  not 
in  what  hour  your  Lord  cometh ; and  pray 
always,  that  ye  may  be  accounted  worthy  to- 
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Luke  efcapc  all  thefe  things  that  fhall  come  to  pafs, 
21-  36.  and  to  ftand  before  the  Son  of  Man. 

Mat.  Then  lhall  the  kingdom  of  heaven  be 
25.  I.  likened  unto  ten  virgins,  w^ho  took  their 
lamps,  and  went  forth  to  meet  the  bride- 
groom : now  five  of  them  were  wife,  and 
five  were  foolilh.  They  that  were  foolifli 
. took  their  lamps,  and  took  no  oil  with  them : 
but  the  wife  took  oil  in  their  vefiels  with 
their  lamps.  While  the  bridegroom  tarried 
they  all  flumbered  and  flept.  And  at  midnight 
there  was  a cry  made.  Behold,  the  bride- 
groom cometh,  go  ye  out  to  meet  him.  Then 
all  thofe  virgins  arofe,  and  trimmed  their 
lamps.  And  the  foolilh  faid  unto  the  wife. 
Give  us  of  your  oil,  for  our  lamps  are  gone 
out.  But  the  wife  anfwered,  faying.  Not  fo; 
left:  there  be  not  enough  for  us  and  you: 
but  go  ye  rather  to  them  that  fell,  and  buy 
for  yourfelves.  And  while  they  went  to  buy, 
the  bridegroom  came,  and  they  that  were 
ready,  went  in  with  him  to  the  marriage, 
and  the  door  was  fhut.  Afterward  came 
alfo  the  other  virgins,  faying.  Lord,  Lord, 
open  to  us.  But  he  anfwered  and  faid.  Verily 
I fay  unto  you,  I know  you  not.  Watch 
therefore,  for  ye  know  neither  the  day  nor 
the  hour  wherein  the  Son  of  Man  cometh. 

For  [the  kingdom  of  heaven  is]  as  a man 
travelling  into  a far  country,  who  called  his 
own  fervants,  and  delivered  unto  them  his 
goods : and  unto  one  he  gave  five  talents,  to 
another  two,  and  to  another  one,  to  every 
^ man 
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man  according  to  his  feveral  ability,  and  Mat. 
flraightway  took  his  journey.  Then  he  that  ^5* 
had  received  the  five  talents,  went  and 
traded  with  the  fame,  and  made  other  five 
talents.  And  likewife  he  that  had  received 
two,  he  alfb  gained  other  two.  But  he  that 
had  received  one,  went  and  digged  in  the 
earth,  and  hid  his  lord’s  money.  After  a long 
time,  the  lord  of  thofe  fervants  cometh,  and 
reckoneth  with  them.  And  fo  he  that  had 
received  five  talents,  came  and  brought  other 
five  talents,  faying.  Lord,  thou  deliveredfl  » 
unto  me  five  talents : behold,  I have  gained 
befides  them  five  talents  more.  His  lord  faid 
unto  him.  Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful 
fervantj  thou  haft  been  faithful  over  a few 
things,  I will  make  thee  ruler  over  many 
things : enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord. 

He  alfo  that  had  received  two  talents,  came 
and  faid.  Lord,  thou  deliveredfl  unto  me  two 
talents:  behold  I have  gained  other  two 
talents  befides  them.  His  lord  faid  unto  him. 

Well  done,  good  and  faithful  fervant;  thou 
haft  been  faithful  over  a few  things,  I will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many  things : enter 
thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord.  Then  he 
that  had  received  the  one  talent,  came  and 
faid.  Lord,  I knew  thee  that  thou  art  an  hard 
man,  reaping  where  thou  haft  not  fown,  and 
gathering  where  thou  haft  not  ftrawed : and 
I was  afraid,  and  went  and  hid  thy  talent  in 
the  earth : lo,  there  thou  haft  what  is  thine. 

His  lord  anfwered  and  faid  unto  him^  Thou 
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Mat.  wicked  and  flothful  fervant,  thou  kneweft  that 

25.  26.  J reap  where  I fowed  not,  and  gather  where  I 
have  not  flrawed:  thou  oughteft  therefore  to 
have  put  my  money  to  the  exchangers,  and 
then  at  my  coming  I fhould  have  received 
mine  own  with  ufury.  Take  therefore  the 
talent  from  him,  and  give  it  unto  him  who 
hath  ten  talents.  For  unto  every  one  that 
hath  lhall  be  given,  and  he  fhall  have  abund- 
ance : but  from  him  that  hath  not  (hall  be 
taken  away,  even  that  which  he  hath,  And 
call  ye  the  unprofitable  fervant  into  outer 
darknefs : there  fiiall  be  weeping  and  gnalhing 
of  teeth. 

When  the  Son  of  Man  fhall  come  in  his 
glory,  and  all  the  holy  angels  with  him,  then 
fhall  he  fit  upon  the  throne  of  his  glory.  And 
before  him  fhall  be  gathered  all  nations;  and 
he  fhall  feparate  them  one  from  another,  as  a 
fhepherd  divideth  his  fheep  from  the  goats : 
and  he  fhall  fet  the  fheep  on  his  right  hand, 
but  the  goats  on  the  left.  Then  fhall  the 
King  fay  unto  them  on  his  right  hand.  Come, 
ye  bleffed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the 
world.  For  I was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave 
me  meat:  I was  thirfty,  and  ye  gave  me 
drink : I was  a ftranger,  and  ye  took  me  in : 
naked,  and  ye  clothed  me:  1 was  fick,  and 
ye  vifited  me:  I was  in  prifon,  and  ye  came 
unto  me.  Then  fhall  the  righteous  anfwer 
him,  faying.  Lord,  when  faw  we  thee  an 
hungered,  and  fed  thee  ? or  thirfty,  and  gave 
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thee  drink  ? When  faw  we  thee  a ftranger,  Mat. 
and  took  thee  in?  or  naked,  and  clothed  25.  3^* 
thee  ? or  when  faw  we  thee  fick,  or  in  prifon, 
and  came  unto  thee?  And  the  King  fhall 
anfwer,  and  fay  unto  them.  Verily  I fay  unto 
you,  Inafmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of 
the  leaft  of  thefe  my  brethren,  ye  have  done 
it  unto  me.  Then  fliall  he  fay  alfo  unto 
them  on  the  left  hand.  Depart  from  me,  ye  ’ 
curfed,  into  everlafting  fire,  prepared  for  the 
devil  and  his  angels.  For  I was  an  hungered, 
and  ye  gave  me  no  meat : I was  thirfly,  and 
ye  gave  me  no  drink : I was  a ftranger,  and 
ye  took  me  not  in:  naked,  and  ye  clothed 
me  not : fick,  and  in  prifon,  and  ye  vifited 
me  not.  Then  fhall  they  alfo  anfwer  him, 
faying.  Lord,  when  faw  we  thee  an  hungered, 
or  athirft,  or  a ftranger,  or  naked,  or  fick,  or 
in  prifon,  and  did  not  minifter  unto  thee  ? 

Then  fhall  he  anfwer  them,  faying.  Verily  I 
fay  unto  you,  Inafmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to 
one  of  the  leafl  of  thefe,  ye  did  it  not  to  me. 

And  thefe  fliall  go  away  into  everlafting 
punifhtnent ; but  the  righteous  into  life 
eternal. 

And  it  came  to  pafs  when  Jefus  had  finifh-  Mat. 
ed  all  thefe  fayings,  he  faid  unto  his  difciples,  26.  i- 
Ye  know  that  after  two  days  cometh  the 
paffover,  and  the  Son  of  Man  is  delivered  up 
to  be  crucified. 

Then  affem  bled  together  the  chief  Priefts, 
and  the  Scribes,  and  the  elders  of  the  peo- 
ple into  the  palace  of  the  high-priefl,  who 

was 
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Mat.  was  called  Caiaphas,  and  confulted  that  they 
26.  4.  might  take  Jefus  by  fubtilty,  and  put  him 
to  death:  but  they  faid,  not  on  the  feaft-day, 
left  there  be  an  uproar  among  the  people. 
Mark  And  being  in  Bethany,  they  made  for  him 
14-  3*  a great  fupper  there,  in  the  houfe  of  Simon 
John  the  Leper:  and  Martha  ferved,  but  Lazarus 
12.  2.  one  of  them  that  fat  at  the  table  with 
him.  Then  took  Mary  an  alabafter  box  of 
ointment  of  fpikenard,  very  precious,  and 
brake  the  box,  and  poured  it  on  his  head; 
and  ftie  anointed  the  feet  of  Jefus,  and 
wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair ; and  the  houfe 
was  filled  with  the  odour  of  the  ointment. 
But  when  his  difciples  faw  it,  they  had  in- 
dignation. Then  faith  one  of  them,  Judas 
Ifcariot  the  fon  of  Simon,  who  was  about  to 
betray  him.  To  what  purpofe  is  this  wafte? 
why  was  not  the  ointment  fold  for  three 
hundred  denarii,  and  given  to  the  poor  ? 
This  he  faid,  not  that  he  cared  for  the  poor, 
but  becaufe  he  was  a thief,  and  had  the  bag, 
and  bare  what  was  put  therein.  And  Jefus 
faid.  Let  her  alone — why  trouble  ye  her.? 
fhe  hath  wrought  a good  work  on  me:  for  ye 
have  the  poor  with  you  always,  and  whenfo- 
ever  ye  will  ye  may  do  them  good ; but  me 
ye  have  not  always.  She  hath  done  what  ftie 
could : file  hath  beforehand  anointed  my  body 
for  interment.  Verily  I fay  unto  you,  Where- 
foever  thisgofpel  ftiall  be  preached,  through- 
out the  whole  world,  this  alfo  that  ftie  hath 

done 
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done  fhall  be  fpoken  of  for  a memorial  of  Mat. 

1 ^ . 26.  I 

her. 

Then  entered  Satan  into  Judas  furnamed  Luke 
Ifcariot,  being  of  the  number  of  the  twelve,  22.  3 
and  he  went  his  way,  and  communed  with 
the  chief  priefts  and  captains,  faying,  What 
will  ye  give  me,  and  I will  deliver  him  unto 
you?  And  when  they  heard  it,  they  \yere 
glad,  and  covenanted  with  him  for  thirty 
pieces  of  lilverj  and  he  promifed  and  from 
that  time  fought  an  opportunity  of  betray- 
ing him  unto  thena  in  the  abfence  of  the 
multitude. 


CHAP.  XVIL 

Our  LORD  celebrates  the  PalTover  with  his 
Difciples.  Comforts  and  inftrpds  them. 

ON  the  firft  day  of  unleavened  bread,  Luke 
when  they  killed  the  pafcha,  Jefus  22.  7 
knowing  that  his  hour  was  come  that  he  J®  ^ 
fhould  depart  out  of  this  world  unto  the  * 
Father,  he  fendeth  forth  Peter  and  John, 
laying,  Go  ye,  and  prepare  us  the  paflbver, 
that  we  may  eat.  They  faid  to.  him,  W^here 
v/ilt  thou  that  we  prepare  ? And  he  faid  unto 
them.  Behold,  when  ye  are  entered  into  the 
city,  there  (hall  a man  meet  you  bearing  a 
pitcher  of  water,  follow  him  into  the  houie 
where  he  entereth.  And  ye  Ihall  fay  to  the 
mailer  of  the  houfe.  The  Teacher  faith  unto 

thee, 
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thee.  My  time  is  at  hand,  where  is  the  gueft- 
• chamber,  in  which  I fhall  eat  the  paffover 
with  my  difciples  ? And  he  fliall  fliew  you 
a large  upper  room  furnifhed  and  prepared, 
there  make  ready  for  us.  And  his  difciples 
went  forth,  and  came  unto  the  city,  and 
found  as  he  had  faid  unto  them;  and  they 
prepared  the  paffover. 

And  in  the  evening,  when  the  hour  was 
come,  he  fat  down  with  the  twelve  apoflles : 
and,  having  loved  his  own  that  were  in  the 
world,  he  loved  them  unto  the  end.  Know- 
ing, therefore,  that  the  Father  had  given  all 
things  into  his  hands,  and  that  he  was  come 
from  God,  and  went  unto  God,  he  faid  unto 
them.  With  defire  I have  defired  to  eat  this 
paffover  with  you  before  I fuffer:  for  I fay 
unto  you,  I will  not  any  more  eat  thereof, 
until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

And  there  was  a ftrife  among  them  which 
of  them  fhould  be  accounted  the  greatefl. 
And  he  faid  unto  them.  The  kings  of  the 
Gentiles  exercife  lordfhip  over  them;  and 
they  that  have  authority  upon  them,  are 
called  benefadtors.  Let  it  not  be  fo  with  you; 
but  he  that  is  greateft  among  you,  let  him 
be  as  the  younger;  and  he  that  is  chief,  as 
he  that  doth  ferve.  For  whether  is  greater, 
he  that  fitteth  at  meat,  or  he  that  ferveth } Is 
not  he  that  fitteth  at  meat?  but  I am  among 
you  as  he  that  ferveth.  Ye  are  they  who  have 
continued  with  me  in  my  temptations;  and 
I appoint  unto  you  a kingdom,  as  my  Father 
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hath  appointed  unto  me : that  ye  may  eat  and  Luke 
drink  at  my  table,  in  my  kingdom,  and  fit  22.  30. 
on  thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of 
Ifrael. 

Then  he  rifeth  from  fupper,  and  laid  afide  John 
his  garments,  and  taking  a towel,  girded  13*  4» 
himfelf  j after  that,  he  poured  water  into  the 
bafon,  and  began  to  wafh  the  difciples  feet, 
and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel  wherewith 
he  was  girded.  He  cometh,  therefore,  unto 
Simon  Peter  j and  Peter  faid  unto  him.  Lord, 
doft  thou  walh  my  feet?  Jefus  anfwered  and 
faid  to  him.  What  I do,  thou  knoweft  not 
yet,  but  thou  (halt  know  hereafter.  Peter 
faith  unto  him.  Thou  lhalt  never  wafh  my 
feet.  Jefus  anfwered  him.  If  I wadi  thee  not, 
thou  haft  no  part  with  me.  Simon  Peter 
faith  unto  him.  Lord,  not  my  feet  only,  but 
alfo  my  hands  and  my  head,  Jefus  faith  to 
him.  He  that  is  waflied,  needeth  not  that 
even  his  feet  be  wafhed,  but  is  wholly  clean : 
and  ye  are  clean,  though  not  all : for  he  knew 
who  fhould  betray  him,  therefore  faid  he, 
ye  are  not  all  clean.  So  after  he  had  wafhed 
their  feet,  and  taken  his  garments,  again 
fitting  down,  he  faid  to  them.  Know  ye  what 
I have  done  to  you?  Ye  call  me  IVIafter  and 
Lord,  and  ye  fay  well,  for  I am.  If  then  I, 
your  Lord  and  Mafter,  have  wafhed  your  feet, 
ye  alfo  ought  to  wafli  one  another  s feet  i for 
I have  given  you  an  example,  that  ye  fhould 
do  as  I have  done  to  you.  Verily,  verily,  I 
fay  unto  you,  A fervant  is  not  greater  than 
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John  his  lord,  neither  he  that  is  fent  greater  than 
*3*  1 6.  he  that  fent  him.  If  ye  know  thefe  things, 
happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them.  I fpeak  not  con- 
cerning you  all : I know  whom  I have  chofen, 
but  that  the  fcripture  may  be  fulfilled,  “ He 
Pfal.  41.  that  eateth  bread  with  me,  hath  lifted  up 
his  heel  againft  me.”  Now  I tell  you  before 
it  come,  that  when  it  is  come  to  pafs,  ye  may 
believe  that  I am.  Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto 
you.  He  that  receiveth  whomfoever  I fend, 
receiveth  me ; and  he  that  receiveth  me,  re^ 
ceiveth  him  that  fent  me. 

Mat.  When  Jefus  had  thus  faid,  he  was  troubled 
26.  22.infpirit,  and  teftified,  and  faid  as  they  did 
Mark  eat.  Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  you.  That  one 
19*  of  you  fhall  betray  me.  Then  the  difciples 
looked  one  upon  another,  and  were  exceeding 
forrowful ; and  every  one  began  to  fay  unto 
him.  Lord,  is  it  I?  He  anfwered  and  faid. 
The  Son  of  Man  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of 
him,  but  wo  unto  that  man  by  whom  the 
Son  of  Man  is  betrayed : it  had  been  good 
for  that  man  if  he  had  not  been  born.  Then 
Judas,  who  betrayed  him,  faid,  Rabbi,  is  it  I ? 
He  faith  unto  him.  Thou  haft  faid.  Now 
there  was  leaning  on  Jefus’  bofom,  one  of  his 
difciples  whom  Jefus  loved.  Simon  Peter 
therefore  beckoned  to  him,  that  he  ftiould 
alk  who  it  fhould  be  of  whom  he  fpake. 
He  then  lying  on  Jefus’  breaft,  faith  unto 
him.  Lord,  who  is  it?  Jefus  anfwered.  He 
it  is  to  whom  I ftiall  give  a fop,  when  I have 
dipped  it.  And  when  he  had  dipped  the  fop, 

he 
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he  gave  it  to  Judas  Ifcariot,  the  fon  of  John 
Simon.  And  after  the  fop,  Satan  entered  U- 
into  him.  then  faid  Jefus  unto  him,  That 
thou  doeft,  do  quickly.  Now  no  man  at  the 
table  knew  for  what  intent  he  fpake  this 
unto  him.  For  fome  of  them  thought,  be- 
caufe  Judas  had  the  bag,  that  Jefus  had  faid 
unto  him.  Buy  thofe  things  that  we  have 
need  of  againft  the  feaft : or  that  he  fhould 
give  fomething  to  the  poor.  He  then  having 
received  the  fop,  went  immediately  out.  and 
it  was  night. 

Therefore  when  he  was  gone  out,  Jefus 
faid.  Now  is  the  Son  of  Man  glorified,  and 
God  is  glorified  in  him.  If  God  be  glorified 
in  him,  God  fhall  alfo  glorify  him  in  him- 
felf,  and  fhall  ftraightway  glorify  him.  Lit- 
tle children,  yet  a little  while  I am  with  you. 

Ye  fhall  feek  me : and  as  I faid  unto  the  Jews, 
Whither  I go,  ye  cannot  come;  fo  now  I fay 
unto  you.  A new  commandment  I give  unto 
you.  That  ye  love  one  another;  as  I have 
loved  you,  that  ye  alfo  love  one  another. 

By  this  fhall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my 
difciples,  if  ye  have  love  one  to  another. 

Simon  Peter  faid  unto  him.  Lord,  whither 
goeft  thou  ? Jefus  anfwered  him.  Whither  I 
go,  thou  canft  not  follow  me  now;  but  thou 
fhalt  follow  me  afterwards.  Peter  faid  unto 
him.  Lord,  why  cannot  I follow  thee  now? 

I will  lay  down  my  life  for  thy  fake. 

And  the  Lord  faid,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Luke 

Satan  hath  defired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  22.  3 

fift 
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Luke  fift  you  as  wheat:  hut  I have  prayed  for  thee, 
2-2.  31.  that  thy  faith  fail  not:  and  when  thou  art 
converted,  ilrengthen  thy  brethren.  And 
he  faid  unto  them.  When  I fent  you  with- 
out purfe  and  fcrip,  and  Ihoes,  lacked  ye  any 
thing?  And  they  faid.  Nothing.  Then  faid 
he  unto  them.  But  now,  he  that  hath  a purfe, 
let  him  take  it,  and  likewife  a fcrip;  and  he 
that  hath  no  fword,  let  him  fell  his  garnlent, 
and  buy  one:  for  I fay  unto  you,  that  this 
that  is  written  mufl  yet  be  accomplifhed  in 
me,  ‘‘  And  he  was  reckoned  among  the 
tranfgrelTors  for  the  things  concerning 
• me  have  an  end.  And  they  faid.  Lord,  be- 
hold there  are  two  fwords.  And  he  faid  unto 
them.  It  is  enough. 

Mat.  And  as  they  were  eating,  Jefus  took  bread 
26.  26.  and  ^ blelfed  it,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  to  his 
thSis!  f^i^ciples,  and  faid.  This  is  my  body,  which 
is  given  for  you;  this  do  in  remembrance  of 
me.  And  he  took  the  cup,  likewife,  after 
fupper,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to 
them,  faying.  Drink  ye  all  of  it:  for  this 
is  my  blood  of  the  new  teflament,  which  is 
Ihed  for  many,  for  the  remiffion  of  fins.  But 
I fay  unto  you,  I will  not  drink  henceforth 
of  this  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  when 
I drink  it  new  with  you  in  the  kingdom  of 
my  father. 

John  ^ Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled : ye  believe 
14.  I,  in  God,  believe  alfo  in  me.  In  my  Father’s 
houfe  are  many  manfions ; if  it  were  not  fo, 
I would  have  told  you : I go  to  prepare  a 

place 
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.place  for  you.  And  if  I go  and  prepare  John 
a place  for  you,  I will  come  again^  and  re-  3* 
ceive  you  unto  myfelf,  that  where  I am,  ye 
may  be  alfo.  And  whither  I go  ye  know, 
and  the  way  ye  know.  Thomas  faith  unto 
him.  Lord,  we  know  not  whither  thou  goeft, 
and  how  can  we  know  the  way?  Jefus  faith 
unto  him,  I am  the  way,  and  the  truth,  and 
the  life:  no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but 
by  me.  If  ye  had  known  me,  ye  Ihould 
have  known  my  Father  alfo : and  from  hence- 
forth ye  know  him,  and  have  feen  him. 

Philip  faith  unto  him.  Lord,  fhew  us  the 
Father,  and  it  fufficeth  us.  Jefus  faith  unto 
him.  Have  I been  fo  long  time  with  you, 
and  yet  haft  thou  not  known  me,  Philip  ? 

He  that  hath  feen  me,  hath  feen  the  Father; 
and  how  fayeft  thou  then.  Shew  us  the 
Father  ? Believeft  thou  not  that  I am  in  the 
Father,  and  the  Father  in  me?  The  words 
that  I fpeak  unto  you,  I fpeak  not  of  myfelf: 
but  the  Father  that  dwelleth  in  me,  he  doeth 
the  works.  Believe  me  thatl  am  in  theFather,  - 
and  the  Father  in  me:  or  elfe  believe  me  for 
the  very  works  fake.  Verily,  verily,  I fay 
unto  you.  He  that  believeth  on  me,  the  works 
that  I do  (hall  he  do  alfo,  and  greater  works 
than  thefe  (hall  he  do;  becaufe  I go  unto 
my  Father.  And  whatfoever  ye  fhall  afk  in 
my  name,  that  will  I do,  that  the  Father  may 
be  glorified  in  the  Son.  If  ye  ftiall  afk  any 
thing  in  my  name,  I will  do  it. 

O 
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John  If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments. 

14.  15- And  I will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  fhall 
give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he  may 
abide  with  you  for  ever;  even  the  fpirit  of 
truth,  whom  the  world  cannot  receive,  be- 
caufe  it  feeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth  him : 
but  ye  know  him,  for  he  dwelleth  with  you, 
and  fhall  be  in  you.  I will  not  leave  you 
comfortlefs;  I will  come  to  you.  Yet  a little 
while,  and  the  world  feeth  me  no  more,  but 
ye  fee  me : becaufe  I live,  ye  fhall  live  alfo. 
At  that  day  ye  lhall  know,  that  I am  in  my 
Father,  and  ye  in  me,  and  I in  you.  He 
that  hath  my  commandments,  and  keepeth 
them,  he  it  is  that  loveth  me : and  he  that 
loveth  me,  fhall  be  loved  of  my  Father,  and 
I will  love  him,  and  will  manifeft  myfelf  to 
him.  Judas  faith  unto  him  (notlfcariot)  Lord, 
how  is' it  that  thou  wilt  manifeft  thyfelf  unto 
us,  and  not  unto  the  world?  Jefus  anfwered 
and  faid  unto  him.  If  a man  love  me,  he  will 
•keep  my  words:  and  my  Father  will  love 
him,  and  we  will  come  unto  him,  and  make 
our  abode  with  him.  He  that  loveth  me  not, 
keepeth  not  my  fayings : and  the  word  which 
ye  hear,  is  not  mine,  but  the  Father’s  who 
fent  me.  Thefe  things  have  I fpoken  unto 
you,  being  yet  prefent  with  you.  But 
the  Comforter,  the  Holy  Spirit  whom 
the  Father  will  fend  in  my  name,  he  fhall 
teach  you  all  things,  and  bring  all  things  to 
your  remembrance,  whatfoever  I have  faid 
unto  you.  Peace  I leave  with  you,  my  peace 

I give 
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I give  unto  you : not  as  the  world  giveth,  John 
give  I unto  you.  Let  not  your  heart  be  27 
troubled,  neither  let  it  be  afraid.  Ye  have 
heard  how  I faid  unto  you,  I go  away,  and 
come  again  unto  you.  If  ye  loved  me,  ye 
would  rejoice,  becaufe  I faid,  I go  unto  the 
Father:  for  my  Father  is  greater  than  I. 

And  now  I have  told  you  before  it  come  to 
pafs,  that  when  it  is  come  to  pafs,  ye  might 
believe.  Hereafter  I will  not  talk  much 
with  you:  for  the  prince  of  this  world 
cometh,  and  hath  nothing  in  me.  But  that 
the  world  may  know  that  I love  the  Father; 
and  as  the  Father  gave  me  commandment, 
even  fo  I do.  Arife,  let  us  go  hence. 

I am  the  true  vine,  and  my  Father  is  the  Tohn 
hufbandman.  Evejy  branch  in  me  that  bear-  15.  i. 
eth  not  fruit,  he  taketh  away:  and  every 
branch  that  beareth  fruit,  he  cleanfeth  it,  that 
it  may  bring  forth  more  fruit.  Now  ye  are 
clean  through  the  word  which  I have  fpoken 
unto  you.  Abide  in  me,  and  I in  you.  As 
the  branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of  itfelf,  except 
it  abide  in  the  vine : no  more  can  ye,  except 
ye  abide  in  me.  I am  the  vine,  ye  the 
branches:  he  that  abideth  in  me,  and  I in 
him,  the  fame  bringeth  forth  much  fruit: 
for  without  me  ye  can  do  nothing.  If  a 
man  abide  not  in  me,  he  is  call  forth  as  a 
branch,  and  is  withered;  and  men  gather 
them,  and  call  them  into  the  fire,  and  they 
are  burned.  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words 
abide  in  you,  ye  fhall  alk  what  ye  will,  and 

O 2 it 
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John  it  fhall  be  done  unto  you.  Herein  is  my 

15.  8.  Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much  fruit;  fo 
fhall  ye  be  my  difciples.  As  the  Father  hath 
loved  me,  fo  have  I loved  you : continue  ye  in 
my  love.  If  ye  keep  my  commandments, 
ye  fhall  abide  in  my  love : even  as  I have  kept 
my  Father’s  commandments,  and  abide  in 
his  love.  Thefe  things  have  I fpoken  unto 
you,  that  my  joy  might  remain  in  you,  and 
that  your  joy  might  be  full.  This  is  my  com- 
mandment, That  ye  love  one  another,  as  I 
have  loved  you.  Greater  love  hath  no  man 
than  this,  that  a man  lay  down  his  life  for  his 
friends.  Ye  are  my  friends,  if  ye  do  what- 
foever  I command  you.  Henceforth  I call 
you  not  fervants ; for  the  fervant  knoweth 
not  what  his  lord  doeth:  but  I have  called 
you  friends ; for  all  things  that  I have  heard 
of  my  Father,  I have  made  known  unto  you. 
•Ye  have  not  chofen  me,  but  I have  chofen 
you,  and  ordained  you,  that  ye  fhould  go 
and  bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit 
fhould  remain : that  whatfoever  ye  fliall  alk 
of  the  Father  in  my  name,  he  may  give  it 
you.  Thefe  things  I command  you,  that  ye 
love  one  another.  If  the  world  hate  you,  ye 
know  that  it  hated  me  before  you. 

If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the  world  would 
love  its  own : but  becaufe  ye  are  not  of  the 
world,  but  I have  chofen  you  out  of  the 
world,  therefore  the  world  hateth  you.  Re- 
member the  word  that  I faid  unto  you.  The 
fervatit  is  not  greater  than  his  lord.  If  they 
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have  perfecuted  me,  they  will  allb  perfecute  John 
you:  if  they  have  kept  my  faying,  they  will  *5- 
keep  yours  alfo.  But  all  thefe  things  will 
they  do  unto  you  for  my  name’s  fake,  becaufe 
they  know  not  him  that  fent  me.  If  I had 
not  come  and  fpoken  unto  them,  they  had 
not  had  fm : but  now  they  have  no  cloke  for 
their  fin.  He  that  hateth  me,  hateth  my 
Fathar  alfo.  If  I had  not  do^e  among  them 
the  works  which  none  other  man  did,  they  ^ 
had  not  had  lin : but  now  have  they  both  feen, 
and  hated  both  me  and  my  Father.  But  [this 
cometh  to  pafs]  that  the  word  might  be  ful- 
filled that  is  written  in  their  law.  They  hated 
me  without  a caufe.  But  when  the  Com- 
forter is  come,  whom  I will  fend  unto  you 
from  the  Father,  even  the  Spirit  of  truth, 
which  proceedeth  from  the  Father,  he  fliall  ' 
teftify  of  me.  And  ye  alfo  fliall  bear  witnefs, 
becaufe  ye  have  been  wdth  me  from  the  be- 
ginning. 

Thefe  things  have  I fpoken  unto  you,  that  John 
ye  fhould  not  be  offended.  They  lhall  put  i6.  i. 
you  out  of  the  fynagogues : yea,  the  time 
cometh,  that  whofocver  killeth  you,  will 
think  that  he  doeth  God  fervice.  And  thefe  ^ 
things  will  they  do  unto  you,  becaufe  they 
have  not  known  the  Father,  nor  me.  But 
thefe  things  have  I told  you,  that  when  the 
time  fhall  come,  ye  may  remember  that  I 
told  you  of  them.  And  thefe  things  I faid 
not  unto  you  at  the  beginning,  becaufe  I was 
with  you.  But  npw  I go  my  way  to  him 

O 3 that 
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John  that  fent  me,  and  none  of  you  afketh  me, 

i6.  5,  Whither  goeft  thou  ? But  becaufe  I have 
faid  thefe  things  unto  you,  forrow  hath 
filled  your  heart.  Neverthelefs,  I tell  you 
the  truthj  It  is  expedient  for  you  that  I go 
away  : for  if  I go  not  aw^ay,  the  Comforter 
will  not  come  unto  you;  but  if  I depart,  I 
will  fend  him  unto  you.  And  when  he  is 
come,  he  will  reprove  the  world  of  fin,  and 
of  righteoufnefs,  and  of  judgment:  of  fin, 
becaufe  they  believe  not  on  me;  of  righte- 
oufnefs, becaufe  I go  to  my  Father,  and  ye 
fee  me  no  more;  of  judgment,  becaufe  the- 
prince  of  this  world  is  judged.  I have  yet 
many  things  to  fay  unto  you,  but  ye  cannot 
bear  them  now.  Howbeit,  when  he  the 
Spirit  of  truth  is  come,  he  will  guide  you 
into  all  truth:  for  he  fhall  not  fpeak  of  him- 
felf ; but  whatfoever  he  fhall  hear,  that  fhall 
he  fpeak : and  he  will  fhew  you  things  to 
come.  He  fhall  glorify  me:  for  he  fhall  re- 
ceive of  mine,  and  fhall  fhew  it  unto  you. 
All  things  that  the  Father  hath,  are  mine: 
therefore  faid  I,  that  he  fhall  take  of  mine, 
and  fhall  fhew  it  unto  you.  A little  while, 
and  ye  fhall  not  fee  me:  and  again,  a little 
while,  and  ye  fhall  fee  me,  becaufe  I go  to 
the  Father. 

Then  faid  fome  of  his  difciples  among 
themfelves.  What  is  this  that  he  faith 
unto  us,  A little  w^hile  and  ye  fhall  not  fee 
me:  and  again,  a little  while  and  ye  fhall 
fee  me:  and,  Becaufe  I go  to  the  Father.? 

They 
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They  faid  therefore.  What  is  this  that  he  John 
faith,  A little  while?  we  cannot  tell  what  he 
faith.  Now  Jefus  knew  that  they  were  de- 
lirous  to  alk  him,  and  fiid  unto  them.  Do 
ye  inquire  among  yourfelves  of  that  I faid, 

A little  while  and  ye  Ihall  not  fee  me:  and 
again,  a little  while  and  ye  fhall  fee  me? 
Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  you,  that  ye  (hall 
weep  and  lament,  but  the  world  lhall  re- 
joice.: and  ye  fhall  be  forrowful,  but  your 
forrow  fhall  be  turned  into  joy.  A woman 
when  fhe  is  in  travail,  hath  forrow,  becaufe 
her  hour  is  come : but  as  foon  as  fhe  is  de- 
livered of  the  child,  flie  remembereth  no 
more  the  anguifh,  for  joy  that  a man  is  born 
into  the  world.  And  ye  now  therefore  have 
forrow:  but  I will  fee  you  again,  and  your 
heart  fhall  rejoice,  and  your  joy  no  man 
taketh  from  you.  And  in  that  day  ye  fhall 
afk  me  nothing:  verily,  verily,  I fay  unto  you, 
W^hatfoever  ye  fhall  afk  the  Father  in  my 
name,  he  will  give  it  you.  Hitherto  have  ye 
afked  nothing  in  my  name : afk,  and  ye  fhall 
receive,  that  your  joy  may  be  full.  Thefe 
things  have  I fpoken  unto  you  in  proverbs : 
the  time  cometh  when  I fhall  no  morefpeak 
unto  you  in  proverbs,  but  I fhall  fhew  you 
plainly  of  the  Father.  At  that  day  ye  fhall 
afk  in  my  name:  and  I fay  not  unto  you,  that 
I will  pray  the  Father  for  you.  For  the 
Father  himfelf  loveth  you,  becaufe  ye  have 
loved  me,  and  have  believed  that  I came  out 
from  God.  I came  forth  from  the  Father, 
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John  and  am  come  into  the  world : again,  I leave 
39‘  the  world,  and  go  to  the  Father.  His  dif- 
ciplcs  faid  unto  him,  Lo,  now  fpeakeft  thou 
plainly,  and  fpeakeft  no  proverb.  Now  are 
we  fure  that  thou  knoweft  all  things,  and 
needeft  not  that  any  man  fhould  alk  thee : by 
this  we  believe  that  thou  cameft  forth  from 
God.  Jefus  anfwered  them.  Do  ye  now  be- 
lieve? Behold  the  hour  cometh,  yea,  is  now 
come,  that  ye  ftiall  be  fcattered,  every  man 
to  his  own,  and  fhall  leave  me  alone:  and 
yet  I am  not  alone,  becaufe  the  Father  is 
with  me.  Thefe  things  have  I fpoken  unto 
you,  that  in  me  ye  might  have  peace.  In 
the  world  ye  ftiall  have  tribulation ; but  be 

John  of  good  cheer,  I have  overcome  the  world. 

17-  I-  Thefe  words  fpake  Jefus,  and  lift  up  his 
eyes  to  heaven,  and  faid.  Father,  the  hour  is 
come;  glorify  thy  Son,  that  thy  Son  alfo 
may  glorify  thee.  As  thou  haft  given  him 
power  over  all  flefti,  that  he  ftiould  give 
eternal  life  to  as  many  as  thou  haft  given  him.  > 
And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  might 
know  thee  the  only  true  God,  and  Jefus 
Clirift  v/hom  thou  haft  fent.  I have  glorified 
thee  on  the  earth:  I have  finiftied  the  work 
which  thou  gaveft  me  to  do.  And  now,  O 
Father,  glorify  thou  me  with  thine  own  felf, 
with  the  glory  which  I had  with  thee  before 
the  world  was.  I have  manifefted  thy  name 
unto  the  men  whorn  thou  gaveft  me  out  of 
the  world:  thine  they  were,  and  thou  gaveft 
them  me;  and  they  have  kept  thy  word. 

' ' Now 
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Now  they  have  known  that  all' things  what-  John 
foever  thou  hall:  given  me,  are  of  thee.  For  i?-  7* 
I have  given  unto  them  the  words  which 
thou  gaveft  me  j and  they  have  received  them, 
and  have  known  furely  that  I came  out  from 
thee,  and  they  have  believed  that  thou  didft 
fend  me.  I pray  for  them : I pray  not  for 
the  world,  but  for  them  whom  thou  hall 
given  me,  for  they  are  thine.  And  all  mine 
are  thine,  and  thine  are  mine,  and  I am 
glorified  in  them.  And  now  I am  no  more 
in  the  world,  but  thefe  are  in  the  world, 
and  I come  to  thee.  Holy  Father,  keep 
through  thine  own  name  thofe  whom  thou 
hall  given  me,  that  they  may  be  one,  as  we. 
While  I was  with  them  in  the  world,  I 
kept  them  in  thy  name : thofe  that  thou 
gavell  me  I have  kept,  and  none  of  them  is 
loll,  but  the  fon  of  perdition : that  the  fcrip- 
ture  might  be  fulfilled.  And  now  come  I to 
thee,  and  thefe  things  I fpeak  in  the  world, 
that  they  might  have  my  joy  fulfilled  in 
themfelves.  I have  given  them  thy  word : 
and  the  world  hath  hated  them,  becaufe 
they  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I am 
not  of  the  world.  I pray  not  that  thou 
Ihouldell  take  them  out  of  the  world,  but 
that  thou  Ihouldell  keep  them  from  the 
evil.  They  are  not  of  the  world,  even 
as  I am  not  of  the  world.  Sandtify  them 
through  thy  truth : thy  word  is  truth.  As 
thou  hall  fent  me  into  the  world,  even  fo 
have  I alfo  fent  them  into  the  world.  And 

for 
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John  for  their  fakes  I fandify  myfelf,  that  they 

17.  20.  alfo  might  be  fandtified  through  the  truth. 
Neither  pray  I for  thefe  alone,  but  for  them 
alfo  who  fhall  believe  on  me  through  their 
word : that  they  all  may  be  one,  as  thou. 
Father,  art  in  me,  and  I in  thee;  that  they 
alfo  may  be  one  in  us : that  the  world  may 
believe  that  thou  haft  fent  me.  And  the 
glory  which  thou  gaveft  me,  I have  given 
them:  that  they  may  be  one,  even  as  we  are 
one — I in  them,  and  thou  in  me,  that  they 
may  be  made  perfedt  in  one,  and  that  the 
world  may  know  that  thou  haft  fent  me,  and 
haft  loved  them,  as  thou  haft  loved  me. 
Father,  I will  that  they  alfo  whom  thou  haft 
given  me,  be  with  me  where  I am;  that  they 
may  behold  my  glory  which  thou  haft  given 
me : for  thou  lovedft  me  before  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world.  O righteous  Father,  the 
world  hath  not  known  thee ; but  I have 
known  thee,  and  thefe  have  known  that  thou 
haft  fent  me.  And  I have  declared  unto 
them  thy  name,  and  will  declare  it:  that  the 
love  wherewith  thou  haft  loved  me,  may  be 
in  them,  and  I in  them. 
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JESUS  retires  with  the  Difciples  into 
the  Garden  of  Gethfemane.  His  prayer, 
and  agony.  Is  betrayed  by  JUDAS, 
examined  before  the  Chief  Pi  lefts  and 
Elders,  and  condemned  by  them. 

An  D when  they  had  fung  an  hymn,  Mark 
they  went  out  into  the  Mount  of  14.  26. 
Olives.  Then  faith  Jefus  unto  them.  All 
ye  ftiall  be  offended  becaufe  of  me  this  night, 
for  it  is  written,  I will  Imite  the  fliepherd, 
and  the  flieep  of  the  flock  ftiall  be  fcattered 
abroad.  But  after  I am  rifen  again,  I will 
go  before  you  into  Galilee.  Peter  laid  to  him. 
Though  all  fhall  be  offended  becaufe  of  thee, 
yet  will  I never  be  offended.  And  Jefus  faith 
to  him,  Verily,  I fay  unto  thee,  that  in  this 
night,  before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou, 
fhalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knoweft  me.  But 
he  fpake  the  more  vehemently.  If  I fhould 
die  with  thee,  I will  not  deny  thee  in  any 
wife.  Likewife  alfo  faid  they  all. 

Then  cometh  Jefus  with  them  unto  a place  John 
called  Gethfemane,  beyond  the  brook  Ce- 18.  i. 
dron,  where  was  a garden,  into  the  which  Mat. 
he  entered,  and  his  difciples;  and  he  fait  ^ 
to  them.  Sit  ye  here,  while  I go  and  pray  ^ 
yonder.  And  taking  along  Peter  and  the 

two  fons  of  Zebedee,  he  began  to  be  ftjrrow^ 

ful 
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Mark  fbl  and  very  heavy.  Then  faith  he  unto  them, 
>4-  34-  My  foul  is  exceeding  forrowful,  even  unto 
death ; tarry  ye  here,  and  watch  with  me. 
And  he  went  forward  a little,  and  fell  on  his 
face,  praying,  that,  if  it  were  poffible,  the 
hour  might  pafs  from  him : and  he  faid, 
Abba,  Father,  all  things  are  poffible  unto 
thee. — Take  away  this  cup  from  mc;  never- 
thelefs,  not  what  I will,  but  what  thou  wilt. 
And  he  cometh  unto  his  difciples,  and  findeth 
them  fleeping  for  forrow,  and  faith  to  Peter, 
Simon,  fleepeft  thou?  couldeft  thou  not 
Luke  watch  one  hour?  Watch  ye  and  pray,  left  ye 
enter  into  temptation:  the  fpirit  truly  is 
willing,  but  the  fleffi  weak.  He  went  away 
again  the  fecond  time,  and  being  withdrawn 
from  them  about  a ftone’s-caft,  prayed,  fay- 
ing, O my  Father,  If  thou  be  willing,  re- 
move this  cup  from  me — but  if  this  cup  may 
not  pafs  away  from  me,  except  I drink  it, 
thy  will  be  done.  And  there  appeared  an 
angel  unto  him  from  heaven,  ftrengthening 
him.  And  being  in  an  agony,  he  prayed  more 
earneftly,  and  his  fweat  was  as  it  were  great 
drops  of  blood  falling  down  to  the  ground. 
And  he  came  and  found  them  again  fleeping, 
for  their  eyes  were  heavy;  and  he  faid  unto 
' them.  Why  fleep  ye  ? Rife  and  pray,  left  ye 
^ enter  into  temptation : and  they  knew,  not 
what  to  anfwer  him.  And  he  left  them,  and 
went  away  again,  and  prayed  the  third  time-, 
faying  the  fame  words.  Then,  riling  up  from 
prayer,-  he  cometh  -to  his  difciples,  and  faith 

to 
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to  them.  Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your  reft : Mat.  ^ 
It  is  enough — the  hour  is  come,  and  the  Son  26.  45. 
of  Man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  finners. 

Arife,  let  us  go.  Behold,  he  is  at  hand  that 
doth  betray  me. 

And  immediately,  while  he  yet  fpake,  lo,  John 
Judas,  having  received  a band  of  men  and  18.  2. 
officers  from  the  chief  Priefts  and  Pharifees, 
cometh  thither  with  lanterns,  and  torches, 
and  weapons;  for  he  knew  the  place,  be- 
caufejefus  oft-times  reforted  thither  with  hi$ 
difciples.  Jefus  therefore,  knowing  all  things 
that  ffiould  come  upon  him,  went  forth,  and 
faid  unto  them.  Whom  feek  ye  ? They  an- 
fwered  him,  Jefus  of  Nazareth.  Jefus  faith 
unto  them,  I am  [he].  And  Judas  alfo,  who 
betrayed  him,  flood  with  them.  As  foon  then 
as  he  had  faid  unto  them,  I am  he,  they  went 
backward,  and  fell  to  the  ground.  Then 
afked  he  them  again,  Whom  feek  ye?  And 
they  faid,  Jefus  of  Nazareth.  Jefus  anfwered, 

I have  told  you  that  I am  he. — If  therefore 
ye  feek  me,  let  thefe  go  away : that  the  fay- 
ing might  be  fulfilled  which  he  fpake.  Of 
them  whom  thou  gavefl  me  have  I lofl 
none.  Now  he  that  betrayed  him  had  given  Mark 
them  a token,  faying,  WhomfocveiT  fhall  kifs,  ii.  44. 
that  fame  is  he — take  him,  and  lead  him  away  Mat. 
fafely.  Forthwith  then  he  came  unto  Jefus,  26.  48. 
and  faid.  Hail,  Rabbi,  and  kiffed  him.  And 
Jefus  faid  unto  him.  Friend,  wherefore  art 
thou  come?  Betrayefl  thou  the  Son  of  Man 

with 
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Luke  with  a kifs  ? Then  came  they  and  laid  hands 
22.  48.  on  Jefus,  and  took  him. 

When  they  that  were  about  him  faw  what 
would  follow,  they  faid  unto  him,  Lord, 
fhall  we  fmite  with  the  fword?  And  Simon 
Peter,  ftretching  out  his  hand,  drew  his 
fword,  and  ftruck  a fervant  of  the  high 
prieft’s,  and  cut  off  his  right  ear:  the  fer- 
vapt’s  name  was  Malchus.  And  Jefus  an- 
fwering  faid.  Suffer  ye  thus  far,  but  return 
thy  fword  into  its  place,  for  all  they  that 
take  the  fword  fhall  perifh  by  the  fword. 
The  cup  which  my  Father  hath  given  me, 
fhall  I not  drink  it  ? Thinkeft  thou  that  I 
cannot  now  pray  to  my  Father,  and  he  fhall 
prefently  give  me  more  than  twelve  legions 
of  angels : But  how  then  fhall  the  feriptures 
be  fulfilled,  that  thus  it  mufl  be?  And  he 
touched  the  man’s  ear,  and  healed  him. 

Mat.  In  that  fame  hour  faid  Jefus  to  the  mul- 
26.  55.titudes  which  were  come  upon  him.  Are  ye 
come  out  as  againfla  thief,  with  fwords  and 
with  ftaves  to  take  me  ? I fat  daily  with 
you,  teaching  in  the  temple,  and  ye  took 
not  hold  of  me:  but  this  is  your  hour,  and 
the  power  of  darknefs.  And  all  this  hath 
come  to  pafs  that  the  feriptures  of  the  pro- 
phets might  be  fulfilled.  Then  all  the  dif- 
Mark  ciples  forfook  him  and  fled.  And  there  fol- 
24.  51.  lowed  him  a certain  young  man,  having  a 
linen  cloth  caft  about  his  naked  body;  and 
the  young  men  laid  hold  on  him,  but  he  left 
the  linen  cloth,  and  fled  from  them  naked. 

Then 
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Then  the  band,  and  the  captain,  and  John 
officers  of  the  Jews,  having  bound  Jefus,  18.  13. 
led  him  away  to  Annas  firft,  for  he  was 
father-in-law  to  Caiaphas,  who  was  the  high 
prieft  of  that  year:  Annas  therefore  fent  him 
bound  unto  Caiaphas  the  high  prieft,  where 
all  the  chief  Priefts,  and  Elders,  and  Scribes 
were  aftembled.  Now  Caiaphas  was  he  who 
gave  counfel  to  the  Jews  that  it  was  expe- 
dient that  one  man  ihould  die  for  the  peo- 
ple. 

And  Simon  Peter  followed  Jefus  afar  off, 
and  alfo  another  difciple : that  difciple  was 
known  to  the  high  prieft,  and  went  in  with 
Jefus  into  the  high  prieft’s  palace.  But  ' 
Peter  ftood  at  the  door  without.  Then  went 
out  the  other  difciple,  who  was  known  unto 
the  high  prieft,  and  fpake  to  her  that  kept 
the  door,  and  brought  in  Peter.  And  the 
fervants  and  officers  ftood  there,  having  made 
a fire  of  coals  in  the  midft  of  the  hall,  for  it 
was  cold ; and  they  warmed  themfelves ; and 
Peter  ftood  with  them,  and  warmed  him- 
felf. 

The  high  prieft  then  afked  Jefus  concern- 
ing his  difciples,  and  concerning  his  dodtrine. 

Jefus  anfwered  him,  I fpake  openly  to  the 
worlds  I ever  taught  in  the  fynagogue  and  in 
the  temple,  whither  the  Jews  always  refort 
from  every  quarter,  and  in  fecret  have  I faid 
nothing.  Why  afkeft  thou  me  ? Afk  them 
who  heard  me,  what  I have  faid  unto  them. 

Behold  they  know  what  1 faid.  And  when 
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John  he  had  thus  fpoken,  one  of  the  officers, 
i8.  -22,  who  ftood  by,  ftruck  Jefus  with  the  palm  of 
his  hand,  faying,  Doft  thou  anfwer  the  high 
prieft  fo  ? Jefus  anfwered  him.  If  I have 
fpoken  evil,  bear  witnefs  of  the  evil ; but  if 
well,  why  fmiteft  thou  me  ? 

Mark  Now  the  chief  prieft,  and  elders,  and 
14-  55*^11  the  council,  fought  teftimony  againft 
Jefus  to  put  him  to  death,  and  found 
^6.  59- none:  for  many  bare  falfe  witnefs  againft 
him,  but  their  witnefs  was  not  fufficient. 
And  there  arofe  certain  who  bare  falfe 
witnefs,  faying.  We  heard  him  fav,  I 
will  deftroy  this  temple,  that  is  made  with 
hands,  and  within  three  days  I will  build 
another  made  without  hands.  Yet  neither 
was  this  their  teftimony  fufficient.  And  the 
high  prieft  ftood  up  in  the  midft,  and  alked 
Jefus,  faying,  Anfwereft  thou  nothing  ? What 
do  thefe  men  teftify  againft  thee?  But  he  held 
his  peace,  and  anfwered  nothing.  Again  the 
high  prieft  ^Iked  him,  and  faid  unto  him,  I 
adjure  thee  by  the  living  God,  that  thou 
tell  us,  whethbr  thou  be  the  Chrift,  the  Son 
of  the  blefted  One?  Jefus  faith  to  him. 
Thou  haft  fpoken  it.  If  I tell  you,  ye  will 
not  believe;  if  I alfo  ailc  you,  ye  will  not 
anfwer  me,  nor  let  me  go.  Hereafter  ftiall 
ye  fee  the  Son  of  Man  fitting  on  the  right 
hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of 
heaven.  Then  the  high  prieft  rent  his  gar- 
ments, faying.  What  further  need  have  we 
of  witnefles?  Behold,  now,  ye  have  heard 

his 
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his  blafphemy. — What  think  ye?  And  they 
all  condemned  hirli  to  be  guilty  of  death. 

And  the  men  that  held  Jefus  began  to  Mark 
fpit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his  face,  and  to  14.  65. 
buffet  him ; and  the  fervants  did  ffrike  him  Mat. 
with  the  palms  of  their  hands,  faying.  Pro-  ^9* 
phefy  to  us,  thou  Chrifl,  who  is  it  that 
fmote  thee?  And  many  other  things  blaf- 
phemoufly  fpake  they  againfl:  him. 

Peter  mean- while  was  without  in  the  hall: 
but  the  damfel  that  kept  the  door  beheld  him 
as  he  fat  by  the  fire,  and  earneftly  looked  on 
him,  and  faid.  Thou  alfo  waft  with  Jefus  of 
Nazareth.  And  he  denied  before  them  all, 
faying.  Woman,  I know  not,  neither  under- 
ftand  I what  thou  fayeft.  And  he  went  out 
into  the  porch,  and  the  cock  crew^  and  after 
a little  while  another  maid  faw  him,  and 
faid  to  them  that  were  there.  This  man  was 
alfo  with  Jefus  of  Nazareth?  and  again  he 
denied  with  an  oath,  I do  not  know  the  man. 

And  about  the  fpace  of  one  hour  after,  they  L’lke 
that  ftood  by  faid  again  to  Peter,  Surely  22.  58. 
thou  alfo  art  one  of  them,  for  thou  art  a 
Galilean,  and  thy  fpeech  bewrayeth  thee: 
one  of  the  fervants  of  the  high  prieft’s,  being 
his  kinfman,  whofe  ear  Peter  cut  off,  con- 
fidently affirmed  it,  and  faid.  Did  not  I fee 
thee  in  the  garden  with  him?  But  he  began 
to  curfe  and  to  fwear,  faying,  I know  notjs.  26. 
this  man  of  whom  ye  fpeak : and  imme- 
diately, while  he  yet  fpake,  the  cock  crew 
a fecond  time;  and  the  Lord  turned,  and 

P looked 
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Mark  looked  upon  Peter ; and  Peter  remembered 
14.  72.  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he  had  faid  unto 
him,  Before  the  cock  crow  twice  thou  (halt 
deny  me  thrice.  And  Peter  went  out  and 
wept  bitterly. 


CHAP.  XIX. 

JESUS  tried  before  PILATE  and  King 
HEROD;  and  delivered  up  to  the 
People  at  their  Requeft.  Is  fcourged  and 
crucified. 

Mat.  TTTHEN  the  morning  was  come,  and 
27.  I.  W all  the  chief  priefts  with  the  Scribes 
Mark  ^nd  elders  of  the  people  had  taken  counfel 
^5*  *•  againfl  Jefus  to  put  him  to  death,  they 
^ bound  him,  and  led  him  away  from  Caia- 
phas  unto  the  * pretorium,  and  delivered 
him  up  to  Pontius  Pilate  the  governor. 
Then  Judas,  who  betrayed  him,  feeing  that 
he  was  condemned,  repented  himfelf,  and 
brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of  filver  to 
the  chief  priefts  and  elders,  faying,  I have 
finned,  in  that  I have  betrayed  innocent 
blood.  They  faid.  What  is  that  to  us?— 
See  thou  to  it.  And  calling  down  the  thirty 

• The  pretorium  was  the  manflon-houfe  of  the  Roman 
pretors  or  governors  of  provinces,  where  they  gave  audience, 
and  adminiltered  jullice. 


pieces 


Chap.  XIX.  [ 227  ] 

pieces  of  filver  in  the  temple,  he  'departed.  Mat. 
and  went  away,  and  hanged  himfelf.  And  27*  5- 
the  chief  priefts  took  the  pieces  of  hlver, 
and  faid.  It  is  not  lawful  to  put  them  into  the 
treafury,  becaufe  it  is  the  price  of  blood. 

And  they  took  counfel  together,  and  bought 
with  them  the  potters  field,  to  bury  ftrangers 
in  : therefore  that  field  was  called  the  field 
of  blood  unto  this  day.  Then  was  fulfilled 
that  which  was  fpoken  by  Jeremias  the  pro- 
phet, faying,  “ And  they  took  the  thirty  Zech.  n. 
pieces  of  filver,  the  price  of  him  that  was  *3* 
valued,  whom  they  of  the  children  of  Ifrael 
did  value,  and  gave  them  for  the  potters  field, 
as  the  Lord  appointed  me.” 

Pilate  then  went  out  unto  them,  for  they  John 
themfelves  went  not  into  the  pretorium,  that  18.  28. 
they  might  not  be  defiled,  but  eat  the  pafibver. 

And  he  faid.  What  accufation  bring  ye 
againfi:  this  man  ? They  anfwered  and  faid  to 
him.  If  he  were  not  a malefactor,  we  would 
not  have  delivered  him  up  to  thee.  Then 
faid  Pilate  unto  them.  Take  ye  him,  and 
judge  him  according  to  your  law.  The  Jews 
therefore  faid  to  him.  It  is  not  lawful  for  us 
to  put  any  man  to  death. — That  the  faying  See^ 
of  Jefus  might  be  fulfilled  which  he  fpake,  John 
fignifying  by  what  death  he  fhould  die.  12.  32, 

And  they  began  to  accufe  him,  faying.  We  Luke 
found  him  perverting  the  nation,  and  for-  23.  2. 
bidding  to  give  tribute  to  Cefar,  faying,  that 
he  himfelf  is  Chrift,  a King. 
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Pilate  therefore  entered  again  into  the  pre- 
‘ torium,  and  called  Jefus,  and  faid  unto  him. 
Art  thou  the  king  of  the  Jews  ? Jefus  an- 
fwered  him,  fayeft  thou  this  thing  of  thyfelf, 
or  did  others  tell  thee  concerning  me? 

Pilate  anfwered,  Am  I a Jew?  Thine  own 
nation  and  the  chief  priefts  have  delivered 
thee  to  me:  What  haft  thou  done?  Jefus 
anfwered.  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world; 
if  my  kingdom  were  of  this  world,  then 
would  my  fervants  have  ftriven  that  I might 
not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews ; but  now  is 
my  kingdom  not  from  hence.  Pilate  there- 
fore faid  to  him.  Thou  art  then  a king? 
Jefus  anfwered.  Thou  fayeft  that  I am  a king. 
To  this  end  was  I born,  and  for  this  came 
I into  the  world,  that  I might  bear  witnefs 
to  the  truth:  every  one  that  is  of  the  truth 
heareth  my  voice.  Pilate  faith  unto  him. 
What  is  truth?  And  having  faid  this,  he 
went  out  again  unto  the  chief  priefts  and  the 
multitude  of  the  Jews,  and  faith  to  them,  I 
find  no  fault  in  him.  And  the  chief  priefts 
and  elders  accufed  him  of  many  things;  but 
he  anfwered  nothing.  And  Pilate  afked  him 
again,  faying,  Anfwereft  thou  nothing?  Be- 
hold how  many  things  they  witnefs  againft 
thee?  And  he  anfwered  him  to  never  a word, 
infomuch  that  the  governor  marvelled 
greatly.  But  they  were  the  more  fierce,  fay- 
ing, He  ftirreth  up  the  people,  teaching 
throughout  all  Judea,  beginning  from  Gali- 
lee, even  to  this  place.  When  Pilate  heard 
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of  Galilee,  he  afked  whether  the  man  were  Luke 
a Galilean^  and  as  foon  as  he  knew  that  he  23.  6. 
belonged  unto  Herod’s  jurifdidion,  he  fent 
him  to  Herod,  who  himfelf  alfo  was  at 
Jerufalem  in  thofe  days.  And  when  Herod 
faw  Jefus  he  was  exceeding  glad,  for  he  was 
delirous  to  fee  him  of  a long  feafon,  becaufe 
he  had  heard  many  things  of  him,  and  he 
hoped  to  have  feen  fome  miracle  performed 
by  him.  Then  he  queftioned  with  him  in 
many  words,  but  he  anfwered  him  nothing; 
and  the  chief  priefts  and  Scribes  flood  vehe- 
mently accufing  him.  And  Herod,  with  his 
foldiers,  fet  him  at  nought,  and  mocked  him, 
and  arrayed  him  in  a gorgeous  robe,  and  fent 
him  back  to  Pilate ; and  the  fame  day  Pilate 
and  Herod  became  friends  together,  for  be- 
fore they  were  at  enmity  between  themfelves. 

And  Pilate  having  called  together  the 
chief  priefls  and  the  rulers  of  the  people, 
faid  unto  them,  Ye  have  brought  this  man 
unto  me  as  one  that  perverteth  the  people, 
and  behold,  I having  examined  him  before 
you,  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man, 
touching  thofe  things  whereof  ye  accufe  him: 
no,  nor  yet  Herod;  for  I fent  you  unto  him, 
and  lo,  nothing  worthy  of  death  is  done  by 
him.  I will  therefore  chaflife  him,  and  let 
him  go. 

Now  at  that  feafl  the  governor  was  w'ontMat. 
to  releafe  unto  the  people  one  prifoner  27.  15. 
whomfoever  they  defired.  They  had  at  that 
time  a notable  prifoner  called  Barabbas,  who 
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Mat.  lay  bound  with  certain  rioters,  that  had 
^7’  1 7*  committed  murder  in  an  infurredtion. 
Therefore,  when  the  multitude  were  gather- 
ed together,  crying  aloud,  they  began  to 
demand  what  he  had  ever  done  to  them. 
And  Pilate  anfwered  them,  faying.  Whom 
will  ye  that  I releafe  unto  you Barabbas, 
or  Jefus,  who  is  called  Chrift?  for  he  knew 
that  the  chief  priefts  had  delivered  him  for 
envy.  Moreover,  when  he  was  fet  down  on 
the  judgment- feat,  his  wife  fent  unto  him, 
faying.  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with  that 
juft  man,  for  I have  fuffered  many  things 
this  day  in  a dream  becaufe  of  him.  But 
the  chief  priefts  and  the  elders  perfuaded 
the  multitude  that  they  fhould  afk  for  Ba- 
rabbas, and  deftroy  Jefus.  The  governor  an- 
fwered and  faid  again  to  them.  Whether  of 
the  twain  will  ye  that  I releafe  to  you  ? They 
faid  Barabbas.  Pilate,  yet  willing  to  releafe 
Jefus,  faith  to  them.  What  then  ftiall  I do 
with  Jefus,  who  is  called  Chrift?  They  all 
cried  out,  Crucify  him,  crucify  him.  And 
the  governor  faid.  What  evil  hath  he  done  ? 
I have  found  no  caufe  of  death  in  him : I will 
therefore  chaftife  him,  and  let  him  go.  But 
they  cried  out  the  more  exceedingly.  Let 
him  be  crucified. 

Mark  Then  Pilate  therefore  took  Jefus  and 
15*  fcourged  him  j and  the  foldiers,  taking  him 
into  the  pretorium,  gathered  unto  him  the 
whole  band ; and  they  ftripped  him,  and 
put  on  him  a purple  robe:  and  having  plat- 
ted. 
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ted  a crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it  on  his  Mark 
head,  and  a reed  in  his  right  hand;  and  they  ^5*  *7* 
bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and  mocked 
him,  faying.  Hail  king  of  the  Jews.  And 
they  fpit  upon  him,  and  took  the  reed,  and 
fmote  him  on  the  head.  Pilate  therefore  went  John 
forth  again,  and  faith  unto  them.  Behold  I 4. 
bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know 
that  I find  no  fault  in  him.  Then  came  Jefus 
forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns,  and  the 
purple  robe:  and  Pilate  faith  unto  them.  Be- 
hold the  man.  When  the  chief  priefts  there- 
fore and  officers  faw  him,  they  cried  out,  fay- 
ing, Crucify  him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  faith 
unto  them.  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify  him:  for 
I find  no  fault  in  him.  The  Jews  anfwered 
him.  We  have  a law,  and  by  our  law  he  ought 
to  die,  becaufe  he  made  himfelf  the  Son  of 
God.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  fay- 
ing, he  was  the  more  afraid;  and  went  again 
into  the  pretorium,  and  faith  unto  Jefus, 
Whence  art  thou  ? But  Jefus  gave  him  no 
anfwer.  Then  faith  Pilate  unto  him.  Speak- 
eft  thou  not  unto  me?  knoweft  thou  not, 
that  I have  power  to  crucify  thee,  and  have 
power  to  releafe  thee?  Jefus  anfwered.  Thou 
couldeft  have  no  power  at  all  againft  me, 
except  it  were  given  thee  from  above : there-t 
fore  he  that  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the 
greater  fin.  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate 
fought  to  releafe  him : but  the  Jews  cried 
out,  faying.  If  thou  let  this  mango,  thou 
art  not  Cefar’s  friend:  whofoever  maketh 
himfelf  a king,  fpeaketh  againft  Cefar. 

P 4 When 
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John  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  faying, 
^9*  ^3^  he  brought  Jefus  forth,  and  fat  down  in  the 
judgment-feat,  in  a place  that  is  called  the 
Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha. 
And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  * pafcha, 
and  about  the  hxth  hour  : and  he  faith  unto 
the  Jews,  Behold  your  king ! But  they 
cried  out.  Away  with  him,  away  with  him, 
crucify  him.  Pilate  faith  unto  them.  Shall 
I crucify  your  king?  The  chief  priefts  an- 
fwered.  We  have  no  king  but  Cefar. 

Mat.  When  Pilate  faw  that  nothing  availed,  but 
27.  24.  that  rather  a tumult  was  made,  he  took  water, 
and  walked  his  hands  before  the  multitude, 
faying,  I am  innocent  of  the  blood  of  this 
juft  perfon — fee  ye  to  it.  Then  anfwered  all 
the  people,  and  faid.  His  blood  be  upon  us, 
and  on  our  children.  So  the  voices  of  them 
and  of  the  chief  priefts  prevailed.  And 
Pilate,  willing  to  content  the  people,  gave 
fentence  that  it  fhould  be  as  they  required ; 
and  he  releafed  him,  that  for  feaition  and 
murder  was  caft  into  prifon,  but  delivered 
Jefus  to  their  will. 

And  after  that  they  had  mocked  him,  they 
took  the  purple  from  him,  and  put  his  own 

* Pafcha  is  commonly  ufed  to  exprefs  the  whole  time  of 
the  palTover  feftival : the  Trct^eLff Kzvn  t«  nra.^yAi  therefore  is 
the  pafchal  parafceue  or  preparation- day  for  the  fabbath, 
which  fell  out  during  that  feaft,  when  they  obferved  many 
ceremonies,  and  kept  themfelves  particularly  pure,  in  order 
to  celebrate  that  fabbath  with  due  folemnity.  Such  fabbaths 
are  called.  Great  Days  of  the  Feftivals,  John  19.  31. 
7-  37- 

clothes, 
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clothes  on  him,  and  led  him  away  bearing  his  Luke 
crofs  to  be  crucified.  But  as  they  went  out,  ^3* 
they  found  a man  of  Cyrene,  by  name  Simon, 
the  Father  of  Alexander  and  Rufus,  coming 
from  the  field : him  they  compelled  to  bear 
’ the  * crofs  after  Jefus.  And  there  followed 
him  a great  company  of  people,  and  of  wo- 
men, who  alfo  bewailed  and  lamented  him. 

But  Jefus,  turning  unto  them,  faid.  Daugh- 
ters of  Jerufalem,  weep  not  for  me,  but  weep^ 
for  yourfelves,  and  for  your  children : for  ber- 
hold  the  days  are  coming,  in  the  which  they 
fhall  fay,  Blelfed  are  the  barren,  and  the 
wombs  that  never  bare,  and  the  breafts  which 
never  gave  fuck.  Then  fhall  they  begin  to  fay 
to  the  mountains,  fall  on  us ; and  to  the  hills, 
cover  us  : for  if  they  do  thefe  things  in  the 
green  wood,  what  fhall  be  done  in  the  dry? 

And  there  were  alfo  other  malefadtors  led 
with  him  to  be  put  to  death. 

And  they  bring  him  to  a place  called  Mark 
Golgotha,  which  is,  being  interpreted,  thetf.  22 
place  of  a fkull ; and  they  gave  him  to  drink 
wine  mingled  with  -f- myrrh,  but  he  received 

it 


* Condemned  perfons,  according  to  the  Roman  cuftom, 
bare  their  own  crofs  in  going  to  execution.  Here  Jefus  is 
forced  to  bear  his  crofs  through  the  city  to  complete  his  ig- 
nominy ; but  when  they  are  got  without  the  gates,  it  is  put 
upon  another  more  able  to  fupport  it : fo  they  hurry  him 
more  quickly  to  the  place  of  execution. 

+ ci/i'of  Myrrh  is  teprefented  by  Galen  and 

Diofcorides  as  bitter  and  narcotic : it  was  ufually  given  to 
malefactors,  in  order  to  make  them  lefs  fenlible  of  pain 

during 
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it  not:  and  there  they  crucified  him,  and 
^7*  33*  the  two  malefadlors,  one  on  his  right  hand, 
and  the  other  on  his  left.  So  the  fcripture 
was  fulfilled,  which  faith,  “ And  he  was 
numbered  with  the  tranfgreffors.”  Then 
faid  Jefus,  Father,  forgive  them,  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do.  And  it  was  the 
third  hour  when  they  crucified  him.  And 
Pilate  wrote  a fuperfcription  of  his  offence, 
and  put  it  on  the  crofs,  over  his  head:  and 
the  writing  was,  THIS  IS  JESUS  OF 
NAZARETH,  THE  KING  OF  THE 
John  JEWS.  This  title  then  read  many  of  the 
19.  20.  Jews,  for  the  place  where  Jefus  was  cruci- 
fied was  nigh  unto  the  city;  and  it  was 
written  in  letters  of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and 
Hebrew.  Then  faid  the  chief  priefts  of 
the  Jews  to  Pilate,  Write  not.  The  king  of 
the  Jews,  but  that  he  faid,  lam  king  of  the 


during  execution,  Apuleius,  Afin.  Aur.  I.  10.  fays,  “ The 
" criminal,  fortified  by  a beverage  of  myrrh,  which  he  had 
before  taken,  withftood  not  only  the  blows,  but  fire  itfelf.” 
Frankincenfe  was  likewife  ufed  for  the  fame  purpofc,  as  we 
are  informed  by  the  dodlors  of  the  I'almud,  “ When  any 
one  is  carried  to  execution,  they  give  him  a grain  of 
**  frankincenfe,  with  wine,  in  order  to  take  away  his  fenfe  of 
“pain.”  Sanhedrim,  c.  6.  f.  143.  Matthew  fays  in  this 
place,  it  was  vinegar  mixed  with  gall,  which,  when  he  had 
tailed,  he  refufed  to  drink*  The  commentators  have  fup- 
pofed  that  by  gall  is  meant  any  bitternefs  whatfoever,  and 
therefore  the  bitter  of  myrrh  may  be  here  implied.  Or  they 
might  carry  on  their  outrages  and  cruelty  to  the  utmoll, 
and  inftead  of  the  ufual  enlivening  potion  of  myrrhed  wine, 
offer  him,  in  reality,  the  naufeous  draught  of  vinegar  and 
gall,  as  it  is  faid  afterwards.  They  offered  unto  hipi  vinegar, 
mocking  him,

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Jews.  Pilate  anfwered,  What  I have  writ- 

ten,  I have  written.  -r  j t c 

Then  the  foldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  John 

Jefus,  took  his  garments,  and  made  four  19*  23* 
parts,  to  every  foldier  a part,  and  alfo  his 
coat:  now  the  coat  was  without  feam,  woven 
from  the  top  throughout.  They  faid  there- 
fore among  themfelves.  Let  us  not  rend  it, 
but  caft  lots  for  it,  whofe  it  fhall  be:  that 
the  fcripture  might  be  fulfilled,  which  faith, 

“ They  parted  my  raiment  among  them,  and  Pfalm  22 
for  my  veflure  they  did  caft  lots.  Thefe 
things  did  the  foldiers. 

And  they  that  paffed  by  reviled  him,  wag-  Mat. 
ging  their  heads,  and  faying.  Ah!  thou  that  39* 
deftroyeft  the  temple,  and  buildeft  it  in  three 
days,  fave  thyfelfj  if  thou  be  the  Son  of  God, 
come  down  from  the  crofs.  Likewife  alfo 
the  chief  priefts,  mocking,  faid  among  them- 
felves, with  the  Scribes  and  elders.  He  faved 
others,  himfelf  he  cannot  favej  Let  theChrift, 
the  king  of  Ifrael,  now  come  down  from  the 
crofs,  that  we  may  fee  and  believe  in  him.  He 
trufied  in  Godj  let  him  deliver  him  now  if 
he  will  have  him:  for  he  faid,  I am  the  Son 
of  God.  And  the  foldiers  alfo  mocked  him, 
coming  unto  him,  and  offering  him  ^vinegar. 


• The  foldiers  and  lower  dafs  of  people  among  the  Jews 
made  ufe  of  vinegar,  when  mixed  with  water,  for  a comi^n 
drink.  The  Jews  of  better  rank,  however,  looked  on  an  offer 
of  vinegar  to  drink  as  the  greateft  affront  and  outrage,  as  will 
appear  from  a remarkable  pallage  in  Pfalm  6g.  21,  22.

Luke  and  faying,  If  thou  be  the  king  of  the  Jews, 
^3*  39*  fave  thyfelf.  And  one  of  the  malefactors 
that  were  crucified  with  him  railed  on  him, 
faying.  If  thou  be  the  Chrifi;  fave  thyfelf  and 
us.  But  the  other  anfwering,  rebuked  him, 
faying,  Doftnot  thou  fear  God,  becaufe  thou 
art  in  the  fame  condemnation?  And  we,  in- 
deed, juftly,  for  we  receive  the  due  reward  of 
our  deeds ; but  this  man  hath  done  nothing 
amifs.  And  he  faid  unto  Jefus,  Lord,  re- 
member me  when  thou  comefi;  in  thy  king- 
dom. Jefus  faid  to  him.  Verily,  I fay  unto 
thee,  to-day  fhalt  thou  be  with  me  in 
paradife. 

John  There  flood  by  the  crofs  of  Jefus  his 
>9*  ^5*  mother  and  his  mother’s  fifter,  Mary,  the  wife 
of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene.  When 
Jefus  therefore  faw  his  mother,  and  the  dif- 
ciple  flanding  by,  whom  he  loved,  he  faith 
unto  his  mother.  Woman,  behold  thy  fon. 
Then  faith  he  to  the  difciple.  Behold  thy 
mother.  And  from  that  hour  that  difciple 
took  her  unto  his  own  home. 

Mat.  Now  from  the  fixth  hour  there  was  dark- 
27*_4S*nefs  over  all  the  land  unto  the  ninth  hour: 
and  about  the  ninth  hour,  Jefus  cried  out, 
with  a loud  voice,  faying,  Eli,  Eli,  lama, 
fabachthani,  that  is.  My  God,  my  God,  why 

proach  hath  broken  my  heart,  and  I am  full  of  heavinefs : 
I looked  for  fome  to  pity,  but  there  was  none;  and  for  com- 
forters, but  I found  none.  They  gave  me  alfo  gall  for  my 
meat,  and  in  my  thiill  they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink.”

Chap.  XIX.  [ 237  ] 

hail  thou  forfaken  me  ? Some  of  them  that  Mat. 
Hood  there  faid.  This  man  calleth  for  Elias.  27.  47* 
After  this,  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  John 
accompliihed,  that  the  fcripture  might  be  19.  28. 
fulfilled,  he  faith,  I third.  Now  there  was 
fet  a veflel  full  of  vinegar  j and  ilraightway 
one  ran,  and  filled  a fponge  with  the  vinegar, 
and  putting  in  hyfibp,  fet  it  on  a reed,  and 
gave  him  to  drink.  The  reft  faid.  Let  alone. 

Let  us  fee  whether  Elias  will  come  to  take 
him  down.  When  Jefus  therefore  had  taken 
the  vinegar,  and  again  cried  with  a loud  voice, 
he  faid.  It  is  finifhed— Father,  into  thy  hands 
I commend  my  fpirit ; and  he  bowed  his 
head,  and  gave  up  the  ghoft.  And  the  fun  Mat. 
was  darkened^  and  behold  the  veil  of  the  27.  51 
temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top  to 
the  bottom  j the  earth  did  quake,  and  the 
rocks  rent 5 and  the  tombs  were  opened,  and 
many  bodies  of  the  faints,  who  flept,  arofe 
up,  and  came  out  of  the  tombs : and  after 
his  refurreftion  they  went  into  the  holy  city, 
and  appeared  unto  many. 

Now  when  the  centurion,  and  they  that 
were  with  him,  who  flood  over-againfl  Jefus, 
watching  him,  faw  the  earthquake,  and 
thofe  things  that  were  done,  they  feared 
greatly,  faying.  Truly  this  was  the  Son  of 

God.  Luke 

And  the  people  that  came  together  unto  23.  4? 
that  fight,  beholding  what  was  done,  fmote 
their  breafls  and  returned.  And  all  his  ac- 
quaintance flood  afar  off  to  fee  thefe  things ; Mat. 

and  27.  5- 
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and  alfb  many  women,  who,  when  hcjwas  in 
Galilee,  followed  him,  and  miniftered  unto 
him among  whom  was  Mary  Magdalene, 
and  Mary  the  mother  of  James  the  Lefs, 
and  of  Jofes,  and  the  mother  of  Zebedee’s 
fons,  and  many  other  women  who  came  up 
with  him  to  Jerufalem. 

The  Jews,  therefore,  becaufe  it  was  the 
preparation,  that  the  bodies  might  not  re- 
main upon  the  crofs  on  the  fabbath-day,  (for 
that  fabbath-day  was  an  high  day)  befought 
Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and 
that  they  might  be  taken  away.  Then 
came  the  foldiers  and  brakethe  legs  of  the 
firft,  and  of  the  other  who  was  crucified 
with  him ; but  when  they  came  unto  Jefus, 
and  faw  that  he  was  dead  already,  they  brake 
not  his  legs,  but  one  of  the  foldiers  with  a 
fpear  pierced  his  fide,  and  forthwith  came 
thereout  blood  and  water:  and  he  that  faw  it 
bare  record,  and  his  record  is  true.  And  he 
knoweth  that  he  faith  true,  that  ye  may  be- 
lieve : for  thefe  things  were  done  that  the 
fcripture  might  be  fulfilled,  ‘‘  A bone  of  him 
fhall  not  be  broken.” 

And  again  another  fcripture  faith,  “ They 
fiiall  look  on  him  whom  they  pierced.” 

After  this,  when  the  even  was  come,  there 
came  a rich  man  of  Arimathea,  a city  of  the 
Jews,  by  name  Jofeph,  an  honourable  coun- 
fellor,  a good  and  juft  man;  the  fame  had 
not  confented  to  the  counfel  and  deed  of 
them,  but  himfelf  waited  for  the  kingdom  of 
God,  being  a difciple  of  Jefus,  though  fe- 

cretly, 
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cretly,  for  fear  of  the  Jews.  This  man  went  Mat. 
in  boldly  unto  Pilate,  and  befought  him  that  ^7-  5 8 
he  might  take  away  the  body  of  Jefus.  And  Mark 
Pilate  marvelled  if  he  were  already  dead,  i5-  44 
and  calling  unto  him  the  centurion,  aflced  John 
him,  whether  he  had  been  any  while  dead:  19-  39 
and  when  he  knew  it  of  the  centurion,  he 
commanded  the  body  to  be  delivered  to 
Jofeph.  He  came  therefore  and  took  the 
body  of  Jefus ; and  there  came  alfo  Nico- 
demus  (he  who  at  firft  came  unto  Jefus  by 
night)  bringing  a mixture  of  myrrh  and 
aloes,  about  an  hundred  * pounds  weight. 

Then  took  they  down  the  body  of  Jefus, 
and  wrapped  it  in  fine  linen  cloths  (which 
they  had  bought)  with  the  fpices,  accord- 
ing to  the  Jews  manner  of  interment.  Now 
in  the  place  where  he  was  crucified,  was 
a garden,  and  in  the  garden  a new  fepulchre, 
hewn  out  of  the  rock,  wherein  was  never 
man  yet  laid:  there  laid  they  Jefus  therefore 
(becaufe  of  the  Jews  preparation)  for  the 
fepulchre  was  nigh  at  hand;  and  they  rolled 
a great  ftone  to  the  door  of  the  lepulchre, 
and  departed. 

• The  great  quantity  of  the  fpices  brought  by  Nicode- 
mus  has  been  often  objeaed  to ; it  muft  be  looked  on  as  a 
proof  of  his  confequence ; and  of  his  great  refped  for  our 
Lord,  fince  only  people  of  the  firft  rank  had  lb  much  ex- 
pended upon  thelh.  Jofephus  fays,  that  in  king  Herod  s 
funeral  proceflion  were  five  hundred  or  fpice- 

bearers,  Antiq.  17.  8.  3.  We  have  another  inftance  in  point, 
Talmud,  »•  where  eighty  pounds  of 

fpices  are  faid  to  have  been  employed  at  the  funeral  ot 
R.  Gamaliel. 

Mary 
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Luke  Mary  Magdalene  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
^3*  55*  Jofes  followed  after,  and  fitting  over  againlf 
the  fepulchre,  beheld  how  the  body  was  laid; 
and  they  returned,  and  refted  the  fabbath- 
day,  according  to  the  commandment,  and 
b|bught  ointment  and  fpices,  that  they  might 
anoint  him. 

Mat.  Now  the  next  day,  which  was  after  the 
27.  62.  preparation,  the  chief  priefts  and  Pharifees 
came  together  unto  Pilate,  faying.  Sir,  We 
remember  that  that  deceiver  faid  while  he 
was  yet  alive,  after  three  days  I will  rife 
again ; command  therefore  that  the  fepul- 
chre  be  made  fure  ‘Unto  the  third  day,  left 
his  difciples  come  by  night  and  fteal  him 
away,  and  fay  unto  the  people.  He  is  rifen 
from  the  dead;  fo  the  laft  error' fhall  be 
worfe  than  the  firft.  Pilate  faid  unto  them. 
Ye  have  a guard,  go  your  way,  make  it 
fure  as  ye  can.  So  they  went  and  made  the 
fepulchre  fure,  fealing  the  ftone,  and  fetting 
a guard. 


CHAP. 
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JESUS  rifes  from  the  Dead.  Appears  to 
the  Difciples  at  Jerufalem  and  in  Galilee. 

Is  taken  up  into  Heaven. 

NO  W when  the  fabbath  was  paft,  very  Mat. 

early  in  the  morning  on  the  firft  day  28.  i. 
of  the  week,  before  fun-riling,  came  Mary  Mark 
Magdalene,  and  Joanna,  and  the  other  Mary 
to  fee  the^tomb*,  bringing  the  ointments  and  ® 
fpices  which  they  had  prepared;  and  certain  ** 
others  with  them.  And  they  faid  among 
themfelves.  Who  lhall  roll  away  for  us  the 
Hone  from  the  door  of  the  fepulchre  .»*— for  it 
was  very  great.  And  when  they  looked,  they 
faw  that  the  Hone  was  rolled  away  : and  be- 
hold there  had  been  a great  earthquake,  for 
an  angel  of  the  Lord,  having  defcended  from 
heaven,  came  and  rolled  back  the  Hone  from 
the  door,  and  fat  upon  it.  His  countenance 
was  like  lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as 

The  women  now  returned  to  perform  the  ufual  cere- 
monies on  the  dead  body,  which  they  had  not  been  able  to' 
do  before,  becaufe  of  the  fabbath.  The  Jews  obfervcd  nearly 
the  fame  funeral  rites  as  the  Greeks : they  firft  carefully 
wafhed  the  dead  body,  and  flopped  the  excretories,  then 
anointed  it  all  over  with  perfumed  ointments,  and  after 
covering  the  head,  and  bandaging  the  arms  and  legs,  wrapped 
it  up  in  a winding  fheet,  called  Zuz  (made  according  to 
Dr.  Forfter  of  theLinum  Xylinum)  covering  it  at  the  fame 
time  with  antifeptic  fpices.  Thus  the  corpfe  was  depolited 

in  that  fepulchre.  Maimon.  in  Trail. 
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Mat.  fnow : and  through  fear  of  him,  the  keepers 

28.  4.  did  thake,  and  became  as  dead  men. 

Mark  ^j^d  the  women  entered  into  the  fepulchre, 
5*  and  found  not  the  body  of  the  Lord  Jefus. 
And  it  came  to  pafs,  as  they  were  much  per- 
plexed thereabout,  they  faw  a young  man  fit- 
ting on  the  right  fide,  clothed  in  a long  v/hite 
garment : and  they  were  afraid,  and  bowed 
■ down  their  faces  to  the  earth.  But  the  angel 
anfwered,  and  faid  to  them.  Fear  not  ye, 
for  I know  that  ye  feck  Jefus,  who  was 
• crucified : why  feek  ye  the  living  among  the 
dead?  He  is  not  here,  but  is  rifen.  Come 
fee  the  place  where  the  Lord  lay.  Remem- 
ber how  he  fpake  unto  you  when  he  was  yet 
in  Galilee,  faying.  The  Son  of  Man  muft  be 
delivered  into  the  hands  of  finful  men,  and 
be  crucified,  and  the  third  day  rife  again. 
And  go  quickly,  tell  his  difciples  and  Peter 
that  he  is  rifen  from  the  dead,  and  behold  he 
goeth  before  you  into  Galilee:  there  ye  fhall 
fee  \iim,  as  he  faid  unto  you; — Lo,  I have 
told  you  : And  they  remembered  his  words. 
And  they  departed  quickly  from  the  fepul- 
chre with  fear  and  great  joy,  and  did  run  to 
bring  his  difciples  word. 

' Now  when  they  were  going,  behold  fomc 
of  the  watch  came  into  the  city,  and  fhewed 
unto  the  chief  priefls  all  the  things  that 
were  done.  And  when  they  were  aflembled 
with  the  elders,  and  had  taken  counfel, 
they  gave  large  money  to  the  foldiers,  faying. 
Say  ye,  his  difciples  came  by  night,  and 

ftolc 
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flole  him  away  while  we  llept;  and  if  this  Mat, 
come  to  the  governor’s  ears,  we  will  perfuade  ^8.  14, 
him,  and  fecure  you.  So  they  took  the  money, 
and  did  as  they  were  taught ; and  this  faying 
is  commonly  reported  among  the  Jews  until 
this  day. 

And  the  women,  being  returned  from  theL^i^e 
fepulchre,  told  all  thofe  things  that  were  done  24.  9. 
unto  the  apoftles,  and  to  the  reft.  But  their 
words  feemed  to  them  as  idle  tales,  and  they 
believed  them  not. 

It  was  Mary  Magdalene  who  ran  and  came  John 
\into  Simon  Peter,  and  the  other  difciple,  20.  3. 
whom  Jefus  loved,  and  faid  unto  them. 

They  have  taken  away  the  Lord  out  of  the 
fepulchre,  and  we  know  not  where  they  have 
laid  him.  Peter  therefore  went  forth,  and 
that  other  difciple,  and  came  towards  the 
fepulchre.  So  they  ran  both  together,  and 
the  other  difciple  did  out-run  Peter,  and  ar- 
rived firft  at  the  fepulchre;  and  Hooping 
down,  he  faw  the  linen  clothes  lying,  yet 
went  he  not  in.  Then  cometh  Simon  Peter 
following  him,  and  went  into  the  fepulchre,  24.  12.’ 
and  feetl^  the  linen  clothes  lie,  and  the  napkin 
that  was  about  his  head,  not  lying  with  the 
linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  together  by  itfelf. 

Then  went  in  alfo  that  other  difciple,  who 
came  firft  to  the  fepulchre,  and  he  faw  and 
believed;  for  as  yet  they  knew  not  the  ferip- 
ture,  that  he  muft  rife  from  the  dead.  Then 
the  difciples  went  away  again  unto  their  owii 
Jiome,  wondering  in  themfelves  at  that  which 

2 had 
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John  had  come  to  pafs.  But  Mary  ftood  without 
10.  II.  at  the  fcpulchre,  weeping;  and  as  fhe  wept, 
fhe  {looped  down  into  the  fepulchre,  and 
feeth  two  angels,  in  white,  fitting,  the 
one  at  the  head,  and  the  other  at  the  feet, 
where  the  body  of  Jefus  had  lain;  and  they 
fay  to  her,  Woman,  why  weepeft  thou?  She 
faith  to  them,  Becaufe  they  have  taken  away 
my  Lord,  and  I know  not  where  they  have 
laid  him.  And  when  fhe  had  thus  faid,  (he 
turned  herfelf  back,  and  faw  Jefus  {landing, 
and  knew  not  that  it  was  Jefus.  Jefus  faith 
unto  her.  Woman,  why  weepeil  thou  ? Whom 
do{l  thou  feek?  She,  fuppofing  him  to  be 
the  gardener,  faith  unto  him.  Sir,  if  thou 
have  borne  him  hence,  tell  me  where  thou 
hall  laid  him,  and  I will  take  him  away. 
Jefus  faith  to  her,  Mary.  She  turned  herfelf, 
and  faith  to  him,  Rabboni,  (which  is 
Teacher)  and  fell  at  his  feet,  and  worlhipped 
him.  Jefus  faith  unto  her.  Touch  me  not, 
for  I am  not  yet  afcended  unto  my  Father; 
but  go  to  my  brethren,  and  fay  unto  them, 
I afcend  unto  my  Father,  and  your  Father, 
and  to  my  God,  and  your  God.  Be  not  afraid, 
tell  them  that  they  go  into  Galilee,  and  there 
{hall  they  fee  me.  Mary  Magdalene  came 
and  told  the  difciples,  as  they  mourned  and 
wept,  that  {he  had  feen  the  Lord,  and  that 
he  had  fpoken  thefe  things  unto  her,  and  they 
believed  her  not. 

Mark  After  that,  he  appeared  in  another  form  to 
1 6.  12.  two  of  them,  as  they  went  that  fame  day  unto 

a vil- 
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a village  called  Emmaus,  which  was  from  Luke 
Jerufalem  about  threefcore  furlongs.  And  24- 
they  talked  together  of  all  thefe  things  which 
had  happened.  And  it  came  to  pafs,  that 
while  they  communed  together,  and  reafon- 
ed,  Jefus  himfelf  drew  near,  and  went  with 
them.  But  their  eyes  were  holden,  that  they 
ihould  not  know  him.  And  he  faid  unto 
them.  What  manner  of  communications  are 
thefe  that  ye  have  one  to  another,  as  ye  walk, 
and  are  fad  ? And  one  of  them,  whofe 
name  was  Cleopas,  anfwering,  faid  unto 
him,  Art  thou  alone  a ftranger  in  Jerufalem, 
and  haft  not  known  the  things  which  are 
come  to  pafs  there  in  thefe  days  ? And  he 
faid  unto  them.  What  things  ? And  they  faid 
unto  him.  Concerning  Jefus  of  Nazareth, 
who  was  a prophet  mighty  in  deed  and 
word,  before  God,  and  all  the  people:  and 
how  the  chief  priefts,  and  our  rulers  deliver- 
ed him  to  be  condemned  to  death,  and  have 
crucified  him.  But  we  trufted  that  it  had 
been  he,  who  flmuld  have  redeemed  Ifrael : 
and  befides  all  this,  to-day  is  the  third  day 
fince  thefe  things  were  done.  Yea,  and 
certain  women  alfo  of  our  company  made  us 
aftonifhcd,  that  were  early  at  the  fepulchre  ; 
and  when  they  found  not  his  body,  they 
came,  faying,  that  they  had  alfo  feen  a vifion 
of  angels,  who  faid  that  he  was  alive. 

And  certain  of  them  that  were  with  us, 
went  to  the  fepulchre,  and  found  it  even  fo 
as  the  women  had  faid;  but  him  they  faw 
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Luke  not.  Then  he  faid  unto  them,  O fools,  and 

24*  25.  flpw  of  heart  to  believe  all  that  the  prophets 
have  fpoken!  Ought  not  Chrift  to  have 
fulfered  thefe  things,  and  to  enter  into  his 
glory  ? And  beginning  at  Mofes,  and  all  the 
prophets,  he  expounded  unto  them  in  all 
the  feriptures,  the  things  concerning  him^ 
felf.  And  they  drew  nigh  unto  the  village, 
whither  they  went:  and  he  made  as  though 
he  would  have  gone  further.  But  they  con- 
ftrained  him,  faying.  Abide  with  us,  for  it 
is  towards  evening,  and  the  day  is  far  fpent. 
And  he  went  in  to  tarry  with  them.  And 
it  came  to  pafs,  as  he  fat  at  meat  with  them, 
he  took  bread,  and  bleffed  it,  and  brake,  and 
gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were  opened, 
and  they  knew  him ; and  he  vanilhed  out  of 
their  light.  And  they  faid  one  to  another. 
Did  not  our  hearts  burn  within  us,  while  he 
talked  with  us  by  the  way,  and  while  he 
opened  to  us  the  feriptures  ? And  they  rofe 
up  the  fame  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerufalem 
at  evening,  and  found  the  eleven  gathered 
together,  and  them  that  were  with  them, 
faying.  The  Lord  is  rifen  indeed,  and  hath 
appeared  to  Simon.  And  they  told  what  things 
were  done  in  the  way,  and  how  he  was  known 
of  them  in  breaking  of  bread:  and  they  be- 
lieved them  not.  But  while  they  were  yet 
Ipeaking,  when  the  doors  were  Ihut  for  fear 
of  the  Jews,  came  Jefus  himfelf,  and  flood 
in  the  midll  of  them,  and  faith  unto  them. 
Peace  be  unto  you.  But  they  w'cre  terrified 

and 
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and  affrighted,  and  fuppofcd  that  they  had 
feen  a fpirit.  And  he  faid  unto  them,  Why  Luke 
are  ye  troubled,  and  why  do  thoughts  24.  38. 
arife  in  your  hearts  ? Behold  my  hands  and 
my  feet,  that  it  is  I myfelf : handle  me,  and 
fee,  for  a fpirit  hath  not  flefli  and  bones,  as 
ye  fee  me  have.  And  when  he  had  thus 
fpoken,  he  /hewed  them  his  hands,  and  his 
feet,  and  hts  fide.  And  while  they  yet  be- 
lieved not  for  joy,  and  wondered,  he  faid 
unto  them.  Have  ye  here  any  meat  ? And  they 
gave  him  a piece  of  a broiled  fifh,  and  of 
an  honey- comb.  And  he  took  it,  and  did 
cat  before  them.  And  he  faid  unto  them, 

Thefe  are  the  words  which  I fpake  unto  you, 
while  I was  yet  with  you,  that  all  things 
mufl  be  fulfilled  which  were  written  in  the 
law  of  Mofes,  and  in  the  prophets,  and  in 
the  plalms  concerning  me.  Then  opened 
he  their  underflanding,  that  they  might  un- 
derhand the  feriptures,  and  faid  unto  them. 

Thus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it  behoved 
Chrift  to  fuffer,  and  to  rife  from  the  dead  the 
third  day : and  that  repentance  and  remifiion 
of  fins  ffiould  be  preached  in  his  name, 
among  all  nations,  beginning,  at  Jerufalem. 

And  ye  are  witneffes  of  thefe  things. 

Then  faid  Jefiis  to  them  again.  Peace  be  John 
unto  you:  as  my  Father  hath  fent  me,  even  20.  21. 
fo  fend  I you.  And  when  he  had  faid  this, 
he  breathed  on  them,  and  faith  unto  them. 
Receive  ye  the  Holy  Spirit.  Whofe  foever 
fins  ye  remit,  they  are  remitted  unto  them; 
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and  whofe  foever  fins  yc  retain,  they  are 
retained. 

John  But  Thomas,  one  of  the  twelve,  called 

20.  24.  Didymus,  was  not  with  them,  when  Jefus 

came.  The  other  difciples  therefore  faid 
unto  him.  We  have  feen  the  Lord.  But  he 
faid  upto  them.  Except  I thall  fee  in  hands 
the  print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into 
the  print  of  the  nails,  and  thrufi:  my  hand 
into  his  fide,  I will  not  believe. 

And  after  eight  days,  again  his  difciples 
were  within,  and  Thomas  with  them;  then 
-came  Jefus,  the  doors  being  fiiut,  and  flood 
in  the  midfl,  and  faid.  Peace  he  unto,  you. 
Then  faith  he  to  Thomas,  Reach  hither  thy 
finger,  and  behold  my  hand ; and  reach 
hither  thy  hand,  and  thrufi  it  into  my  fide: 
and  be  not  faithlefs,  but  believing.  And 
.Thomas  anfwered  and  faid  unto  him.  My 
Lord  and  my  Gpd.  Jefus  faith  unto  hini, 
Thomas,  becaufe  thou  hafl  feen  me,  thou 
hafl  believed ; blefled  ar^  they  that  have  not 
feen^  and  yet  have  believed. 

And  many  other  figns  truly  did  Jefus  in 
th^  prefence  of  his  difciples,  which  are  not 
written  in  this  book.  But  thefe  are  written, 
that  ye  might  believe  that  Jefus  is  the  Chrifl 
the  Son  of  God,  and  that  believing  ye 
might  have  life  through  his  name. 

John  After  thefe  things  Jefus  fhewed  himfelf 

21.  I.  again  to  his  difciples  at  the  fea  of  Tiberias, 

near  to  a mountain  where  he  had  appointed 
them:  and  on  this  wife  fhewed  he  himfelf  : 

there 
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there  were  together  Simon  Peter^  and  Thomas  John 
called  Didymus,  and  Nathaniel  of  Cana  in  21.  3 
Galilee,  and  the  fon  of  Zebedee,  and  two 
other  of  his  difciples,  Simon  Peter  faith 
unto  them,  I go  a fifhing.  They  fay  unto 
him.  We  alfo  go  with  thee.  They  went 
forth,  and  entered  into  a ihip  immediately; 
and  that  night  they  caught  nothing.  But 
when  the  morning  was  now  come,  Jefus 
ftood  on  the  fhore  : but  the  difciples  knew 
not  that  it  was  Jefus.  Then  Jefus  faith 
unto  them.  Children,  have  ye'  any  meat  ? 

They  anfwered  him.  No.  And  he  faid  unto 
them.  Call  the  net  on  the  right  fide  of  the 
Ihip,  and  ye  fhall  find.  They  call:  therefore, 
and  now  they  were  not  able  to  draw  it  for 
the  multitude  of  filhes.  Therefore  that  dif- 
ciple  whom  Jefus  loved,  faith  unto  Peter, 

It  is  the  Lord,  Now  when  Simon  Peter 
heard  that  it  was  the  Lord,  he  girt  his  fiflier’s 
coat  unto  him  (for  Ke  was  naked)  and  did 
call  himfelf  into  the  fea.  And  the  other 
difciples  came  in  a little  fhip  (for  they  were 
not  far  from  land,  but  as  it  were  two  hun- 
dred cubits)  dragging  the  net  with  fifhes. 

As  foon  then  as  they  were  come  to  land,  they 
faw  a fire  of  coals  there,  and  fifh  laid  there- 
on, and  bread.  Jefus  faith  unto  them.  Bring 
of  the  fifb  which  ye  have  now  caught. 
'Simon  Peter  went  up,  and  drew  the  net  to 
land  full  of  great  fifhes,  an  hundred  and  fifty 
and  three : and  for  all  there  were  fo  many, 
yet  was  not  th^  net  broken,  Jefus  faith  unto 

them. 
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John  them.  Come  and  dine.  And  none  of  the 
21.  13*  difciples  durft  aik  him.  Who  art  thou? 
knowing  that  it  was  the  Lord.  Jefus  then 
cometh,  and  taketh  bread,  and  giveth  them, 
and  fifh  likewife.  This  is  now  the  third 
time  that  Jefus  fhewed  himfelf  to  his  dif- 
ciples,  after  that  he  was  rifen  from  the 
dead. 

So  when  they  had  dined,  Jefus  faith  to 
Simon  Peter,  Simon  fon  of  Jonas,  loveft  thou 
me  more  than  thefe?  He  faith  unto  him. 
Yea,  Lord;  thou  knoweft  that  I love  thee. 
He  faith  unto  him.  Feed  my  lambs.  He 
faith  'to  him  again  the  fecond  time,  Simon 
fon  of  Jonas  loveft  thou  me?  He  faith  unto 
>'  him.  Yea,  Lord;  thou  knoweft  that  I love 
thee.  He  faith  unto  him.  Feed  my  Iheep. 
He  faith  unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon  fon 
of  Jonas,  loveft  thou  me?  Peter  was  grieved, 
becaufe  he  faid  unto  him  the  third  time, 
Loveft  thou  me?  And  he  faid  unto  him. 
Lord,  thou  knoweft  all  things ; thou  know- 
eft  that  I love  thee.  Jefus  faith  unto  him. 
Feed  my  flieep.  Verily,  verily,  I fay  unto 
thee.  When  thou  waft  young,  thou  girdedft 
thyfelf,  and  walkedft  whither  thou  would- 
eft:  but  when  thou  fhalt  be  old,  thou  fhalt 
ftretch  forth  thine  hands,  and  another  fhall 
gird  thee,  and  carry  thee  whither  thou 
wouldeft  not.  This  fpake  he,  lignifying  by 
what  death  he  ftiould  glorify  God.  And 
when  he  had  fpoken  this,  he  faith  unto  him, 
f'ollow  me.  Then  Peter>  turning  about, 
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feeth  the  difciple  whom  Jefus  Iqvod  follow- 
ing, (who  alfo  leaned  on  his  bread:  at  ‘ 
flipper,  and  faid,  Lord,  which  is  he  that 
betrayeth  thee?)  Peter  feeing  him,  faith  to  John 
Jefus*  Lord,,  and  what  fhall  this  man  do?  21.  21, 
Jefus  faith  unto  him.  If  I.  will  that  he  tarry 
till  I come,  what  is  that  to  thee?  Follow 
thou  me.  Then  went  this  faying  abroad 
among  the  brethren,  that  that  difciple 
fhould  not  die  : yet  Jefus  faid  not  unto  him. 

He  flaall  not  die:  but,  if  1 will  that  he  tarry 
till  I come,  what  is  that  to  thee?  This  is  the 
difciple  wdio  teftifieth  of  thefe  things,  and 
wrote  thefe  things : and  we  know  that  iiis 
teftimony  is  true.  And  there  are  alfo  many 
other  things  which  Jefus  did,  the  which,  if 
they  fliould  be  written  every  one,  I fuppofe 
that  even  the  world  itfelf  could  not  contaixi  ' ' • 
the  books  that  fhould  be  written. 

At  laft,  being  affem bled  with  the  difciples, 
he  faid  to  them.  All  power  is  given  unto  28.  18. 
me  in  heaven  and  in  earth; — Behold  I fend  Luke 
the  promife  of  my  Father  upon  you.  But  tarry  24.  29, 
ye  in  the  city  of  Jerufalem  until  ye  be  endued 
with  power  from  on  high;  then  go  forth 
into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gofpel  to 
every  creature,  baptizing  them  into  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit;  teaching  them  to  obferve  all 
things  whatever  I have  commanded  you ; and, 
lo,  I am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world.  He  that  believeth,  and  is  Mark 
baptized,  fhall  be  faved;  but  he  that  be- 16^ 

liveth

Mark  Heveth  not,  fhall  be  condemned.  And 
i6.  1 8.  thefe  figns  fliall  follow  them  that  believe:

* The  Baptift  (John  3.  29.)  Ihews  his  inferiority  to  Jefus,  by  term- 
ing him  the  bridegroom,  as  head  and  poffelTor  of  the  Chriftian  church, 
his  myllic  fpoufe  ; John  himfelf  in  the  new  dijTpenfation  afting  only 
a fecond  part,  as  Paranymphus,  the  companion  and  friend  of  the  bride- 
groom, who  attended  on  him  conftantly  through  the  whole  marriage 
lolemnlty. 

The  rejoicing  at  the  bridegroom’s  voice  refers  to  the  bridal  fongs 
fung  by  the  parties  themfelves  and  their  intimate  friends  (the  children 
of  the  bridechamber.  Mat.  9.  15.)  of  which  the  following  is  an  in- 
ftance : “ Blelfed  art  thou,  O Lord,  our  God,  who  haft  created  joy 
“ and  gladnefs,  the  bridegroom,  and  the  bride,  charity  and  brotherly 
love,  rejoicing  and  pleafure,  peace  and  fociety. — Let  there  be  fud- 
denly  heard  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  in  the  ftreets  of  Jerufalem,  the 
voice  of  joy  and  gladnefs,  the  voice  of  the  bridegroom  and  the  bride. 
The  voice  of  exultation  in  the  bridechamber  is  fweeter  than  any 
“ feaft;  and  children  fweeter  than  the  fweetnefs  of  a fong.”  Thefe 
rejoicings  ufually  continued  feven  days. 

The  fong  of  bolomon  is  an  elegant  fpecimen  of  the  nuptial  fongs : 
and  may  therefore  be  applied  alfo  with  propriety  to  the  efpoufals  of 
Chrift  and  his  church.

J Unftion  with  oil  was  a remedy  employed  by  the  ancient  phyfi- 
cians  in  many  dangerous  diforders,  and  is  recommended  even  in 
acute  fevers  : ungi  leniterque  pertraftari  corpus  etiam  in  acutis  & re- 
centibus  oportet.  Celfus  de  Med.  2.  14.  Galen  likewife  obferves, 
Unftiones  adverfus  vim  febrium  auxilium  efle.  Comm.  4.  in  Hippoc.

As  the  medicinal  art  among  the  Jews  was  praftifed  by  the  priafts  and 
prophets,  its  remedies  were  efteemed  in  fome  meafure  facred  j and 
unftion,  in  particular,  became  a religious  ceremony,  being  accompanied, 
in  dangerous  cafes,  with  laying  on  of  hands,  and  prayers  for  the 
recovery  of  the  fick,  and  for  remiffion  of  their  fins : the  Rabbies, 
however,  refufed  to  perform  this  office  on  the  fabbath-day.  See  Hierof.

The  apoftle  James,  Eph.  5.  14.  exhorts  the  Chriftian  teachers  to 
obferve  the  fame  rite,  and  anoint  the  fick  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

It  may  be  obferved  here  that  in  the  miracles,  not  of  the  difciples 
only,  but  even  in  thofe  of  our  Lord,  fome  external  means  were  gene-

f Jefus  might  teach  in  the  fynagoguesof  Galilee,  not  on  the  fabbath- 
days  only  : for  they  were  held  likewife  on  two  other  days  of  the  week, 
viz.  the  2d  and  5 th,  and  at  the  times  of  folemn  falls  and  fellivals. 
There  were  alfo  prayers  read  every  morning  and  evening. 

The  office  of  reading,  expounding  the  law,  and  admonifhing,  was 
not  always  performed  by  minifters  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  but 
might  be  done  by  any  perfon,  with  leave  from  the  A^-^KywAySyof » 
the  chief  Teacher  or  ocribe  of  the  place.
